In  these  Proceedings  the  Board  of  Revenue 
report  on  the  settlement  and  collections  of  the 
revenues  of  the  Presidency  in  Fusly  1276  (A.  D. 
1866-67).    The  usual  explanatory  Statements  for  the  year  are  submitted,  accompanied  by  six  quin- 
quennial statistical  returns. 

2.  The  gross  receipts  of  the  year  amounted  to  Rupees  655,33,357,  which  is  the  highest 

revenue  yet  realised  in  any  one  year.    The  in-

year  amounted  to  Rupees  59,11,279,  showing  a  net  decrease  of  Rupees  3,21,107  below  the  charges 
of  Fusly  1275.  The  net  revenue  was  thus  Rupees  596,22,078  against  Rupees  557,97,692  in 
Fusly  1275. 

3.  Season. — ^The  season  was  on  the  whole  unfavorable  for  agricultural  operations,  although 
a  much  better  year  than  the  previous  one.  The  rain-fall  in  the  northern  and  southern  districts 
was  abundant,  but  not  altogether  seasonable.  The  inland  districts,  however,  were  suffering  con- 
fliderable  distress  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  The  previous  south-west  monsoon  had  been  a  failure, 
and  drought  was  experienced  everywhere.  Water  was  scarce  even  for  domestic  purposes,  and 
agricultural  operations  were  suspended.  Employment  was,  however,  provided  for  the  able-bodied 
poor,  and  relief-houses  established  for  those  unablet  to  work,  until  the  setting  in  of  the  north-east 
monsoon  in  the  middle  of  October  enabled  the  ryots  to  resume  their  agricultural  avocations.  This 
monsoon  was  copious  in  all  districts,  except  parts  of  Tanjore  and  Madura.  The  crops  secured  in 
the  north  were  unusually  heavy,  but  the  south-west  monsoon,  on  which  the  western  coast  districts 
are  dependant,  commenced  late,  and  the  early  showers  were  scanty. 

4.  Sanitabt  condition. — ^The  usual  epidemics — namely,  cholera,  small-pox,  and  fever, 
prevailed  to  some  extent  in  all  the  districts  during  the  year  The  character  of  the  season  and  the 
scarcity  of  food  and  water  at  the  commencement  of  the  year  had  their  usual  injurious  effects  on  the 
health  of  the  people.  The  mortality,  as  given  in  the  Death  Returns,  amounted  to  22*35  per  mille, 
ranging  from  thirty-six  and  thirty-four  per  mille  in  Gaigam  and  Bellary,  to  fourteen  and  fifteen 
per  mille  in  Tinnevelly  and  Goimbatore. 

5.  The  deaths  among  cattle  were  numerous,  murrain  having  prevailed  to  a  certain  extent. 
The  cattle  in  Trichinopoly  and  Salem  Districts  are,  however,  said  to  have  been  singularly 
healthy. 

6.  Pbices.— The  high  prices  of  grain,  which  had  ruled  during  the  latter  portion  of  the 
previous  year,  rose  even  higher  during  the  first  half  of  the  year  under  report,  and  the  average 
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prices  of  the  year  were  higher  than  the  averages  of  1865-66.  The  increase  ranged  from  fourteen 
to  thiri^-one  per  cent,  in  most  grains,  but  there  was  a  decrease  in  the  price  of  cumboo  of  eleven 
per  cent.    The  increase  in  Bellary  in  the  price  of  second  sort  paddy  was  82  Rupees  per  garce. 

7.  Byots*  holdings. — ^The  extent  of  the  land  retained  in  their  puttahs  by  the  ryots  for  the 
Fusly,  in  the  eighteen  districts,  (South  Canara  being  excluded,)  was  acres  185,14,593,  assessed 
at  Bupees  335,56,515,  against  acres  182,43,639,  assessed  at  Rupees  337,57,269  in  Fusly  1275.

land,  both  in  extent  and  assessment,  was  the 
result  of  tiie  adverse  character  of  the  season  in  several  districts.  The  figures  in  regard  to  dry 
lands,  showing  as  they  do  a  large  increase  in  the  extent  occupied,  against  a  decrease  in  the  assess- 
ment, appear  at  first  sight  anomalous.  The  Board  explain  that  there  was  a  large  increase  of 
Rupees  4,26,735  in  the  gross  assessment  spread  over  several  districts,  but  that  this  was  counter- 
balanced by  the  large  decrease  of  Rupees  4,25,805  in  the  district  ofGodavery.  Of  this  sum, 
however,  it  is  explained  that  nearly  three  lacs  of  Rupees  was  a  merely  nominal  decrease,  being  the 
assessment  of  unsurveyed  lands  in  the  bed  of  the  Godavery,  and  of  unsurveyed  and  unassessed 
villages  and  lands  in  that  district,  which  has  been  this  year  transferred  from  the  head  *•  RyotWar** 
to  *  *  Miscellaneous. ' '  In  previous  years  the  assessment  paid  for  these  lands  had  been  credited  to  the 
gross  assessment  of  the  holdings,  though  their  area  had  never  been  included  in  the  gross  -area  of 
the  holdings.  A  portion  of  the  decrease  is,  however,  due  to  the  adoption  of  the  reduced  rates  of 
assessment  under  the  new  settlements  in  some  districts.  The  increase  in  the  extent  of  dry  land 
occupied  is  owing  to  the  large  tracts  of  waste  lands  taken  up.  The  Board  point  out  that  in  the 
district  of  Coimbatore  alone  the  increase  in  the  occupied  lands  amounts  to  acres  1,08,642,  bear- 
ing an  assessment  of  Rupees  91,551. 

8.  Ryotwab  Settlement. — ^The  actual  Ryotwar  Settlement  amounted  to  Rs.  348,34,117 
against  Rupees  340,45,388  in  Fusly  1275,  according  to  the  table  given  in  paragraph  27  of  the

9.  But  the  Board  state  the  Ryotwar  demand  at  Rupees  349,58,845  in  paragraph  37,  leaving 
the  difference  of  Rupees  1,24,728  unexplained.  The  Government  observe,  however,  from  State- 
ment No.  3,  that  it  is  owing  to  the  addition  to  the  Ryotwar  demand  proper  of  sundry  items  **  im- 
properly included"  in  that  demand  by  the  Collector  of  Tinnevelly,  but  excluded  by  the  Board 
from  the  body  of  the  Statement,  as  well  as  to  the  deduction  of  the  Water-tax  in  the  Kistna  Dis-

11.  It  would  seem  from  this  table  that  the  net  increase  was  the  result  of  a  large  decrease  in 
the  remissions,  and  an  increase  under  ''  additional  assessment,"  and  not  of  any  extension  in  the 
breadth  of  cultivation  as  remarked  by  the  Board  in  paragraph  40. 

12.  Rbmibsioks.— The  remissions  sUowed  this  year  were  very  moderate.    The  deductions  on 
account  of  Road  and  Village  Service  Cesses  in  those  districts  in  which  they  are  included  in  the 
assessment,  are  shown  under  the  general  head  of  Remissions  for  purposes  of  account,  and  exclud-

is  owing  to  the  rules  regulating  remissions  hav- 
ing been  strictly  enforced,  except  in  the  districts  in  which  the  failure  of  the  rains  rendered 
special  relaxation  necessary. 

13.  FaisHCUSH. — The  demand  under  this  head  amounted  to  Rupees  51,26,622  in  FusIy 
1276  against  Rupees  51,33,242.  The  decrease  of  Rupees  6,620  is  chiefly  owing  to  the  Yissan- 
napettah  Estate  having  come  under  the  direct  management  of  Government,  and  partly  to  the 
reduction  of  the  Feishcush  of  the  Muttyalpadu  Estate,  in  consequence  of  the  resumption  of  certain 
Russums.

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15.  MisciLLAKSous.— The  demand  under  Land  Bevenue  MiscellaneoiiB  amounted  to  Bn- 
pees  33,63,676  against  Bfupees  31,71,206.  The  increase  of  Bnpees  1,82,471  is  owing  chiefly  to 
the  transfer  to  this  head  of  the  rents  of  onassessed  lands  in  the  bed  of  the  Godavery  referred  to 
aboye,  but  partly  also  to  a  large  extent  of  land  having  been  cultivated  after  the  close  of  the 
settlement,  and  to  certain  Bussumsin  the  Nellore  District  having  been,  for  the  first  time,  credited 
to  **  Land  Bevenue  Miscellaneous.**

19.  Absabbt. — ^The  increase  under  Abkarry  is  as  usual,  owing  to  the  greater  competition 
for  the  farms  in  several  districts. 

20.  Incomb  and  Licinse-taxbs. — ^The  variations  under  Income  and  License-taxes  need  no 
special  explanation.  The  former  was  in  operation  for  only  one  month  in  the  Fusly>  and  the  latter 
was  introduced  from  1st  May  1867.

22.  The  charges  of  the  Salt  Department  in  the  Fusly  amounted  to  Rupees  14, 14, 280  against 
Bupees  16,11,160  in  Fusly  1275.  A  large  portion  of  the  decrease  is  owing  to  a  much  smaller 
quantity  of  salt  having  been  purchased  for  South  Canara,  in  consequence  of  a  large  stock  of  the 
previous  year's  salt  remaining  on  hand.  There  was  a  large  decrease  in  the  charges  of  this  depart- 
ment in  the  Madras  District  also,  in  consequence  of  the  salt  being  obtained  chiefly  from  those  pans 
where  the  rates  paid  to  the  manufacturers  are  low.

26.  Stamps.— The  decrease  under  Stamps  is  owing  to  the  sales  in  Fusly  1275  having  been 
unusually  large,  in  consequence  of  the  large  number  of  documents  requiring  renewal  within  the 
period  allowed  by  the  Registration  Act. 

27.  Demand,  Collection,  and  Balance. — The  total  current  demand  on  account  of  all  sources 
ofrevenue  amounted  to  Rupees  666,67,367.    Of  thw,  the  sum  of  Rupees  622,88,917,  or  a  little  more 

than  93  per  cent.,  waacolleeted  within  the  Fuslj«

28.  The  Board  have  entered  into  a  full  explanation  of  the  causes  for  ihe  outstanding  balance 
under  each  head  of  revenue,  and  there  is  little  for  Government  to  notice.  They  must,  however, 
remark  that  the  explanation  accounting  for  the  Abkarry  balances  in  some  of  the  districts  cannot 
be  deemed  quite  satisfactory.  The  balance  InBellary  was  largo,  and  though  one  of  the  reasone 
assigned — namely,  the  absence  of  a  demand  for  liquor  during  the  famine  months,  is  deserving  of  con- 
sideration, the  great  competition  at  the  bidding  for  the  contracts  ought  nol  to  influence  the  CoUeo-^ 
tors  in  recovering,  by  legal  process,  the  rent  of  the  farms.  When  the  competitors  see  that  no 
indulgence  will  be  shown,  they  will  be  more  careful  in  bidding  for  the  fiurms,  and  any  relaxation  of 
the  rules  in  favor  of  the  renters  must  also  be  unjust  to  the  unsuccessful  and  perhaps  more  substan- 
tial bidders.  The  Collector  of  Madura  states  that  a  considerable  sum  is  likely  to  be  irrecoverai)le, 
as  the  renters  '*  are  not  men  of  substance.'*  If  the  rules  for  the  security  to  be  lodged  and  the  pay- 
ment of  the  kistsin  time  are  enforced,  so  as  not  to  allow  the  value  of  the  security  to  be  depreciated 
by  the  outstanding  balances,  the  Oovernment  do  not  see  how  any  material  loss  of  revenue  can  occur 
on  this  account.

than  to  any  unnecessary  recourse  to  law. 

33.  As  to  the  quinquennial  returns,  most  of  the  figures  in  Statements  A.  and  B.  must  be 
viewed  more  as  approximations  than  actuals,  as  many  districts  are  still  unsurveyed.  At  the  same 
time  a  little  more  care  in  their  preparation  would  render  them  very  useful  for  the  purpose  of  com- 
parison. Statement  C.  shows  .that  there  are  comparatively  much  fewer  irrigation  works  out  of 
repair  than  in  1861-62.  It  appears,  however,  that  there  are  still  48,148  wells  classed  as  Oovern- 
ment  wells,  and  the  Board  will  be  requested  to  explain  the  grounds  of  this  classification. 

34.  Statement  D.  has  been  prepared  with  care.  It  gives  a  population  of  a  little  over  26J 
millions  (exclusive  of  the  Town  of  Madras),  the  number  of  houses  being  a  little  under  six  millions. 
Since  the  census  taken  in  1862,  there  has  been  an  increase  of  nearly  two  and  a  half  millions  in  the 
population,  or  about  twenty  per  mille  per  annum,  which  must  be  viewed  as  an  indication  of  progres- 
sive prosperity.  The  Hindoos  have  increased  in  numbers  during  the  five  j'ears  by  ten  and  a  hal^ 
per  cent.,  the  Mahomedans  by  nine  per  cent.,  and  the  Christians  by  twelve  per  cent. 

35.  Statements  E.  and  P.  show  that  the  number  of  ryots  holding  from  Government  have 
increased  by  upwards  of  half  a  million,  standing  at  upwards  of  two  millions  and  a  quarter  against 
about  a  million  and  three-quarters  in  1862.  The  number  of  ryots,  holding  single  puttahs,  paying 
less  than  Rupees  30  for  their  holdings,  has  risen  by  about  35,000,  whereas  the  number  holding  put- 
tahs for  land  assessed  at  more  than  Rupees  30  has  only  increased  by  about  5,000.  These  results 
would  seem  to  militate  against  the  supposition  that  reductions  of  assessment  would  have  the  effect 
of  amalgamating  small  holdings  and  creating  a  class  of  wealthy  land-holders.  The  decrease  in 
agricultural  stock  is  very  unsatisfactory,  when  the  large  increase  of  cultivation  which  has  takeu 
place  during  the  last  five  years  is  taken  into  account.  The  Board's  special  attention  has,  however, 
been  called  to  this  question  in  the  Government  Order,  under  date  the  23rd  November  1868, 
No.  2,922. 

36.  In  conclusion,  the  Government  regret  to  notice  the  late  date  at  which  this  report  has  been 
submitted.  It  relates  to  the  transactions  of  the  year  ending  30th  June  1867,  but  did  not  reach 
the  Government  until  late  in  the  month  of  July  of  the  present  year.  The  Government  must 
require  the  Board  to  take  effective  measures  to  prevent  such  delay  in  future.

Pboceedings  oip  THE  BoARD  OF  REVENUE,  dated  10th  July  1868. 

1.  The  Board  proceed  to  lay  before  Government  their  usual  Annual  Report  on  the  Settlement 
•ad  Collection  of  the  Revenue  of  the  Madras  Presidency  for  Fusly  1276,  (A.  D.  1866-67,)  with 
a  file  of  the  printed  reports  of  Collectors. 

2.  As  in  last  year,  eight  explanatory  Statements  accompany  the  report,  the  Comparative 
Statement  of  Cultivation  and  Settlement  of  Ryotwar  Land  Revenue  being  submitted  separately. 
The  alterations  which  Government,  in  thair  Proceedings,  dated  15th  January  1867,  No.  125, 
wished  to  be  introdu<!fed  in^Statement  No.  3  have  been  effected  during  the  year,  and  two  abstracts 
A.  and  B.  are  added  to  it,  the  one  showing  the  particulars  of  occupancy,  and  the  other  the  additions 
and  deductions  on  account  of  the  Road  and  Village  Service  Cesses. 

3.    Statement  No,  1. — ^The  number  of  talooks  settled  on  Ryotwar  principles  in  the  several 

districts  of  the  Presidency  is  the  same  as  in  last 
year,  viz.,  156.  The  talook  of  Palcondah  in 
the  Yizagapatam  district  still  continues  under 
rent  to  Messrs.  Arbuthnot  and  Co.  The  number 
of  villages  in  these  Ryotwar  talooks  is  30,186, 
showing  on  the  whole  a  net  decrease  of  four 
villages  as  compared  with  Fusly  1275.  The 
districts  in  which  the  changes  occur,  and  the 
causes  which  have  led  to  the  change  are  detailed  below.  In  the  district  of  Kistna  there  is  an 
increase  of  44  villages  owing  to  the  introduction  of  the  Ryotwary  settlement  in  the  Bunder 
portion  of  it.  In  the  Madras  district  the  increase  of  24  villages  has  arisen  from  certain  rented 
villages  having  been  brought  under  Ryotwar  Settlement.  The  decrease  of  42  villages  in  Salem 
is  the  result  of  the  transfer  of  certain  Trishvakum  villages  hitherto  included  under  Ryotwar  to 
the  head  of  Inam,  the  villages  having  been  enfranchised  by  the  Inam  Commissioner,  and  the 
decrease  of  17  villages  in  Bellary  is  due  to  small  uninhabited  ?illages  having  been  abandoned. 
During  the  Jusly  under  review  six  village^  were  transferred  from  Salem  to  South  Arcot  under 
Crovernment  Order,  dated  22nd  December  1865,  No.  3,098.

4.  In  the  year  under  report  23,32,534  Puttahs  were  issued. 
This  number  is  in  excess  of  that  of  the  puttahs  issued  in  Fusly 
1275,  by  67,289.  The  increase  occurs  in  all  the  districts 
except  the  six  noted  in  the  margin.  The  distribution  of  puttahs,

5.    The  increase  is  attributable  generally  to  the  following  causes,  viz.,  (I),  the  introduction  of 
the  new  settlement  rates  into  the  districts  of  Godavery,  Kistna,  and  Kumool;   (II),  the  bringing 
certam  rented  villages  under  R^^otwar  in  the  districts  of  Ganjam  and  Madras  ;  (III),  the  issue 
of  puttahs  in  the  newly. settled  Mottafysal  villages  of  Taiyore;  and  (IV),  extended  occupation  of 
laads  by  new  ryots  generally  in  almost  all  the  districts.     Arrangements  have  been  made  for  fur- 
nishing the  ryots  with  fresh  puttahs  in  book-form  in  Fusly  1278,  and  after  *his  has  been  done,  it  is 
probable  there  will  be  very  little  need  for  the  issue  of  new  puttahs  for  some  years  to  come. 
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6.  Season.— The  season,  though  an  improvement  on  that  which  iromediatelj  preceded  it, was  not, 
on  the  whole,  a  favourable  one.  The  early  rains  were  seasonable  and  abundant,  and  gave. promise  of  a 
very  favourable  season;  but  the  later  rains  proved  detrimental  to  agricultural  interests.  In  Gaiyam, 
which  had  suffered  most  seriously  from  the  famine  of  Fusly  1275,  the  rains  were  not  only  copious  but 
excessive,  and  partially  destroyed  the  dry  crops.  The  insufficiency  of  food  did  not  abate  till  the 
new  paddy  was  harvested,  and  until  that  period  the  distribution  of  raw  rice  to  the  ryots  and  cooked 
food  to  the  other  classes  of  the  poorer  population  was  continued,  and  the  timely  advances  made  by 
Government  both  in  cash  and  seed-grain  enabled  the  indigent  ryots  of  the  Berhampore  talook  to 
bring  all  their  lands  under  cultivation,  with  the  exception  of  about  4,342  acres.  In  Vizagapatam 
there  was  an  abundant  harvest.  In  the  Godavery  district  the  freshes  in  the  river  rose  to  30  feet, 
and  caused  some  damage  to  the  early  sown  dry  crops  on  the  islands  in  the  river  bed.  The  afloat 
channels  received  a  full  supply  of  water,  and  the  ryots  were  greatly  encouraged  to  carry  on  vigor- 
ously the  wot  cultivation  under  them.  The  crops  generally,  both  in  quantity  and  quality,  were  the 
best  that  the  ryots  had  obtained  during  the  last  twenty  years*  The  excessive  rains  of  October  1866, 
caused  the  total  failure  of  Pedda  Jonna  and  Black  paddy,  the  principal  staples  of  the  Kistna  dis- 
trict. The  crops  in  the  Colair  islands  were  indifferent  from  deficient  rain  and  the  ravages  of 
insects.  In  Nellore  up  to  the  end  of  June  the  rains  were  very  partial  and  scanty,  and  great  difficulty 
was  experienced  in  obtaining  water  even  for  ordinary  domestic  purposes,  but  the  later  rains  were 
more  copious  and  abundant.  The  failure  of  rain  during  the  best  part  of  the  cultivation  season  m 
the  Madras  district,  added  to  the  scarcity  throughout  the  country,  had  a  disastrous  effect  upon  the 
district  in  general.  In  August,  however,  a  change  for  the  better  took  place,  and  copious  falls  filled 
all  the  tanks. 

7.  The  rainfall  in  South  Arcot  was  abundant,  and  following  a  season  like  that  of  Fusly 
1275  the  contrast  was  of  course  strikingly  visible.  The  seasonable  rains  after  August  encouraged 
all  kinds  of  cultivation,  and  saved  crops  till  then  in  a  precarious  condition.  In  Tanjore  and 
Trichinopoly  almost  all  the  branches  of  the  Cau^ory  had  a  steady  supply  of  water  throughout  the 
season,  which  CQupled  with  timely  showers  produced  an  abundant  harvest.  In  the  upland  tracts 
of  Tanjore  the  rains  were  very  scanty.  The  dry  and  garden  crops  of  Tritrapundy  and  Puttucottai  " 
talooks  were  to  a  great  extent  lost.  In  the  villages  on  the  coast  there  was  a  better  yield  from 
the  later  crops,  but  in  those  parts  of  the  district  not  under  the  influence  of  irrigation,  the  outturn 
was  very  poor,  and  in  some  places  scarcely  sufiicieiit  to  repay  the  cost  of  seed  and  labour.  In  Madura 
both  the  early  and  later  rains  were  deficient,  and  extensive  heavy  loss  of  crops  was  the  result.  In 
Tinnevelly  the  south-west  monsoon  was  insufficient  for  the  Kar  crops,  but  the  north-east  monsoon 
was  ample  for  the  Peshanum. 

8.  In  the  inland  districts  noted  marginally,  the  season  in  the  earlier  months  was  of  a 

most  disastrous  kind.    There  was  scarcely  a  sign  of  the  south- 
Kuinooi.  "^^8*^  monsoon  till  the  end  of  August.    In  these  districts,  drought 

Baiem  ^^^^^'  was  experienced  every  where,  wells  failed  to  supply  water  even 

Coimbatore.  for  domestic  purposcs,  and  agricultural  operations  were  gene- 

rally at  a  standstill.  Extraordinary  measures  of  relief  were  adopted  by  employing  the  poorer  classes 
in  the  construction  of  village  roads  and  other  public  works  at  the  expense  of  Government,  and 
by  the  establishment  of  relief-houses.  The  north-east  monsoon  set  in,  however,  about  the 
middle  of  October,  and  was  more  continuous  and  abundant  than  it  had  been  for  years.  The  tank, 
etc.,  received  a  good  supply,  and  the  rivers  were  in  flood.  In  Cuddapah  there  were  heavy  and 
opportune  showers,  and  the  crops  yielded  a  very  fair  outturn. 

9.  In  the  Western  Coast  districts  the  south-west  monsoon  commenced  late  and  the  first  showers 
were  scanty.    This  deficiency  did  not  much  affect  the  rice  cultivation  of  South  Canara  owing  to  the 
peculiar  nature  of  the  beds  which  require  less  water.    In  Malabar,  however,  it  was  injurious  to  the 
Kanni  crop,  but  later  showers  served  considerably  to  lessen  the  mischief. 
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10.    The  following  abstract  shows  the  average  fall  of  rain  in  the  several  districts  of  the 
Presidency,  in  comparison  with  Fusly  127/5 ;-??  ^

11.  Sanitaet  condition. — ^The  scarcity  of  water  and  the  scarcity  and  deamess  of.  food 
necessarily  rendered  the  season  unhealthy.  Cholera,  Small-pox,  and  Fever  broke  out  in  almost 
every  district.  A  complete  statement  of  deaths  in  all  the  districts  is  given  below,  having  been 
prepared  in  this  office  from  the  monthly  returns  received  from  the  Collectors  for  Fusly  1276.  The

13.  Statement  No.  2,  Pbicks. — The  prices  of  all  the  staple  articles  of  consumption  which 
had  attained  famine  rates  durinu  Fusly  1275  continued  high  throughout  the  year,  although  in  the 
latter  months  they  are  reported  to  have  fallen  slightly  in  some  districts.  The  increase  compared 
with  Fusly  1275  ranged  from  14  to  81  per  cent,  except  in  the  price  of  Cumboo,  which  has  fallen 
11  per  cent.  The  prices  of  Ist  and  2nd  sort  Paddy  have  risen  from  219  and  201  in  Fusly  1275,  to 
^58  and  231  respectively  in  Fusly  1276.  The  following  is  an  abstract  showing  the  prices  of  some 
of  the  principal  products,  compared  with  the  prices  of  Fusly  1275  and  with  the  averages  of  the  pre- 
ceding ten  years: —

Iriet  except  Ga^jam,  Yisagapatam)  and  Tinnevelly.  In  Bellary  the  increase  was  as  much  as  83 
Hupees  per  garce»  and  is  explained  as  the  result  of  previous  bad  seasons  and  the  difficulty  of 
importatien  through  a  region  almost  destitute  of  water  sudd  pasture.  In  Trichinopolyy  Goimbatore, 
and  Salem  also  the  increase  was  considerable^  and  was  caused  by  the  prevailing  scarcity  and  large 
demands  from  other  districts.  Owing  to  these  high  prices,  measures  of  relief  were  in  active  ope- 
ration, and  labour  for  the  able-bodied  poor  was  provided  wherever  it  was  considered  necessary .  The 
wages  of  i^ricultural  and  other  mechanical  labour  have  increased,  but  not  in  proportion  to  the  increase 
in  the  price  of  food.  Large  numbers  of  labourers  emigrated  to  Ceylon,  the  Straits,  Mauritius,  and 
the  French  Colonies,  but  most  of  them  subsequently  returned  when  the  scarcity  was  over» 

1&  Btots'  Holdings,  Statement  No.  3. — This  Statement  shows  the  Ryots'  holdings,  cultiva- 
tion and  net  beriz  of  the  Fusly*  As  already  remarked  in  paragraph  2  the  modifications  suggested 
by  Government  have  been  adopted  in  this  Statement.  Columns  49,  50,  51,  54,  57,  60,  and  61  of 
the  Statement  for  Fusly  1275  follow  column  32  and  columns  33  to  48,  which  give  the  details  of

18.     The  holdings  of  the  year  exhibit  a  net  increase  over  the  extent  in  Fusly  1275  of  acres 

2,70,954,  and  a  net  decrease  in  the  assessment 
Beuf^r*""'  of  ^'  2,00,763.     The  increase  is  large  in  dry 

North  Aroot.  lands,  and  this  is  the  case  in  almost  all  the  dis- 

tricts  except  those  noted  in  the  margin,  where, 
in  consequence  of  the  unfavourable  character  of  the  season,  relinquishments  of  lands  were  made  by 
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the  ryots  to  an  nnusaal  extent  The  increase  in  the  other  districts  is  chiefly  due  to  large  tracts 
of  Government  waste  lands  having  be^n  taken  on  DurKhast.  In  the  single  district  of  Goimbatore 
alone  the  increase  amounts  to  1,08,642  acres,  giving  an  increase  of  Rupees  91,551  on  the  assess* 
ment.  As  regards  wet  there  was  a  net  decrease  of  6,698  acres,  resulting  from  a  gross  increase 
of  37,899,  and  a  gross  decrease  of  44,097  acres.  No  large  increase  took  place  except  in  Nellore, 
in  consequence  of  a  better  supply  of  water  being  made  available.  In  the  EListna  and  Madras 
districts  the  decrease  was  large,  a  great  extent  of  land  having  been  given  up  from  apprehended 
failure  of  rain  in  the  beginning  of  the  season. 

19.  It  has  been  already  stated  that,  as  regards  the  assessment  of  the  holdings,  there  was  a 
net  decrease  of  Rupees  2,00,753,  which  is  the  result  of  a  gross  increase  of  Rupees  5,03,933 
exclusive  of  South  Canara,  and  a  gross  decrease  of  Rupees  7,04,686.  The  net  decrease  in  the 
assessment  of  dry  lands  amounted  to  Rupees  46,829,  in  spite  of  a  large  increase  of  Rupees  4,26,735 
spread  over  several  districts  This  is  owing  to. a  large  decrease  of  Rupees  4,25,805  in  the  Goda- 
very  district.  Of  this  nearly  three  lacs  is  nominal  being  the  amount  of  cist  of  unsurveyed  lands 
in  the  bed  of  the  Godavery,  and  of  unsurveyed  and  unassessed  villages  and  lands  transferred  from 
Ryotwar  to  Miscellaneous.

in  Madras  is  owing  to  the  lands  in  the  24  villages  which  were  hitherto  under  Amani  having  beea 
recently  brought  under  Ryotwar.  In  Nellore  and  Trichinopoly  the  increase  is  real,  being  the  result 
of  a  greater  extent  of  land  having  been  brought  under  the  plough. 

20.  The  area  of  wet  land  shows  a  net  decrease  of  6,700  acres,  assessed  at  1,53,924  Rupees^ 
the  result  of  the  adverse  nature  of  the  season.  In  Nellore,  however,  there  was  an  increase  of 
20,600  acres  in  consequence  of  more  land  having  been  taken  up.  In  the  Kistna  and  Madras 
districts  the  decrease  was  large.  In  the  former  it  is  owing  to  extensive  relinquishments  conse- 
quent upon  the  introduction  of  the  new  survey  and  settlement.  In  the  latter  a  large  extent 
of  Manavary  lands  transferred  to  dry  were  given  up,  in  consequence  of  the  heaviness  of  the 
assessment. 

21.  As  regards  the  assessment  of  wet  lands,  the  increase  in  certain  districts  amounted 
to  Rupees  1,56,275.  It  was  large  in  the  districts  of  Kistna,  Nellore,  and  Tinnevelly.  In 
the  first  mentioned  district  the  increase  was  Rupees  68,232,  though  there  was  a  decrease  of 
17,963  acres  in  extent.  This  is  ascribed  to  the  introduction  of  the  new  settlement  in  which 
the  rates  of  assessment  were  high  compared  with  the  joint-rent.  In  Nellore  the  increase  of 
Rupees  30,235  is  the  result  of  the  augmentation  in  the  ryots'  holdings.  In  Tinnevelly  the  increase 
of  Rupees  26,629  is  due  to  more  lands  having  been  taken  up  in  consequence  of  the  favourable 
nature  of  the  season.

It  will  be 
well  to  remark  here,  that  although  the  transfer  of  these  lands  to  the  head  of  dry  resulted 
in  a  slight  reduction  in  the  assessment  in  certain  cases,  they  have  been  removed  altogether  from 
the  head  of  wet,  and  debarred  from  being  entitled  to  any  consideration  for  remission  which  they  used 
to  receive  hitherto  whenever  the  rains  may  have  failed.  The  Collector  considers  that  a  revision 
of  the  settlement  of  these  lands  is  needed,  and  the  Board  concur  with  him  in  this  opinion.  The 
increase  in  Coimbatore  is  owing  to  lands  left  waste  from  the  neglect  of  the  owners  having  been 
charged.  In  their  Proceedings,  dated  18th  January  1867,  the  Board  sanctioned  the  exercise  of  a 
discretionary  power  in  granting  individual  remissions  for  dry  waste,  but  it  was  not  found  necessary 
to  grant  this  indulgence  in  more  than  a  few  cases.  The  decrease  in  Godavery  under  this  head 
amounted  to  Rupees  1,15,378,  and  is  occasioned  by  dry  lands  in  the  upland  talooks  left  uncultivated 
at  the  pleasure  of  their  holders,  for  pasture  or  as  fallow,  having  now  been  charged.

26.  Under  wet  cultivation  there  was  an  increase  of  86,196  acres,  assessed  at  Rupees 
2,10,864.  In  Godavery  and  Nellore,  the  extent  of  wet  cultivation  exhibits  a  large  increase. 
The  increase  in  the  assessment  appears  chiefly  in  the  Eistna  and  Nellore  districts.  In  the 
former  it  is  due  to  the  introduction,  of  the  new  survey  and  settlement,  and  in  the  latter  to  the 
increased  area  brought  under  cultivation.  The  decrease  in  the  assessment  appears  chiefly  in 
Malabar,  where  it  amounts  to  Rupees  93,090,  and  is  mainly  owing  to  the  exclusion  of  the  demand 
on  account  of  the  Village  Service  Fund  from  the  Ryotwar  beriz.  This  is,  however,  incorrect.  The 
Collector  should  have  simply  deducted  from  the  gross  beriz  ten  per  cent,  on  account  of  Village 
Bstablishment,  and  carried  it  to  the  credit  of  the  Village  Service  Fund,  and  not  excluded  altogether 
from  the  assessment. 

27.  Final  settlement. — The  following  are  the  particulara  of  the  final  settlement  of  the 
entire  Presidency,  in  comparison  with  Fusly  1275.

42,250,  resulting  from  agrossincreaseof  Rupees  24,497,  andof  agross  decrease  of  Rupees  66  747. 
The  largest  decrease  is  in  the  Godavery  district,  amounting  to  Rupees  60,094,  and  is  chiefly 
attributed  to  the  cultivators  in  the  Godavery  district  not  having  used  anient  water  for  their  dry 
crops  as  in  the  past  year,  in  consequence  of  seasonable  rains,  and  paiily  owing  to  much  land  having 
been  relinquished  under  the  impression  that  the  water  tax  is  unduly  high.  The  Collector  conaders 
that  the  increase  hasnot  really  rendered  the  rate  prohibitory,  and  that  lands  have  been  relinquiahed 
in  hopes  of  causing  a  return  to  Ae  lower  rates,  and  states  that  much  of  the  relinquishments  have 
been  subsequently  resumed.

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32.  Bbmissions. — ^Tbe  particulars  of  remissions  from  the  gross  demand  are  exhibited  in  this 
Statement.  The  waste  remission  having  been  shown  separately  in  the  Statement  No.  3,  and  also 
in  the  abstract  above  given  and  already  noticed,  the  other  remissions  will  now  be  noticed.  They 
amounted  daring  the  past  year  to  Bupees  13,84,061,  or  Rupees  5, 21 ,492  less  than  Fusly  1S75.

33.  The  first  of  these  heads  fluctuates  every  year  according  to  the  nature  of  the  season. 

These  remissions  during  the  year  under  report

noted  in  the  margin,  the  decrease  is  consider- 
able, and  is  the  result  of  a  stricter  observance  of  the  orders  on  the  subject  of  remissions  and  of  a 
better  season  during  the  Fusly.  The  remissions  on  account  of  Shamilat  Bunjer,  or  portions  of 
fields  left  waste  was  less  than  Fusly  1275  in  all  the  districts.  The  Shavi  remissions  exceeded 
those  of  the  previous  year  in  the  Madura  district  by  Rupees  13,826,  about  three-fourths  of  which 
fell  on  the  Melur  talook,  which  suffered  most  from  failure  of  seasonable  rains.  The  remission  for 
short  produce  in  the  Eistna  district  exceeded  that  of  the  previous  year  by  Rupees  15,367,  and  is 
attributable  to  drought  and  the  ravages  of  insects  in  Colair. 

34.  The  second  head,  showing  fixed  remissions,  which  are  usually  granted  every  year,  calls 
for  no  remark.  It  shows  only  a  small  increase  of  Rupees  3,642.  Under  the  third  head  there  is  a 
large  decrease  in  the  items  of  share  of  Shrotriem  proceeds  and  Eavu  and  Ditta  Inams.  A  large 
portion  of  the  first  and  the  whole  of  the  second  are  in  Tinnevelly,  but  no  explanation  is  given  by 
the  Collector  for  the  large  variation.  In  the  Collector's  statement,  however,  the  decrease  here 
made  out  is  not  observable,  the  previous  year's  figures  not  having  been  correctly  brought  forward. 

35.  The  Village  Service  and  Road  Cesses  included  under  the  third  head  above  referred  to  in 
accordance  with  the  orders  of  Government,  dated  15th  January  1867,  are  the  deductions  made  from 
the  beriz,  which  are  exhibited  in  Enclosure  B  of  Statement  No.  3.  In  this  the  Road  and  Village 
Service  Cesses  added  to  each  puttah,  and  deducted  from  the  beriz,  are  also  shown  separately.  In 
certain  districts  where  the  assessment  already  includes  two  per  cent,  on  account  of  Road  Cess 
agreeably  to  Act  No.  III.  of  1866,  the  li  per  cent,  was  added  to  each  puttah  and  then  deducted 
from  the  beriz.  In  South  Arcot  the  assessment  included  one  anna  per  Cawny.  It  was,  therefore, 
deducted,  and  to  the  net  assessment  3|  per  cent,  was  added  and  then  deducted  from  the  beriz.  In 
the  districts  of  Ganjam,  Bellary,  Madura,  and  South  Canara  the  Road  €ess  Act  was  not  brought 
into  operation,  in  Fusly  1276,  in  consequence  of  the  very  adverse  nature  of  the  season.  In  Madura 
the  sum  of  Rupees  1,110  was  collected  in  Fusly  1275,  but  nothing  appears  for  Fusly  1276.  The 
reason  is  not  apparent.  It  may  be  observed  that  the  Road  Cess  charged  on  the  Inams,  Shrotriem 
Villages^  Zemindaries,  etc.,  is  not  included  in  the  Statement  above  referred  to. 

36.  The  item  Village  Service  Cess  is,  like  the  Road  Cess,  included  in  the  assessment  in  some 
districts,  and  is  added  to  and  then  deducted  from  it  in  others.  In  the  districts  where  liioney  pay- 
ments are  made  from  the  Treasury  no  deduction  is  made  from  the  beriz.    In  Trichinopoly  the  6^ 
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per  cent,  appears  to  hare  been  collected  separately,  but  the  trauaaction  has  not  been  shown  in  the 
Settlement  accoants  as  it  ought  to  have  been.  ^  In  Malabar  ten  per  cent,  was  in  the  first  instance 
deducted  from  the  assessment,  and  to  the  net  assessment  ten  per  cent,  was  again  added  and  then 
deducted  from  the  beriz.

Shbotsiim  Jodi. — ^The  demand  on  account  of  Jodi  and  quit-rent  on  the  whole  Shrotriem 
jknd  Inam  Tillages  exhibits  a  net  increase  of  Bupees  14,733,  resulting  from  a  gross  increase  of 
lElapees  16,221,  against  a  gross  decrease  of  Bupees  1,488.  The  increase  is  generally  owing  to  addi-

Allowing  for  this,  there  was  actually  a  decrease  in  the  Byot- 
war demand  of  this  district,  which  is  explained,  firstly,  by  the  reduced  rates  of  assessment 
fixed  by  the  Settlement  Department ;  secondly,  by  extensive  relinquishments  of  lands  ;  and  thirdly 
and  lastly,  by  the  transfer  to  Miscellaneous  of  assessment  of  Godavery  islands  and  single  rented 
Tillages.  The  Collector  of  the  Eistna  district  has  still  carried  the  Water-tax  on  Government 
lands  to  "Miscellaneous,*'  but  the  requisite  adjustments  have  been  made  by  the  Board,  as  in  the 
case  of  last  year^  to  insure  a  fair  comparison.  The  decrease  in  Madura  is  due  to  larger  remissions 
granted  duripg  the  year.

ment, and  partly  to  the  adverse  nature  of  the  season,  especially  during  the  early  part  of  the  Fusly, 
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which  necessitated  the  indulgent  measure  of  leaving  for  purposes  of  pasturage  to  farm-Btock  the  landfl 
hitherto  rented  out  for  grazing.  Gardens  and  Topes  were  rented  out  in  some  twelve  districts,  but 
there  is  a  falling  off  in  the  aggregate  amount  of  rent  occasioned  by  the*  absence  of  eompetiUoa 
resulting  from  the  unfavourable  state  of  the  season.  The  revenue  from  the  sequestration  of  Inami 
which  took  place  in  some  thirteen  districts  exhibits  a  falling  off  of  Rupees  15,116,  which  ib 
accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  a  large  number  of  Inams  reverted  to  Government.  The  last  item 
which  exclusively  appertains  to  South  Canara  shows  a  falling  off  in  the  revenue,  which  is  to  be 
ascribed  to  a  much  smaller  quantity  of  Island  coir  having  been  disposed  of  during  Fusly  1276, 
and  the  comparatively  small  prices  fetched  by  them,  owing  to  decrease  in  demand  caused  bj 
diminished  requirement  of  Bombay  Dockyards. 

43.  The  extent  of  land  held  on  Cowle  or  progressive  rate  of  assessment,  during  Fusly  1276,  is 
given  in  the  subjoined  abstract,  from  which  it  will  be  observed  that  the  extent  of  land  newly  taken

61.  Abkarry.— The  Abkarry  demand  shows  an  increase  of  Rapees  13^69,576.  It  occurs 
in  all  tlM  districts  except  Gai^jam,  Eistna,  and  Madras.  The  increase  is  to  be  ascribed  to  the  very 
advantageous  tenns  on  which  the  Abkarry  farms  were  sold.  The  decrease  in  Ganjam  is  due  to  the 
farms  having  been  sold  on  a  lower  rental  in  consequence  of  the  absence  of  competition  occasioned 
by  the  heavy  losses  sustained  by  the  renter  of  Fusly  1275.  The  decrease  in  Madras  is  due  to  a 
falling  off  in  the  sales  of  arrack  in  the  Town  of  Madras,  occasioned  by  distress  created  by  high  prices.

South  Canara    84,461  ^^d  South  Cauara.     This  result  is  attributable 

chiefly  to  the  enhancement  of  price  from  Rupees  1-8-0  to  Rupees  1-11-0  per  Indian  Maund 
which  obtained  throughout  the  year  while  it  was  in  operation  only  in  the  latter  end  of  the 
previous  Fusly.  It  is  also  due  in  part  to  the  increased  facilities  of  transport  afforded  by  the 
progress  of  the  Railway  system,  and  to  more  effective  supervision  on  the  part  of  the  officers 
intrusted  with  the  management  of  the  Salt  Department.  The  decrease  in  the  two  districts  above 
named,  is  principally  ascribed  to  the  diminution  of  sales  occasioned  by  the  scarcity  and  distress 
among  the  poorer  classes.  The  Collector  of  South  Canara  reports  that  traffic  between  the  district 
and  the  adjacent  province  of  Mysore  was  greatly  impeded  by  the  prevalence  of  Cattle  disease 
above  the  ghauts.

178,00,284  ladiaa  Maunds  were  available  for  sale  inclusive  of  79,74,2(12  Indian  Maunds 
received  into  store  during  the  Fusly  by  manufacture  and  purchase.  The  sales  exhibit  a  falling  off 
by  6,53, 125  Indian  Maunds,  the  decrease  occurring  in  the  districts  of  Nellore,  Madras,  Ta^jore, 
and  South  Ganara.  It  is  chiefly  occasioned  by  the  quantity  of  salt  exported  by  sea  this  year  being 
much  less  than  in  Fusly  1275.  The  greater  portion  of  this  decrease,  amounting  to  nearly  five  lacs, 
appertains  to  Madras,  and  is  ascribed  to  the  exportation,  in  Fusly  1275,  having  been  unusually  large 
owing  to  Messrs.  Arbuthnot  and  Co.  having  purchased  a  very  large  quantity  of  salt  for  exporting 
to  bengal,  where  the  damage  done  to  the  store  by  the  gale  occasioned  a  great  demand.

59.  The  wastage  sanctioned  by  Government  for  Fusly  1275  was  not  written  ofi  the  Collectors* 
accounts  for  Fusly  1276,  the  sanction  of  Government  having  reached  them  after  the  close  of  the 
Fusly.  The  Board  have,  however,  included  it  in  Statement  No.  7,  under  the  column  headed 
**  Wastage  written  off  under  the  sanction  of  Government.'*  The  wastage  which  the  Collectors  now 
apply  to  write  off  amounts  to  1,71,053-19  Indian  Maunds.  It  will  be  observed  that  the  wastage  is 
less  than  five  per  cent,  in  all  the  districts  except  Godavery,  Kistna,  Madras,  and  South  Arcot.  In 
Godavery  district  it  is  a  lictle  more  than  five  per  cent,  and  less  than  six.  In  Kistna  and  Madras  it 
is  less  than  seven  and  eight  per  cent,  respectively.  This  slight  increase  in  the  percentage  must  doubt- 
less be  attributed  to  the  disposal  of  old  salt  heaps  damaged  by  rain.  In  South  Arcot,  the  wastage 
is  about  ten  per  cent.  The  Collector  gives  no  explanation,  but  the  reasons  assigned  for  similar 
large  wastage,  in  Fusly  1275,  apply  to  the  wastage  of  Fusly  1276  also,  as  the  salt  heaps  in  some 
of  the  divisions  were  reported  to  have  suffered  much  damage  from  the  rain  which  fell  during  the 
months  of  October  and  November  1865.  The  sanction  of  Government  is  solicited  for  writing  off 
the  wastage  in  all  the  districtj  aggregating  1,71,053-19  Indian  Maunds.

61.  The  gross  salt  reyenue  inclusive  of  Miscellaneous  items  amounted  to  Bupees  115,84,333, 
showing  an  increase  of  12,95,634  Rupees  in  favour  of  the  Fusly  under  report.  The  chai^e^  which 
amounted  to  Rupees  14,14,280  exhibit  a  net  decrease  of  Rupees  1,96,880,  resulting  from  an 
increase  of  Rupees  85,500,  against  a  decrease  of  Rupees  2,82,380.  The  increase  in  the  revenue  has 
been  fully  explained  in  the  foregoing  paragraphs,  and  it  now  remains  to  account  for  the  decrease  in 
charges.  A  large  portion  of  this  decrease,  amounting  to  nearly  one  and  a  half  lacs 
appertains  to  South  Canara,  where  it  is  ascribed  to  a  much  smaller  quantity  of  salt  having  been 
purchased  from  Bombay  and  Goa,  in  consequence  of  a  large  stock  remaining  on  hand.  There  is 
a  decrease  of  Rupees  51,970  in  Madras,  which  is  owing  chiefly  to  the  fact  that  the  salt  manu- 
facture was  restricted  to  the  northern  pans  where  the  rates  of  Cudivaram  are  considerably  less 
than  in  the  southern  pans.  A  large  diminution  in  the  exportation  of  salt  has  also  contributed  to 
reduce  the  expenditure  in  Madras.  The  decrease  in  Malabar  is  attributed  to  the  cheap  rate  at 
which  salt  was  purchased,  to  the  fact  that  no  salt  was  obtained  from  Madras,  as  in  Fusly  1275. 

62.  The  increase  occurs  chiefly  in  Ganjam,  Vizagapatam,  Tanjore,  and  Tinnevelly,  and  is  due 

generally  to  the  disbursement  of  arrears  of

64.  Ska  Customs.— The  collections  of  the  Maritime  districts  of  the  Presidency  under 
this  item  shows  a  net  increase  of  Rupees  1,23,080.  The  increase  occurs  in  all  the  districts 
except  Ganjam,  Vizagapatam,  Godavery,  and  Madura,  and  is  ascribable  to  increased  exportation 
of  Paddy  and  Cloths,  and  to  the  increased  importation  of  Betel-nut.  The  increase  in  the  town  of 
Madras  is  owing  to  extensive  importation  of  Cotton  Twist  and  Yam,  Cotton  Piece-goods,  Metals, 
Malt  Liquors,  and  Wines.  The  decrease  in  Gaigam  and  Vizagapatam  is  due  to  a  falling  off  in 
exports  of  dutiable  goods  owing  to  unfavourable  nature  of  season.  That  in  Godavery  and  Madura 
is  trifling,  and  calls  for  no  further  remarks. 

65.  Land  Customs.— This  duty  was  levied  only  in  the  districts  of  Godavery,  Kistna, 
South  Arcot,  Tanjore,  and  Malabar  during  Fusly  1276.  There  is  a  net  increase  occasioned  by  an 
increase  in  Kistna,  Taxgore,  and  Malabar,  against  a  decrease  in  the  districts  of  Godavery  and  South 
Arcot*  The  decrease  occurs  chiefly  in  South  Arcot,  where  it  is  owing  to  less  production  and  there- 
fore less  export  of  Indigo,  Gingelly-oil  seed  and  products  of  all  sorts,  as  well  as  to  less  imports  of 
Liquor  and  Copper. 

66.  Stamps.— The  revenue  from  Stamps  exhibits  a  slight  decrease,  which  is  mainly  owing  to 
ihe  demand  of  the  preceding  Fusly  having  been  unprecedentedly  large,  in  consequence  of  the  number 
of  documenia  that  had  to  be  renewed  within  the  period  allowed  by  the  Begistration  Act. 

67.  The  aggregate  demand  on  account  of  Land  and  other  sources  of  Bevenue  for  the  whole 
Presideney,  during  the  Fusly  under  review,  amounted  to  Bupees  666,67,367,  showing  a  very  satis<* 
factory  increase  of  Bupees  38,68,133  in  favour  of  the  Fusly  under  report,

77.  The  demand  of  the  Fusly  shows  a  decrease  of  Rupees  20,281  compared  with  the  preceding 
year,  but  it  is  only  nominal,  the  receipts  of  the  previous  year  having  been  rendered  unusually  large 
because  the  sale  proceeds  of  waste  lands  subject  to  assessment  which  had  previously  accumulated 
in  deposit  from  the  17th  October  1861,  were  then  credited  to  **  Land  Revenue  Miscellaneous." 

78.  Out  of  the  demand  of  Rupees  28,907,  Rupees  24,301  was  realized  up  to  September, 
leaving  a  balance  of  Rupees  4,606,  which  isjmore  than  that  of  Fusly  1266  by  Rupees  1,859,  and 
consists  chiefly  of  the  assessment  and  quit-rent  due  on  coffee  plantations  and  house  properties  held 
by  Europeans  and  East  Indians.  The  balance  on  lands  held  by  Burghers,  Rupees  35,  is  trifling. 
The  Collector  reports  that  the  Special  Assistant  Collector  has  been  instructed  to  collect  the  arrears 
under  the  provisions  of  Act  No.  XL  of  1864. 

79.  The  following  Statement  exhibits  the  Arrear,  Demand,  Collection,  and  Balance  of  Land 
Revenue  and  Revenue  from  other  sources.  Out  of  Rupees  44,12,473,  which  was  outstanding 
at  the  beginning  of  Fusly  1276,  Rupees  32,44,440  was  collected,  and  Rupees  1,49,149  remitted 
during  tbe  Fusly,  leaving  a  balance  of  Rupees  10,18,884,  which  was  reduced  to  Rupees  8,16,367 
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by  subsequent  collections  and  remissions  up  to  December.    Rupees  1,42,860-4-9  is  said  by  the 
Collector  to  be  irrecoverable: —

80.  As  in  the  case  of  last  Fusly,  the  part  of  the  irrecoverable  balance  which  has  occurred  on 
permanently  settled  estates  occurs  in  the  districts  of  Godavery  and  South  Arcot.  It  is  the  same 
in  amount,  and  is  ascribed  to  the  same  causes.  The  Collector  of  South  Ajrcot  purposes  to  address 
the  Board  shortly  in  view  to  a  permanent  reduction  being  made  from  the  Peishcush  of  certain 
Moottahs  in  which  lands  have  been  taken  up  for  public  purposes. 

81.  The  Collectors  of  the  seven  districts  noted  in  the  margin  recommend  that  the  irrecover- 
able balance  of  Rupees  11,013-10-11  in  **  Shro- 
triem Jodi"  may  be  remitted.  In  the  Godavery 
district  it  consists  of  quit-rent  improperly  de- 
manded from  Inamdars  before  any  tittle-deeds 
were  issued  to  them,  of  Russums  erroneously 
demanded  from  the  Agraharams  of  the  Fentapad 

talook,  notwithstanding  the  prohibition  contained  in  Government  Order,  dated  28th  March  1866, 
No.  359,  and  of  quit-rent  on  Inams  which  have  been  sold  for  arrears  and  purchased  by  Govern- 
ment. The  amount  next  in  magnitude  is  that  of  Cuddapah,  where  it  is  due  to  the  reduction  of 
excessive  quit-rent  by  the  Inam  Commissioner.  The  Nellore  balance  arises  in  great  part  irota  the 
refusal  of  the  Shrotriemdars  of  Kancheruvu  to  their  Jodi  for  Fusly  1275  on  the  ground  that  quit- 
rent  was  levied  from  them  before  they  received  their  Inam  Registers.  The  balances  in  the  other 
districts  are  the  result  of  the  Inamdars  declining  to  enfranchise  their  Inams,  and  to  their  unwil- 
lingness to  accept  the  Commissioner's  decision  as  to  the  amount  of  quit-rent.

sions.   They  are  considerably  less  than  that 
recommended  for  remission  in  the  preceding  Fusly. 

83.  The  Collectors  of  Vizagapatam,  Nellore,  and  Madura  recommend  that  Bupees  6,016-8-0, 
Bupees  500,  and  B^upees  1^1-8-6,  the  arrears  due  from  Abkarry  renters  in  their  districts,  may 
be  remitted  and  written  off.  The  Vizagapatam  balance  is  certainly  irrecoverable  because  it  is  the 
rent  of  the  talook  of  Kasipur  which  has  been  alienated  from  the  Jeypore  Estate  as  forming  no 
part  of  it.  The  balance  in  Nellore  results  from  the  resale  of  the  Kanigiri  farm  in  Fusly  1275,  and 
there  is  no  prospect  of  its  being  recovered  from  the  renters,  who  own  no  property.  The  balance 
in  Madura  is  the  arrear  due  from  the  late  Abkarry  renter  of  Melur,  who  has  become  bankrupt. 

84.  An  *' Earth-salt*^  balance  of  Bupees  320  in  Bellary  is  irrecoverable,  because  of  the 
default  of  ryots  either  through  death,  emigration,  or  poverty. 

85.  Under  the  head  of  Income-tax  the  Collector  of  Bellary  alone  has  recommended  remis- 
sion. The  sum  is  Bupees  37-13-0  ;  the  ground  for  the  recommendation  is  that  over-taxation  on 
false  information  has  been  proved. 

86.  The  particulars  of  irrecoverable  arrears  recommended  for  remission  are  given  district 
by  district  in  the  subjoined  abstract.  The  Board  request  the  sanction  of  Government  for  writing

89.  It  will  be  observed  from  this  abstract  that  there  is  an  increase  in  the  collections  under 
all  items  of  revenue  except  Income-tax  and  Stamps,  imd  that  the  collections  show  a  net  increase  of 
Rupees  85,03,279  for  the  whole  Presidency.  It  may  be  remarked  that  the  figures  do  not  tally 
exactly  with  those  entered  in  the  Board*s  printed  statement  of  collections  for  June  which  has  been 
submitted  to  Government,  but  this  is  owing  to  adjustments  which  have  been  made  under  instruc- 
tions from  the  Accountant  General. 

90.  The  extent  to  which  it  was  found  necessary  to  have  recourse  to  coercive  process  during 
the  Fusly  is  shown  in  the  following  statement.  Processes  were  issued  in  6,485  villages  against 
52,997  ryots  for  the  recovery  of  Rupees  5,00,190.  The  estimated  value  of  the  property  attached 
was  Rupees  3,23,953,  and  Rupees  81,219  was  the  actual  amount  of  the  sale  receipts.

92.  The  increase  in  the  management  charges  results  chiefly  from  the  completion  of  Mr.  Felly's 
revision  of  establishments,  and  from  its  having  been  in  operation  throughout  the  Fusly  under  report. 
It  is  partly  due  to  a  temporary  increase  of  Rupees  2  and  3  granted  to  all  servants  in  the  receipt 
of  Rupees  15  a  month,  and  less  in  Ganjam  and  Bellary  during  the  distress. 

93.  The  decrease  in  the  extra  charges  results  from  a  diminution  in  the  charges  for  manu- 
facturing, storing,  and  exporting  salt,  as  already  observed,  and  from  the  large  quantity  of  Columl)0 
Arrack  which  was  purchased  for  Madras  in  Fusly  1275.

94.     In  the  Falcondah  and  Honjeeram  Estates  in  Vizagapatam,  the  demand  from  264  yillagea 

*>  amounted  to  Rupees  1,56,928,  and  the  collec- 
tions to  Rupees  1,56,366,  leaving  a  small  balance 
of  Rupees  562.  The  extent  to  which  the  several 
descriptions  of  produce  were  cultivated  in  Fusly 
1276  compared  with  Fusly  1275  is  shown  in  the 
margin,  audit  will  be  observed  that  the  total  extent 
cultivated  was  13,051,  being  456  acres  more  than 
in  the  preceding  Fusly,  and,  that  the  increase 
occurred  chiefly  in  paddy  lands.  The  Collector 
reports  that  the  inhabitants  of  these  estates 
*'  seem  to  be  both  prosperous  and  happy.''    The 

sum  expended  on  public  works  by  the  renters  amounted  to  Rupees  5,780-14-5,  or  Rupees  1,029-12-0 

more  than  in  Fusly  1275,  but  was  devoted  entirely  to  ordinary  works. 

95.  The  Board  find  that  the  Village  and  Talook  Accounts  are  generally  kept  with  care,  but 
the  Collectors  of  Vizagapatam,  Godavery,  and  Nellore  are  not  satisfied  with  those  of  their  districts, 
and  the  Board  trust  that  their  attention  will  be  successfully  directed  towards  bringing  them  into  a 
proper  state.  The  reports  of  many  of  the  Collectors  on  this  subject  are  very  meagre.  In  future 
all  Collectors  will  be  good  enough  to  give  full  details  regarding  this  subject. 

96.  The  amounts  realized  by  the  sale  of  unassessed  waste  lands,  the  redemption  of  Land  Revenue, 
and  the  sales  of  the  proprietary  right  in  the  escheats  of  Malabar  are  exhibited  in  the  subjoined 
abstract.  The  total  receipts  amounted  to  Rupees  2,84,038.  Two  of  the  items  which  appeared  in 
the  previous  year's  reports,  namely,  **  Sale  of  houses  or  other  real  property  which  did  or  might  yield 
revenue,"  and  **  Sale  of  lands  on  the  Neilgherries  and  Shervaroy  Hills  subject  to  annual  assess- 
ment," have  been  omitted,  because  they  have  been  transferred  to  general  revenues.  There  is  a 
decrease  of  Rupees  50,095  in  these  receipts,  occasioned  chiefly  by  a  falling  off  in  the  sale  of 
proprietary  right  in  the  escheats  of  Malabar: —

101.  Statement  B. — This  Statement  shows  the  entire  ayacut  and  the  Goremment  land  under 
occupancy  in  the  several  districts.  The  return  from  Vizagapatam  does  not  show  any  deduction  on 
account  of  Inam  though  in  the  quinquennial  return  of  Fusly  1271  it  was  exhibited  to  the  extent  of 
11,843  acres,  bearing  an  assessment  of  Rupees  80,856.  In  Tinnevelly  the  assessment  of  the  Inam 
is  not  given.  In  the  returns  of  some  other  districts  also  there  is  a  large  variation  between  the 
ayakut  entered  in  the  return  for  Fasly  1271  and  that  shown  in  the  present  return.  The  Collec- 
tors will  be  requested  to  account  for  the  large  variations.  According  to  the  present  return,  which 
does  not  include  South  Canary,  the  entire  ayacut  as  per  survey  exclusive  of  Forumhoke  amounted

103.  The  chief  yariations  noticeable  is  the  decrease  in  the  nnmber  of  tanks  in  the  districts 
of  Godavery,  Kistna,  and  Trichinopoly.  In  the  first  of  these  districts  th«  decrease  is  due  to  the 
GoTemment  tanks  having  been  assessed  by  the  Settlement  Department  as  Zeroyaty,  as  they  are 
no  longer  required  after  the  construction  of  the  Anient  channels.  In  the  Kistna  district  numbers 
of  tanks  in  the  Delta  hare  been  superseded  by  the  Kistna  channels  vhich  are  yearly  extending. 
The  Collectiw  of  Trichinopoly  gives  no  explanation  for  the  decrease. 

104;  It  will  be  seen  that  in  the  number  of  veils  there  is  an  increase  of  37,098  compared 
with  Fusly  1271,  which  must  be  a'tributed  mainly  to  the  irrigation  from  private  wells  being 
exempted  from  extra  taxation. 

106.  Statement  D. — In  this  Statement  the  particulars  of  houses  and  population  according  to 
the  present  census  are  entered.  The  census  was  taken  in  all  the  districts  on  the  Ist  March  1867, 
the  date  prescribed  by  the  Board  for  that  purpose.  The  present  returns  may  be  considered  as 
more  complete  than  usual.  The  total  population  of  the  Prendency  exclusive  of  the  Town  of 
Madras  is  26,089,062  souls,  or  2,482,684  above  the  census  of  Fudy  1271.  The  following  is  a

106.  In  the  number  of  houses  there  is  an  increase  of  5^22,239.  Dividing  the  entire  popula- 
tion of  the  Presidency  exclusive  of  the  town  of  Madras  among  the  number  of  houses,  the  result  is  a 
Uttle  more  than  4j  residents  to  each  house.    From  this  result  the  Board  believe  that  the  pop^a- 
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tion  return  has  been  pretty  accurately  prepared.  The  agricultural  class  of  the  population 
numbered  186,83,057  against  74,05,993  non-agricultural.  The  population  of  the  town  of 
Madras  is  assumed  as  usual  at  4,50,000  in  the  absence  of  any  census.

108.  The  number  of  registered  ryots  shows  an  increase  while  that  of  the  sub-tenants  exhibits 
a  decrease.  The  increase  may  be  attributed  to  the  extension  of  cultivation  encouraged  by  the 
reduction  of  assessment  in  some  districts  by  the  Revenue  Settlement  Department. 

109.  The  falling  off  in  the  number  of  Cows  and  she  Buffaloes  is  considerable,  and  is  owing  to 
the  loss  from  the  prevalence  of  cattle  disease  of  various  types  during  the  past  two  years,  and  in  parti- 
cular to  the  terrible  drought  of  Fusly  1275,  the  effects  of  which  can  hardly  yet  be  said  to  have  passed 
away.

2.     I.  Settlement,  Statement  No.  1. — ^The  Gumsoor  talook  was  settled  by  Mr.  Forbes  at

3.  II.  Variations  in  the  number  and  tenure  op  villages. — ^The  causes  of  variations  in 
the  number  and  tenure  of  villages  during  the  Fusly  under  notice  are  given  below,  and  the  decrease 
in  the  total  number  of  villages  is  the  result  of  the  incorporation  of  Peddopadupeta,  which  was 
hitherto  treated  as  a  distinct  village,  with  the  neighbouring  village  of  Peddapadu,  Chicacole  talook:—

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4.  Ryotwar. — To  863  villages  under  this  head  in  Fusly  1275,  eleven  have  been  newly  added, 
(namely,  nine  from  Joint-rent  and  two  form  Rents,)  one  village  has,  however,  been  struck  off  this 
head  in  consequence  of  its  incorporation  with  its  neighbouring  village,  as  stated  in  the  preceding 
paragraph.  This  accounts  for  the  addition  of  ten  villages  to  the  number  under  this  head  during 
Fusly  1276. 

5.  Joint  Rent. — The  number  of  villages  under  this  head  in  Fusly  1275  was  547,  from  which 
nine  have  been  transferred  to  Ryotwar;  two  have,  however,  been  added  from  Rents  for  more  than 
one  year,  thus  showing  a  net  decrease  of  seven  villages  as  compared  with  the  number  under  this 
head  during  Fusly  1275. 

6.  Rents  for  more  thin  one  year. — ^There  were  eleven  villages  under  this  head  in  the  pre- 
ceding Fusly,  from  which,  however,  four  have  been  transferred  to  other  heads,  (namely,  two  to 
Ryotwar  and  two  to  Joint-rent,)  as  stated  in  paragraphs  4  and  5. 

7.  In  29,005  puttas  no  alterations  were  made;  4,673  puttas  were  altered  in  consequence 
of  changes  in  the  Ryots*  holdings,  and  808  fresh  puttas  granted  for  holdings  in  villages  newly 
brought  under  Ryotwar,  for  lands  newly  brought  under  cultivation  by  persons  who  hitherto  had  no 
puttas,  for  excess  discovered  in  certain  Inam  lands,  and  for  Inam  lands  assessed  with  Jeroyeti  cist . 

8.  III.  Season  and  sanitary  state  of  thb  District. — ^The  fall  of  rain  was  not  only  copi- 
ous and  general  but  excessive  inasmuch  as  the  dry  crops  have  partially  failed  in  consequence. 
The  sufferings  of  the  people,  however,  for  want  of  sufficient  food  did  not  abate  until  the  new  paddy 
was  harvested,  up  to  which  period  the  distribution  of  raw  rice  to  Ryots  and  cooked  food  to  the 
other  classes  of  the  poorer  population  continued;  and  the  timely  advances  made  by  Government 
both  in  cash  and  seed  grain  enabled  the  indigent  ryots  of  the  Berhampore  talook  to  bring  all  their 
lands  under  cultivation,  with  the  exception  of  about  4,342  acres  subject  to  a  cist  of  Rupees  9,590.

During  the  Fusly  under  notice,  Cholera,  Small -pox,  and  Fever  prevailed  to  a  certain 

extent,  and  the  number  of  deaths  from  these 
diseases  and  from  starvation,  owing  to  the 
famine  which  continued  during  a  portion  of  the 
year,  amounted  to  no  less  than  15,855  persons 
according  to  the  returns  obtained  by  the  Death 
Registration  Department.     Only  95  head  of  cattle  are  said  to  have  died  in  the  Government  talooks.

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10.  rV.  Prices  of  Grain,  Statement  No.  2. — ^TTie  prices  of  all  the  staple  arfcicles  of  con- 
Bumption,  which  attained  famine  rates  during  Fusly  1275,  continued  so  during  the  first  part  of 
the  year,  and  even  then  they  had  not  fallen  considerably,  owing  to  large  exportations  both  by  the 
Chilka  lake  and  by  sea  to  the  neighbouring  districts  of  Pooree  and  Cuttack,  as  well  as  to  Madras 
and  other  places.  The  exportation  of  paddy  and  rice  to  Pooree  and  Cuttack  by  the  Chilka  lake  still 
continues. 

11.  V.  Ryots'  holdings,  Statement  No.  3. — From  this  Statement  it  will  be  found  that  the 
lands  relinquished  amount  to  13,015  acres,  paying  a  cist  of  Rupees  27,388,  and  those  taken  up  to 
acres  15,273,  subject  to  a  cist  of  Rupees  35,755.  The  waste  remitted  is  4,342  acres,  cist  9,590, 
and  the  actual  cultivation  including  the  waste  charged  amounts  to  2,78,571  acres,  cist  6,32,183. 
To  this  total  Rupees  32,  being  Teerwajasty  or  additional  assessment,  must  be  added,  and 
Rupees  63,060  deducted  therefrom  on  account  of  remissions  of  all  sorts.  This  leaves  a  net  demand 
of  Rupees  5,69,155,  independent  of  Rupees  69,438,  being  the  demand  on  items  of  '*  Land  Revenue 
Miscellaneous."    The  details  of  each  of  the  above  items  will  be  found  below. 

12.  Enclosure  J,  of  Statement  No.  3. — The  item  "  Lands  given  up"  consists  of  the  follow- 
ing items: — 

l«^Zy. —Abandonment  of  lands  taken  on  progressive  Cowle,  in  consequence  of  the  inability  of 
the  Cowle  holders  to  bring  them  under  cultivation,  and  of  the  high  rates  of  cist  originally  fixed  on 
them,  as  well  as  the  exclusion  from  the  list  of  Cowles  of,  and  the  charge  of  full  cist  on,  certain 
lands,  owing  to  the  failure  on  the  part  of  the  cowle  holders  to  fulfil  the  terms  on  which  they  were 
originally  taken. 

2ndly. — ^Transfer  to  the  head  of  '*  Wet"  of  certain  dry  and  garden  lands  on  which  Teerxca- 
jdsty  has  hitherto  been  levied. 

Siidly. — ^Deficit  discovered  by  measurement  in  certain  villages  at  the  instance  of  Ryots. 

ithly. — Deduction  of  a  small  piece  of  land  which  formed  portion  of  a  plot  sold  under  the 
rules  for  the  sale  of  unassessed  waste  lands,  and  which  was  subsequently  included  in  a  putta 
through  an  oversight. 

5^AZy.— Transfers  of  lands  from  one  village  to  another  in  consequence  of  boundary  disputes. 

6thly. — Transfer  to  the  head  of  Inam  of  certain  lands,  the  Cuttoobady  of  which  has  hitherto 
been  erroneously  credited  to  Ryotwar. 

Ithly. — ^Abandonment  of  lands  by  certain  poverty-stricken  ryots. 

13.  The  item  "Lands  sold  or  transferred"  shows  the  result  of  transfers  of  lands  both  by 
private  and  public  sale. 

.  The  item  *' Lands  rendered  unfit  for  cultivation  or  taken  up  for  Government  purposes"  com- 
prises the  saline  soil  lands  and  lands  rendered  unfit  for  cultivation  by  inundation  from  the  sea; 
lands  washed  away  by  streams  and  covered  with  sand,  as  well  as  the  lands  taken  up  for  roads,  gravel 
pits,  houses,  and  encamping  grounds. 

The  item  **  Lands  taken  on  Durkhast"  is  made  up  of  the  excess  discovered  on  measurement  in 
certain  villages;  of  the  transfer  of  four  villages  from  the  head  of  *'  Rents"  to  thatof  **  Ryotwar"  and 
•*  Joint  Rents;"  of  cultivable  waste  lands  newly  brought  under  cultivation;  of  waste  lands  given  on 
progressive  cowle;  of  the  resumption  of  certain  Inam  lands  and  of  the  transfers  of  lands  from  one 
head  to  another,  and  from  one  village  to  another  consequent  on  the  settlement  of  boundary  disputes* 

The  item  '*  Lands  obtained  by  purchase  or  transfer"  shows  the  lands  transferred  from  one  ryot 
to  another  either  by  private  or  public  sale, 

14.  VI.  Waste  CHARGED  AND  remitted. — ^The  item  **  Waste  remitted"  consists  of  4,342 
acres  of  lands,  subject  to  a  cist  of  9,590  rupees,  left  waste  in  147  villages  of  the  Berhampore  talook, 
by  impoverished  ryots,  in  consequence  of  losses  sustained  by  them  during  the  late  famine. 

15-    The  item  **  Waste  charged"  comprises  lands  left  waste  for  graaing  purposes. 
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15.    VII.  Actual  Cultivation. — ^The  subjoined  Abstract  shows  at  one  view  the  cultivation  and 
settloment  of  the  Fuslj  under  notice  in  comparison  with  those  of  the  preceding  year:—-

16.  A  Statement  describing  the  principal  sources  of  irrigation,  the  number  of  villages,  and 
the  extent  of  wet  land  irrigated  by  each,  and  the  amount  of  actual  revenue  derived  therefrom  is 
annexed;  from  which  it  will  be  found  that  only  one-fourth  of  the  entire  cultivated  wet  extent  of 
the  Berhampore  talook  enjoys  any  permanent  source  of  irrigation;  the  rest  is  dependant  either  on 
rain-fed  tanks,  or  entirely  on  rains;  the  Mohery  Khandam  of  the  talook  labouring  under  a  great 
disadvantage  in  this  respect,  inasmuch  as  only  135  of  the  360  villages  have  any  means  of  permanent 
irrigation. 

17.  The  Mohery  Khandam  has  five  hill  streams,  namely,  Godakanalla,  Hulububiyanalla, 
Soronalla,  Konkeyanalla,  and  Kharianalla.  The  first  stream  flows  from  the  Mohery  and  Chikaty 
hills;  and  after  irrigating  four  villages  containing  a  cultivated  wet  extent  of  about  807  acres,  subject 
to  a  cist  of  Rupees  2,333,  passes  into  the  Itchapur  Khandam,  where  it  irrigates  12  villages  con- 
taining a  cultivated  wet  extent  of  2,879  acres,  cist  Rupees  7,429.  The  remaining  four  nullahs  flow 
from  Karandy-malo,  &c.,  hills  of  Mohery,  and  irrigate  ten  villages  containing  about  1,920  acres, 
paying  a  cist  of  Rupees  6,661. 

18.  The  Pubbakhanda  Khandam  has  seven  sources  of  irrigation,  which  irrigate  14,1C5  acrea 
of  seventy-four  villages,  paying  a  cist  of  Rupees  40,254. 

The  chief  source  of  irrigation  of  the  Pubbakhanda  Khandam  is  the  river  Godahado,  which  flows 
from  the  Chinna  Kimedy  hills,  and  from  which  a  canal  called  Jayamangala  Nulla  has  been  cut.  This 
canal  after  irrigating  twenty-two  villages,  containing  5,432  acres  of  cultivated  wet,  with  a  cist  of 
Rupees  16,611,  feeds  a  reservoir  called  Koratoli  Tampara,  which  irrigates  seventeen  villages, 
containing  a  cultivated  wet  extent  of  3,816  acres,  subject  to  a  cist  of  Rupees  11,042.  The  surplus 
water  of  this  reservoir  finds  its  way  to  a  hollow  called  Soro  of  Bheempuram,  and  irrigates  331  acrea 
of  land,  paying  a  cist  of  Rupees  842  of  three  villages. 
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The  second  soarce  of  irrigation  is  a  channel  from  the  river  Bushkullia  called  Heradarubuttay, 
which,  after  irrigating  1,093  acres  of  eight  villages,  subject  to  a  cist  ofRxipees  2,734,  feeds  a 
reservoir  called  Dolabillo  Tampara,  which  Tampara  irrigates  669  acres  of  four  villages,  subject  to  a 
cist  of  Rupees  1,443,  and  the  surplus  water  of  this  Tampara  flows  to  a  hollow  called  Chetura  Ghaye, 
irrigating  again  577  acres  of  three  villages,  paying  a  cist  of  Rupees  1,202- 

The  third  is  a  hill  stream  from  Seerghur  called  Nanduninalla;  three-eighths  of  its  water  is 
taken  for  the  benefit  of  the  villages  of  the  Kurla  Estate,  and  the  remaining  five-eighths  irrigates 
814  acres  of  six  villages,  paying  a  ci&t  of  Rupees  2,486. 

The  fourth  source  of  irrigation  is  a  lake  called  **  Chctterpore  Tampara,"  which  irrigates  547 
acres  of  five  villages,  paying  a  cist  of  1,645  rupees. 

The  fifth  is  a  water-course  flowing  from  the  drainage  of  Kukudakhandi  of  the  Mohery  Khan- 
dam,  and  irrigates  303  acres  of  three  villag.is,  paying  a  cist  of  Rupees  795. 

The  sixth  is  in  a  hollow  called  Chatakumbaghayi,  fed  by  the  surface  drainage  of  some  of  the 
villages  of  theBeredi  estate;  it  irrigates  293  acres,  paying  a  cist  of  Rupees  615. 

The  seventh  is  also  in  a  hollow  called  Luhadharobhade,  fed  by  the  surface  drainage  of  Jama- 
dayipuram  jungles;  it  irrigates  230  acres  of  a  single  village,  paying  a  cist  of  834  Rupees. 

20.  The  Itchapur  Khandam  has  six  sources  of  irrigation,  which  water  7,098  acres  of  land  of 
thirty-eight  villages,  paying  a  cist  of  Rupees  22,102. 

The  first  consists  of  sundry  channels  from  the  river  Bahuda,  which  rises  in  the  PeddaKimedy 
hills.     These  channels  irrigate  3,067  acres  of  fifteen  villages,  paying  a  cist  of  Rupees  11,594. 

The  second  is  **  Godaka  Gudda,"  which  flows  from  the  Mohery  and  Chikaty  hills;  this  stream 
irrigates  (T)esides  the  four  villages  of  the  Mohery  Khandam  alluded  to  in  paragraph  18^  2,879 
acres  of  twelve  villages,  paying  a  cist  of  Rupees  7,429  both  directly,  and  by  feeding  the  Muntreddy 
and  Sasanam  tanks  and  Narappabuttay  through  Haradangah  Tampara. 

The  third  is  Konkeya  Gedda,  which  flows  from  the  Mohery  hills  and  irrigates  226  acres  of  two 
villages  paying  a  cist  of  748  Rupees,  besides  the  four  villages  of  the  Mohery  Khandam. 

The  fourth  and  fifth  are  Dongala  Gedda  and  Rajaghayi,  which  flow  from  Chikaty  hills,  and 
irrigate  559  acres  of  two  villages,  paying  a  cist  of  Rupees  1,196. 

The  sixth  is  Pudmapuram  Gedda,  which  flows  from  the  Jalantra  hills,  and  irrigates  367  acres 
of  four  villages,  paying  a  cist  of  1,135  Rupees. 

21.  Of  the  Government  talooks  of  this  district,  Chicacole  has  the  best  sources  of  irrigation; 
about  one-half  of  the  entire  wet  extent  being  irrigated  by  river  channels,  &c. 

The  principal  sources  of  irrigation  are  eleven  river  channels,  one  hill  stream,  and  three  tanks, 
and  the  extent  irrigated  by  these  is  22,182  acres  of  116  villages,  paying  a  cist  of  89,319  Rupees, 
besides  Inam  land  of  5, 175  acres  subject  to  a  cist  of  21,770  Rupees.  Of  these  eleven. river  channels 
eight  irrigating  14,696  acres  of  seventy-seven  villages,  paying  a  cist  of  Rupees  68,954,  have  been 
taken,from  the  **  Vamsadhara;"  and  threeirrigating5,983acresof  twenty-four  villages, subject  to  a 
cist  of  25,384  Rupees,  from  the  Nagavali  (commonly  called  Langula)  river, both  wliich  rise  in  the  Jey- 
pore  hills,  Yizagapatam  district.  The  hill  stream  called  Garibula  Gedda  irrigates  839  acres,  paying 
a  cist  of  Rupees  2,547;  and  the  three  tanks  called  Krustna  Sagaram  of  Guggela,  KottakotaCharuvu, 
and  Sylada  Charuvu,  irrigate  664  acres  of  six  villages,  paying  a  cist  of  2,434  Rupees. 

22.  The  Gumsur  talook  is  for  the  most  part  irrigated  by  hill  streams  and  surface  drainage  of 
jangles.  It  has  three  rivers  and  three  principal  hill  streams  and  a  reservoir,  which  irrigate 
7,788  acres,  paying  a  cist  of  22,547  rupees. 

The  first  is  the  Bada  or  Mahanadi  which  flows  from  the  hills  of  Boad,  and  the  channels  of  which 
irrigate  3,996  acres,  paying  a  cist  of  Rupees  12,920;  the  second  is  the  Loharakhandi  river,  which 
flows  from  the  Gumsur  hills;  its  channels  irrigate  1, 119  acres,  subject  to  a  cist  of  3,619  Rupees:  the 
third  is  the  Budanadi  which  flows  from  the  hills  of  Nyaghur  in  the  Guttack  district;  its  channels 
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irrigate  278  acres,  paying  a  cist  af  980  Rupees.  The  three  hill  streams  called  Boranganalla, 
Jilimili  Ghaye,  and  Noyiboronalla,  all  of  which  flow  from  the  Gumsur  hills,  irrigate  1,173  acres; 
subject  to  a  cist  of  Rupees  3,298.  The  reservoir  called  *^Bory  Sagaram,*'  which  was  constructed 
by  Government  in  the  year  1857,  is  fed  from  the  drainage  of  the  neighbouring  hills,  and  irrigaiee 
1,222  acres,  paying  a  cist  of  Rupees  1,730,  besides  419  acres  of  Inam  land,  paying  a  water  cess  of 
Rupees  419. 

23.  As  already  stated  in  paragraph  22  of  the  report  on  the  Revenue  Administration  for  FuaLj 
1275,  no  ruined  tanks  have  been  made  over  to  private  enterprize  in  this  district. 

24.  VIII.  Sprcial  Products,  Enclosueb  B.  of  Statement  No.  3. — ^The  decrease  m  the 
extent  of  land  cultivated  with  Sugarcane  and  Cotton  during  the  Fusly  under  notice  is  owing  to  the 
reduced  state  of  the  ryots,,  and  the  increased  extent  in  the  cultivation  of  Indigo  is  owing  ta 
Mr.  Linares  having  cultivated  it  in  a  piece  of  land  taken  by  him  on  cowle. 

25.  Enclosfrb  C.  of  Statement  No.  3. — During  the  Fusly  under  notice  ninety -^ix  acres  ot 
land,  subject  to  a  cist  of  Rupees  126,  were  taken  on  progressive  Cowle  against  803  acres,  with  a  cist 
of  Rupees  1,085^,  in  the  preceding  year,  and  533  acres  of  land,  bearing  a  cist  of  Rupees  733,  have 
been  abandoned  under  the  following  causes: — 

One  hundred  and  seventy  acres  of  land,  subject  to  a  cist  of  Rupees  271,  which  were  given  on 
progressive  cowles  to  six  persons  for  eight  and  three  years  respectively,  were  abandoned  owing  to  the 
poverty,  death,  and  desertion  of  the  Cowle  holders. 

A  piece  of  land  measuring  forty-four  acres,  bearing  a  cist  of  Rupees  72^  which  was  given  on  a 
progressive  cowle  of  three  years,  was  abandoned ;  the  excavation  of  channels  for  extending  the 
manufacture  of  salt  at  Womaravelly  having  interfered  with  its  drainage. 

Two  hundred  and  forty-six  acres  of  land,  subject  to  a  cist  of  245  Rupees,  which  were  given 
under  Tope  Rules  to  seventeen  persons  were  assessed  with  full  assessment  in  consequence  of  the 
cowle  holders  not  having  fulfilled  the  terms  of  the  cowles. 

Sixty- two  acres  of  wet  land,  subject  to  a  cist  of  Rupees  124,  which  were  given  to  two  persons 
on  eight  and  three  years'  cowle  respectively,  were  transferred  to  the  head  **Dry,"  with  a  reduced 
assessment  of  62  Rupees. 

A  piece,  eleven  acres  of  dry  land,  cist  22  Rupees,  was  given  to  a  person  on  eight  years  cowle^ 
but  subsequently  it  was  transferred  to  the  head  *' Wet'*  with  the  same  assessment. 

26.  IX.  Remissions,  Statement  No.  4. — In  consideration  of  the  destitute  state  to  which  the 
ryots  of  the  Berhampore  talocA  have  been  reduced  during  the  late  famine,  special  remissions  to 
the  extent  of  Rupees  51,928-2-4,  being  one-half  of  the  amount  remitted  on  account  of  loss  of 
produce  in  Fusly  1275,  have  been  granted  under  the  orders  of  Government,  dated  the  9th  April 
1867,  No.  823. 

27.  A  remission  of  Rupees  346-15-10,  being  cist]  of  Acres  139,  Coon.  32,  Vis.  10  of  land 
inundated  by  the  Jayamungalam  Nalla,  has  been  granted  to  sixty-two  ryots  of  the  village  of 
Sunnadhara,  of  the  Berhampore  talook. 

28.  Remissions  to  the  extent  of  Rupees  478-3-9,  being  the  full  amount  of  cist  of  Acres 
169,  C.  27,  V.  4,  C.  1  of  land  covered  by  sand  have  also  been  granted  to  the  ryots  of  seventeen 
villages  of  the  Gumsur  talook,  on  condition  of  reclaiming  the  lands  on  progressive  remissions,  extend- 
ing over  a  period  of  two,  three,  and  four  years,  respectively. 

26.  A  remission  of  Rupees  95-1-0  was  granted  for  lands  taken  on  progressive  eowle  during 
the  year  under  report:  those  granted  in  the  past  and  preceding  Fuslies  on  account  of  this  year,  for 
lands  given  in  those  years,  amount  to  Rupees  10,211-14-0,  thus  making  a  total  of  Rs.  10,306-16-0- 

30.  Besides  these,  a  remission  of  Rupees  9,590,  being  cist  of  4,342  acres  of  land  left  waste 
by  the  ryots  of  the  Berhampore  talook  owing  to  poverty,  has  been  granted  as  detailed  in  para- 
graph. 14», 
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31.  The  Tuccavi  both  in  cash  and  seed  grain  given  to  ryots  of  the  Berhampore  talook,  amount* 
ing  to  Rupees  27,654-9-5,  has  been  remitted,  and  the  old  balance  of  Rupees  27,200-7-59  due  on 
account  of  cist  of  Fusly  1275  by  the  ryots  of  the  same  talook,  has  also  been  decided  to  be  remitted 
in  consideration  of  the  impoverished  state  to  which  the  ryots  have  been  reduced  during  the  late 
famine — vide  Government  Order,  dated  the  9th  April  last,  No.  823,  above  quoted. 

32.  The  total  amount  remitted  during  the  year  under  notice  exclusive  of  Gowle  remissioni 

will  thus  be  found  to  amount  to  Rupees 
1,07,604-6-9,  as  detailed  in  the  margin,  besides 
the  grant  of  weekly  doles  of  raw  rice  from  July 
to  December  to  about  20,000  souls,  including 
ryots  and  their  families  at  32  tolas  each  per 
day.

34.  The  decrease  in  Shrotriem  Jodi,  &c.,  is  chiefly  referrible  to  the  fact  of  the  quitrent 
imposed  by  the  Inam  Commissioner  on  the  Inam  villages  of  the  Samastanam  paiks  of  the  Gumsur 
talook  having  been  included  in  the  Demand  of  Fusly  1275,  whereas  it  has  been  struck  out  of  that 
of  the  Fusly  under  notice,  in  reference  to  the  Order  of  Government,  dated  the  30th  April  1866, 
No.  650,  authorizing  their  continuance  on  service  tenure  as  before. 

35.  The  increase  in  Ryotwar  is  chiefly  due  to  the  comparatively  smaller  amount  of  remissions 
granted  to  ryots  during  the  Fusly  under  notice. 

36.  Of  the  decrease  in ''Land  Revenue  Miscellaneous''  a  sum  of  Rupees  27,468-12-8  is 
only  an  apparent  deficit,  as  explained  below;  and  for  the  remaining  actual  decrease  of  Rupees 
6,017-15-5,  vide  causes  given  in  paragraph  46. 

37.  It  will  be  found  that  there  is  a  difference  of  Rupees  27,468-12-8  between  the  amounts' 
•ntered  in  the  returns  of  Fuslies  1276  and  1276  on  account  of  the  demand  of  **  Land  Revenue 
Miscellaneous*'  for  Fusly  1275,  which  is  owing  to  the  collections  from  the  ryots  of  the  Berhampore- 
talookmadeinexceesof  the  demand  ef  that  Fusly,  and  subsequently  refunded  to  them  under  the- 
Board's  Proceedings,  dated  the  10th  July  1866,  No.  4, 704,  having  been  shown  under  this  head  in  the* 
Returns  of  the  Fusly  under  notice;  while  it  found  no  place  at  all  under  the  head  of  demand;  the: 
item  was  erroneously  included  in  the  Ryotwar  collections  of  Fusly  1275,  as  stated  in  the  late  €oU 
lector's  letter  to  the  Board,,  dated  the  Ist  March  1867,^  No.  672. 
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38.  XL  Sundry  Sotjbces  of  Revenue,  Abkarry. — ^The  decrease  in  *' Abkarry"  is  the  resulfc 
of  the  want  of  competition  during  the  time  of  sale,  owing  to  the  heavy  losses  sustained  by  the 
renter  of  Fusly  1275,  as  already  stated  in  my  predecessor's  letter  of  the  5th  June  1866,  No.  1,136. 

39.  Salt. — ^The  increase  in  Salt  is  chiefly  owing  to  the  enhanced  rate  of  price  having  been 
in  operation  during  the  whole  of  the  Fusly  under  review,  while  it  was  so  during  the  last  three 
Ittonths  only  of  Fusly  1275. 

40.  Sea  Customs. — ^The  decrease  in  **  Sea  Customs"  is  mainly  due  to  the  falling  off,  in  the 
export  trade  of  dutiable  articles,  owing  to  the  adverse  nature  of  the  season. 

41.  Stamps. — The  trifling  decrease  in  "Stamps"  calls  for  no  remark. 

42.  LicENS a  Tax.— The  total  increase  in  **  License  Tax"  is  referrible  to  the  operation  of 
Act  XXI.  of  1867. 

43.  Income  Tax. — ^The  decrease  in  **  Income  Tax"  requires  no  explanation. 

44.  For  the  variations  in  the  Miscellaneous  items  under  the  above  heads,  see  causes  given  in 
paragraphs  48  and  49. 

45.  XII.  Sevoy  Jummah,  Statement  No.  5. — ^The  increase  in  the  1st,  6th,  and  15th  items 
is  due  to  the  following  causes: — 

First, — Inclusion  of  quitrcnt  imposed  by  the  Inam  Commission  on  certain  Inams  for 
which  title-deeds  were  subsequently  received. 

Second. — Larger  extent  of  land  brought  to  account  subsequent  to  the  close  of  Jummah- 
bundy. 

TAiVc?.— Inams  reverted  during  the  Fusly  under  review. 

46.  The  decrease  in  the  4th,  13th,  17th,  and  45th  items  is  referrible  to  the  undermentioned 
causes: — 

-Firfi^.— Transfer  of  four  villages  from  the  head  *'  Rents"  to  Ryotwar  and  Joint-rents. 

Second. — ^Absence  of  competition,  in  reference  to  the  losses  sustained  by  the  renters  of 
Fusly  1275,  owing  to  the  adverse  nature  of  the  season. 

Third. — Transfer  from  Deposits  to  this  head  during  Fusly  1275  of  a  large  amount, 
being  sale  proceeds  of  the  produce  of  former  years  of  certain  Inams  of  the  Polaki  estate. 

Fourth. — Transfer  to  this  head  during  Fusly  under  notice  of  the  collections  made  in 
certain  cases  in  excess  of  the  Byotwary  demand  of  Fusly  1275,  which  were  erroneously  shown  under 
the  head  Kyotwar  in  the  accounts  of  that  Fusly,  and  which  were  subsequently  refunded  under  the 
Board's  Proceedings,  dated  the  10th  July  1866,  No.  4,704. 

47.  The  trifling  variations  in  the  32nd,  37th,  40th,  and  41st  items  need  no  comment;  while 
those  in  the  43rd,  44th,  46th,  and  51st  items  arise  from  their  contingent  nature. 

48.  The  increase  in  Miscellaneous  under  "Abkarry"  is  chiefly  referrible  to  the  increased 
number  of  licenses  granted  for  the  sale  of  European  liquors. 

49.  The  variations  in  the  Miscellaneous  items  under  the  heads  of  '^Sea  Customs,"  '*  Salt/* 
'and  "Stamps"  need  no  remark  in  reference  to  their  contingent  nature. 

60.  XII.  Abstract  op  Collections  on  accottnt  op  land  and  SaNDST  Sources  op  Rbvsnttv. — 
The  following  is  an  Abstract  showing  the  collections  on  account  of  Current  and  Arrears  during  the 
Fusly  under  review  compared  with  those  of  Fusly  1275: — 
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91.  The  iacreaB^  in  Permanently  Settled  is  chiefly  owing  to  the  colleetions  of  arrears  outstand- 
i&g  at  the  beginning  of  the  Fasly  under  notice,  whereas  there  were  no  such  balances  due  at  the 
commencement  of  the  previous  Fusly« 

62.  The  increase  in  Shrotriem  Jodi,  &;c.,  is  referrible  to  the  imposition  of  qnitrent  by  the 
Inam  Commission  Department  on  the  Inam  villages. 

53.  The  increase  in  Byotwar  is  chiefly  due  to  the  cause  assigned  in  paragraph  35,  though  a 
large  balance  is  still  outstanding  owing  to  the  impoverished  state  of  some  of  the  ryots.  There  is  a 
discrepancy  between  the  amounts  entered  in  the  returns  of  Fuslies  1275  and  1276,  as  Byotwar 
collections  of  Fusli  1275,  which  is  owing  to  the  transfer  in  the  accounts  of  the  Fusly  under  notice 
of  Rupees  27,468-12-8  from  the  item  Byotwar  to  Land  Bevenne  Miscellaneous,  as  stated  in  para- 
graph 37. 

54.  The  increase  in  Miscellaneous  is  the  result  of  the  collection  of  arrears  of  quitrent  on 
Inams,  and  for  the  discrepancy  in  the  amount  of  collections  on  account  of  Miscellaneous  for  Fusly 
1275,  as  shown  in  the  accounts  of  Fuslies  1275  and  1276 — vide  explanation  given  in  paragraph 
37. 

55.  For  the  variations  under  the  heads  of  Abkarry,  Salt,  Sea  Customs,  Stamps,  License-tax, 
and  Income-tax — vide  causes  given  in  paragraphs  38  to  44. 

56.  XIV.      DSXAND  COLUBCTION,    AND    BaLAKCB    OF   ALL    80URCBS    OF   CuRBBNT   BbVBKUE, 

Statement  No.  7. — Of  the  balance  enumerated  in  column  4  of  this  Statement,  Bupees  73,029-1-7 
have  been  collected  subsequent  to  the  dose  of  Fusly  as  detailed  in  Column  5,  and  for  the  realiza- 
tion of  the  remainder  steps  have  been  taken,  and  it  is  expected  that  a  considerable  portion  of  it  will 
be  collected  with  the  ensuing  kists  of  the  current  Fusly. 

67.  XV.  Dehand,  Collection,  and  Balance  of  all  sources  of  Arrears  of  Bevenue  — 
A  large  balance  of  Bupees  1,24,098-15-2  wafi  outstanding  on  account  of  arrears  of  former  years  at 
the  beginning  of  the  Fusly  under  notice,  of  which  Bupees  47,550-1-11  have  been  collected  during 
the  Fusly,  and  Bupees  21,829-7-5  remitted  under  the  Orders  of  Government,  dated  the  23rd  Au- 
gust and  17th  November  1666,  Nos.  2,197  and  3,145,  and  Board's  Rpoceedings,  13th  September 
1866,  No.  6,562,  leaving  a  balance  of  Bupees  54,719-5-10  uncollected  at  its  close.  By  the  subse- 
quent collections,  however,  this  has  been  reduced  to  Bupees  51,713-13-0,  of  which  again  Bupees 
438-3-4  have  been  recommended  for  remission  in  paragraphs  53  and  54  of  the  report  on  the 
Bevenue  Administration  for  Fudy  1275,  and  Bupees  27,572-8-4  have  now  been  recommended  to 
be  remitted  under  the  Orders  of  Oovernment,  dated  the  9th  April  1867,  No.  823,  and  for  the 
recovery  of  the  remaining  sum  ef  Bupees  23,703-1-4  stringent  measures  will  be  adopted  during 
the  approaching  kists. 

58.  XVI.  Bbcohmendation  op  Irrecoverable  arrears  for  Bemission,  Statement  No.  8. — 
The  subjoined  table  shows  the  particulars  of  irrecoverable  balances  of  Fusly  1275  now  recom- 
mended for  remission.  Of  the  balaace  of  Bupees  27, 210-6-5  under  the  head  of  * '  Byotwar, "  Bupees 
27,200-7-5  are  due  by  9,578  impoverished  Byots  of  347  villages  (inclusive  of  twenty-five  Khond 
hamlets)  of  the  Berhampore  talook,  which  have  already  been  authorised  to  be  remitted — vide 
Government  Order,  dated  the  9th  April  1867^  No.  823,  and  the  remaining  sum  of  Rupees  9-15-0, 
by  two  pauper  ryots  of  the  Chicacole  talook.

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59.  Of  the  balince  of  Bupees  362-111  u&der  the  head  of  ''  Land  Bevenue  MiBoellaneous/^ 
.  a  sum  of  Kupees  322  is  the  result  of  the  inclusion,  in  the  demand  of  Fusly  1275,  of  the  quitrent 

imposed  by  the  Inam  Commissioner  on  two  Inam  villages  in  the  Tekkali  estate,  the  holder  of  which 
has  not  agreed  to  enfranchise  them.  Rupees  19-8-5  (being  Cuttoobadi  of  two  Inams)  have  been 
included,  through  an  oversight,  both  in  the  demand  of  **Ryotwar"  and  **  Cuttoobadi;"  Rs.  16-8-0 
is  the  Cuttoobadi  of  two  Inams  which  have  been  resumed,  and  assessed  with  Jeroyeti  cist.  Rupees 
3-13-6  is  the  Cuttoobadi  of  an  Inam  land  taken  up  for  the  construction  of  a  road  in  the  Chicacole 
talook,  and  the  remaining  sum  of  Annas  4  is  the  quit-rent  imposed  by  the  Inam  Commissioner  on 
an  Inam  which  is  not  in  existence. 

60.  Under  ihese  explanations  I  request  the  Board  will  be  pleased  to  obtain  the  sanction  of 
Government  for  writing  off  iixe  accounts  the  abovementioned  irrecoverable  balances  of  Rupees 
27,572-8-4. 

61.  XVII.  CoEBCivB  Process. — Coercive  process  was  employed  during  the  Fusly  under 
notice  only  in  seven  cases  in  the  Chicacole  talook  for  the  realization  of  arrears  of  Revenue  ai 
detailed  in  the  Enclosure  A,  of  Statement  No.  & 

62.  XVIIL  Chaeoes,  Statement  No.  9. — ^The  increase  in  Refunds  of  Revenue  consists  of  the 
ftmns  refunded  to  the  Purlah  Kimedy  estate,  in  reimbursement  of  the  Police  charges  formerly  debited 
to  it,  and  of  sums  refunded  to  the  ryots  of  the  Berhampore  and  Chicacole  talooks,  (being  collections 
made  in  excess  of  the  demand  of  Fusly  1275,)  under  the  Orders  of  Government,  dated  the  29th  May 
1865  and  Board's  Proceedings,  10th  July  1866,  Nos.  1,122  and  4,704,  respectively. 

63.  The  increase  in  the  '*  Salary  of  Collectors,  Sub-Collectors,  Head  Assistant  Collectors, 
Assistant  Collectors,  and  Deputy  Collectors*'  is  chiefly  the  result  of  the  disbursement  during  the 
Fusly  under  notice  of  the  full  amount  of  the  Collector's  salary,  whereas  only  a  portion  of  the  salary 
was  charged  for  some  months  of  Fusly  1275,  and  the  excess  in  the  tent  and  house-rent  allowances  is 
mainly  due  to  the  increased  rate  of  extra  tentagc  allowed  to  the  Junior  Assistant  Agent  during  the 
period  he  was  on  the  Hills  under  the  sanction  of  Government,  dated  the  4th  January  1867,  No.  21. 

64.  The  increase  in  the  Huzur  and  Talook  establishments  arises  partly  from  the  increase  of 
salaries  sanctioned  to  some  of  the  public  servants  under  the  Orders  of  Government,  dated  the  20th 
November  1865,  No.  2,940,  having  been  disbursed  for  the  whole  of  the  year,  whereas  it  was  dis- 
bursed during  Fusly  1275  only  for  a  portion  of  the  year,  and  partly  from  the  grant  of  temporary 
allowance  of  Rupees  2  to  each  of  the  servants  drawing  15  rupees  and  below  during  the  late  famine 
under  the  Orders  of  Government,  dated  the  ISih.  July  1866,  No.  1,743  A,  and  19th  September 
1866,  No.  2.514. 

65.  The  decrease  in  Saderwarid  is  chiefly  referrible  to  the  limited  use  of  lamp  oil. 

66.  The  increase  in  medical  charges  is  referrible  to  the  debit  to  this  head  of  the  salary  of  the 
Apothecary  appointed  to  have  medical  charge  of  the  Chetterpore  station,  whereas  it  was  debited 
to  the  head  22,  Medical  Establishment  during  Fusly  1275. 

67.  The  increase  in  contingencies  is  the  result  of  the  supply  of  writing  desks  to  most  of  the 
Talook  Cutcherry  servants,  and  of  the  debit  to  this  head  of  the  pay  of  two  peons  allowed  to  one  of 
the  newly  appointed  Assistant  Collectors. 

68.  The  increase  in  Miscellaneous  is  chiefly  due  to  the  debit  to  this  head  of  the  value  of 
service  postage  stamps,  and  of  the  pay  of  the  Niranikam  Establishment. 

69.  The  total  increase  in  Refunds  and  Contingencies  under  Abkarry  is  the  result  of  the 
refund  of  fees  paid  by  a  person  for  a  license  for  selling  European  liquors,  which  license  was  dis- 
allowed ;  and  the  cost  of  registering  the  Muchilkas  executed  by  the  renters  of  the  Abkarry  Farm 
of  the  principal  and  sub-divisions  of  this  District  for  Fuslies  1276  and  1277. 

70.  The  total  increase  in  Refunds  under  Sea  Customs  is  owing  to  the  refund  to  the  Agent  of 
Messrs.  Shand  and  Co.  of  duty  paid  on  1,000  bags  of  rice  originally  exported  from  Oanjam  to 
Colombo,  the  same  having  been  again  exported  from  Colombo  to  Cochin. — vide  Board's  Proceed- 
ings of  the  26th  October  1866,  No.  7,^760. 
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71.  The  increase  in  the  establishmenUs  referrible  to  the  second  cause  given  in  paragraph  64- 

72.  The  variations  in  Country  Stationery  or  Saijerwarid  and  Contingencies,  require  no  remark- 

73.  The  increase  in  the  establishment  under  Salt,  is  referrible  to  the  causes  assigned'in  para- 
graph 64,  and  the  small  increase  in  Saderwarid  and  travelling  allowance  to  officers  andbatta  to-, 
^tablishment  andcontingencies  require  no  remark.. 

74*    The  increase  in  purchase  of  salt  and  manufacturer's  share  is  due  to  .the  disbursement, 
cbiring  Fusly  under  notice  of  the  hire  of  a  large  quantity  of  Salt  m9,nufactured  during  Fusly  1275. 

75.  The  increase  in  charges  for  convoying  and  storing  Salt  is  also  referrible  to  a  large 
<iuantity  of  Salt  manufactured  in  Fusly  1275  having  been  stored  during  the  year  under  notice. 

76.  The  total  increase  in  Repairs  is  the  result  of  the  debit  to  this  head  under  the  orders  of  th^ 
Board  of  Revenue  of  the  cost  of  repairs  executed  to  Salt  channels,  &c. 

77.  The  trifling  variations  under  the  head  of  Stamps  require  no  remark. 

78.  Salt,  Statement. No.  10.— The  increase  in  the  balance  of  Salt  is  the  result  of  the  quan-.

87.  XXI.  Result  of  the  sales  of  unassessed  waste  lands  . — Thirty-one  acres  of  unassessed 
waste  lands  have  been  sold  during  the  year  under  report  for  Rupees  297,  and  Rupees  16,143  col- 
lected, being  stipulated  instalments  of  the  value  and  interest  of  all  lands  sold  from  Fusly  1273, 
besides  Rupees  207,  being  twenty-five  years  purchase  of  revenue  derived  from  the  rental  of  Tama- 
rind trees  standing  on  a  piece  of  unassessed  waste  land  sold  in  Fusly  1275.

With  reference  to  the  concluding  paragraph  of  my  report  on  the  results  of  the  Bevenue 

Administration  of  this  district  for  Fusly  1276, 
i:''*'r'°*'S:''°^ar^nXfcS«on°-  ^^^^  t^e  28th  September  last.  No.  3.022.  I 

have  the  honour  to  transmit  the  Quinquennial 
Statements,  as  detailed  in  the  margin,  together 
with  brief  explanations  regarding  the  variations 
between  these  and  the  Returns  for  Fusly  1271. 

2.  Statement  A. — ^The  net  increase  in  the  number  of  Jirayati  villages  of  the  Government 
talooks,  shown  in  columns  from  5  to  7,  is  the  result  of  a  gross  increase  of  197,  and  of  a  gross  decrease 
of  two  villages  under  this  head.  The  gross  increase  arises  from  the  fact  that  certain  Khond  villages 
situated  below  the  Ghauts,  which  hitherto  paid  no  assessment  whatever,  were  for  the  first  time  brought 
to  account  during  Fuslies  1272  and  1273.  The  gross  decrease  is  due  to  the  incorporation  with  the 
neighbouring  village  of  a  small  village  in  the  Chicacole  talook  during  Fusly  1276,  and  to  the  fact 
of  a  swamp,  which  had  hitherto  been  classed  as  a  distinct  village,  having  been  struck  off  the  list  of 
villages  during  Fusly  1275. 

3.  The  decrease  of  one* village  under  the  head  **  Fishery  and  uninhabited"  in  the  Gumsoor 
talook,  from  which  no  revenue  is  derived,  is  owing  to  the  exclusion  from  the  list  of  villages  of  a 
fishery  village  which  was  abandoned  by  its  inhabitants  during  the  late  famine. 

4.  The  variations  in  the  number  of  villages  and  hamlets  of  the  Zemindary  and  Proprietary 
estates,  as  compared  with  that  of  Fusly  1271,  are  due,  first,  to  a  mistake  made  in  the  Quinquennial 
Statement  of  Fusly  1271,  namely,  896  villages  were  inserted  in  the  Return  for  Furlah  Eimedy  in 
the  Quinquennial  Statement  of  Fusly  1271,  in  reference  to  the  figure  given  in  the  Ayacut  account  of 
Fusly  1261-62,  instead  of  858  villages,  as  shown  in  the  annual  Statement  of  Fusly  1271;  secondly, 
to  the  incorporation  of  a  small  village  which  was  hitherto  classed  as  a  distinct  village  with  its 
neighbouring  village,  and  partly  to  the  insertion,  in  the  Quinquennial  Statement  of  the  Fusly  under 
review,  of  villages  and  hamlets  in  the  newly  sub-divided  portions  of  the  late  Raghanadhapore> 
Kandigam,  Burgam,  andKarakavalasa  estates,  in  reference  to  the  Sub-division  accounts  lately  pre- 
pared. 

6.  Statement  B. — ^The  increase  under  the  head  "Land  in  occupation"  is  partly  due  to  the 
fact  of  several  Khond  villages,  in  the  Gumsoor  talooks,  having  been  newly  brought  to  account,  and 
partly  to  the  extension  of  cultivation. 

6.  Statement  C. — ^There  is  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  all  sources  of  irrigation,  both  Govern- 
ment and  private,  as  compared  with  that  of  Fusly  1271.  This  is  owing  to  the  circumstance  of  the 
works,  situated  in  the  several  Khond  villages  of  the  Gumsoor  talook  which  were  newly  brought  to 
account,  having  been  added  to  the  list  of  Irrigation  work?,  and  partly  to  the  difficulty  of  distin- 
gaiahing  the  works  constructed  merely  for  the  benefit  of  people  and  cattle  from  irrigation  proper.     ■ 
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7.  Statbxint  D. — The  increase  in  the  population,  as  compared  with  the  return  of  Fndy  1271, 
is  due  to  the  population  residing  in  the  Khond  villages  of  the  Gamsoor  talook,  which  were  newlj 
brought  to  account,  having  been  added  to  the  general  population  of  the  district,  to  the  Mahanya  of 
Vizianagram  and  his  retina  happening  to  be  at  Causibugah  on  the  day  on  which  the  census  were 
taken,  and  to  several  Military  pensioners  and  their  families  having  settled  themselves  at  Chicacole, 
and  other  places,  in  the  Sub-division  of  this  district. 

8.  The  increase  in  the  agricultural  population  is  referrible  to  the  causes  given  in  paragraph  9. 

9.  Statbhent  E. — ^The  increase  in  the  number  of  Byots  and  Puttahs  is  due  partly  to  the 
several  Ehond  villages  of  the  Gumsoor  talook  having  been  brought  to  account,  partly  to  the  extensive 
spread  of  cultivation,  and  the  increase  in  the  number  of  cattle  is  also|referrible  to  the  same  cause. 

10.  Statexbnt  F. — ^The  increase  in  the  number  of  Puttahs,  and  the  amount  of  shist,  as  com- 
pared with  that  of  Fusly  1271,  is  the  result  of  extended  cultivation,  and  of  the  transfer  to  Ryot- 
wary  tenure  of  several  villages  which  were  formerly  under  renters. 

11.  The  decrease  in  the  number  of  ryots  paying  from  500  to  1,000  Bupees  and  upwards  is 
owing  to  transfers  of  portions  of  holdings  and  to  jointly  rented  villages  having  been  brought  under 
Byotwary  tenure.

15,^487  assessment,  against  3,236  A<^es  of  land  n^wly  taken  up,  bearing  an  assessment  of  Bupees 
5,456,  showing  a  net  decrease  of  Bupees  10,031. 
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The  relinqiiidiment  WM  chiefly  in  dry  lands,  as  the  early  part  of  the  season  in  the  Gorern- 
meni  Talooks  was  not  qi^te  favourable  for  cultivation,  and  is  ajso]  partly  attributed  to  the  rule 
introduced  in  Fusly  1274  of  charging  a  proper  sist  for  jungle  lands  reclaimed,  mentioned  in  para- 
graph-3  of  the  Settlement  Beport,  dated  14th  October  1865. 

7.  VI.  Actual  Cultivation.  —The  actual  cultivation  in  our  Talooks  amounted  to  Acres  69,435, 
bearing  a  sist  of  Bnpees  1,73,275,  against  73,740  Acres,  and  Rupees  1,72,696  sist,  of  the previotis 
year,  showing  a  decrease  of  Acres  4,305,  but  an  increase  in  assessment  of  Rupees  579,  owing,  as  th^ 
Aotifig  Principal  Assistant  explains,  to  the  ''  operation  of  the  season  which,  in  its  early  drought 
••  was  unfavourable  to  the  dry  or  least  valuable,  but  more  extensive  cultivation,  while  the  steady 
*•  rains  which  set  in  from  August  stimulated  the  cultivation  of  wet  crops,  the  average  of  which  is

Several  reasons  are  given  for  the  increase  and  decrease,  but  the  following  axe  the  most 
probable. 

As  to  Sugarcane — ^The  closing  of  the  Chittivalsa  Sugar  Factory,  and  consequent  falling  off 
in  the  demand,  the  exports  of  Jaggery  have  also  fallen. 

As  to  Cotton  avd  iKDioo-^The  fall  in  price  and  to  the  unfavourable  nature  of  the  early 
part  of  the  season  during  which  the  cultivation  is  usually  undertaken. 
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14.  XIII.  Gbnbeal  result  of  thb  Land  Rbvbnub  Sbttlembnt.— The  following  abstract 
Comparative  Statement  gives  the  details  under  this  head  for  the  last  two  years,  showing  a  net

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In  Abkabbt — ^The  increase  is  owing  to  the  high  prioe  the  farms  fetched  at  auction,  on  the 
expiration  of  the  last  lease. 

In  Salt — It  is  attributable  to  the  enhanced  monopoly  rate  from  1-8  to  1-11  per  maund  in 
force  from  March  1866. 

In  Sea  Customs — There  is  a  large  decrease  consequent  on  a  falling  off  in  exports  of  dutiable 
goods. 

In  LiCENSE-tAX — ^There  is  an  increase,  the  Act  (No.  XXI.  of  1867)  having  been  introduced 
since  May  1867. 

In  Stamps — There  is  a  slight  decrease  arising  chiefly  from  a  decrease  of  litigation.    . 

Wastage  in  Salt — The  wastage  in  salt  has  come  down  remarkably  from  lOJ  to  2^  per  cent., 
owing  chiefly  to  an  order  from  my  predecessor  to  all  Salt  Superintendents,  warning  them  that  if  the 
percentage  of  wastage  should  exceed  five  per  cent,  in  any  Cotaur  during  the  year,  the  Superinten- 
dent of  that  division  would  be  removed  from  his  appointment,  unless  of  course  he  showed  good 
cause  for  the  contrary. 

The  Acting  Salt  Deputy  Collector  exercises  a  healthy  supervision  which  cannot  be  without  its 
effect.  The  total  wastage  amounis  to  3,004-10  Indian  Maunds.  Sanction  to  write  off  the  same  is 
requested. 

16.  XV.  Collection  op  all  sources  op  Revenue. — ^The  total  receipts  under  this  head  of 
Revenue  amounted  in  the  year  to  Rupees  19,43,370,  being  a  net  increase  of  Rupees  79,824,  arising 
chiefly  from  there  being  no  remissions,  and  from  the  increased  bid  on  account  of  the  Abkarry.  The 
decrease  in  Sea  Customs  of  Rupees  22, 136  is  attributable,  as  stated  above,  to  falling  off  in  exports 
of  dutiable  goods.

17.      XVI.      DlMAND,  COLLBCTION,  AND  BALANCE  OP  ALL  SOURCES  OF  REVENUE. — The  foUowiug 

Statement  shows  these  results  for  tl^e  year  under  review.  Out  of  a  demand  of  nearly  19i  lacs,  the 
whole,  with  the  small  exception  of  Rupees  13,000,  was  realized  by  the  31st  July;  at  the  same  date, 
last  year,  there  was  upwards  of  half  a  lac  outstanding.  Of  the  Rupees  13,099  above  referred  to. 
Rupees  3,662  have  been  subsequently  collected,  so  that  up  to  date  only  a  sum  of  Rupees  9,437  is 
the  actual  balance.    The  greater  part  of  this  is  due  by  the  Fachepenta  Zemindar^  a  portion  of 
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whose  landed  estate  has  been  attached,  and  will  in  dae  course  be  bronght  to  sale  if  the  demand  be

19.  XVIII.  Areears  op  pbbvious  years  ibrecovbrablb. — ^The  irrecoverable  arrears 
amounts  to  the  end  of  Fusly  1276  to  Rupees  6,783-12-8;  a  Statement  in  detail  is  given  below  with 
iuU  explanation,  and  sanction  is  requested  to  write  the  amount  off  the  books  of  this  Collectorate, 
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20.  XIX.  CoBECiTB  PftocBss. — ^This  sum  now  seems  to  be  on  the  increase.  In  Fusly  1275 
there  were  356  cases,  in  the  past  Fuslj  450,  and  these  entirely  in  Sarvasiddhi  Calook. 

Mr.  Bliss,  writing  on  this  subject,  says,  that  this  state  of  things  is  attributable  "partly  to  the 
*' different  nature  of  the  people  of  the  Golgonda  Talook,  and  partly  to  its  generally  lighter  assess- 
*'ment.  The  arrears  on  account  of  which  distraints  were  made  amounted  to  Rupees  6,925,  and 
**  the  value  of  the  property  distrained  (lands  included)  to  Rupees  6,791.  Rupees  278  were  realized 
*^  during  the  Fusly,  from  the  sale  of  a  portion  of  this  property;  Rupees  5,879  were  paid  up  by  the 
"defaulters  before  the  date  of  sale,  a  clear  proof  that  though  the  number  of  distraints  was  great, 
"  the  right  was  not  oppressively  exercised;  and  property  estimated  at  Rupees  768  still  remains  to 
"be  sold.'* 

21.  XX.  CHABdiss. — ^The  following  is  a  Comparative  Statement  of  charges  of  the  last  two

22.  XXI.  Village,  Talook,  and  Huzub  Accounts. — In  reference  to  those  in  the  Talooks, 
Mr.  Boswell  gave  a  favourable  account  last  year,  but  Mr.  Bliss  this  year  reports  that  he  has  found 
them  in  a  very  slovenly  state,  and  that  it  is  hopeless  to  attempt  to  do  anything  unless  the  forms  are 
printed.  I  am  going  into  the  working  of  the  Press  Department,  and  hope  soon  to  put  it  in  a  fair 
working  order,  so  as  to  supply  all  departments  under  the  Collector  both  in  the  Huzur  and  District 
with  printed  forms.  Hitherto  this  has  not  been  practicable,  for  reasons  which  it  is  not  necessary  to 
mention  here. 

23.  XXII.  Lands  acquirid  by  Public  Servants. — Except  in  the  case  of  Mr.  McMurray,  my 
Huzur  Head  Serishtadar,  who  last  year  obtained  in  gift  from  Mr.  Fane,  late  Collector  of  this  Dis- 
trict, a  house  and  ground  in  Galikonda  Hill  tracts  about  seventy  miles  from  this,  belonging  to  that 
gentleman,  there  has  been  no  new  acquisition  of  lands  by  Public  servants. 

The  Serishtadar  I  find  duly  reported  his  acquisition  with  reference  to  Circular  Order  of  the 
Board  of  Revenue,  dated  13th  October  1862,  No.  6,843.  The  extent  is  not  known,  and  being  jungle 
land  originally,  was  obtained  from  the  Maharajah  of  Yizianagram  on  a  quitrent  of  four  annas  a 
year. 

The  grounds  have  been  planted  to  some  small  extent  with  coffee.  The  produce  is  stated  to  bo 
very  scanty. 

24.  XXIII.  Conduct  op  Public  Sibvants.  —Seems  to  be  satisfactory  in  every  Department, 
as  no  complaints  of  any  kind  have  come  against  any  of  them. 

25.  XXIV.  Manaoihint  op  Palconda  and  Honjebam. — ^The  annual  report  of  the  Agent 
for  the  Renters,  together  with  the  usual  explanatory  Statements  A*  and  B.,  will  be  found  amongst 
the  enclosures. 
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The  demand  of  the  Renters  was  Rupees  1,56,927-9-7,  of  which  Rupees  1,56,365-10-11 
were  collected  by  them  within  the  Fusly,  leaving  a  small  sum  of  Rupees  661  -14-8  outstanding  at 
its  close,  as  shown  below:—

The  outlay  on  public  works  was  Rupees  5,780-14-5,  or  Rupees  1,029-12-0  above  that  in 
Fusly  1275,  and  was  entirely  on  ordinary  works. 

As  usual  no  complaints  of  any  kind  have  been  made  against  the  management  of  the  Renters, 
the  people  under  whom  seem  to  be  both  prosperous  and  happy. 

26.  XXV.  Quinquennial  Returns. — I  herewith  submit  the  six  returns  marked  A.  to  F.  refer- 
red to  in  Circular  Memorandum,  No.  1,097,  dated  1st  November  last.  Explanation  as  to  differences 
is  given  below. 

27.  Statement  A. — ^The  Ryotwar  and  rented  villages  and  hamlets  of  Sarvasiddhi  and  Golgonda 
in  Fusly  1271  were  253  and  343;  now  they  are  255  and  316  respectively,  or  two  villages  and 
three  hamlets  more  owing  to  two  Mokhassa  villages  (Hukumpett  and  Jamadavipett  with  their 
hamlets)  having  reverted  to  Jeroyati — 33e  paragraph  3  of  Settlement  Report  for  Fusly  1273,  and 
paragraph  3  of  Settlement  Report  for  1275 . 

The  Shrotriem  and  Inam  villages  in  the  same  Talooks  were,  in  Fusly  1271,  ninety-one;  now 
they  are  ninety,  owing  to  changes  during  the  past  five  years.  Under  the  head  Zemindary  the  charges 
are  owing  to  the  re-arrangement  of  the  Talooks  in  the  District. 

In  Falconda  there  is  no  change  in  the  ryotwar  and  rented  villages. 

In  the  zemindari  portion  there  is  some  difference  owing  to  the  re-arrangement  of  the  Talooks 
of  the  District. 

28.  Statement- B. — ^The  lands  in  this  District  have  not  been  surveyed.  The  extent  given 
is  as  per  Village  accounts. 
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In  the  last  Quinquennial  Beturn,  the  Ayacut,  exclusive  of  Forumboke,  was  29,152  Acres,  at  an 
assessment  of  Rupees  1,92,985.  In  the  present  year  the  extent  is  Acres  87,106,  sist  Rupees 
2,44,304,  showing  an  increase  of  Acres  57,954,  and  of  sist  Rupees  11,319.  This  is  owing  princi- 
pally to  the  change  in  the  rule  for  converting  veesums  or  garces  into  acres.  The  old  rule  was 
1^  acre  to  every  veesum;  now  it  is  two  acres  for  every  garce  of  wet,  and  four  acres  for  every  garce  of 
dry,  as  reported  in  Settlement  Report  for  Fusly  1274.  In  the  assessment  the  increase  is  owing  (1) 
to  the  transfer  of  certain  permanently  reclaimed  f  orumboke  lands,  (2)  io  certain  Inams  having 
lapsed  to  Government. 

29.  Statiment  C. — ^The  increase  in  Government  Tanks  is  owing  to  certain  private  tanks 
having  become  Government  property  on  the  expiration  of  certain  joint  village  rents  held  in  Gol- 
gonda  Talook,  and  to  other  tanks  hitherto  erroneously  included  under  other  heads  being  brought 
under  this  head.  The  gross  number  of  tanks  in  last  Returns  is  613,  in  this  it  is  617,  or  an  increase 
of  4.     These  are  the  property  of  private  individuals  alone. 

In  river  channels  there  is  a  large  increase  owing  to  certain  of  the  Gubbada  channels  being 
included  under  this  head  instead  of  under  ''  Spring  channels,"  as  in  last  Returns. 

In  anicuts  there  is  a  decrease  of  2.    The  correct  number  is  7.  In  last  Returns  the  TalookOfficera 
erroneously  said  9. 

30.  Statement  D. — ^The  census  of  the  non-military  classes  was  taken  on  the  1st  March;  the 
Military  on  the  1st  May  of  the  year. 

The  total  population  is  19,34,558,  or  2,18,906  above  that  of  the  previous  period  in  which  the 
Military,  amounting  to  4,899,  were  not  included.  This  increase  is  chiefly  in  the  Jeypore  Talook,  from 
whence  we  have  this  year  for  the  first  time  been  able  to  get  Returns.  In  last  Returns  the  peculation 
of  Jeypore  was  estimated  at  3,00,000.    The  Returns  now  received  show  it  to  be  4,29,513. 

31.  Statbmeht  E. — This  is  in  a  very  satisfactory  state.  There  is  an  increase  in  every  item 
except  in  two,  viz.,  (1)  Joint  Futtahs,  (2)  Ploughs.  The  increase  in  single puttahs  is  chiefly  owing  to 
the  decrease  in  joint  puttahs.  Many  Ryots  being  now  well  ofi*,  they  have  settled  down  for  themselves,

4.  Variations  in  the  numbbb  and  tenure  or  villages. ^-The  number  of  villages  for  Fusly 
1276  is  977,  while  the  same  was  for  the  preceding  year  973.  There  is,  therefore,  a  net  increase 
of  four  villages,  which  is  the  result  of  a  gross  increase  of  eleven,  and  a  gross  decrease  of  seven  as 
described  in  the  following  Memoranda  Nos.  1  and  2  respectively.  These  changes  were  made  by  the 
Director  of  Bevenue  Settlement  at  the  time  of  demarcation  under  such  circumstajices  as  seemed 
expedient  to  him.  One  of  the  above  four  villages  is  Ryotwar,  and  the  other  three  pay  no  land 
fievenue  to  Government.  These  three  were  up  to  Fusly  1275  shown  in  the  accounts  separately 
as  forming  no  portion  of  Government  villages  by  reason  of  their  not  paying  any  Land  Revenue  to 
Oovemment.  This  designation  has  been  now  altered^  and  these  villages  are  now  properly  included 
in  the  number  of  Government  villages.

5.  Of  the  859  villages  under  Ryotwar  for  the  current  Fusly,  forty  were  held  under  joint-rents 
and  included  under  this  head — vide  Board's  Proceedings,  dated  5th  June  1867,  No.  3,447.  These 
40  villages  were  not  surveyed  nor  assessed  by  the  Settlement  Department  owing  to  their  inability 
to  do  so,  as  almost  all  of  them  are  situated  in  the  hilly  and  jungly  tracts  of  the  Rajahmundry,  Fed- 
dapuram,  Yernagudem,  and  Ellore  talooks.  There  appears  a  net  decrease  of  eighty-four  village* 
under  Ryotwar  resulting  from  the  transfer  of  113  villages  to  other  heads,  and  the  addition  of  twenty-

6.  Of  the  115  villages  under  rents  for  one  year  and  for  more  than  one  year  in  the  current 
Fusly,  nine  are  those  that  were  in  [last  year  under  this  tenure  and  are  continued  so,  while  the 
remaining  twenty-one  of  past  year  are  transferred  to  Ryotwar  in  the  current  year  as  they  have 
been  surveyed  and  classified.  The  other  106  villages  which  were  held  in  Fusly  1275  under  joint 
rents,  have  been  in  the  current  year  held  under  single  rents.  Of  these^  ninety  villages  are  in  the 
Peddapur,  fifteen  in  the  Rajahmundry,  and  one  in  the  Ellore  talooks.  I  understand  that  these 
Tillages  yield  very  small  revenue,  that  most  of  them  are  uninhabited,  and  that  although  they  were 
included  in  last  year  under  joint  rents,  they  were  always  held  by  single  individuals  and  outsiders. 
The  Head  Assistant  Collector  has,  therefore,  in  this  year  properly  included  them  under  single  rents 
instead  of  under  Ryotwar.  The  explanation  given  above  accounts  for  the  increase  of  eighty-five 
villages  under  rents  for  one  year  and  for  more  than  one  year.

7.  The  villages  paying  no  revenue  to  Government  have  been  included  in  the  number  of 
Government  villages  in  the  current  year,  while  they  were  separately  exhibited  at  the  bottom  of  the 
abstract  in  the  year  preceding. 

8.    The  increase  of  two  in  the  Cattubady 
Agraharams  is  owing  to  the  four  villages  noted 
in  the  margin,  which  were  hitherto  in  two  num** 
bers  having  been  separated  and  demarcated  into  four  by  the  Director  of  Revenue  Settlement. 

9.  The  increase  of  three  in  the  number  of  Sarva  Agraharams  is  owing  to  three  hamlets  of  Go** 
vemment  villages  which  were  hitherto  enjoyed  as  Inams  having  been  enfranchised  by  the  Inam 
Commissioner  as  separate  Agraharam  and  included  under  this  head. 

10.  The  number  of  Puttas  issued  during  the  year  amounted  to  53,506,  of  which  the  indi- 
vidual Puttas  are  53,347,  and  Puttas  granted  for  joint  and  single  rent  villages  are  159.  The 
cause  for  the  large  increase  in  the  number  of  Ryotwar  Puttas,  is  the  introduction  of  the  new 
Settlement  in  six  talooks  in  the  year  under  review  completing  the  whole  District.  All  the 
individual  Puttas  were  prepared  according  to  the  form  forwarded  with  the  Board's  Circular,  dated 
7th  February  1866,  No.  122. 

11.  Skason.— The  season  on  the  whole  was  decidedly  a  very  favourable  one.  There  was 
not,  however,  much  rain  in  the  early  part  of  the  season,  i,  e.,  up  to  June.  The  early  dry  crops 
were,  therefore,  affected  to  a  small  extent  in  parts  of  the  District.  Early  Gingelly  ciops  have  al^ 
suffered  from  insects.  From  the  month  of  July,  sufficient  and  seasonable  rains  fell,  and  proved 
favourable  for  dry  and  wet  cultivation.  The  freshes  in  the  Godavery  rose  to  30  feet,  or  2  feet 
higher  than  in  the  preceding  year,  and  caused  some  damage  to  the  early  sown  dry  crops  on  the 
islands  in  the  river  bed.  The  anient  channels  received  full  supply  of  water,  and  commanded  the 
wet  cultivation  under  them  fully.  The  tanks  in  the  upland  talooks  were  filled,  and  the  water  was 
enough  for  wet  cultivation  under  them.  The  lands  under  the  Yelerroo  were  cultivated  to  their 
full  extent.  There  is  on  the  whole  an  increase  in  the  extent  of  actual  cultivation  of  all  crops  over 
that  in  the  preceding  year.  The  crops  generally  both  in  quality  and  quantity  have  been  the  best 
that  the  Ryots  have  ha^  during  the  last  twenty  years.  Garden  crops  such  as  Onions,  Garlic, 
Turmeric,  and  Chillies  have  yielded  a  fair  return.  The  Cocoanut,  Arecanut,  and  Plantain  gardens 
were  injured  by  the  prevalence  of  hot  winds  about  the  end  of  the  Fusly  year  preceding  the  one 
under  report.  No  second  crop  or  Dalwa  cultivation  was  carried  on,  in  consequence  of  the  insuffi- 
ciency of  water  in  the  Godavery  in  March,  April,  and  May,  and  of  certain  channels  having  been 
closed  for  repairs.  Summer  dry  crops  such  as  Bengal-gram,  Green-gram,  Black-gram,  Horse-gram, 
Cow-gram,  Coriander,  Fenugreek,  &c.,  were  grown  abundantly  and  produced  very  well  from  our 
having  had  a  favourable  north-east  monsoon. 

12.  Rain-fall. — ^The  subjoined  abstract  shows  at  one  view  the  average  fall  of  rain  as  com-

13.  Sanitary  conditioji. — In  a  sanitary  point  of  view,  the  year  was  unfavourable  though 
not  so  bad  as  the  previous  one.  Cholera,  small-pox,  and  fever  prevailed  much,  and  the  two  first 
were  of  virulent  type  throughout  the  District  for  some  months  in  the  year.  The  subjoined  state-

The  rise  in  the  prices  is  due 
to  the  great  demand  from  other  parts  of  the  country  which  experienced  scarcity.

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19.  From  the  foregoing  explanation  it  will  bo  seen  that  the  lands  actually  given  up  and 
taken  up  for  Fusly  1270  are  Acres  97,565,  assessed  at  Rupees  1,76,930,  and  Acres  31,018  assessed  at 
Rupees  61,490,  respectively.  These  numbers  are  much  higher  than  in  any  other  previous  years 
under  joint  rent  system,  but  arise  from  the  fact  of  actual  relinquishments  of  land  being  possible 
under  Ryotwar,  which  were  not  under  the  joint  renting  system.

21.  .The  Ryots'  holdings  inclusive  of  waste  charged  for  Fusly  1276  amount  to  Acres  605,970, 
bearing  assessment  of  Rupees  12,80,018,  and  exhibit  an  increase  in  area  of  Acres  16,273,  and  a 
drecrease  in  assessment  of  Rupees  4,93,260.

23.  The  decrease  *  in  water-tax  is  chiefly  due  to  the  cultiva- 
tors not  having  used  anient  water  for  their  dry  crops  as  in  the 
past  year  in  consequence  of  the  fall  of  seasonable  rains  and  partly  to  much  land  having  been 
relinquished  in  the  Undi  talook  from  the  Ryots  thinking  the  water-rate  unduly  high.  This  was, 
however,  I  believe,  only  an  assigned  and  not  an  actual  caus3.  They  had  too  lon^  tasted  the  sweet 
of  a  ridiculously  low  rate  to  be  reconciled  at  once  to  the  idea  of  a  proper  one.  Much  of  thq  land  so 
relinquished  has  been  taken  up  for  the  Fusly  1277. 

24.  The  increase  of  Rupees  34,455  on  account  of  Road  Fund  was  the  amount  charged  on 
Government  Zirayaty  at  two  Pies  per  Rupee  on  land  as9essment,  and  at  six  Pies  per  Rupee  on  water- 
tax  under  the  provisions  of  the  Road  Cess  Act  No.  3  of  1866;  and  it  being  distinct  from  Land 
Revenue  is  entered  in  Column  52  of  the  No.  3  Statement.  The  Road  Fund,  namely,  Rupees  69,961 
for  Fusly  127H  under  the  head  of  deductions,  includf  s  the  above  sum  of  Rupees  34,455,  as  well  as 
Rupees  25,506  which  are  included  in  the  settlement  rates  and  deducted  from  the  demand.  These 
two  sums  are  exhibited  as  an  item  of  remission  in  Column  55  of  the  same  statement.  The  amounts 
in  Columns  52  and  55- do  not  agree,  because  in  this  District  the  cess  is  of  two  kinds,' viz.,  one  is  dis- 
tinct from  Land  Revenue,  and  the  other  is  included  in  it.  The  cause  for  the  increase  of  Rupees 
52,736  in  Road  Fund  for  Fusly  1276,  as  compared  with  Fusly  1275,  is  simply  because  the  Road 
Cess  was  in  Fusly  1276  collected  under  and  at  the  rate  mentioned  in  the  Road  Cess  Act,  while  in 
Fusly  1275  it  was  collected  at  only  2  per  cent,  from  the  Land  Revenue  of  the  Sub-division  talooks 
in  which  the  settlement  rates  were  then  under  operation. 

25.  The  decrease  of  Rupees  19,248  in  the  item  of  Village  Service  Fund  under  deductions  is 
due  to  the  abolition  of  the  joint  renting  system  in  which  it  was  collected  under  the  head  Gramak- 
harch  or  village  charges.  The  sum  of  Rupees  143-8-0  was  collected  in  a  few  villages  of  the  upland 
talooks  where  the  joint  rents  still  prevail  in  consequence  of  no  survey  or  classification  having  been 
made  in  them. 

26.  The  particulars  of  the  other  remissions  in  Statement  No.  4,  and' of  miscellaneous  items  in 
Statement  No.  5,  are  fully  noticed  in  paragraphs  30,  and  31  to  33  respectively. 

27.  On  the  whole,  the  increase  in  cultivation  would  have  appeared  much  larger  because  the 
increase  in  area  by  Survey  is  on  an  average  a  little  more  than  25  per  cent,  over  the  estimated  area  of 
the  pa«t  year  but  for  the  exclusion  of  133,495  Acres  which  were  both  unoccupied  and  transferred 
to  miscellaneous.  The  large  decrease  in  the  assessment  is  partly  owing  to  the  above  cause  and 
partly  to  the  introduction  of  the  reduced  settlement  rates. 

28.  Principal  sodbces  of  Irrigation.— The  following  statement  shows  the  principal  sources 
of  Irrigation,  the  extent  of  Government  Ayacut  and  cultivation  under  such  Irrigation  works  with 
the  assessment  and  actual  Revenue  derived  therefrom  for  Fusly  1276: —

demand  for  it  from  other  parts.  The  large  increase  in  Cotton  cultivation  is  oving  to  the  facilities 
afforded  to  the  agriculturalists,  for  the  growth  of  this  article,  by  the  fall  of  seasonable  rains,  and  to 
the  hope  of  remunerative  prices  continuing. 

The  increase  in  the  Indigo  cultivation  is  390  acres,  and  is  due  to  the  favourable  rains  in  those 

parts  where  it  is  cultivable. 

30.  Statement  No.  4. — ^This  Statement  shows  the  particulars  of  remissions  from  the  grosB 

aflsessment.  They  amounted  to  Rupees  2,068,  or  3,081  below  the  remission  of  Fusly  1275.  The 
remissimis  granted  for  withered  crops  and  loss  of  produce  are  only  Rupees  123,  while  it  was  in  the 
past  year  Rupees  2,895  for  these  two  items  and  for  Shamlat  Bunjer.  The  increase  of  Rupees  449 
under  Fani  Boodity  and  Fayamally  is  owing  to  the  remission  having  been  given  in  the  current  year 
for  lands  flooded  by  water  in  a  few  villages  of  the  Taimku  talook  where  it  had  happened,  the  bunds 
of  a  channel  having  been  overflooded  by  too  much  anient  water  added  to  a  heavy  fall  of  rain.  The 
fluctuations  in  remissions  under  Miscellaneous  items  require  no  other  explanation,  than  the  reasons 
assigned  to  each  item  in  the  statement. 

31.  Statement  No.  5. — ^This  statement  shows  the  demand,  collection,  and  balance,  of  the  items 
of  Land  Revenue,  Miscellaneous,  for  Fusly  1276,  as  compared  with  the  preceding  Fusly,  together 
with  the  collections  made  on  account  of  current  demand  and  arrears.  An  explanatory  Memorandum 
is  separately  submitted,  showing  the  nature  of  each  item  and  particulars  of  the  mode  in  which  the 
settlement  was  made.  As  there  are  certain  special  items  other  than  those  given  in  the  form  of 
Statement,  they  were  included  under  the  head  of  other  items,  and  particulars  of  them  are  given 
separatey  in  the  explanatory  Memorandum.  Full  particulars  of  water-tax  on  Government  zirayati, 
Zemindary,  and  Inam  lands  are  given  in  a  separate  statement,  which  is  an  enclosure  of  the  explana- 
tory Memorandum.  Of  the  items  entered  in  Statement  No.  5,  those  in  which  there  are  large 
increases  and  decreases  as  well  as  new  items,  are  noted  in  the  margin,  and  causes  for  their  variations 
are  given  below: —

32.  The  increase  of  Rupees  3,132  in  the  first  item  is  chiefly  owing  to  the  tax  properly  credi- 
table to  this  head,  having  been  in  Fusly  1275  included  under  the  head  '*  Rent  on  fruit  trees."  The 
cess  for  repairs  of  tanks  was  collected  from  Inamdars,  whose  lands  were  irrigated  from  those  tanks, 
for  which  the  cess  is  levied  at  so  much  per  putty  of  land,  under  the  head  of  ''  Ghattu  toomsshistS.'' 
IBs  was  up  to  last  year  included  in  the  Kattubady  payable  onlnams,  but  in  the  year  under  review,  it 
is  inserted  under  its  proper  head,  and  therefore  appears  to  be  an  increase.  The  increase  in  the  third 
item  is  owing  to  some  villages,  under  joint  rents  in  Rajahmundry  and  Peddapur  talooks,  which  were 
not  surveyed,  nor  assessed  by  the  Settlement  Department  for  causes  specified  in  paragraph  6  of  this 
report,  having  been  rented  out  to  single  individuals,  and  their  sbists  having  been  transferred  to  the 
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Land  Revenue,  Miscellaneous.  The  increase  in  the  fourth  item  is  due  to  the  cultivation  of  Govern- 
ment assessed  lands  by  Ryots  without  obtaining  permission,  there  being  many  lands  of  the  kind 
unoccupied  under  the  Ryotwary  system.  The  increase  in  the  fifth  item  is  owing  partly  to  the 
increased  extent  of  surreptitious  cultivation  of  Torumboke  lands,  such  as  pathways,  tanks,  &c.,  in 
consequence  of  high  prices  of  agricultural  produce,  and  partly  to  the  assessment  charged  on  it  being 
double  or  treble,  in  order  to  prevent  the  cultivation  of  such  public  paths,  &c.,  in  future.  Rupees 
946  in  the  sixth  item  are  rents  of  certain  Cocoanut  gardens  belonging  to  Government  in  the  Narsapur 
talook.  These  rents  were  hitherto  erroneously  credited  under  Ryotwar,  and  in  this  year  transferred 
to  their  proper  head.  Rupees  442  under  the  seventh  item  are  on  account  of  favourable  assessments  on 
bona  fide  waste  lands  granted  by  the  former  Zegiindars,  under  Section  15,  Regulation  XXX.  of  1802. 
This  assessment,  which  was  hitherto  included  in  Ryotwar  under  joint  renting  system  of  the  villages 
in  which  they  are  situated,  being  in  this  year  shown  under  this  item  appears  to  be  an  increase.' 
The  eighth  item  shows  a  large  increase.  It  is  attributable  to  the  rents  of  unassessed  islands  in  the 
bed  of  Godavery,  which  were  hitherto  included  under  Ryotwar,  having  been  in  this  year  excluded 
from  it,  and  included  under  Miscellaneous.  The  full  particulars  of  the  ninth  item,  t.  e.,  "other 
items,"  are  given  in  the  explanatory  Memorandum,  which  accompanies  the  Statement  No.  5.  They 
consist  chiefly  of  the  following  items,  viz.: — 

1.  Sale  proceeds  of  (Government  Zirayati  lands. 

2.  Arrear  balance  of  water-tax  on  Zirayati  lands.  ^ 

3.  Quit-rent  of  Puppalawary  gudem. 

4.  Water-tax  on  second  or  summer  crop  lands  cultivated  in  Fusly  1275. 

The  sum  of  llupees  1,710,  under  the  first  item,  was  realised  some  years  before  by  the  sale 
proceeds  of  Government  unoccupied  lands,  and  held  under  deposit.    This  amount  was  under  the 

orders  noted  in  the  margin  credited  under  this 
Board's  Prooeedings,  29fch  October  1866,  No.  7,810.         head  in  the  year  under  report.     The  second  is 

the  balance  of  arrears  of  water-tax  on  zirayati 
lands  demanded  up  to  Fusly  1275,  and  included  under  Miscellaneous;  while  such  water- tax  has  been 
included  under  Ryotwar  in  this  year,  agreeably  to  the  instructions  contained  in  the  Board's  Telegram, 
dated  5th  August  1867.  The  third  is  the  quit-rent  on  Puppalawarygudem  village;  it  has  been  as 
directed  by  the  Board  in  paragraph  10  of  their  Proceedings,  dated  31st  October  1866,  No.  7  880 
adujsted  by  debiting  it  to  *'  Advances  Recoverable,'*  and  crediting  it  to  "Land  Revenue,  Miscel- 
laneous." The  fourth  ia  water- tax  on  second  crop  lands  irrigated  in  Fusly  1275,  which  could  not  have 
been  included  in  the  demand  of  that  year,  in  consequence  of  non-receipt  of  the  necessary  accounts 
from  the  talooks,  within  the  end  of  the  Fusly.  This  amount  has,  under  the  circumstances  and 
directions  contained  in  paragraph  4  of  the  Board's  Proceedings  of  12th  May  1865,  No.  2,431  been 
demanded  in  the  current  year  separately  under  Miscellaneous.

34.  Statement  No.  6. — In  this  statement,  the  demand,  collection,  and  balance  of  Zemindary  and 
Proprietary  estates  are  shown  together  with  the  particulars  of  Shrotriem  and  rented  villages.  There 
is  a  net  increase  of  three  in  the  number  of  villages  under  the  head  *'  Inam  villages,"  resulting  from

enfranchised  by  the  Inam  Commissioner,  and  the  quit-rent  demanded  in  the  year  under  review.     One 
village  called  Mokkala  Tippa,  No.  7,  under  the  head  ''Inam  villages''  in  the  last  year,  having 
been  included  by  the  Settlement  Department  as  part  of  Pallamkurru,  a  Government  village,  it  is 
struck  off  this  current  year's  Statement,  and  its  Jody  and  quit-rent  are  included  under  Land  Revenue, 
Miscellaneous,  of  Pallamkurru.    A  hamlet  called  '*  Turpulanka"  attached  to  a  Government  village  of 
Mogallamory,  which  has  been  enfranchised  by  the  Inam  Commissioner,  having  been  separated  by  the 
Settlement  Department  as  an  Agraharam,  this  is  included  as  an  Inam  village  in  the  Statement 
No.  6  in  this  year.  Of  the  three  villages,  Nos.  33,  87,  and  88,  under  the  head  **  Shrotriem,"  in  State- 
ment No.  6  of  Fusly  1275,  one  is  hamlet  of  a  Government  village,  and  the  other  two  are  Zemindary 
Agraharams ;  but  they  were  by  mistake  hitherto  entered  under  the  above  head,  and  are  therefore 
excluded  from  the  statement  of  the  current  year.    They  are  substituted  by  an  equivalent  number 
of  villages,  viz.,  Mangonda,   Sakurru,  and  Nundampudi,  which  were  enfranchised  by  the  Inam 
Commissioner  as  Agraharams,  and  were  erroneously  omitted  in  the  statement  for  past  Fusly.   There' 
18  an  increase  of  two  in  the  number  of  Shrotriem  Agraharams  over  that  of  Fusly  1275,  as  explained 
fa  paaragraph  8.    The  two  hamlets  eaUed  ^*  Poolagogolapadu"  and  '*  Eotturpadu"  inserted  at  the 
L  of  tiM  '*  villages  rented  for  one  year''  are  attached  to  the  village  of  Gontavanipalem  in  the 
talook.    The  latter  has  been  surreyed  and  assessed  by  the  Settlement  Department, 
but  not  the  fbrmer.    They  are,  therefore,  separately  rented  out  to  single  individuals,  and  entered  iu 
the  Statement  No.  6,  and  their  rents  are  laelitded  in  the  current  demand  under  item  No.  4  of  tho 
Statement  No.  5. 
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35.  Statbmbnt  No.  7.— This  statement  shows  the  demand,  collection,  and  balance  of  all 
sources  of  revenue,  current,  and  arrears.  The  following  abstract  exhibits  the  entire  revenue 
demand  of  the  year  inclusive  of  all  sources,  as  contrasted  with  the  revenue  of  Fusly  1275.

36.  In  the  Peshcush  of  the  permanently  settled  estates,  there  is  a  decrease  of  90  Rupees. 
This  amount  has  been  ordered  by  Government  in  their  Proceedings  of  21st  June  1866,  No.  1,518, 
communicated  with  the  Board's  Proceedings,  dated  6th  July  1866,  No.  4,751,  to  be  reduced  from 
the  Peshcush  of  the  Palivala  estate  on  account  of  certain  extent  of  the  proprietary  land  given  in 
exchange  for  an  Inam  taken  up  by  Public  Works. 

37.  Under  the  head  of  Shrotriem  Jody  an  increase  of  Rupeea  1,316  occurs,  and  is  chiefly 
attributable  to  the  quit-rent  imposed  by  the  Inam  Commissioner  oa  three  Government  Harsalmi^ 
khta  villages  called  Mungonda,  Sakurru,  and  Nandampudi. 

38.  The  demand  under  Byotwar  shows  an  increase  of  Rupees  2,94,826.  It  is  only  nominal. 
This  should  apparently  have  been  much  larger,  because  water-tax  on  Government  zirayati  landa 
to  the  amount  of  Rupees  7,82,903  being  included  under  Ryotwar,  under  the  Board's  instructions 
contained  in  their  telegram  of  the  5th  August  1867 ;  while  it  was  included  in  the  year  preceding 
under  Land  Revenue,  Miscellaneous.  But  this  difference  has:  been  counterbalanced  by  a  lapge 
decrease  in  Ryotwar  for  the  following  reasons: — 

IsL — ^By  favourable  rates  of  new  survey  assessment. 
2»i.— By  relinquishment  of  lands  under  Ryotwar  system. 

Srd' — By  transfer  of  assessment  of  Godavery  islands  and  single  rented  villages  to  Miscellaneous, 
as  explained  in  paragraph  32  of  this  Report. 

39.  There  is  a  decrease  of  Rupees  6,25,574  under  the  head  of  **  Miscellaneous, "  and  it  is 
also  nominal,  and  is  due  to  the  transfer  of  water-tax  on  Government  zirayati  lands  to  Ryotwar. 
This  decrease  would  have  appeared  still  greater,  had  it  not  been  counterbalanced  by  the  transfer  aC 
assessment  of  Godavery  islands  and  single  rented  villages  from  Ryotwar. 
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40.  The  abkarry  demand  shows  an  increase  of  Rupees  6,299,  and  has  been  occasioned  by  the 
re-sale  of  the  Rajahmtindry  Abkarry  Farm  for  reasons  stated  in  my  letter  to  the  Board,  conveyed  in 
their  Proceedings  of  the  15th  June  1865,  No.  3,261. 

41.  The  demand  of  other  items,  under  sundry  sources  of  revenue,  consists  of  only  the  collec- 
tions which  were  made  within  the  Fusly.  Their  variations  for  increase  and  decrease  will  be  explained 
below  in  paragraphs  48  to  52. 

42.  The  following  Abstract,  which  is  in  the  Form  B.,  separately  received  with  the  Board's 
Circular  Memorandum  of  14th  August  1866,  shows  the  collections  of  Land  Revenue  inclusive  of  all 
other  sources,  current  and  arrears,  as  contrasted  with  those  of  Fusly  1275:—

43.  In  the  collection  of  peshcush,  there  is  a  net  decrease  of  Rupees  10,345  resulting  from 
the  gross  decrease  of  Rupees  21,563  in  the  collection  of  arrears  and  gross  increase  of  Rupees  11,218, 
in  the  collection  of  current  demand  in  this  year  over  that  in  the  preceding.  The  former  is  owing 
to  the  less  demand  of  arrear  at  the  beginning  of  Fusly  1276  than  in  the  preceding,  in  consequence 
of  speedy  realization  of  peshcush  of  Fusly  1275,  than  that  of  Fusly  1274.  The  latter  is  due  to  the 
more  punctual  collection  of  current  demand  of  peshcush  in  Fusly  1276.  than  in  Fusly  1275. 

44.  The  increase  of  Rupees  6,595  in  the  collection  of  Shrotriem  Jody  is  partly  due  to  the 
greater  demand  in  Fusly  1276,  the  quit-rent  imposed  on  the  three  Harsalmakhta  villages  alluded 
to  in  paragraph  33  being  included  under  this  head,  and  to  the  more  speedy  realization  of  the 
current  demand  of  Fusly  1276  than  that  of  Fusly  1275,  and  partly  to  the  demand  of  arrear  at  the 
beginning,  of  Fusly  1276  being  greater  than  that  of  Fusly  1275. 

45.  The  increase  of  Rupees  2,53,388  under  Ryotwar  is  not  which  is  resulted  from  the  gross 
increase  of  Rupees  2,72,630  in  the  current  collections,  and  from  the  gross  decrease  of  Rupees 
19,242  in  the  arrear  collections.  The  former  is  owing  to  the  transfer  of  water- tax  on  OoTemments 
zirayati  lands,  from  Land  Revenue,  Miscellaneous,  to  this  head,  and  the  latter  is  attributable  to  the 
lower  arrear  demand  at  the  beginning  of  Fusly  1276  than  in  Fusly  1275;  the  collections  of  the 
demand  of  Fusly  1275  having  been  made  with  greater  punctuality  than  that  of  Fusly  1274.  The 
chief  cause  for  the  large  decrease  in  the  collection  of  Miscellaneous  items  is  the  exclusion  from 
this  head  of  the  water-tax  on  Government  zirayati  lands. 

46.  The  total  collections  of  Land  Revenue  show  a  net  decrease  of  Rupees  4,50,372,  which  is 
due  to  the  following  causes,  viz: — 

let, — Favourable  rates  of  new  settlement  shists. 

2nd. — ^Relinquishment  of  lands. 

3rd. — ^Decrease  in  the  demand  of  water-tax. 

4tA. — ^Demand  of  arrear  in  Fusly  1276  being  less  than  that  in 
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47.  In  the  collection  of  Abkarry  revenue,  there  is  a  net  increase  of  Rupees  10,280,  which  is 
caused  by  the  gross  increase  of  13,031,  and  a  gross  decrease  of  Rupees  2,751.  The  former  is  due 
partly  to  the  increased  demand  by  the  re-sale  of  the  Rajahmundry  farm,  and  partly  to  punctuality 
of  collections.  The  latter  is  owing  to  the  smaller  balance  of  arrears  at  the  beginning  of  Fualy 
1276  than  in  Fusly  1276. 

48.  The  cause  for  the  decrease  of  Rupees  11,371  in  Income-tax  collections  is  the  abolition  of 
the  tax  from  August  1865,  and  the  collection  of  Rupees  10,101  made  in  Fusly  1275  on  account 
of  the  demand  of  former  years,  while  only  Rupees  38  were  collected  in  Fusly  1276  on  account  of 
deductions  made  from  interest  on  certain  Government  lands,  for  the  period  during  which  the  tax 
was  in  operation. 

49.  The  increase  in  the  collection  of  License-tax  is  ascribable  to  the  operation  of  Act 
XXI.  of  1867  from  1st  May  1867. 

50.  The  revenue  derived  from  salt  during  the  year  amounted  to  Rupees  4,61,132,  showing 
an  increase  of  Rupees  1,02,298  over  that  of  Fusly  1275.  This  increase  is  attributable  partly  to 
the  enhanced  price  of  the  article  having  been  in  operation  throughout  this  year,  while  it  was  so 
from  March  only  in  Fusly  1275,  and  partly  to  the  increased  sales,  the  boat  traders  having  resorted 
in  larger  numbers  than  usual  to  our  pans.  These  are  the  traders  about  those  parts  close  to  the 
Kistna  District  Salt-pans  where  they  used  to  purchase.  They  brought  paddy  and  other  grains  in 
their  boats  to  Cocanada,  and  on  their  return  they  preferred  taking  salt  in  their  empty  boats  to 
returning  without  freight. 

51 .  The  variations  in  collections  of  Sea  and  Land  Customs  being  small,  call  for  no  particular 
remarks. 

52.  The  revenue  from  Stamps  exhibits  an  increase  of  Rupees  3,738  over  that  of  the 
preceding  Fusly;  this  increase  is  due  to  the  greater  number  of  suits  filed  in  the  Small  Cause  Courts^ 
and  to  the  operation  of  the  Indian  Registration  Act. 

53.  The  following  is  an  Abstract  of  Statement  No.  7,  showing  the  current  Demand, 
Collection,  and  Balance  of  all  sources  of  revenue  for  Fusly  1276: —

Out  of  the  entire  demand  of  Rupees  47, 08, 838  above  shown,  Rupees  45,16,411  were  collected 
within  the  year,  leaving  a  balance  of  Rupees  1,92,427.  Subsequent  collections  up  to  the  end  of 
September  1867  reduced  this  balance  again  to  1,01,053,  or  little  more  than  two  per  cent,  of  the 
Demand. 

54.  Of  the  balance  of  Rupees  4,709  in  the  permanently  settled  estates,  Rupees  951  are  on 
account  of  Feshcush  due  by  the  Proprietor  of  Billumilly  and  Bayyanagudem  estates.  It  is  as  usual 
not  collected,  in  consequence  of  his  lands  of  that  value  not  having  been  cultivated  this  year  by  the 
non-completion  of  the  repairs  to  the  Bayyana  dam.  The  remaining  Rupees  3,758  are  due  on  the 
estates  of  Ty^jampudi  and  Kurukur.     The  proprietor  having  failed  to  pay  the  Feshcush  balance 
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for  reasons  reported  in  my  letter  to  the  Board  of  Revenue,  under  date  the  3rd  May  1867,  No.  86, 
the  estates  have  been  attached  under  the  Board's  Orders,  dated  19th  June  1867,  No.  3,784.  Most 
part  of  the  balance  under  Shrotriem  Jody  and  Ryotwar  is  in  the  talooks  of  sub-division.  Property 
nearly  equal  to  the  amount  of  the  balance  has  been  attached,  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  the  balance 
will  be  recovered  soon.  Of  the  balance  under  Miscellaneous,  nearly  half  is  the  water-tax  on  usual 
wet  Zemindary  Agraharams  and  Inam  lands  in  the  sub-division,  and  is  kept  in  abeyance,  pending 
enquiry  into  whether  they  are  really  mamool  Nunjah  or  not,  and  strict  orders  have  been  issued  for 
the  epeeiy  realisation  of  the  remaining  portion  of  the  balance. 

55.  Stativbkt  No.  8. — The  Demand,  Collection,  and  Balance  of  all  sources  of  revenue  for 
previous  years  are  shovm  in  the  following  abstract.  Out  of  the  total  demand  of  Rupees  4,37,259 
at  the  beginning  of  Fusly  1276,  Rupees  1,61,808  were  realized  within  the  Fusly,  and  Rupees  24,424 
were  remitted,  leaving  a  balance  of  Rupees  2,51,027,  subsequent  collections  up  to  the  end  of 
September  1867  further  reduced  this  balance  to  Rupees  2,44,078,  which  are  classed  as  under: —

66.  The  recoverable  balance  of  Rupees  345  under  permanently  settled  is  outstanding  on  the 
estates  of  Tyajampudi  for  reasons  explained  in  my  letter  to  the  Board  of  Revenue,  referred  to  in 
iheir  Proceedings  of  the  19th  June  1867,  No.  3,784,  and  it  is  in  course  of  collection.    Of  the 

balance  under  Shrotriem,  *  Jody,  Ryotwarf  and 
Miscellaneous^  classed  as  recoverable,  about 
4,000  Rupees  are  water-tax  on  the  Ingeram 
estate  for  Fusly  1268  to  1275,  the  collection  of 
^'^^  which  was  hitherto  8uq>ended  under  the  Board's 

lOUi  FSbnukiy  1865,  Na  77B.  orders  noted  in  the  margin.    The  claim  of  the 

proprietor  for  exemption  of  water-tax  having 
been  rejected  by  the  Board  in  their  Proceedings,  dated  31st  July  1867,  No.  4,905,  this  amount 
will  be  brought  to  account  soon.  About  18,000  Rupees  are  of  Pusly  1275,  and  the  remaining  6,000 
Rupees  are  of  the  years  prior  to  it.  Property  is  under  attachment  for  greater  part  of  the  whole 
balance,  and  measures  have  been  adopted  for  speedy  collection  of  the  arrears. 

57.  Of  the  doubtful  balance  under  Ryotwar,  Riq^ees  1,000  are  quit-rent  on  Service  Inams 
imposed  by  the  Inam  Commissioner,  as  Shrotriem  Inams.  The  matter  as  to  the  legality  of  levying 
the  quit-rent  is  under  inquiry  according  to  the  Inam  Commissioner's  directions,  and  will  be  settled 
soon.  The  remaining  1,002  Rupees  are  on  account  of  sundry  items,  and  are  classed  as  such, 
pending,  further  inquiry  which  will  be  made  during  the  ensuing  Jummahbundy.

69.  Of  the  irrecoverable  balance  of  Rupees  1,06,419-10-7,  Rupees  89,913-7-2  were  recom- 
mended for  remission  in  my  last  year's  report,  and  approved  by  the  Board  in  paragraph  85  of  their 
Proceedings,  dated  11th  June  1867,  No.  3,569.  Of  this  amount,  Rupees  390-3-0  have  been  since 
realized  and  the  remainder  when  sanctioned  will,  after  deducting  the  subsequent  collecti<m6,  if 
any,  be  struck  oflF  the  accounts.

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61.  From  the  reasons  and  particulars  above  detailed,  it  will  appear  that  the  balances  have 
been,  on  carefal  inquiry,  considered  as  irrecoverable;  and  could  not  be  collected^^efore  the  period 
prescribed  by  Law  had  expired,  or  subsequently;  I  therefore  request  sanction  for  writing  off  the 
the  arrears,  amounting  to  Rupees  16,896-6-5,  the  recovery  of  which  is  hopeless. 

62.  The  enclosure  A.  in  Statement  No.  8,  shows  the  extent  to  which  coercive  process  was 
employed  in  the  collection  of  the  revenue  during  the  Fusly.  Processes  were  issued  in  290  villages 
against  1,711  defaulters  for  the  recovery  of  Rupees  49,085.  The  estimated  value  of  the  property 
attached  amounted  to  Rupees  42,352,  but  the  value  of  the  property  actually  sold  amounted  to 
Rupees  10,919.  Of  this  amoimt,  Rupees  6,159  were  realized  by  the  sale  of  landed  property,  and 
the  remainder  by  the  disposal  of  moveable  personal  property. 

63.  Statement  No.  9. — Statement  No.  9  shows  the  particulars  of  collections  and  charges 
under  different  heads  of  Revenue.  The  following  abstract  shows  the  charges  of  the  year  compared

64.  Explanation  for  the  decrease  in  the  Receipts  has  been  clearly  detailed  in  the  above 
paragraphs  of  this  Report.  The  charges  incurred  during  the  year  on  account  of  management  amoun- 
ted to  Rupees  1,61,880,  or  891  below  those  of  the  preceding  year.  The  decrease  is  chiefly  owing 
to  a  gross  decrease  of  Rupees  6,296,  and  to  a  gross  increase  of  Rupees  5,405  on  account  of  the

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The  decrease  of  Bapees  3,583  in  the  first,  is  principally  due  to  the  salary  of  the  Sub- 
Collector  haying  been  drawn  for  a  few  days  in  Fusly  1276,  the  permanent  Sub-Collector 
having  been  absent  on  duty  in  other  Districts,  while  it  was  drawn  for  five  months  in  the  pre- 
ceding year.  The  decrease  of  Bupees  247  in  the  salary  of  the  Salt  Depaty  Collector  is  due 
to  his  having  received  only  250  Bupees  a  month  throughout  this  year,  while  he  received  at  50 
Bupees  a  month  for  about  five  months  in  excess  of  his  permanent  salary,  he  having  been  appointed 
to  act  as  Third  Class  Deputy  Collector  during  that  time.  The  decrease  of  Bupees  2,466  in  the 
Establishment,  other  than  that  of  Land  Bevenue,  and  in  Saderwarid,  is  partly  due  to  the  payment 
in  Fusly  1275  to  the  Salt  Superintendent  and  Peishkar  at  Earapa  of  the  differences  of  their

65.  The  large  increase  in  Land  Bevenue  Establishment  is  owing  to  the  payment  of  the 
increased  salaries  to  some  of  the  Huzoor  and  Talook  servants,  and  to  the  increased  Establishment 
as  sanctioned  by  Government  in  their  Proceedings,  dated  12th  September  1865,  No.  2,184, 
and  28th  November  1865,  No.  2,940,  throughout  this  year,  while  it  was  only  paid  for  a  portion  of 
the  preceding  year. 

66.  There  is  an  increase  of  Bupees  4,067  in  the  extra  charges;  it  is  owing  partly  to  the 
payment  of  a  portion  of  Kudivaram  in  Fusly  1276,  on  account  of  salt  manufactured  in  Fusly  1275, 
and  partly  to  the  increase  in  the  contingencies,  temporary  Gumastahs  having  been  entertained  for 
the  arrangement  of  Talook  Becords  in  this  year  at  a  cost  of  Bupees  1,743,  while  they  were  employed 
in  Fusly  1275  for  the  arrangement  of  Huzoor  Becords  at  a  cost  of  only  750  Bupees.

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68.  The  decroase  in  the  quantity  of  salt  manafactured  in  Fuslj  1276  is  1,81,413  Maands, 
which  is  owing  to  a  larger  quantity  of  salt  having  remained  in  store  at  the  beginning  of  the  year 
than  that  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  preceding.  The  increase  in  the  sale  of  salt  occurs  in  the 
Home  consumption,  the  causes  of  which  have  already  been  explained  in  paragraph  50.  The  decrease 
under  Inland  consumption,  and  exportation  requires  no  explanation,  as  they  are  of  a  fluctuating 
character.  The  wastage  of  salt,  viz.,  15,636Maunds,  entered  in  Column  6  of  the  Statement  No.  11, 
is  less  by  12,122  Maunds  than  that  of  Fusly  1275,  and  it  is  below  the  per-centage  allowed.  I  request 
sanction  for  writing  it  off  the  accounts. 

69.  No  salt  has  been  imported  by  sea  or  by  land  during  the  year  under  report. 

70.  Statement  No.  12.— This  Statement  shows  the  collections  at  each  port  and  Chowky  on 
account  of  Sea  and  Land  Customs.  It  will  be  seen  from  it  that  the  port  of  Coconadahas  far  exceed* 
ed  in  Beyenue  the  other  ports  in  this  District. 

71.  ExAKiNATioN  OF  Talook  AND  ViLLAaE  ACCOUNTS. — ^Agreeably  to  the  instructions  contained 
in  the  Board's  Standing  Circular,  dated  18th  January  1864,  No.  5,  Talook  Accounts  have  been 
examined  by  the  officers  conducting  the  Jummahbundy  and  found  to  be  tolerably  correct;  but  in 
the  talook  of  Tanuku,  in  the  Sub- division,  which  I  settled  for  Fusly  1276, 1  found  that  most  of  the 
accounts  of  talook  and  village  have  been  prepared  incorrectly.  Omissions  have  been  pointed  out. 
Due  notice  has  been  taken  for  the  preparation  of  accounts  in  future  carefully  and  correctly.  The 
Village  Accounts  of  all  talooks  have  been  found  to  be  generally  correct.  The  Talook  officers  and 
Village  Cumums  have  all  been  supplied  with  printed  forms  of  accounts. 

72.  HuzooE  Accounts. — Huzoor  Accounts  have  been  correctly  and  neatly  kept  under  the 
immediate  supervision  of  the  Deputy  Collector  in  charge  of  the  Account  Department.  The 
instructions  contained  in  the  Board's  Circular  Order,  dated  26th  March  1867,  No.  VIII.,  have 
been  carefully  attended  to.

From  the  Register  of  lands  received  from  the  Tahsildars  and  Sub-Magistrates,  it  appears 
that  none  of  them  hold  lands  in  their  respective  ranges  except  the  Tahsildar  of  Amlapur.  He 
holds  Birayaty  land  in  his  talook  which  he  had  acquired  before  he  was  appointed  to  it.  His 
land  included  in  the  above  Statement  is  A.  14  C.  45  in  a  village  of  Palugummy  as  entered  in  the 
Begister  furnished  by  him;  but  I  find  from  the  Revenue  Accounts  that  he  had  for  Fusly  1276 
A.  14  C.  13  of  zirayaty  land  in  a  village  of  Gangalakuru,  also  in  the  same  talook,  for  which  he 
obtained  a  Ryotwar  Puttah.  This  land  was  acquired  by  him  previous  to  his  coming  to  this  talook. 
He  mentioned  in  his  Register  for  the  year  1865,  that  he  sold  this  land  to  Veeravilli  Somgames- 
warraw  of  Rajahmundry;  but  he  has  only  about  two  months  ago  addressed  an  Arzee  to  me  request 
ing  the  land  to  be  transferred  in  the  accounts  in  the  name  of  Akalla  Ramanna,  an  inhabitant  of 
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Gangalaknmi,  as  he  purchased  it  from  Veeravialli  Somgameswarraw,  and  this  matter  is  under 
inquiry.    The  Deputy  Collectors'  hold  no  land  in  this  District.

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12.  The  laad  in  occupation  shows  an  increase  in  area  by  94,489  Acres,  and  a  decrease  in 
assessment  by  2,89,675  Rupees,  and  the  land  under  waste  shows  an  increase  of  1,66,554  Acres, 
assessed  at  Rupees  2,53,043.  In  Fusly  1271,  almost  the  whole  Government  land  was  in 
occupation  of  Ryots  under  the  joint-renting  system,  while  now  the  land  has  been  assessed 
by  the  Settlement  Department,  and  much  of  it  is  unoccupied  under  the  Ryotwar  system  now 
introduced.  The  large  increase  in  area  of  the  Circuit  Ayacut  both  in  occupation  and  waste  is 
owing  to  the  correct  survey  area  being  entered  in  the  present  Return  instead  of  the  estimated  area 
as  in  the  last  Return,  The  net  decrease  in  assessment  of  lands  in  occupation  and  waste  is  36,632 
Rupees,  and  is  caused  chiefly  by  thd  now  sdttlemont  rates  being  lighter  than  the  joint  rents  of 
Fusly  1271.  The  decrease  in  the  assessment  would  have  appeared  greater  by  the  adoption  of  the 
new  settlement  rates,  had  it  not  been  for  the  large  increase  in  the  assessment  of  the  unassessed 
Islands  in  the  bed  of  Godavery  during  the  past  two  or  three  years.

14.  The  decrease  in  the  number  of  Government  tanks  is  due  to  their  having  been  assessed 
by  the  Settlement  Department  as  Zerayaty  as  they  were  no  longer  required  after  the  construction 
of  the  Anient  channels.  The  large  increase  under  the  head  of  ''River  channels.  Government,"  is 
the  consequence  of  the  excavation  of  a  greater  number  of  channels  at  public  cost  for  irrigating 
lands  dependent  on  the  Godavery  anient.  The  increase  in  the  spring  canals  is  owing  to  some  of 
them  having  been  erroneously  included  under  the  head  of  **  River  Channels'*  in  Fusly  1271,  and 
some  unnoticed  and  now  brought  to  this  head.  The  anient  is  that  across  the  Godavery  at  Dowlaish- 
waram.  The  decrease  in  the  number  of  wells  is  from  certain  Government  villages  in  which  they 
are,  having  been  enfranchised  by  the  Inam  Commissioner  as  Shrotriem,  and  certain  wells  having 
been  destroyed  as  they  were  neglected  by  the  Ryots,  &q,,  who  now  use  Anient  water  instead.

17.    The  large' decrease  in  (lie*  number  ofhou^s^is  caused  by  the  erroneooa  preparation  of 
the.  last  Census  Betnnis  as  explained  below : — 

Fint: — One  house  inhabited  by  two  or  more  persons  was  erroneously  entered  as  two  or 
more  houses. 

Secondly. — ^Two  or  more  outerhouses  such  as  are  used  for  cattle  sheds,  Ac,  in  a  com- 
pound belonging  to  one  house  owner  were  erroneously  entered  as  separate  houses. 

But  in  the  present  census,  the  recurrence  of  such  mistakes  was  carefully  guarded  against 
Returns  prepared  correctly.    The  large  increase  in  the  population  under  all  classes  is  chiefly  owing 
to  the  great  number  of  immigrants  from  the  north,  chiefly  Ganjam  and  Vizagapatam.    This  immi* 
gration  has  been;  caused  by  the  late  distress  and  scarcity  in  these  Districts.    Some  of  these- immi- 
grants are  now  returning  to  their  former  homes,  but  many  have  settled-  in  this  District  for  good. 
There  is  also  a  large  increase  in  the  population  of  agricultural  class,  and  a  large  decrease  in  the 
population  of  non-agricultural  class.    This  is  attributable  to  the  facilities  aflTorded  to  the  people 
for  cultivation  by  the  highly  remunerative  prices  of  agricultural  produce,,  and  by  the  abundant 
supply  of  water  from  the  anient  channels,  as  well  as  by  the  favoirable  rates  of  the  new  survey 
assessment.

The  term  *'  Payakaries"  is  meant  in  this  District  to  designate  non-resident  .Ryots  who  are  regis- 
tered holders.  In  column  3  of  the  last  Return,  all  non- resident  Ryots  were  consequently  included, 
and  in  column  2  resident  Ryots;  but  no  notice  was  taken  of  the  sub-tenants.  Having  found  that 
it  is  erroneous,  and  that  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Board  that  column  2  should  contain  all  regis- 
tered Ryots  whether  resident  or  non-resident  of  the  village  in  which  they  hold  lands,  and  that 
column  3  should  contain  all  under-tenants  who  temporarily  cultivate  lands  on  lease  from  the  regis- 
tered holders,  I  have  accordingly  obtained  accounts  and  entered  the  number  in  the  present  State- 
ment correctly.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  registered  Ryots  is  14,914  over  that  of  the  last 
Return,  and  is  partly  duo  to  the  above  cause,  and  partly  to  the  increased  extent  of  land  brought 
under  cultivation  during  late  years  from  the  facilities  afforded  by  Anient  irrigation  and  the  high 
prices  of  agricultural  products. 
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20.  Th^  number  of  under-tenants  for  Fosly  1276  is  8,222,  and  no  comparison  should  be 
taken  with  the  corresponding  figure  in  Fusly  1271,  as  it  was  not  what  it  ought  to  be  as  explained 
above. 

21.  The  large  increase  in  the  number  of  Puttahs  is  owing  to  the  introduction  of  the  Byot- 
wary  system  and  distribution  of  indiyidual  Puttahs  throughout  the  whole  District,  except  in  a  few 
hilly  villages,  in  Fusly  1276,  while  in  Fusly  1271  the  joint  renting  system  existed  throughout  the 
whole  District  and  single  village  Puttahs  were  granted  for  each  village. 

22.  The  totals  of  the  Puttahs  in  Columns  5  and  6  of  this  Statement  do  not  tally  exactly  with 
the  totals  of  columns  2  and  4  respectively  of  the  Bent  Boll  F.,  because  the  number  of  village-war 
Puttahs  for  the  joint-rent  villages  is  included  in  Statement  £,  while  the  number  of  Byots  in  thoEe 
villages  is  included  in  Statement  F.  The  prices  of  Cattle  of  all  sorts  have  greatly  risen  during 
the  last  five  years,  and  it  is  owing  to  the  great  demand  for  ploughing  cattle,  especially  by  agricul- 
turists whose  condition  is  now  much  better  than  it  used  to  be. 

23.  Thd  mortality  amdng  the  cattle  was  also  great,  in  consequence  of  the  usual  epidemics. 

24.  Statement  F. — ^The  last  Statement  F.  is  the  Bent  Boll  or  classified  list  of  Byots  and  of 
the  assessment  payable  by  each  class.

Of  the  three  talooks  in  the  Sub-Collector's  charge,  Narsapur  and  Undi  were  settled  by  Mr.

Both  dry  and  wet  crops  were  largely  cultivated,  and  the  out-turn  was  abun- 
dant. No  special  losses  were  reported  on  any  account.  The  supply  of  anicut  water  was  as  abun- 
dant as  usual.

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  division  was  far  better  than  last  year. '  The  deaths  from  cholera 
amounted  to  only  938,  while  they  amounted  to  3,405  in  the  preceding  year.  This  disease  broke 
out  in  last  year  and  continued  for  a  time  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  only.  Small-pox  prevailed 
throughout  the  year  nearly  all  over  the  division,  but  the  deaths  from  it  were,  less  than  last  year  by 
134.  The  deaths  from  fever  and  other  diseases  were  2,685,  being  l,139imore  than  last  year. 
Nearly  all  these  cases  occurred  in  the  talook  of  Undi  alone.  Most  of  its  villages  are  surrounded 
by  water,  and  are  therefore  unhealthy.     Cattle  disease  did  not  prevail  to  any  noticeable  extent. 

6.  Prices. — ^Prices  of  all  grains  continued  as  high  as  they  were  at  the  termination  of  last 
year,  owing  to  the  distress  then  prevailing  in  the  neighbouring  districts.  The  merchants  and  cul- 
tivators were  well  off,  and  the  rest,  on  small  monthly  incomes,  greatly  suffered  from  the  famine  rates 
prevailing.

The  above  is  a  Comparative  Statement  of  cultivation  and  settlement  of  the  present  and  past 
years. 

The  decrease  under  the  heads  "Dry"  and  **Wet"  was  owing  to  lands  given  up  greatly 
exceeding  those  taken  up  to  lankas  in  the  Godavery  being  transferred  from  Ryotwar  to  Miscellaneous; 
and  also  to  the  introduction  of  the  new  Ryotwar  settlement  in  the  remaining  joint  rented  villages 
of  the  Narsapur  talook,  by  which  the  dry  land  assessment  paid  in  the  preceding  year  was  largely 
reduced.    The  decrease  under  water- tax  was  chiefly  owing  to  more  lands  given  up  than  those  taken 
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up.  The  increase  under  Road  Cess  calls  for  no  special  remarks^  as  it  solely  resulted  from  the  addi- 
tional charge  made  this  year  on  Jerayati  lands,  which  have  been  already  obargod  by  tike  Settlement 
Department  at  2  per  cent.,  of  the  assessment.  The  net  decrease  of  Rupees  57,531  was  chiefly  due 
to  the  lands  given  up  this  year.  The  ryots  seem  to  have  thrown  up  more  lands  than  usual,  in 
consequence  of  the  increased  rates  of  water-tax,  and  owing  to  the  erroneous  notion  which  they  at 
first  entertained  that  the  present  rates  would  further  be  raised.  The  provision  in  the  Darkhast 
Rules  that  ryots  whose  relatives  have  thrown  up  their  lands  within  a  year  have  prior  claim  to  the 
same,  has  also,  I  believe,  greatly  tended  to  the  giving  up  of  lands.

Of  the  remission  of  Rupees  21  granted  this  year  under  the  head  ''  Occasional,"  Rupees  15-0-10 
were  in  the  Narsapur,  and  the  remainder  in  the  Undi  talook  for  crops  entirely  destroyed  from  want 
of  water.

The  increase  under  quit-rent  was  the  additional  charge  made  this  year,  with  reference  to  the 
Supplemental  Registers  received  from  the  Inam  Commissioner.  The  assessment  on  Lankas  in  the 
Godavery  amounted  to  Rupees  30,145  in  the  last,  and  Rupees  30,070  in  the  current  Fusly. 

In  the  Nagaram  portion  of  the  Narsapur  talook,  certain  Lankas,  which  were  under  joint  rents, 
have  been  brought  this  year  under  new  settlement.  By  this  change  there  is  a  large  decrease  under 
thiB  head,  but  the  remaining  Lankas  being  rented  this  year  for  higher  sums  than  last  year,  the  net 
decrease  appears  to  be  only  Rupees  76.  , 
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The  increase  under  water-tax  resulted  from  extensive  wet  cultivation  under  anient  channels. 
The  consolidated  amount  of  water -tax,  viz.,  Rupees  28,488  payable  by  the  Zemindars  of  Nida- 
davole  and  Baharzalli  Estates,  is  included  in  the  amount  of  Rupees  1,83,950.  The  inquiry  into  the 
usual  wet  lands  of  these  estates  has  been  nearly  completed,  and  the  result  will  shortly  be  reported. 
The  increase  under  the  last  head  was  chiefly  owing  to  the  Amarakam,  subsequent  to  October  last, 
being  credited  under  the  head  '* Miscellaneous,''  and  also  to  the  tax  on  certain  cocoanut  gardens, 
which  are  still  under  joint  rents,  being  included  this  year  under  the  same  head.

Of  the  balance  against  Narsapur,  Rupees  4,988  have  since  been  collected,  about  Rupees  26,222 
are  held  in  abeyance,  being  water-tax  on  wet  Service  Inams,  and  also  on  dry  lands  which  were  erro- 
neously classed  as  wet,  and  which  are  now  being  corrected  to  dry,  with  reference  to  the  Board's  Pro- 
ceedings of  the  26th  March  1867,  No.  1,907,  and  the  remainder,  viz..  Rupees  7,269,  will  soon  be 
coUexjted. 

Of  the  balance  against  Undi,  Rupees  6,880  have  been  subsequently  collected.  Rupees  34,853  are 
held  in  abeyance,  being  water-tax  charged  on  wet  Service  Inams,  and  also  on  wet  land$  which  are 
being  corrected  to  dry  in  consequence  of  their  erroneous  classification,  and  the  remainder,  viz., 
JUipees  8,704,  will  soon  be  collected, 
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The  total  balance  to  be  collected  in  these  two  talooks  is  Rupees  15,973.  The  Tahsildars  have 
been  strictly  directed  to  collect  the  same  as  soon  as  possible.  The  Tahsildar  of  Undi  has  reported 
that  property  has  been  already  attached  under  Act  II.  of  1864,  for  the  balance  in  his  talook.

The  old  balances  against  Narsapur  and  Undi  amounted  to  Rupees  1,96,240  at  the  end  of  Fusly 
1275;  of  which  Rupees  50,808,  were  collected,  and  Rupees  10,817  were  written  off  the  accounts 
under  the  orders  of  the  Board  of  Revenue  during  the  current  Fusly.  There  remained  a  balance  of 
Rupees  1,34,615  to  be  disposed  of. 

Of  this  sum,  Rupees  20,608  have  been  classed  as  recoTorable,  for  the  collection  of  which  orders 
have  been  issued  to  the  Tahsildars.  Of  the  large  sum  of  Rupees  65,070  classed  as  doubtful.  Ru- 
pees 10,380  are  water-tax  on  Baharzalli  and  Nidadavole  Estates  for  Fusly  1271,  the  collection  of 
which  was  suspended  pending  the  disposal  of  the  contract  question;  Rupees  53,274  are  water-tax 
4>n  Service  lands  entered  in  the  old  accounts  as  wet,  and  also  on  dry  lands  erroneously  elassed  as  wet; 
And  the  remainder  was  on  account  of  sundry  items  pending  further  inquiry. 

The  irrecoverable  balance  is  Rupees  6,881,  the  collection  of  which  seems  hopeless  after  careful 
inquiries  made  at  the  time  of  Jummahbundy.  The  defaulters  under  the  heads  of  ''by  death/*  ''by 
desertion,"  and  *'by  poverty,"have  left  neither  heirs  nor  property  whereby  their  balances  could  be 
realized.  Of  the  balance  of  Rupees  5, 528  under  the  head '  'by  other  causes*  *  Rupees  305  are  on  lands 
occupied' by  Public  Works;  Rupees  22  on  land  washed  away  by  the  Qodavery ;  Rupees  2,082  have 
proved  to  have  been  erroneously  charged.  The  amount  recommended  last  year  for  remission  was 
Rupees  42,119,  of  which  Rupees  63  have  since  been  collected,  leaving  a  remainder  of  Rupees  42,055, 
I  have  therefore  the  honour  to  request  you  will  be  good  enough  to  obtain  the  sanction  of  Govern- 
ment to  write  off  the  accounts  the  total  amount  of  irrecoverable  balance,  viz.,  Rupees  48,936,  up 
to  Fusly  1275. 

18.  CoEBCiVE  FBOCESS. — ^Tho  arrears,  for  the  collections  of  which  processes  of  attachment 
were  issued  under  Act  II.  of  1864,  were  Rupees  30,345^  of  which  property  to  the  value  of  Rupees 
25,919,  was  brought  under  actual  attachment.  The  amount  collected  by  the  sale  from  the  latter 
was  Rupees  7,170,  and  the  rest  of  the  attached  property  was  released. 

19.  ViLLAQB  AND  TALOOK  ACCOUNTS. — Mr.  Wcbstor  uot  haviug  examined  the  talook  Accounts 
of  the  Narsapur  and  Undi  talooks,  I  have  examined  them  myself.  The  Yills^e  Accounts  were 
examined  by  the  Huzoor  and  talook  establishments,  and  the  discrepancies  found  in  them  were  then 
and  there  pointed  out  to  the  Cumums  for  correction  and  for  their  future  guidance. 

20.  Recobds.— The  records  of  the  talooks  and  of  the  Huzoor  have  been  arranged  and  kept 
clean,  and  the  useless  records  destroyed  and  sold. 
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21.  Lands  acqui  ekd  bt  public  servants. — The  public  servants  acquired  no  landed  propery 
in  the  year  under  report. 

22.  Quinquennial  betubns. — The  Quinquennial  Returns  due  for  the  year  under  report  have 
been  already  despatched  to  your  OfBce. 

23.  Conduct  op  the  suboedinates. — ^The  conduct  of  the  subordinates  has  been  in  every  way 
atisfactory.

3.  Besides  the  three  Talooks  under  his  immediate  control,  Mr.  Thomhill  settled  Bajapetta 
and  Yinukonda,  which  are  part  of  the  charge  of  the  General  Deputy  Collector.  The  Divisions  of 
the  Sub  and  Head  Assistant  Collectors  were  settled  by  the  Officers  then  in  charge  of  these  offices. 
To  the  revenue  charge  of  the  Head  Assistant  were  added,  in  the  year  under  review,  the  14  villages 
comprised  in  the  escheated  estate  of  Vissannapetta. 

4.  The  introduction  of  the  revised  Settlement  in  the  Bunder  portion  of  the  District  led  to 
the  abolition  of  Joint-rents,  and  the  introduction  of  Ryotwary  in  their  stead.  A  Comparative 
Statement  of  tenures  for  Fuslies  1276  and  1276  is  given  in  the  subjoined  Statement.  The  net 
increase  in  the  number  of  villages  is  four;  of  the  whole  rented  villages,  one  in  Bezwada  from  the 
conditions  of  its  lease  remains  as  it  was  unaffected  by  the  new  settlement,  the  terms  of  which  will  bo 
applied  to  it  with  the  expiration  of  the  lease ;  four  hitherto  hamlets  have,  under  the  new  order  of  things, 
became  independent  villages,  while  three  have  lost  their  separate  existence,  and  been  incorporated 
with  others.    Two  belonging  to  Goodoor  Zemmee  have  been  properly  classed,  instead  of  appearing; 
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as  Agraharams  in  a  Goyemment  Talook.  Another,  PooUapad,  within  the  limits  of  Goodoor  estate, 
belongs  to  the  Nizam,  and  though  in  the  Eistna  is  not  of  it,  and  now  disappears  from  its  returns. 
The  large  increase  in  the  number  of  puttas  is  attributable  solely  to  the  displacement  of  Joint-rents 
md  their  single  Tillage  Cowle  by  the  Byotwary  system,  and  its  individual  puttas.  The  revised 
form  of  putta  circulated  with  Board's  Circular  Memorandum,  No*  1,206,  dated  3rd  December 
1866,  was  received  too  late  to  admit  of  its  adoption  in  the  Fusly  under  review,  and  with  the  sane* 
tion  of  the  Board,  the  form  theretofore  circulated  was  retailed  from  the  necessity  of  the  ease.  The 
new  form  will  be  introduced  in  the  current  Fusly,

From  excess  of  rain  in  October,  the  Pedda  Jonna  was  throughout  the  district  almost  a  total 
failure,  while  from  defective  supply  later  in  the  season,  black  paddy,  another  of  the  dry  staples  of 
the  district,  suffered  much.  The  cause  which  led  to  the  failure  of  the  cholum  crop  resulted  in  an 
outturn  of  paddy  above  the  average.  The  crops  in  the  Colair  Islands,  Sarwa  and  Dalwa  were 
indifferent  from  deficient  rain,  and  the  ravages  of  insects.  The  general  health  was  as  good  as 
\(9ual,  but  there  were  some  sharp  outbreaks  of  Cholera  of  a  very  fatal  kind.    The  western  taloob 
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^re  firaitfulin  fevers  from  which  no  one  resident  or  stranger  seems  exempt  at  certain  periods  of  the

7.  Statement  No.  3.— The  figures  entered  in  this  Statement  are,  so  far  as  concerns  th« 
OoTemment  division,  based  with  the  exception  of  those  for  the  Vissannapetta  estate  on  the  new 
Survey  and  Settlement.  The  "water  rate"  in  column  51  of  this  Statement,  as  in  the  Memorandum 
accompanying  No.  5,  is  "Teerwajastee"  properly  so  called,  that  is,  the  charge  for  the  use  of  water 
for  any  lands  whatever  not  classed  as  "Wet." 

8.  Enclosubb  a. — ^The  increased  assessment  which  the  new  Settlement  imposed,  e^ecix 
ally  in  Uie  Qudiwada  TaJook,  which  had  been  therefore  much  under-assessed  in  many  cases,  led  to  th« 
relinquishment  of  Acres  65,374,  bearing  an  assessment  of  Rupees  2,72,406.  Acres  40,201,  assessed 
At  Rupees  1,08,428,  were  subsequently  taken  up,  and  the  actual  financial  result  of  the  introduction 
of  the  Settlement  was  at  the  commencement  of  tiie  Fusly  on  occupation  of  Acres  4,00,888,  assessed 
at  Rupees  8,93,014,  against  a  reputed  Amarakam  of  Acres  3,79,330,  assessed  at  Rupees  6,06,213, 
ior  an  increase  of  Rupees  2,86,801  on  the  joint-rent  of  the  previous  Fusly. 

9.  Enclosubb  B. — ^Thereisno  Sugarcane  in  this  district.  In  the  Cotton  area  there  was  ao 
increase  of  some  14,326  Acres,  and  in  the  Indigo  a  decrease  of  some  3,000  Acres  as  compared  with 
the  previous  Fusly.  Neither  of  t^ese  crops  is,  as  a  rule,  grown  by  the  ryot  at  his  own  risk:  the  crop 
is  generally  paid  for  long  before  it  is  gathered,  or  evep  sown,  so  that  the  varying  demands  of  th« 
merchant  rule  the  area  of  productipn. 
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10.  Enclosueb  C. — ^The  system  of  Cowle  has  not  been  extended  during  the  Fusly.  In  maiqr 
parts  of  the  western  jungles  of  Krosur,  Yinukonda,  and  Rajapetta,  I  am  not  convinced  that  a  liberal 
system  of  cowle  would  not  be  the  best  method  of  reclaiming  land  from  its  present  wildness  and 
tiger-haunted  condition.  Something  is  wanted  to  attract  labour  to  such  at  present  desolate  spots^ 
and  a  Uberal  lease  fer  years  might  not  improbably  have  the  effect.  They  are  now  terribly  dreary 
and  unat.ractive,  yet  not  less  incapable  of  improvement  than  lands  near  them.  Subjoined  is  an 
abstract  of  the  Settlement  of  the  past  and  present  Fuslies: —

In  the  dry  an  increase  of  Acres  52,862  in  area,  and  of  Rupees  1,10,934  in  assessment,  is 
shown.  This  is  attributable  chiefly  ta  the  results^  of  the  Survey  and  Settlement,  and  in  a  smaller 
degree  to  the  ordinary  extension  of  cultivation.  The  wet  shows  a  decrease  in  area  of  Acres  12,29&, 
but  an  increase  in  assessment  of  Rupees  80,860..  The  decrease  is  owing  to  the  extensive  relinquish- 
ments consequent  on  the  introduction  of  the  new  Settlement,  to  which  is  due  also  the  increase  in 
the  assessment  of  the  area  now  occupied.  Under  joint-rents  many  hundreds  of  acres  were  assessed 
at  consolidated  wet  rates  very  much  below  the  present  water  rate  of  Rupees  4  an  acre.  The  intro- 
duction of  the  settlement,  and  the  imposition  of  a  water  rate  of  4  Rupees  in  addition  to  a  land 
assessment,  had  the  effect  of  at  once  increasing  the  rates  as  much  as  one,  two,  and  three  hundred 
per  cent.,  and  in  some  cases  in  a  still  greater  ratio.  Extensive  relinquishments  as  a  first  result 
might  naturally  be  looked  for,  and  they  occurred  as  anticipated.  In  the  course  of  a  few  years  all 
that  has  been  relinquished  will  probably  be  again  taken  up^-  if  not,  it  may  be  fairly  inferred  that  the 
rates  are  in  these  partixjular  instances  too  high. 

11.  Road  Fund  as  a  feature  of  taxation  was  new  up  till  the  year-  under  review  except  in  the 
Coast  Talooks  of  Repalli  and  Bapetla,  in  the  sandy  tracts  of  which  a  road  cess  at  the  rate  of  4  Ties 
in  the  Rupee  has  been  levied  under  Government  Order,  No.  148,  dated  7th  February  1867,  since 
Fusly  1267. 

12.  Though  levied,  I  am  not,  from  personal  experience,  or  from  the  information  of  others, 
aware  that  the  proceeds  of  the  cess  have  been  expended  either  in  the  improvement  or  making  of 
roads  in  the  parts  for  which  only  it  was  undoubtedly  intended.     In  the  new  Settlement  of  th^ 
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Bunder  portion,  road  cess  at  the  rate  of  Rupees  2  per  cent,  is  an  item  of  the  demand,  so  that  the 
amount  leviable  on  account  of  land  assessment  in  this  part  of  the  District  is  only  two  Pies  in  the 
Rupee;  water  rate  is  charged  in  full.  The  increase  in  the  collections  for  Village  Service  Fund  is 
caused  chiefly  by  the  order  in  the  Sub-division  that  fees  in  all  villages  should  be  brought  to  account, 
which  theretofore  had  been  the  case  in  twenty-three  villages  only. 

13.  The  principal  sources  of  Irrigation  are  the  Kistna,  the  Colair  lake,  and  the  tanks  of  the 
uplands.  In  the  Falnad,  too,  is  the  perennial  hill  stream,  the  Nagoolaroo,  irrigation  from  which  is 
obtained  by  three  ''  Kuttoovas''  or  wiers,  solid  embankments  of  lime  stone,  just  above  Dachapully ; 
on  this  and  on  the  Goondlacumma,  in  the  taluk  of  Yinukonda,  are  built  stone-faced  wells  from  which 
are  irrigated  patches  of  garden  lands  on  the  banks.  The  questicm  of  their  classification  and  assess- 
ment as  wet  or  dry  is  now  under  reference  to  the  Board.

16.  Statement  No.  4. — In  Statement  No.  4  are  shown  the  various  items  of  remission  granted. 
The  ''  Occasional"  item  shows  an  increase  of  Bupees44,127,  which  is  due  solely  to  the  diminution 
in  the  total  new  settlement  demand  which  the  grace  of  the  gradual  imposition,  or  the  new  assessment 
necessitated;  but  for  this  necessity  the  item  instead  of  an  increase  would  have  shown  a  net  decrease 
of  Bupees  15,715.  The  remissions  granted  in  acc^dance  with  the  Board's  Order  No.  7,009,  dated 
1st  November  1865,  were  so  granted  after  fall  and  personal  inquiry  by  the  settling  oflScers  at  Jum- 
mahbundy.  The  valuable  aid  of  the  ofiScers  of  the  Public  Works  Department  in  disputes  in  the 
Delta  lightens  the  labour  of  Bevenue  officers  very  materially,  and  I  have  to  record  my  acknowledg- 
ment of  the  readiness  and  completeness  with  which  the  information  they  can  give  is  always  affiorded. 
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17.  SflAVT. — Under  the  head  of  Shavy  was  remitted  a  sum  of  Rupees  6d7,  being  a  decrease 
of  Rupees  8,403  on  last  year. 

18.  Loss  OP  Pboducb. — ^For  loss  of  produce  a  sum  greater  by  Rupees  15,367  than  in  last 
year  was  allowed.  The  difference  is  due  chiefly  to  the  extraordinary  demand  for  consideration  which 
from  drought  and  the  ravages  of  insects,  Mr.  Thomhill,  after  personal  inspection  in  company  with 
the  officers  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  found  to  be  due  to  the  cultivation  of  the  Colair. 

19.  The  decrease  in  Bunjer  remission  is  due  to  the  absolute  relinquishment  (1)  of  wet  lands, 
the  assessment  of  which  had  been  largely  increased  by  the  new  settlement,  and  (2)  of  wet  lands 
which  by  the  efflorescence  of  Salts  had  become  unfit  for  paddy  cultivation  though  water  was  avail- 
able. Under  existing  rules  these  lands,  so  long  as  water  is  available,  cannot  be  re-converted  into  dry, 
the  only  chance  of  their  recovery;  so  to  avoid  assessment,  which  in  their  present  condition  they 
cannot  bear,  they  are  totally  abandoned. 

20.  Patamali  and  Panbb  Boodthbe. — ^The  remission  granted  for  loss,  by  flooding  which  these 
expressions  signify,  was  insignificant,  Rupees  193. 

21.  CowLB. — ^The  decrease  under  this  head  is  due  to  the  natural  increase  by  progress  of  time 
of  assessment  of  Gowle  lands  to  which  no  addition  has  been  made  in  the  year  under  review. 

22.  VuNDBA. — ^This  item,  an  allowance  of  25  per  cent,  to  certain  Gumums  and  Brahmins, 
is  found  only  on  the  Guntoor  side.  The  decrease  in  the  amount  is  due  to  the  charge  from  lap^  of 
the  allowance  hitherto  made  in  certain  cases. 

23.  FuzL  CuMMBB. — ^This  item  occurs  only  in  the  recently  escheated  Vissannapetta  Estate, 
according  to  the  custom  of  which  two-crop  land  if  cultivated  but  once  was  entitled  to  remission. 
It  has  been  thought  expedient  that,  pending  the  decision  on  the  appeal  to  the  Privy  Council,  the 
*'  Zummee  rivaz,"  or  custom  of  the  estate  in  questions  of  assessment  and  remission,  should  be 
observed. 

24.  Sharb  of  Shbotbibm  Produce. — Under  the  orders  of  the  Inam  Commissioner,  (No.  739, 
dated  14th  July  1866,)  Government  lands  were  granted  as  Inams  to  certain  Shrotriemdars  in  lieu  of 
money  payments  made  to  them  as  their  share  of  Shrotriem.  This  accounts  for  the  decrease  under 
this  head. 

25.  Allowances  fob  Yillaob  Moonsifvs,  &c. — ^The  decrease  of  71  rupees  is  the  savings  in 
the  pay  of  certain  Village  Moonsiffs  suspended. 

26.  Badoo  Inams. — ^The  Badoo  Inam,  that  is,  money  grants  of  land  revenue  at  the  rate  of 
6^  and  12i^  per  cent,  on  the  Sarva  and  Dalwa  assessment  of  the  Colair  islands  ceased  with  the 
introduction  of  the  new  Settlement,  which  included  every  demand  to  be  made  from  the  ryot.    A

prevailing  tenure  of  the  district,  had  been  resumed  by  the  Zemindar,  an  allowance  in  money  being 
substituted.  The  payment  will,  under  the  Commissioner's  orders,  lapse  with  the  death  of  the  present 
recipients. 

28.  BoAD  Cess. — This  item  is  new,  and  is  due  to  the  four  Pies  in  the  Bupee  included  in  the 
demand  of  the  new  Settlement  on  the  Bunder  side,  and  to  the  six  Pies  in  the  Bupee  on  the  demand 
of  the  Guntoor  side. 

29.  Statxxiht  5  aitd  6.--Statement8  Nos.  5  and  6  call  for  no  remark.

31.  Permanently  Settled. — ^The  decrease  of  Rupees  31,781  in  this  item  is  due  (1)  to  the 
arrears  of  the  Nuzid  and  Deyaracotta  estates,  in  consequence  whereof  they  are  now  attached  in  part 
or  whole,  and  (2)  to  the  escheat  of  the  Yissannapetta  estate,  and  the  returns  therefrom  being 
Credited  to  Ryotwary.

f2.)  Salaries  of  Collectors^  ike, — In  the  salary  of  the  Collector  there  was  an  increase  <rf 
Bupees  6,700,  and  in  that  of  Assistant  Collectors  of  Rupees  4,876,  the  former  being  due  to  the  full 
pay  of  Mr.  Thomhill,  and  the  latter  to  the  salary  of  the  Extra  Assistant.  In  the  salary  and 
deputation  of  the  Sub-Collector  there  was  a  decrease  of  Rupees  3,533  and  846  respectively. 
There  was  no  confirmed  Officer  of  the  grade  in  the  District  during  the  year;  there  were  frequent 
changes  and  under  the  rules  then  existing,  the  Officers  of  the  District  in  charge  could  only 
draw  the  allowance  after  the  first  month.  The  next  increase  in  this  is  Rupees  7,197,  of  which 
one-fifth  being  credited  to  Law  and  Justice,  there  remain  Rupees  6,758  on  the  credit,  side  of 
the  revenue  balance  sheet.

62.  Statement  No.  10, — ^At  the  beginning  of  the  Fusly  there  were  in  store  throughout  the 
District  Indian  Maunds  15,88,868;  to  this  were  added  during  the  year  Indian  Maunds  4,61,841, 
mjJcing  a  total  of  Indian  Maunds  20,60,709.  Out  ol  this  amount,  Indian  Maunds  8,00,370  were 
sold,  and  Indian  Maunds  45,679  were  debited  to  wastage,  so  that  the  estimated  balance  in  store  at 
the  close  of  the  year  was  Indian  Maunds  12,04,659.

65.  Village  Accounts. — ^In  the  principal  Division  Mr.  Thomhill  examined  these  accounts 
and  noticed  errors  or  marked  carelessness  by  fine.  In  the  Sub-division  I  personally  examined  the 
"whole  of  the  accounts  of  each  Talook,  and  the  accounts  of  a  selected  number  of  villages  of  each 
Talook.  The  Talook  accounts  are  always  correct  in  forms,  but  not  in  all  cases  kept  with  sufficient 
care  and  regard  to  neatness  and  cleanliness.  In  some  of  the  village  accounts  Telugu  figures  were 
used  instead  of  English  as  ordered,  consistently  since  1859.  These  cases  were  punished  by  fine- 
Since  I  have  been  in  charge  here  I  have  found  the  same  thing  in  the  Bunder  Taluk.  A  sugges- 
tion that  I  made  in  18G4,  that  all  village  and  talook  accounts  forms  should  be  struck  off  at  the  Fr^ss, 
I  am  now  taking  steps  to  execute. 

56.  Lands  acquired,  &c. — Funganamamula  Rungarow,  a  Gumastah  of  the  Bapatla  Talook« 
acquired  by  durkhast  one  acre  of  dry  land  assessed  at  one  Rupee,  in  the  village  of  Bapatla,  in  the 
Talook  of  Bapatla,  for  the  purposes  of  a  garden;  and  V.  Seshiah,  Tabsildar  of  Guntoor,  in  security  for 
s  loan  of  Rupees  6,000,  got  a  mortgage  on  310  acres  of  Inam  land  in  the  village  of  Gayampadu 
And  Tamedapad  hamlets,  in  the  Talook  of  Gudiwada,  from  the  Inamdar  and  borrower  who  retaini 
possession. 
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67.  SiTBORDiiriTia  Of  ficibb. — ^Remarks  on  Subordinate  Officers,  were  any  called  for,  would  find 
a  place  rather  in  a  report  on  Administration  than  on  the  Annual  Settlement  of  the  revenue. 

68.  SuB-DivisioK  Rbpoet. — Mr.  Hughesdon  has  joined  but  recently,  did  no  part  of  ike 
Jummahbundy,  and  has  been  excused  from  sending  in  any  separate  report  for  the  Sub-divirion.

The  re-grant  of  the  Chintalapaty  GhinnaVuntoo  estate  and  the  Gudur  Furganah  to  the  Zemin- 
d^vrs,  in  Fuslies  1271  and  1273,  accounts  for  the  reversion  from  Ryotwary  to  Zemindary  of 
fifVy-three  villages,  while  the  escheat  of  the  Yissannapeta,  estate  in  Fusly  1276,  is  the  cause  of  the 
conversion  of  fourteen  villages  from  Zemindary  to  Ryotwary.  Two  **  Pootla  Kattoobady"  villages 
^vere,  in  Fuslies  1274  and  1275,  enfranchised  by  the  Inam  Commissioner  as  Mokhasas. 

3.    From  the  subjoined  Statement  there  will  be  seen  an  increase  in  land  occupied  of  A.  1, 04, 874, 

or  Si  percent.,  and  an  increase  of  assessment  of  Rupees  6,20,472,  or  eighteen  per  cent.    These 

mcTeaaeB  are  due  partly  to  the  results  of  the  Survey  and  Settlement  on  the  Bunder  side,  but  in, 

^rhaps,  a  still  greater  measure  to  the  increased  stimulus  to  the  occupation  of  land  which  has  cha-

4.  The  Comparative  Statement  shown  below  shows  a  net  increase  of  sources  of  irrigation  of 
ninety-one.  I  have  to  observe  that  this  number  will  be  considerably  increased  when  revised  Returns 
are  received  from  the  talook  of  Bapatla  in  correction  of  those  hitherto  submitted,  which  were  to  my 
knowledge  inaccurate.  I  have  not  thought  it  necessary  to  detain  this  report  on  this  account  how- 
ever. The  correction  will  be  sent  when  received.  The  decrease  in  the  number  of  tanks  is  due 
chiefly  to  their  supercession  in  the  delta  by  the  Kistna  channels,  which  are  yearly  extending,  and 
to  the  surrender  of  others  in  the  uplands,  either  to  private  enterprise,  or  because  considered  unworthy 
of  repair.  The  decrease  observable  in  private  channels  is  due  to  those  of  the  Chintalapaty  Chinna 
Yuntoo  no  longer  appearing  in  the  Returns.  The  increase  in  wells  is  not  great  in  all ;  the  opera- 
tion of  the  well  rules  tends  to  the  old  ones  being  kept  in  repair  and  to  the  gradual  extension  of 
new,  as  the  rules  become  better  and  more  generally  known.  The  increase  in  Government  wells  is 
due  to  the  lapse  of  certain  whole  village  rents: —

The  subjoined  Statement  shows  an  increase  in  all  items  except  Cows  and  she  BufiaJoes.  The 
necessities  of  agriculture  and  its  increase  keep  up  and  increase  the  number  of  ploughing  cattle; 
the  decrease  in  milch  cattle  is  due  to  the  drought  and  plague  of  some  late  years.  The  increase  in 
the  number  of  Puttahs  single  and  joint  is  19.928  or  eighteen  per  cent.;  not  a  little  of  this  is,  of 
course,  due  to  the  abolition  of  joint  rents,  and  the  substitution  of  Ryotwary  holdings  in  tha  Bunder

L    With  the  exception  of  the  anient  villageB  of  the  Gudur  talook,  all  other  villages  were 
settled  within  the  limits  of  their  respective  talooks. 
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II.  The  survey  areas  have  been  introduced  into  nearly  all  the  villages  of  the  talook  of  Nellore, 
and  the  anient  villages  of  the  Gudur  talook.

III.  With  the  exception  of  five  villages*  in  the  Nellore  talook,  and  one  village  (Sarvapalli) 

in  the  Gudur  talook,  the  remaining  villages  were 
settled  with  reference  to  the  new  survey  areas 
on  the  same  principle  on  which  the  Jummahbundy 
of  the  Atmakur  talook  was  conducted  in  Fusly 

1275.  As  the  requisite  accounts  were  not  ready  for  the  six  villages  referred  to,  I  settled  them  as 
usual,  and  directed  the  Tahsildar  to  prepare  the  Land  Registers,  &c.,  in  Mr.  Dikes'  forms 
hereafter. 

IV.  In  the  Atmakur  talook  the  survey  areas  already  introduced  were  entered  this  year  also; 
but  as  the  Board  are  aware,  no  change  has  been  made  in  the  assessment,  either  in  this  talook  or  in 
the  villages  of  the  Nellore  and  the  Gudur  talook  above  referred  to.

I.  Quinquennial  BeturnSy  Enclosure  -4,  Villages. — The  changes  in  the  number  and 
tenure  of  villages  under  the  different  heads  as  compared  with  the  Quinquennial  Returns  of  Fusly 
1271  having  been  fully  accounted  for  in  the  Jummahbundy  Reports  of  past  years,  the  only 
variation  now  requiring  explanation  is  the  decrease  of  one  village  under  "Smalley's  surveyed 
villages,**  which  is  owing  to  the  lands  of  Navalaka,  hitherto  entered  as  a  village  in  the  Nellore 
talook,  having  been  surveyed  with  the  villages  with  which  the  lands  have  been  amalgamated. 

II.  Hamlets. — ^The  total  number  of  hamlets  shown  by  the  present  Returns  is  1,524  against 
1,494  entered  in  the  accounts  of  Fusly  1271,  showing  an  increase  of  thirty  hamlets,  six  of  which 
frelon^  to  the  Sriharicotta  Division  since  transferred  to  this  District, 
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III.  Uninhabited  Villages, — ^There  are  twenty-six  villages  under  Ryotwar,  and  fifty-six 
under  Shrotriems  shown  as  uninhabited.     Similar  information  was'not  recorded  in  the  last  returns. 

IV.  Circar  Ayacut  and  cultivation.  Enclosure  B, — ^The  total  Circar  Ayacut  exclusive  of 
Porumboke,  and  inclusive  of  Inams,  is  given  at  15,  29, 329  acres,  assessed  at  Rupees  27, 75,488.  A 
little  more  than  4^  lacs  in  acres,  or  thirty  per  cent.,  is  unoccupied,  against  iorty-nine  per  cent,  in 
Pusly  1271.

The  variation  in  the  number  of  Sources  of  Irrigation  is  attributed  to  the  following  circumr 
stances: — 

First. — ^The  sources  of  irrigation  in  the  Sydapur  villages  of  the  Rapur  talook,  which  were 
rented  in  Fusly  1271,  and  of  certain  Shrotriem  villages  which  were  under  attachment  at  the  time, 
M  also  the  irrigation  works  of  the  Sriharikota  Division  which  then  formed  a  part  of  the  Madras 
District,  were  not  included  in  the  last  return. 

ffeconc?.— The  transfer  of  certain  tanks  and  channels  under  the  rules  laid  down  for  the 
disposal  of  ruined  tanks,  and  the  exemption  of  wells  beyond  ten  yards  from  a  public  source  of  supply 
sIbo  account  for  the  variation  in  the  number  of  the  irrigation  works. 

VI.  Population,  EnclosureD. — ^The  population  according  to  the  present  census  is  11,68, 664^ 
diowing  an  increase  of  1,69,410  over  the  census  of  1271,  and  of  2,16,632  over  the  census  of  1266, 
The  increase  daring  the  five  years  from  Fusly  1266  to  1271  was  at  the  rate  of  9,444^er  annnjn, 
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while  the  increase  duritig  the  five  subsequent  years  was  at  33,882.  To  enable  the  Board  to  judge 
of  the  accuracy  of  the  census,  I  beg  to  subjoin  a  Memoranduni  showing  the  results  of  the  examina- 
tion by  the  Talook  OflScials.  Out  of  192  villages  examined,  173  were  found  correct.  There  was  an 
increase  of  699  persons  in  sixteen  villages,  and  a  decrease  of  214  in  three  villages.  The  results  of 
the  examination  in  the  talooks  of  Udayagiri  and  Kavali  and  Venkatagiri  Division  have  not  been 
reported.     It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  returns  have  not  been  verified  by  the  agency  of  the 

divisional  OflScers  of  the  District,  although  Mr. 
Dykes  requested  the  Officers  marginally  noted 
to  examine  some  villages  at  random  and  report

5.  Season. — ^The  season  during  the  year  under  report  was  a  decided  improvement  on  that  of 
the  preceding  year,  although  its  commencement  was  very  unfavourable.  Up  to  the  end  of  June  the 
rains  were  very  partial  and  scanty  throughout  the  District,  and  there  was  great  difficulty  expe- 
rienced in  obtaining  water  even  for  ordinary  domestic  purposes.  The  later  rains  were  more 
copious  and  abundant.  Most  of  the  tanks  received  a  good  supply  of  water  by  the  month  of  December, 
find  the  rice  crops  came  on  well,  although  the  dry  crops  suffered  from  excessive  rain, 
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The  ay«rAge  fiftll  of  rain  in  each  month  is  given  below: —

6.  Sanitaet  State. — In  the  early  part  of  the  year  cholera  broke  out  in  three  of  the  eastern 
talooks  and  Atmakur.  It  wasprevalentthroughouttheDistrict  in  the  months  of  August  andSeptembcr 
and  the  number  of  deaths  from  this  epidemic  was  nearly  five  times  the  number  carried  ofiF  in  the 
previous  year.  Small-pox  and  fever  also  prevailed,  but  to  a  much  less  extent,  and  in  a  milder  form 
with  the  exception  of  the  Ongole  and  Rapur  talooks,  where  the  attacks  of  fever  were  rather  severe. 
The  mortality  from  other  diseases  was,  however,  very  great,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  compara- 
tive abstract  shown  below,  the  information  being  collected  from  the  registers  kept  by  the 
special  establishment  allowed  for  the  purpose.  The  loss  among  cattle  is  shown  to  be  less  than  in 
the  previous  year.  We  have  no  accurate  details  on  the  subject.  In  the  course  of  six  weeks  from  the  Ist 
April  1867,  upwards  of  400  head  of  cattle  are  reported  to  have  perished,  out  of  2, 600  cattle  in  the 
town  of  Nellore  alone.  The  various  forms  which  the  cattle  diseases  assume  and  the  remedies  usually 
resorted  to  are  given  in  my  letter  to  Mr.  Thacker,  recorded  'in  the  Board's  Proceedings  dated  7th 
June  1867,  No.  3,499.  I  regret  to  add  that  the  remedies  he  supplied  were  not  generally  success^ 
ful,  so  that  the  people  were  more  than  ever  confirmed  in  their  prejudices  against  their  use:

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I.  Notwithstanding  the  favourable  character  of  the  season,  prices  hare  ranged  rerj  high.  The 
increased  demand  from  the  neighbouring  Districts  considerably  reduced  the  stock  of  grain  in  hand 
and  the  unpropitious  commencement  of  the  present  season  tended,  in  a  great  measure,  to  keep  up 
prices. 

n.  From  the  monthly  returns  the  Board  will  observe  that,  as  a  general  rule,  prices  continued 
to  rise  until  the  month  of  January,  and  that  from  the  month  of  February  there  was  a  gradual  fall. 

III.  The  price  of  cotton  was  Rupees  156  per  maund  on  an  average,  or  Rupees  20  less  than 
the  average  for  1275,  at  thirteen  per  cent.  The  price  of  Indigo  also  shows  a  decrease  of  2  Rupees. 
From  Rupees  48  in  Fusly  1275,  to  Rupees  46  in  Fusly  1276. 

8.  Ryots'  holdings. — In  Enclosure  A.  in  No.  3  the  item  ''Lands  resigned"  comprises  all 
lands  for  which  relinquishments  were  formally  presented,  including  the  portions  thereof  taken  up  by 
the  same  or  other  ryots  subsequently;  the  lands  thus  taken  up  being  included  under  **  Lands  taken 
on  Purkhast,"  which  item  also  includes  lands  taken  without  any  Durkhast.  **  Lands  sold  or  trans- 
ferred" includes  Lands  purchased  by  Ryots  or  Government  at  a  nominal  price,  as  also  lands  trans- 
ferred from  one  head  to  another.  And  the  **  Lands  purchased  or  obtained  by  transfer"  includes 
similar  items,  with  the  exception  of  lands  purchased  on  behalf  of  Government  for  want  of  bidders, 
and  lands  transferred  to  the  head  of  Inams.  As  the  printed  form  does  not  provide  for  these  transac- 
tions being  otherwise  shown,  I  subjoin  a  Memorandum  showing  the  details: — 
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I.  Two  thousand  three  hundred  and  sixty-four  acres  have  been  transferred  from  the  head  of 
*•  Wet"  to  the  head  of  **  Dry,"  with  reference  to  the  Board's  Standing  Order,  No.  121,  dated  6th 
April  1866.  In  Statement  No.  2,  submitted  to  the  Board  with  letter,  dated  1st  March  1867, 
No.  53,  the  result  of  the  revision  on  lands  irrigated  from  wells  beyond  ten  yards  from  a  Oorem- 
ment  channel,  and  within  fifty  yards  thereof,  as  also  from  wells  situated  on  the  banks  of  rivers  and 
jangle  streams  in  remote  localities  was  shown,  as  detailed  in  the  subjoined  Statement,  for  easy 
reference.  The  Board  will  observe  that  the  order  in  question  has  been  brought  into  operation  only 
in  the  principal  Division,  the  remissiouB  involved  being  Eupees  8,583.  The  Sub-Collector  will  be 
requested  to  give  effect  to  the  order  during  the  current  year: —

II.  With  reference  to  the  settlement  of  the  Inam  Department,  32  acres  of  dry  land,  assessed 
at  Rupees  13,  in  a  village  of  the  Kanigiri  talook,  were  transferred  to  the  head  of  Inam,  whilst  an 
acre  of  wet  land,  bearing  an  assessment  of  3  Rupees,  in  the  village  of  Penubarti,  in  the  Rapur  talook^ 
was  similarly  transferred  under  the  orders  of  the  Board,  dated  5th  July  1866,  No.  4,556. 

III.  The  total  extent  for  which  relinquishments  were  formally  presented  was  3|  per  cent,  on 
the  area,  and  2^  per  cent,  on  the  assessment  of  the  holdings,  of  Fusly  1275;  but  the  extent 
relmquished  outright  was  only  3  and  2  per  cent.,  respectively.  The  extent  shown  as  taken  up  was 
upwards  of  12  per  cent,  on  the  area,  and  7|  per  cent,  on  the  assessment;  the  extent  newly  taken 
up  out  of  the  unoccupied  lands  being  11  per  cent,  on  the  area,  and  7^  per  cent,  on  the  assessment. 
Thus  upon  the  whole,  the  holdings  for  the  year  under  report  show  an  increase  of  64,574  acres, 
valued  at  Rupees  76,782,  in  the  proportion  of  9  per  cent,  in  acres,  and  5  per  cent,  in  rupees.  The 
result  is  satisfactory,  and  shows  that  cultivation  is  extending;  but  until  a  check  be  put  on  the 
increase  of  pauper  holdings,  it  cannot  be  said  th&t  the  prosperity  of  the  country  is  increasing  in  the 
same  ratio. 

9.  Actual  cultivation. — The  actual  cultivation,  including  the  second  crop  and  additional 
assessments,  also  show  an  increase  of  61,897  acres,  valued  at  Rupees  1,27,910,  as  shown  in  the 
following  Statement.  It  will  be  observed  that  compared  with  the  total  holdings  the  value  of  acti^al 
cultivation  is  89  per  cent,  against  84  in  the  previous  year: —

I.  The  remission  of  Rupees  8  under  the  head  of  *'  Dry'*  was  granted  as  usual  on  a  certain 
land  in  the  Sriharikota  Division  under  the  Tope  rules.  With  this  exception  no  remission  on  dry 
land  was  granted;  and  the  total  extent  to  which  the  dry  waste  was  charged  amounted  to  Rupeef

III.    The  proportion  of  waste  remitted  was  9^  per  cent,  less  than  in  the  previous  year,  owing 
to  the  more  favourable  character  of  the  season  and  the  increased  cultivation. 
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IV.  The  only  ground  recognized  for  remission  was  the  want  of  water,  but  I  consider 
Mr.  Dykes's  system  of  calculating  remissions  to  be  a  faulty  one.  Taking  the  cultivation  under  each 
tank  he  examines  the  official  reports  as  to  what  supply  of  water  the  tank  received,  and  grants  remis- 
sions in  proportion.  If  a  tank  received  half  its  supply  he  remits  all  the  waste  up  to  half  and  charges 
the  rest.  This  system  is  open  to  much  abuse,  and  leads,  I  should  consider,  to  the  grant  of  a  far  larger 
remission  than  is  necessary.

— The  assessment  of  land 
cultivated  but  not  included  in  the  Jummahbundy  is  given  at  Rupees  13,459,  or  Rupees  9,894  less 
than  that  of  the  previous  year.  The  system  of  closing  the  demand  of  each  talook  at  the  Jummah- 
bundy having  been  strictly  enforced  from  Fusly  1275,  there  was  a  large  increase  under  this  head 
in  that  year. 

1th.-  Concealed  Cultivation. — ^The  receipts  under  this  head  are  Rupees  385,  showing  a  decrease 
of  Rupees  1,807  as  compared  with  Fusly  1275.  Of  this  amount,  Rupees  271  appertain  to  the  Rapur 
talook,  and  Rupees  114  to  the  Eandukur  talook. 


12th. — Grazing  Tax. — ^The  large  decrease  of  Rupees  20,071*  under  this  head  is  owing 

chiefly  to  the  abolition  of  the  Fulary  tax  in  all 
villages  in  the  talooks  of  NeUore  and  Atmakur, 
into  which  the  new  Survey  areas  have  been 
introduced.  The  correspondence  marginally 
noted  has  taken  place  on  the  subject.

Salt. — ^The  increase  of  Rupees  10,336  under  this  head  is  the  net  result  of  an  increase 
of  Rupees  60,724  in  the  home  sales,  and  a  decrease  of  Rupees  50,388  in  exportation  by  sea,  as 
explained  in  the  above  report. 

The  quantity  of  salt  in  hand  at  the  beginning  of  the  Fusly  was  a  little  less  than  13^  lacs  of 
Indian  Maunds.  Adding  the  quantity  manufactured  during  the  year,  and  deducting  sales,  Ac, 
we  have,  at  the  close  of  the  year,  a  little  less  than  13}  lacs  in  store,  a  s  shown  by  Statement  No.  10. 

VII.  The  increase  of  Rupees  8,664  under  the  head  of  Stamps  is  ascribed  to  the  operations 
of  the  new  Stamp  laws.  Additional  taxation  could  not  take  a  more  popular  form^  and  I  think  we 
may  look  for  a  steady  increase  of  revenue  from  this  source.

Rupees  9,185-11-10  was  recommended  for  remission  in  the  last  report  as  Shavi.  But  the 
Board  in  their  Proceedings,  dated  11th  June  1867,  No.  3,569,  (paragraph  76,)  excluded  the  same 
from  the  irrecoverable  balance,  observing  that  the  item  of  Land  Revenue  to  which  it  appertains  was 
not  clearly  stated.  In  Clause  1,  paragraph  19,  of  the  last  report,  the  requisite  details  were  entered^ 
namely.  Rupees  9,074  as  assessment  of  land,  and  Rupees  111  as  Stalakarnam  Russums,  the  former 
appertuning  to  the  item  *'  Ryotwar,  '*  and  the  latter  to  '*  Land  Revenue  Miscellaneous.'*  The  same 
course  was  adopted  in  regard  to  the  Shavi  arrears  of  Fusly  1274,  to  which,  however,  no  objection 
has  been  made.  As  will  be  shown  hereafter,  the  amount  in  question  is  now  included  in  the  amoun^ 
of  irrecoverable  balance  as  directed  by  the  Board.

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In  the  last  Jummabbnndy  Report  only  6,488  Indian  Maunds  of  salt  were  recommended  to  be 
written  off  out  of  a  total  wastage  of  12,857  Indian  Maunds,  33  Seers,  and  3  Ch.,  leaving  the 
remainder  6,369  and  odd  Indian  Maunds  for  further  inquiry  as  proposed  by  Mr.  Plunkett,  who  was 
then  in  charge  of  the  Salt  Department.

First. — ^The  decrease  under  the  first  item  is  nominal  as  the  payments  to  the  Tanadies  of  the 
Sriharikota  due  for  Fuslies  1274  and  1275;  were  made  in  Fasly  1275  while  the  payments  made  in 
1276  appertain  entirely  to  that  year. 

Second. — ^The  decrease  under  the  second  item  is  owing  to  the  circumstances  mentioned  in  Sec- 
tion 1  Clause  III.,  paragraph  27  of  the  last  report. 

Third. — ^The  decrease  under  the  thira  item  is  explained  by  the  Deputy  Collector  as  the  result 
of  delay  in  the  storage  of  salt. 

27.  WoBKiNG  OF  TH£  NEW  SYSTEM  OF  ACCOUNTS. — I  am  not  Satisfied  with  the  way  in  which 
I  find  the  Talook  accounts  kept  in  this  District  since  I  joined,  and  the  manner  in  which  I  find  the 
Village  accounts  are  kept  is  still  more  unsatisfactory.  The  Curnums  have  hitherto  only  been 
required  to  write  up  accounts  Nos.  1  and  10  periodically,  and  to  prepare  the  others  ufter  the  Jum* 
mahbundy.  I  have  issued  the  requisite  instructions  to  correct  these  irregular  practices,  and  shall 
see  that  these  orders  are  enforced. 

28.  Lands  agquibed  bt  Public  Sebvants. — During  the  year  under  report  no  lands  are 
reported  to  have  been  acquired  by  public  servants. 

29.  Bemabes  on  the  conduct  of  the  Subobdinate  Officebs. — I  am  glad  to  be  able  to 
report  favourably  of  the  conduct  of  the  public  servants  generally  in  the  District.  With  some  few 
exceptions,  most  of  the  higher  posts  are  beginning  to  be  filled  with  educated  and  intelligent  men. 
As  to  the  exceptions,  I  think  it  would  be  advantageous  for  the  public  service  to  pension  these  men 
off,  even  before  they  have  served  out  their  full  time.  They  may  not  be  physically  incapable,  and 
therefore  cannot  get  a  Medical  Certificate;  but  they  are  quite  past  work,  and  terribly  in  the  way. 
The  Eanigiri  Tahsildar*s  continual  quarrels  with  his  subordinates,  so  often  brought  to  the  Board's 
notice,  continue  as  even  seriously  to  impede  the  despatch  of  public  business.  His  returns  are 
always  the  last,  and  up  to  this  date,  notwithstanding  repeated  reminders,  I  have  not  been  able  to 

^  obtain  any  account  of  the  recoverable  and  irrecoverable  balances  in  his  talook  to  insert  in  this 
report. 
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There  are  some  eases  in  the  Huzur  Establishment  of  persons  holding  one  appointment,  bat 
doing  the  duties  of  another.  I  hare  endeavoured  to  correct  this  to  some  extent,  and  shall  keep  the 
same  object  in  view  in  making  new  appointments  as  vacancies  occur.  A  great  wani  is  felt 
in  the  difficulty  of  procuring  duly  qualified  Accountants.  There  are  not  sufficient  inducements  it 
would  seem  to  lead  many  to  go  up  for  the  Accountant's  Test. 

I  have  received  much  assistance  both  from  my  Serishtadar  Bozugurdhi  Venkata  Krishna  Bow, 
B.  A.,  and  from  Eanchi  Subba  Bow,  who  was  acting  for  him  for  some  months,  and  have  been  led  to 
form  a  favourable  opinion  of  the  ability  and  energy  of  both  these  Officers.

1.  I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Settlement  Report  of  the  Sub-division  for  Fu8lyl276, 

2.  Of  the  three  talooks  forming  the  Sub-division,  Ongole,  Kanigiri,  and  Kandakur,  with  the 
exception  of  forty-seven  villages,  were  settledjby  my  predecessor,  the  Honourable  J.  C.  St.  Clair,  and 
the  rest,  of  Kandukur,  by  myself.  The  following  form  shows  the  time  occupied  and  the  places  at

3.  The  number  of  villages,  and  the  tenure  on  which  they  are  held,  remain  the  same  as  in  the 
last  Fusly. 

4.  The  number  of  Land  Revenue  Puttas  issued  was  25,097,  and  that  of  Miscellaneous  21,231, 
showing  an  increase  of  1,282  in  the  former,  and  1,259  in  the  latter.  The  increase  is  chiefly  owing 
to  the  occupation  of  fresh  lands  as  in  the  last  Fusly.  Of  the  Land  Revenue  Puttas  21,273  remain 
unaltered,  1,897  have  changed  holders,  and  1,927  are  for  fresh  holdings. 

5.  The  season  was  on  the  whole  favourable.  In  some  of  the  villages  of  Kandukur  and  Kanigiri, 
the  dry  crops,  especially  Jonna,  did  not  thrive  well  owing  to  excessive  rain,  as  well  as  to  the  ravages 
of  insects.  Tou  will  observe  from  the  subjoined  Statement  that  the  fall  of  rain  in  Ongole  and 
Kanigiri  was  greater  than  in  the  preceding  year,  while  in  a  portion  of  Kandukur  talook  it  was  less; 
almost  all  tanks  were  well  supplied  : —

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6.  The  sanitary  condition  of  the  Sub-division  has  not  been  so  satisfactory  as  it  was  in  last  Pusly. 
Fever  prevailed  to  a  great  extent  in  the  talooks  of  Kanigiri  and  Ongole;  and  Cholera  in  Kandukur  and 
Ongole.    Small -poz  also  visited  the  two  latter  talooks.     The  cattle  also  suffered  slightly  from  disease. 

7.  The  average  prices  of  the  principal  grains  are  shown  in  the  following  Statement.  The  prices 
are  higher  than  in  the  last  year,  especially  in  Ongole  and  Kandukur.  This  is  to  be  attributed  chiefly 
to  the  unusual  exportation  of  grain  (both  by  land  and  sea)  to  the  Ceded  Districts  on  the  west,  and 
to  Madras  on  the  south  during  the  period  of  scarcity  which  prevailed  last  year  in  those  parts: —

There  was  no  necessity  to  apply  for  remission  on  dry  waste.  The  waste  in  wet-garden  lands 
has  been  charged  as  the  ground  remained  uncultivated  from  the  holder's  neglect  and  not  from  want 
of  water.  The  remissions  on  irrigated  lands  have  been  made  on  account  of  deficiency  of  water. 
There  is  a  decrease  of  remissions  on  wet  lands  as  compared  with  the  preceding  Fusly,  which  is 
chiefly  due  to  the  favourable  season  during  the  year  under  report.  The  items  of  remissions  are 
part  waste  in  wet  and  garden  lands,  which  are  included  in  the  waste  remitted,  amounting  to  Rupees 
6  427  and  the  annual  remission  of  48  Rupees  on  account  of  the  salary  of  the  Munsiff  of  Timmana- 
poUiem,  amounting  altogether  to  Rupees  6,475.  The  necessary  Returns  as  regards  withered  crops 
not  having  been  ready  at  the  time  of  Settlement,  remissions  under  that  head  has  been  since  granted, 
amounting  to  Rupees  31-4-7,  in  one  village  of  Kandukur  talook. 

11.  The  cultivation  of  Sugar-cane  which  is  still  confined  to  Kanigiri  talook  is  little  improved 
this  year.  From  the  subjoined  Statement  it  will  be  seen  that  while  there  has  been  a  gradual 
increase  in  the  cultivation  of  that  product  and  of  Indigo,  Cotton  cultivation  has  diminished:—

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It  win  be  observed  that  there  is  an  increase  in  all  items  but  one,  namely,  Land  Rerenue 
Miscellaneous.  The  increase  under  Ryotwar  Revenue  of  nearly  30,000  rupees  is  principally  due 
to  the  comparatively  favourable  season.  The  decrease  under  Land  Revenue  Miscellaneous  is  chiefly 
due  to  the  exclusion  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  firewood,  amounting  to  Rupees  370,  which  had 
hitherto  been  included  under  this  head,  but  are  now  credited  to  the  Jungle  Conservancy  Fund,  te 
the  non-sale  of  cheyroot  in  Ongole  talook,  which  amounted  to  Rupees  500  in  former  years,  to  the 
remission  of  PuUery  (amounting  to  1,868  Rupees)  on  account  of  lands  taken  up  on  full  assessment, 
and  to  the  it^m  of  Dowl  Izapha  of  Rupees  834,  besides  several  sundry  items.  There  is  also  an 
increase  under  certain  items,  namely,  Stalla  Kammi  Russums,  excess  in  minor  Inams  and  Jodi,  or 
quitrent  on  Cuttubadi  Inam  in  the  Chundi  Zemindary  this  year,  for  the  first  time  included  under 
the  head  of  Land  Revenue  Miscellaneous.  The  increase  under  Abkarry  is  owing  to  increased  com- 
petition between  bidders  at  the  auction  of  the  lease.  The  increase  under  License-tax  needs  no 
explanation.  The  new  Road  Cess  under  Madras  Act  III.  of  1866,  increased  the  original  Road 
Fund  by  the  incidence  of  the  tax  on  Zemindary  as  well  as  Ryotwary  lands.  In  the  amount  entered, 
only  the  sum  levied  upon  Government  lands  under  occupation  is  included,  as  the  amount  on  Inam 
and  Zemindary  holdings  has  not  yet  been  settled.  As  the  Act  was  introduced  in  the  beginning  of 
1867,  while  the  whole  demand  is  shown,  the  instalments  from  January  only  have  been  collected 
(Board's  Proceedings,  No.  8, 735, dated  12th  December  1866.)

The  balance  outstanding  on  the  31st  July  is  greater  than  in  the  previous  year.  The  balance 
under  the  heads  of  Ryotwar,  Land  Revenue  Miscellaneous,  and  Road  Fund  includes  the  sum  of 
Rupees  4,520-10-7,  which,  as  already  stated  in  paragraph  8,  has  been  suspended  from  collection  on 
account  of  the  transfer  of -garden  lands  to  dry,  and  also  the  amount  referred  to  in  paragraph  12,  of 
Rupees  2,245-8-0  due  for  two  instalments  previous  to  January  1867  on  account  of  Road  Fund  as 
well  as  the  cess  charged  on  waste  remitted  (vide  Board's  Proceedings,  No.  1,8&2,  dated  16th  March 
1867.)  This  cannot  be  the  exact  amount  to  be  struck  oflF  the  balance,  as  there  are,  I  believe,  some 
over-collections,  and  the  necessary  returns  from  the  talooks  have  not  been  received.  I  therefore 
propose  to  recommend,  in  my  next  annual  report,  to  strike  the  actual  sum  off  the  balance.  There  ia 
a  small  remission  of  Rupees  31-4-0  on  account  of  withered  crops,  which  I  now  recommend  to  be 
struck  off  the  balance.  The  Tahsildars  have  been  strictly  warned  to  make  a  speedy  collection  of 
the  remainder. 

14.  I  regret  I  am  unable  to  ascertain  the  exact  amount  to  be  written  off  as  irrecoverabld 
arrear,  as  the  Return  from  the  Eanigiri  talook  was  most  incorrectly  prepared,  and  has  been  returnee 
for  necessary  correction  ;  and  to  avoid  delay,  I  have  closed  the  report,  and  will  submit  the  above 
information  no  sooner  it  is  received. 

15.  The  extent  to  which  coercive  process  was  employed  in  the  realization  of  revenue  is  shown 
below : —

16.  The  Village  and  Talook  accounts  are  prepaared  according  to  the  Manuals,  and  most  of 
them  were,  I  understand,  kept  correctly. 

17.  None  of  the  Public  Servants  in  the  Sub-division  have  reported  the  acquisition  of  lands 
during  the  Fusly. 

18.  From  the  accompanying  Return  it  will  be  observed  that  the  decrease  in  Ryotwar  villages 
is  owing  to  the  transfer  of  twenty  villages  to  Shrotriem,  which  were  enfranchised  by  the  Inam 
Commissioner.  So  that  though  three  (3)  rented  villages  in  Eandukur  talook  have  been  transferred 
to  Ryotwar,  still  there  is  a  decrease  of  seventeen  in  the  number  of  Ryotwar  villages,  as  compared 
with  the  last  Quinquennial  Statement.

20.  The  number  of  population  and  houses  is  shown  below.  The  Census  was  taken,  as  directed 
by  the  Board,  on  the  1st  of  March.  The  population  has  increased  by  53,992,  or  2i  per  cent,  per 
annum,  during  the  last  five  years,  that  is,  twelve  per  cent,  for  the  five  years.  The  increased  number 
of  substantially  built  tiled  houses  in  the  Ongole  talook  gives  evidence  of  increasing  wealth.  The 
number  of  thatched  houses  has  also  considerably  increased  ;  the  decrease  in  theDarisi  returns  is  due 
to  the  fact  that  in  the  returns  furnished  thence  in  Fusly  1271,  the  different  detached  huts  in  one 
compound  were  counted  separately,  but  were  reckoned  as  one  house  in  the  last  return.

25.  No  ruined  tanks  have  been  made  over  to  Ryots  during  the  Fusly  under  report. 

26.  Having  joined  the  District  almost  at  the  close  of  the  Jummahbundy,  and  near  the  end  of  the 
fusly,  I  do  not  feel  myself  in  a  position  to  report  upon  the  conduct  of  the  Talook  subordinates,  with  the 
exception  of  Ragupati  Bau,  late  Thasildar  of  Kandukur,  with  whose  assistance  I  settled  the  last  47 
villages  of  his  talook;  and  from  what  I  saw  of  him  in  that  period,  I  was  favourably  impressed  with  his 
zeal  and  local  knowledge.  The  Huzur  Serishtadar  and  the  rest  of  this  office  establishment  per- 
formed their  work  satisfactorily.  In  conclusion,  I  beg  to  remark  that,  from  my  recent  arrival"  in 
the  District,  I  have  had  to  be  indebted  to  the^  Huzur  Serishtadar  Madakasira  R^a  Rau  for  the 
information  contained  in  the  report.

Fosly  (1866-67)y  with  the  prescribed  Statements,  annual  and  quinquennial. 

StatemeAfc  No.  1.  2.      VILLAGES    AT   WHICH    THE  StTTLBMENT 

WAS  MADE. — ^The  Statement  noted  in  the  margin 
shows  the  places  at  which,  and  the  names  of  the  Officers  by  whom,  the  Settlement  was  made,  and 
the  period  occupied  in  the  same.  Every  talook  was  settled  within  its  own  limits,  and  the  greater 
number  of  them  were  settled  at  more  than  one  place  in  each  talook.  Of  the  remaining  talooks, 
Madacsera  was  settled  at  the  Cusbah.  The  late  General  Deputy  intended  to  settle  Tadpatri  talook 
in  two  places,  but  was,  as  he  reports,  prevented  by  illness  from  doing  so.  The  talooks  of  Bellary, 
Baidrug,  Kudlighi,  and  Huvinhudgali  were  also  settled  at  the  Cusbah  stations,  the  ryots  having 
already  assembled  there  for  the  purpose.  The  Settlement  was  commenced  by  me  on  the  5th 
December  1866,  and  waa  closed  on  the  30th  May  1867  by  my  General  Deputy.

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puttas  is  attributable  to  the  complete  introduction  of  the  new  forms  of  putta  received  with  the 
Circular  Memorandum  of  the  Board  of  Revenue,  dated  7th  February  1866,  No.  222,  which  owing  to 
the  Circular  Memorandum  not  having  been  received  in  time,  did  not  admit  of  distribution  in 
Fusly  1275. 

7.  Season  in  thb  iablieb  months. — The  season  in  the  earlier  months  was  of  a  most  dis- 
astrous kind,  and  one  unknown  for  several  years  past.  As  may  be  seen  from  the  annexed  Abstract 
of  rain-fall  the  south-west  monsoon  was  little  better  than  a  total  failure.  With  the  exception  of 
the  Toongabudra,  the  rivers  in  the  District  had,  up  to  September,  no  freshes  worthy  of  the  name. 
Drought  was  experienced  everywhere,  and  wells  failed  to  supply  water  sufficient  even  for  domestic 
purposes,  and  the  consequence  was  that  agricultural  operations  were  generally  at  a  stand-still. 
There  was  indeed  a  cultivation  of  4,35,604  acres,  chiefly  of  the  Masab  or  mixed  soil,  up  to 
the  close  of  August,  but  the  crops  either  yielded  a  very  scanty  produce,  or  altogether  perished. 
Under  these  circumstances,  it  became  necessary  to  afford,  at  the  expense  of  Government,  extra- 
ordinary relief,  by  finding  employment  for  the  poorer  classes  of  people,  in  the  construction  of 
village  roads  and  other  public  works,  and  also  by  establishing,  with  the  aid  of  the  Central  Relief 
Committee  and  local  charity,  relief-houses  for  the  distribution  of  food  to  the  infirm  and  the  aged. 
About  46,850  persons  obtained  relief  from  these  sources,  at  an  expenditure  of  about  seven  laca 
of  Rupees.

8.  SxASON  IN  THi  LATTER  MONTHS.— Happily,  howcver,  the  good  fall  of  rain  in  the  months 
of  September  and  October  effected  a  change.  From  the  end  of  September,  the  season  was  all  that 
could  be  desired.  Nearly  all  the  tanks,  including  even  the  largest,  received  a  full  supply,  a  thing 
which  had  not  occurred  for  many  years  past,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  annexed  Statement.  A  few 
tanks  breached,  but  with  the  one  exception  of  Fatacottacheruvu,  whose  waters  were  saved  in  the 
neighbouring  tank  of  Yerradimmarayacheruvu,  they  are  of  no  importance : —

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9.  In  the  talooks  of  Bellary  and  Alur,  the  yield  of  the  dry  crops  was  rather  scanty.  In  the 
month  of  March  a  severe  hail-storm  passed  over  the  District,  causing  some  damage  to  the  dry 
crops  of  the  talooks  of  Alur,  Adoni,  Gooty,  Anantapur,  Dhurmaveram  and  Madacsera. 

10.  Sanitaby  condition.— The  sanitary  condition  of  the  District,  as  might  be  expected,  was 
unusually  bad  during  the  period  under  review.  The  severe  drought,  and  the  extreme  heat  of  the 
climate,  added  to  privation  in  the  months  of  July,  August,  and  September,  favoured  epidemic 

Cholera  disease  of  a  fatal  type.     Cholera  raged  all  over  the  Dis- 

trict to  an  alarming  extent,  and  carried  off  16,000  persons. 
In  the  talooks  of  Gooty  and  Anantapur  the  mortality  exceeded  2,000.  There  were  only  two 
talooks  where  the  mortality  was  below  600,  and  only  one  talook  where  the  disease  was  wholly 
absent.  Cholera  pills  were  sent  to  all  the  talooks  for  gratuitous  distribution ;  but,  as  already 
observed  in  my  Administration  Beport  for  the  past  official  year,  they  appeared  to  bo  rather  of 
doubtful  efficacy,  except  when  administered  at  the  premonitory  stage  of  the  disease, 

11.  Fever. — ^The  losses  from  fever  were  also  great.  In  tje  talook  of  Hospett,  the  number 
of  deaths  was  1,417,  being  two  per  cent,  of  its  population.  Huvinhudgali  alone  appears  to  have 
escaped.  Fever  pills  were  distributed,  and  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  much  good  resulted  from 
their  administration.  But  people  in  the  villages  have,  and  generally  prefer,  their  own  remedies 
for  the  disease.

14.    Pbicss. — The  prices  of  grain  and  other  necessaries  of  life  during  the  period  under  review 
ranged  unprecedentedly  high,  as  may  be  seen  from  Statement  No.  2.    The  failure  of  the  south- 
west monsoon^  coupled  with  previous  bad  seasons,  and  the  difficulty  of  importation  from  abroad 
through  a  region  almost  destitute  of  water  and  forage,  caused  their  rise.    It  was  in  the  months  of 
August  and  September  that  they  were  at  their  maximum,  the  rise  having  commenced  in  June. 
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The  annexed  table  exhibits  the  prices  of  the  principal  articles  of  consumption  during  the  months, 
us  contrasted  with  those  that  preyailed  during  the  corresponding  period  of  the  pa^t  year:  —

15.  Holdings. — Vide  Enclosure  A,  Statement  3— The  holdings  of  the  Ryots  at  the  com- 
mencement of  the  Fusly  were  Acres  24,30,812,  assessed  at  Rupees  20.72,906.  The  extent  of  land 
given  up  during  the  year  was  Acres  1,90,207,  assessed  at  Rupees  77,835,  or  Acres  12,369  more 
than  the  extent  given  up  in  the  previous  year.  The  quantity  of  land  newly  taken  up  amounted  to  Acres 
1,35,281,  bearing  an  assessment  of  Rupees  87,730,  or  Acres  20,340,  assessment  Rupees  20,100, 
more  than  those  taken  up  in  the  previous  year,  which  makes  the  holdings  for  the  year  under  report 
aggregate  Acres  23,75,886,  assessed  at  Rupees  20,82,800.  The  increase  in  the  lands  relinquished  is 
mainly  attributable  to  the  failure  of  the  early  rains.  The  relinquished  portion,  however,  chiefly 
consisted  of  dry  lands  assessed  at  low  rates.  Hence  the  actual  demand  shows  an  increase  of  Rupees 
77,520.

17.  Waste  remitted. — Out  of  23,75,886  Acres,  assessed  at  Rupees  20,82,800,  forming  the 
holdings  for  the  year  under  report,  Acres  2,39,465,  assessed  at  Rupees  1,10,970,  or  about  ten  per 
cent.,  were  left  waste,  of  which  the  remission  granted  as  per  Order  of  Government,  dated  22nd 
December  1866,  No.  3,484,  communicated  in  the  Proceedings  of  the  Board,  dated  24th  December 
1866,  amounted  to  Rupees  86,522. 

18.  Waste  charged. — ^The  amount  of  waste  charged  this  year  is  Rupees  24,448.  This 
amount  compared  with  the  similar  charges  of  the  previous  year  shows  a  decrease  of  Rupees  44,056. 
Such  waste  alone  was  charged  as  had  been  so  left  from  litigaticii,  or  by  neglect  of  ryots,  or  had  been 
retained  for  pasturage. 

19.  Actual  cultivation. — ^The  extent  of  actual  cultivation  this  y<jar  under  the  heads  of 
Dry  and  Wet  amounts  to  Acres  21,36,421,  assessed  at  Rupees  19,71,830,  which  is  less  than  the 
actual  gross  cultivation  of  the  past  year  by  Acres  7,512,  though  there  is  an  increase  of  Rs.  1,14,908 
in.  the  assessment.  This  apparent  disproportion  between  the  extent  and  assessment  is  attributable 
to  the  fact  of  the  highly  assessed  dry  lands,  left  waste  last  year,  owing  to  the  failure  of  north-east 
fiionBoon,  being  cultivated  this  year,  and  the  lightly  assessed  lands,  which  do  not  admit  of  cultiva* 
tion  except  when  the  early  rains  fall,  being  left  waste.   There  was  also  an  increase  of  Acres  2,1^, 

-assessed  at  Rupees  6,808  in  the  Nunja  cultivation.

From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  there  is  a  decrease  under  the  head  Fassaljasty  to  the 
extefit  of  Rupees  7,818,  and  this  ifas  owing  to  the  late  rains  preventing  a  second  crop  being  raised 
upon  the  usual  two-crop  lands. 

There  is  also  a  decrease  of  Rupees  3,275  in  the  additional  assessment  or  Teerviyasty,  attribu* 
table  to  the  fact  of  increased  cultivation  of  wet  lands  in  the  year  under  report,  and  consequent 
diminution  in  the  ctdtivation  of  dry  land  with  wet  crops. 

21.  Natubb-and  extent  ow  the  pbimcipaii  sources  of  IRRIGATION. — Tho  principal  rivers 
of  the  District  are  the  Toombadra.  the  Huggry,  and  the  Pennair.  The  annexed  Statement  exhibits 
tite  number  of  tanks,  and  channels,  and  wells  in  this  District,  and  the  extent  of  land  under  their 
irrigation.  Of  the  great  number  of  tanks,  the  largest  are  those  of  Bookapatnam,  Singanamala, 
Purghee,  Dhurmaveram,  and  Anantapur,  in  the  sub-division,  and  those  of  Kapekul  and  Darojee 
m  the  principal  division.  The  principal  channels  of  the  District  are  the  Toombadra,  which 
irrigate  about  Acres  15,337.  There  are  also  many  other  channels  from  the  other  rivers  of  the 
Pistricty  but  they  are  inferior  in  every  way  to  those  of  the  Toombadra.

25.  The  decrease  in  the  area  of  Cotton  cultiration  is  attributable  to  the  fall  in  price  of  that 
staple,  and  to  the  competition  of  food  grains.  The  acreage  of  Sugarcane  cultivation  has  decreased 
by  acres  352,  but  there  is  an  increase  of  Rupees  5,449  in  the  assessment,  showing  that  superior 
soils  were  planted  with  that  crop.  In  the  Indigo  cultivation,  there  is  a  falling  off  of  acres  430, 
assessed  at  819  Rupees.  But  as  already  observed  rn  my  Administration  Report,  it  is  not  likely  to 
become  a  staple  product  of  this  District.  It  is  raised  in  small  (quantities  in  the  talooks  of  Tadpatri

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27.  Occasional  BiMisfliONS.— Undep  the  head  of  Shavi  is  a  trifling  som  of  Rupees  187-2-0, 
against  Rupees  13,476  of  the  past  year.  Under  Falanushtum,  or  loss  of  produce,  there  appears  a 
sum  of  Rupees  1,990,  being  the  remission  granted  in  the  talook  of  Kudlighi  in  consideration  of  dry 
crops  being  raised  on  wet  lands  owing  to  deficient  supply  in  the  tanks  irrigating  them.  The  Cowle 
remissions  exhibit  a  decrease  of  Rupees  8,208  in  this  Fusly,  as  compared  with  the  preceding  Fusly, 
owing  to  the  expiry  of  the  Cowle.  Under  the  head  of  Teerva  Cummee,  a  remission  of  Rupees  1, 279 
was  allowed  mostly  in  the  Hospett  talook  during  the  year  under  report,  as  the  lands  on  which  the 
same  was  allowed,  though  classed  as  wet,  have  been,  for  some  years  past,  irrigated  by  wells 
constructed  by  private  individuals,  and  derived  no  advantage  from  the  channels  under  which  they 
are  situated.  This  was  brought  to  my  notice  only  during  the  settlement  of  the  past  year,  and  I 
have  thought  it  proper  to  allow  them  the  remission. 

28.  Fixed  bbvissions. — ^There  is  a  trifling  increase  under  the  head  of  ''  Dasavandam,*'  and 
a  trifling  decrease  under  the  head  of  ''  Kuttoogootta.*' 

29.  Itkhs  allowed  on  the  entibe  Be&iz  or  villages. — Under  the  head  **  Items  allowed  on 
the  entire  Beriz  of  villages,*'  there  is  a  decrease  of  Rupees  102,  being  the  net  result  of  an  increase 
of  32  Rupees,  and  of  a  decrease  of  Rupees  134.  The  decrease  occurs  chiefly  under  ''  Shrotriem 
proceeds,"  owing  to  a  Shrotriem  village  having  been  enfranchised  by  the  Inam  Commissioner. 

30.  Statement  No.  5,  Miscellaneous  Items. — ^The  Miscellaneous  Items  amount  to  Rupees 
2,51,334,  showing  a  decrease  of  Rupees  5,996  below  the  amount  of  the  past  year,  being  the 
net  result  from  a  gross  decrease  of  16,216  Rupees  in  some  items,  against  a  gross  increase  of  Rupees 
10,220  in  others.

35.  The  aggregate  demand  from  all  sources  of  reyenue  amounts  to  fiupees  34,52,060,  being 
a  net  increase  of  Bupees  478-0-11  on  the  beriz  of  the  past  Fusly.  The  increase  chiefly  oceors  in 
the  Abkarry,  as  will  be  explained  hereafter. 

86.  Land  Rvtbnux  dxxand.— -Hie  total  demand  under  this  head  is  Rupees  23,74,752,  or 
Bupees  72,221  more  than  the  beriz  of  the  past  Fusly.  This  increase,  as  has  already  been  stated, 
is  chiefly  ascribable  to  the  favourable  character  of  the  north-east  monsoon,  which  fiAvoured  Nunja 
and  the  superior  dry  lands. 

87.  Abkabrt.— The  Abkarry  demand  of  the  year  under  report  is  Bupees  9,02,520,  against 
Bupees  5,04,158  of  the  past  Fusly,  showing  an  increase  of  near  four  lacs  of  Bupees.  This  increaft 
m  attributable  to  an  Meeasive  competition  at  the  time  the  farms  were  sold. 

38.  BsvEirni  tboic  babth  salt. — ^This  item  exhibits  a  decrease  of  Bupees  1,681  in  the  year 
under  reyiew.  This  is  to  be  ascribed  to  the  extremely  adverse  state  of  the  season  in  the  earlier 
months,  which  prevented  manufacture  and  caused  heavy  losses  of  cattle. 

39.  Inookb-tax,— The  fijling  off  of  the  demand  under  this  head  needs  no  eaq>lanatioB. 

40.  Staxps.— The  revenue  from  this  source  exhibits  an  increase  of  Bupees  4,378,  beiag 
mfMj  the  resn^  of  the  introduction  of  the  recent  Stamp  Act  (XXVI  of  1867.) 

41.  i|d[CB»8|B-i^4Z-^— The  revenue  derived  from  this  source  up  to  the  close  of  the  Fody  under 
report  is  10,400  Bupees.    Fuller  collections  were  made  in  the  subsequent  months. 
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42.    Collections  irou  all  sources  o?  bkybxdb. — Subjoined  is  an  Abstract  Statement  of

43.  Out  of  the  aggregate  demand  of  Rupees  34.52,050,  the  collections  within  the  Fusl^ 
amounted  to  Rupees  27,04,715,  which  left  a  balance  of  Rupees  7,47,335.  Of  this  balance  the 
collections  up  to  September  last  amounted  to  Rupees  3,73,932,  leaving  at  the  end  of  that  month 
Rupees  3,73,403,  or  about  eleven  per  cent,  of  the  demand  to  be  collected. 

44.  Land  Revenue  collections. — Out  of  the  aggregate  demand  of  Rupees  23,74,752 
under  the  head  of  Land  Revenue,  a  sum  of  Rupees  20,26,222,  or  about  eighty-five  per  cent,  of  the 
demand  was  collected  within  the  Fusly,  leaving  a  balance  of  Rupees  3,48,530,  or  fifteen  percent., 
of  the  demand.  The  large  balance  is  chiefly  owing  to  the  postponement  of  the  collections  in  con- 
sideration of  the  adverse  character  of  the  earlier  part  of  the  season.  The  collections  up  to  September 
amount  to  Rupees  22,43,849,  which  reduces  the  balance  to  1,30,903,  or  about  5  J  per  cent,  of  the 
demand.     I  have  instructed  the  Tahsildars  to  lose  no  time  in  recovering  the  same. 

45.  Abkaeey.  — Of  the  total  demand  under  this  head  of  Rupees  9,02,519,  Rupees  5,07,340 
were  collected  within  the  Fusly,  leaving  a  balance  of  Rupees  3,95,179.  This  large  balance  is 
mainly  attributable  to  the  inability  of  the  contractors  to  fulfil  their  engagements.  The  competition 
was  carried  to  an  imprudent  extent,  and  the  entire  absence  of  demand  for  liquor  during  the  famine 
months  of  July,  August,  and  September  rendered  the  contract  a  dead  loss.  The  utmost  consider- 
ation was  shown  in  giving  time  to  the  contractors  to  recover  their  position,  when  the  season 
improved;  but  the  overbidding  and  badness  of  the  season  prevented  a  recovery,  and  resale 
became  necessary.  There  will  still  be  a  net  increase  over  the  beriz  of  the  Fualies,  previous  to 
the  last  contract.  Most  of  the  farms  have  been  resold  during  the  current  Fusly,  at  the  loss  and 
risk,  such  as  it  is,  of  the  defaulters.  Only  two  contractors  I  had  reason  to  suspect  to  be  guilty  of 
fraudulent  conveyance  of  their  property,  and  withholding  of  payment  of  money  collected  from  sub- 
renters.  These  men  have  been  confined.  The  loss  accruing  to  Government  will  shortly  be  made 
the  subject  of  a  separate  report. 

46.  Salt. — About  Rupees  3,626,  or  thirty-four  per  cent,  of  the  demand  under  this  head 
remained  uncollected  within  the  Fusly;  deducting  the  subsequent  collection  up  to  September  last, 
there  remains  a  balance  of  Rupees  1,709,  or  sixteen  per  cent. 

47.  The  annexed  Abstract  Statement  B.  gives  the  actual  collections  of  the  year  both  current 
and  arrears  in  comparison  with  Fusly  1275.

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  that  the  entire  collections,  both  arrears  and  current,  as  compared 
with  those  of  the  past  year,  exhibit  an  increase  of  Rupees  1,703,  resulting  from  a  gross  increase 
of  Rupees  64,339  in  some  items,  against  a  gross  decrease  of  Rupees  62,636  in  others. 

48.  The  net  decrease  in  the  Land  Revenue  collections  (both  current  and  arrears)  amount  to 
Rupees  38,759.  The  decrease  is  chiefly  in  the  Miscellaneous  items,  and  is  mainly  attributable  to 
the  postponement  of  the  collections. 

49.  The  Abkarry  collections  exhibit  an  increase  of  Rupees  46,689,  owing  to  the  increase  in 
the  demand  of  the  present  Fusly. 

50.  The  falling  off  in  the  Income-tax  collections  requires  no  remark. 

61.  The  decrease  in  Salt  is  attributable  partly  to  the  decrease  in  the  demand  and  partly  to 
the  postponement  of  the  collection. 

62.  Stamps. — ^The  increase  in  the  Stamp  collection  has  already  been  explained. 

63.  Arrears,  Statement  No.  8. — ^Tho  arrears  of  previous  Fuslies  amounted  to  Rs.  3,40,809 
at  the  beginning  of  the  Eusly  under  report.  Deducting  from  this  sum  Rupees  1,96,365,  being  the 
collections  and  remission  made  within  the  Fusly,  there  remains  a  balance  of  Rupees  1,44,444  at 
the  end  of  the  Fusly.    This  has  been  since  reduced  by  collections  up  to  the  end  of  September  to 

Rupees  1,08,234.  The  sum  of  lU.  15,979-3-10* 
#  Minus  4  BnpeeB  ainoe  collected.  recommended  by  the  Board  to  be  allowed  to  be 

written  off  with  reference  to  report  of  Fusly 
1275,  and  the  amount  of  Rupees  24,504  now  recommended  for  remission,  will  reduce  the  balance 
to  Rupees  1,08,234  as  already  stated. 

64.  I  have  issued  strict  orders  to  the  Tahsildars  to  lose  no  time  in  realizing  the  same,  or 
when  they  see  reason  to  do  so^  to  recommend  for  remission.  They  think  that  it  is  very  necessary 
to  allow  the  defaulters  the  indulgence  of  a  further  postponement,  to  enable  them  thoroughly  to 
recover  from  the  depression,  to  which  they  had  been  reduced  by  the  late  distress. 

55.  Irbbcovbrablb  Balance. — ^The  subjoined  Statement  will  explain  the  causes  under  which 
the  amount  of  Rupees  24,504,  alluded  to  in  the  preceding  paragraph,  is  considered  after  careful 
inquiry  to  be  irrecoverable.  The  following  abstract  shows  the  details  of  irrecoverable  arrears  under 
the  heads  of  Ryotwar  and  Miscellaneous,  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  Rupees  24,503-15-8  v — 
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56.  CoEECnri  process. — ^The  extent  to  which  coercive  measures  were  employed  in  the  collec- 
tion of  the  revenue  during  the  year  under  report  is  shown  in  Enclosure  A,  in  Statement  No.  8,  of 
which  the  subjoined  is  an  abstract: —

Though  there  has  been  some  increase  in  the  number  of  processes  issued  during  the  year,  it  will 
1)0  seen  that  the  value  of  the  property  sold  was  slightly  less  than  the  amount  so  realized  in  the  pre- 
vious year.  It  will  be  seen  that  it  was  only  found  necessary  to  sell  about  one-tenth  of  the  property 
attached  in  the  Principal  Division. 

67.  Statement  No.  9  exhibits  the  gross  collection  and  charges  of  the  Distriot  ^uring  the 
jcar  under  review.  The  charges  bear  to  the  collection  a  ratio  of  nine  per  t5ent.  The  increase  of 
Rupees  5,961  under  the  head  of  salary  of  Gazetted  Officers,  is  attributable  to  the  fact  of  the  salaries 
of  both  Messrs.  Foster  and  Lilly  having  been  drawn  as  Head  Assistants. 

58.  The  increase  of  Rupees  1,456  under  the  head  of  tent  and  house-^rent  allowance  is  to  be 
ascribed  to  the  same  circumstance. 

59.  The  increase  in  the  charges  of  Talook  and  Huzoor  establishment  is  owing  to  the  increase  of 
salaries  of  Talook  Serishtadars  and  Revenue  Inspectors,  &c.,  as  well  as  to  tiie  temporary  increase  of 
Rupees  2  and  3  granted  to  servants  drawing  15  Rupees  and  under^  in  consideration  of  the  late 
severe  distress,  (vide  Order  14th  September  and  Slst  October  1866,  Nos.  2,475  and  1,721.) 

60.  The  increase  of  Rupees  246  under  Medical  charges  is  attributable  to  the  circumstance 
that  a  full  Apothecary  did  duty  for  some  months. 

61.  The  increase  under  the  remaining  heads  of  charge  is  accounted  for  by  the  increase  in  the 
prices  of  articles  in  the  Fusly  under  review. 

62.  The  following  Abstract  Statement  exhibits  the  extent  of  landed  property  possessed  mi 
acquired  by  Public  Servants  in  the  District  during  Fusly  1276:—

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  that  there  is  a  net  increase  of  one  village  and  two  hamlets.  The 
former  is  an  uninhabited  village  which  had  been  inadvertently  omitted  in  the  Return  for  Fusly  1271.

The  above  Statement  exhibits  an  increase  of  99,101  acres  in  the  area  of  cultivation,  and  of 
Rupees  1,15,882  in  the  assessment.

68.  The  diminution  in  the  number  of  anicuts  is  to  be  ascribed  to  the  exclusion  from  the 
present  return  of  temporary  dams  constructed  by  ryots  across  small  streams  and  rivulets. 

69.  The  increase  in  the  number  o(  old  private,  and  decrease  in  the  Government  wells,  is  also 
attributable  to  the  transfer  of  Hissa  Shrotriems  to  the  head  of  Shrotriem  proper,  and  to  the 
transfer  of  old  ruined  Government  wells  to  parties  for  restoration. 

The  increase  of  forty-five  per  cent,  in  five  years  in  the  number  of  new  wells,  is  a  proof  of  the 
readiness  of  the  ryots  to  invest  their  capital  in  agriculture, 

70.  Statement  D.  contains  the  particulars  of  houses  and  population  as  per  last  census-.. 
The  census  as  directed  by  Government  was  taken  on  the  1st  March  last.  The  correctness  of  the 
returns  was  tested  by  my  Assistants,  Messrs.  Buick  and  McCarthy,  and  the  Tahsildars  and  myself. 
The  variations  detected  were  generally  ^ot  such  as  to  affect  materially  the  general  correctness  of 
the  returns.

The  above  result  shows  an  increase  of  70,324,  or  six  per  cent,  over  the  census  of  the  71st  Fusly. 
Distributing  the  above  population  among  the  total  number  of  houses,  there  results  an  average  of 
about  42  per  house. 

The  females  are  to  males,  per  last  census,  as  ninty-one  per  cent.  It  must  be  noticed  that  there 
is  no  colonial  emigration,,  foreign  service,  or  similar  circumstances^  to  reduce  the  preponderating 
number  of  the  male  population  to  an  equality  with,  the  female  proportion;  that  females  are  subject 
to  casualties  in  child  birth,  and  from  their  domestic  habits,  fetching  water  from  wells,  are  more 
liable  to  accidents  from  drowning;  consequently  it  is  not  extraordinary  that  the  male,  sex  shouldi, 
exhibit  a  majoritjr  not  exceeding  four  per  c^nt.  of  their  birth  rate.. 
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The  agricultural  population  has  increased  by  63,806. 

From  the  annexed  Comparative  Statement  showing  the  numerical  strength  of  Jftjots,  Puttas, 
Ac,  of  Fuslies  1271  and  1276,  it  will  be  perceived  that  there  is  a  steady  increase  in  the  number  of 
xyots  in  spite  of  several  adverse  circumstances.  There  is  a  small  general  decrease  of  one-third  per 
cent,  in  the  agricultural  stock,  attributable  to  the  great  loss  sustained  by  the  drought  of  last  year. 
The  buffaloes  tended  for  their  milk,  and  sheep  less  dependent  on  water,  and  more  able  to  forage 
for  themselves,  exhibit  an  increase: —

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1.  I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  annual  Bevenoe  Settlement  Report  of  this  District  for  the 
Fusly  year  1276  (1866-67),  accompanied  by  the  several  Statements  prepared  according  to  the 
revised  form,  agreeably  to  the  instructions  of  the  Boards  contained  in  their  Circular  Memorandum, 
dated  14th  August  1866,  No.  787. 

2.  Statement  No.  1. — ^The  Settlement  of  the  District  was  first  commenced  by  my  1st  Class 
Deputy  Collector  at  Gandlur,  in  Jummahnadugu  talook,  on  the  3rd  of  January  1867,  and  closed 
by  Mr.  Roberts,  tlie  Acting  Sub-Collector,  at  Thanacal,  in  Kadiri  talook,  on  the  20th  of  May.  The 
period  for  which  each  officer  held  the  Settlement  of  each  talook,  and  other  particulars,  are  shown 
in  the  Statement  noted  in  the  margin. 

3.  There  appear  to  be  only  three  "Anna  Shrotriem  Villages"  on  the  whole. 

4.  PuTTAS. — ^There  is  an  increase  (3,664)  in  the  total  number  of  Puttas,  chiefly  owing 
to  the  extensive  occupation  of  lands  by  ryots,  and  a  decrease  (200)  in  the  issue  of  &esh  Puttas. 
Old  Puttas  that  have  undergone  alterations  from  various  causes,  exceed  those  of  the  last  Fusly 
by  7,397. 

5.  AvEBAGE  BAIN-FALL. — ^Tho  average  rain-fall  of  the  District  is  shown  below,  with  reference 
to  the  Board's  Miscellaneous  Circular,  dated  19th  June  1863,  No.  3,635.  -Consequent  on  the  rain- 
fall in  the*months  of  May,  June,  and  July,  dry  and  other  lands  were  ploughed  and  prepared  for 
tillage,  but  cultivation  was  carried  on  in  only  a  few  localities.  Most  of  the  tanks  in  the  District 
received  a  good  supply  of  water  by  the  heavy  rains  experienced  throughout  the  District,  in  the 
following  months  from  August  to  December,  and  no  tank  having  received  less  than  one-fourth 
supply,  the  cultivation  of  early  dry  and  wet  crops  was  begun  with  favourable  prospects.  There  was 
only  slight  rain  in  the  months  from  January  to  April: —

6.  The  dry  crops  a^  per  margin  were  culti- 
vated in  red  and  mixed  soils,  subsequent  to  the 
fall  of  the  early  rains  of  the  season.  The  other 
crops*  were  laid  down  in  dry  and  wet  lands,  in 
the  following  months,  after  the  fall  of  the  late 
rains. 

7.  The  rains  having  been  most  opportune, 
the  several  crops  yielded  a  very  favourable  out- 
turn, when  compared  with  that  of  the  last  year,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  average  produce  detailed 
below.  In  a  few  villages  of  Eadiri,  Boyachoti,  and  Pulivendala  talooks,  the  crops  were  damaged 
by  the  hailstorm  that  was  experienced  just  at  the  time  when  they  were  ready  for  harvesting,  and 
some  loss  was  sustained: —

9.    The  scarcity  of  water  and  pasturage,  added  to  a  peculiar  cattle  disease  called  **Saraka," 

that  prevailed  in  the  District,  accoimts  for  the

sources  of  Revenue,  both  current  and  arrears. 
The  following  abstract  is  prepared  with  reference 
to  Enclosure  B.,  from  which  a  slight  decrease 
of  Rs.  667  in  Shrotriem  and  Surva  Inam  villages, 
and  of  Rupees  8,674  under  the  head  of  Miscel« 
laneous,  will  be  observed.  On  the  whole,  there 
is  a  net  increase  of  Rupees  1,06,195  in  the 
amount  of  collections,  both  current  and  arrears,  which  is  chiefly  ascribed  to  the  punctuality  and 
diligence  observed  in  the  realization  of  revenue,  to  the  unprecedented  increase  in  the  Abkarry 
bids,  the  sale  of  a  large  quantity  of  Stamp  papers,  and  the  introduction  of  the  License-tax 
(Imperial)  under  Act  No.  XXI.  of  1867.  The  necessary  measures  will  be  adopted  for  the  speedy 
collection  of  balance  shown  below,  and  the  amount  thereof,  which  from  inquiry  at  the  ensuing 
Jummahbundy  will  appear  to  be  irrecoverable,  will  be  duly  noticed  in  my  next  year's  report.

Further, 
recommendation  is  now  made  for  the  remission  of  Rupees  3,845-11-1,  as  irrecoverable  for  the 
reasons  given  in  the  Statement  hereunder  annexed,  and  for  sanction  to  write  that  sum  off  from  the 
accounts.

There  has  been  a  decrease  (581)  in  the  number  of  hamlets,  chiefly  in  the  Sub-division,  arising 
from  their  having  been  subsequently  deserted. 

There  has  also  been  transfer  of  many  villages  from  one  Talook  to  another,  but  their  distance  in 
miles  not  having  as  yet  been  settled  by  the  Engineering  Department,  the  entries  regarding  it  in 
the  previous  Statement  have  been  reiterated  without  any  change. 

Statement  B. — ^An  increase  of  211  Acres  in  the  ayacut  and  a  decrease  of  Rupees  3,071  in 
the  assessment  will  be  observed  in  comparison  with  those  of  Fusly  1271,  the  details  of  which  have 
been  given  in  a  separate  Statement  (enclosure  in  Statement  B.) 

Statement  C. — ^The  decrease  (77)  in  the  number  of  spring  channels  arose  from  their  having 
been  included  under  river  channels  and  anicuts.

There  is  an  increase  of  6,759  acres,  paying  Rupees  2,529  in  the  dry  cultivation;  but  there  is 
a  considerable  falling  oflF  in  the  cultivation  of  wet  lands.  The  increase  in  the  cultivation  of  dry 
land  is  no  doubt  to  be  ascribed  to  the  high  prices  of  gr^in  which  prevailed  at  the  commencement 
of  the  Fusly;  although  the  rainfall  has  been  larger  this  year  than  the  last,  it  fell  unseasonably;  during 
the  first  three  months  there  was  very  little  rain,  and  much  land  under  tanks  was  not  cultivated 
with  the  first  crop;  and  in  consequence,  considerable  remissions  were  made  in  these  wet  lands. 
This  failure  of  the  rain  also  accounts  for  the  decrease  in  the  cultivation  of  Sugar-cane  as  shown  by 
Enclosure  B.    There  is  a  slight  decrease  in  cultivation  of  Cotton,  and  increase  in  that  of  Indigo. 

14.  Statement  No.  4.— The  remission  of  Rupees  X32  on  account  of  withered  crops  was  granted 
in  three  villages  in  the  Eadiri  talook;  a  remission  of  Rupees  136-2-5  was  made  on  account  of  crops 
destroyed  in  the  village  of  Byapirala  in  the  Eadiri  talook,  by  a  heavy  hailstorm  in  the  month  <i;f 
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March.  A  report  of  this  was  made  to  the  Board  by  you  on  April  13,  1867.  The  remission  granted 
last  year  for  dry  cultivation  in  wet  land  has  not  been  necessary  this,  owing  to  the  larger 
rain-fall.  Last  year  the  remissions  were  exceptionally  large,  and  this  year  it  has  been  reduced  to 
the  usual  amount. 

15.  Statement  Nq.  5.— There  is  a  decrease  of  rather  more  than  10,000  Rupees  in  the 
collections  of  miscellaneous  Land  Revenue;  the  principal  item  of  decrease  is  land  cultivated 
subsequently  to  and  not  included  in  the  Jummahbundy;  more  care  has  been  taken  to  include  all  the 
lands  cultivated  up  to  the  latest  time  previous  to  the  Settlement. 

16.  The  increase  of  six  villages  paying  Shrotriemas  per  Statement  No.  6,  is  owing  to  the 
enfranchisement  of  these  villages  under  Inam  Rules,  and  the  payment  of  a  fixed  quit-rent. 

17.  Statement  No.  7  shows  an  increase  in  the  Ryotwary  cultivation  of  Rupees  13,145.  The 
Abkarry  revenue  is  Rupees  159-10-0  more  than  last  Fuslyi  The  sales  were  better  attended  and 
more  competition.  The  stamp  revenue  also  shows  an  increase  of  Rupees  1,499.  The  amount  of 
License-tax  Rupees 2, 798,  needs  no  remark.     The  principal  collections  have  been  made  after  the

26.  The  public  servants  Nos.  1,  2,  3,  and  7  have  this  year  been  appointed  in  the  Sub- 
pivision;  No.  4  was  transferred  from  the  Madanapalli  talook  to  Peelair,  and  their  lands  are  not, 
therefore,  newly  acquired.

3.  In  Bamalakota,  which  was  settled  by  me,  I  was  not  able  to  hold  my  office  at  more  than  one 
place,  as  I  was  obliged  to  be  as  near  Kumool  as  possible,  as  explained  in  my  letter  to  the  Board, 
No.  106,  dated  3rd  May  1867.  The  Treasury  Deputy  Collector  Komaraswami  Moodelly  left  the 
district  on  sick  leave,  and  the  Assistant  Collector  Mr»  Turner  was  laid  up  with  fever,  and  I  had 
to  settle  the  question  of  remissions  for  water  assessment  under  the  Canal  with  Mr.  Cotton,  an 
Officer  of  the  Irrigation  Company. 

4.  The  number  of  fresh  puttas  issued  during  this  year  was  27,143,  or  thirty-nine  per  cent.,' 
and  those  modified  by  additional  entries  amounted  to  7,222  in  number.  The  new  puttas  were 
granted  chiefly  in  consequence  of  the  introduction  of  the  new  settlement  in  several  villages,  and  a 
gmaU  per-centage  of  new  puttas  had  to  be  given  to  those  who  have  lost  them. 
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5.    SiASOM. — ^The  season  was  very  unfavorable.    The  rainfall  was  only  twenty  inches  as  shown

Want  of  water  even  for  drinking  purposes  was  much  felt  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  and  the 
Outturn  of  early  crops  was  much  below  the  average.  The  failure  of  rain  was  followed  in  some  talooka 
by  blight,  which  to  a  certain  extent  damaged  the  crops.  In  August  and  September  there  was  a 
heavy  rain,  and  several  tanks  received  a  good  supply.  Freshes  passed  down  the  Tungabudra,  but 
the  anient  having  breached,  the  crops  under  it  suffered  materially. 

6.  Sanitary  condition. — ^The  public  health  suffered  very  much  during  the  last  year.  The 
failure  of  the  monsoon  in  Fusly  1275,  and  early  part  of  1276  in  this,  and  the  neighbouring  district 
of  Bellary,  raised  the  prices  to  famine  rates,  and  the  poorer  classes  suffered  much  from  want  of 
food.  Relief  was,  however,  soon  afforded  by  finding  employment  for  the  able-bodied  poor,  and  estab* 
lishing  relief-houses  for  the  aged  and  sick. 

The  people  also  suffered  much  from  cholera  and  fever,  which  carried  off  16,676  lives  as  detailed 

below:-— 

Cholera.  Fever.

7.  The  mortality  among  cattle,  however,  was  not  considerable,  but  sheep  died  by  thousands  for 
want  of  pasture.  In  some  Talooks,  cattle  suffered  from  Galekuntre  or  diseases  of  the  leg,  but  the 
loss  of  life  was,  however,  trifling. 

On  this  subject  Mr.  Thacker  was  consulted,  and  he  prescribed  remedies  which,  as  far  aa  I  can 
learn,  proved  successful. 

8.  I  am  unable  to  supply  the  state  regarding  Vaccination,  as  I  have  not  been  supplied  with 
information  from  the  Vaccine  Department, 

9.  Peicb,  Statement  2. — The  prices  of  all  sorts  of  grain  during  the  year  were  very  high. 
The  second  sort  Faddy  sold  for  266  Rupees  a  garce,  but  Jonna,  the  staple  artiele  of  food  in  this 
District,  was  sold  on  an  average  at  Rupees  345.  In  September,  however,  the  price  rose  as  high  as 
Rupees  540  a  garce.  As  already,  remarked,  this  increase  in  prices  is  to  he  ascribed  to  the  absence 
of  the  early  rains,  the  badness  of  the  previous  season,  and  the  entire  failure  of  the  previous  crop  in 
Bellary,  to  which  District  much  grain  was  exported.  Towards  the  close  of  the  Fusly  when  th« 
crop  was  harvested  prices  fell  lower, 

10.  BrTOTs'  H014DING,  Statement  3. — ^The  extent  of  land  bona  fide  resigned  was  46,465  acres, 
assessed  at  Rupees  62,861,  or  only  four  per  cent,  on  the  area  occupied.  This  small  per-centage  in 
a  year  of  unusual  drought  preceded  by  an  equally  bad  year  cannot  but  be  accepted  as  a  proof  of  th^ 
stability  which  the  landed  property  has  attained  in  this  districts 
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These  relinquishments  added  to  the  deficiency  found  by  the-  new  Survey  raised  the  total 
decrease  to  55,983  Acres  in  extent,  or  Rupees  1,13,405  in  assessment,  of  which  Rupees  50,544  was 
the  result  of  revision  by  the  Settlement  Department.  Against  this  decrease  must  be  set  an 
increase  of  Acres  69,480,  and  of  Rupees  1,08,080,  including  the  excess  caused  by  the  operations 
of  the  Settlement  Department. 

11.  Waste  bvmittbd. — ^The  remissions  granted  this  year  amount  to  Rupees  12,370,  against 
Rupees  25,101  in  the  previous  year;  of  this.  Rupees  1,668  was  remitted  on  drylands  in  Fatticonda 
on  the  Bellary  side,  (vicfe  Board's  Proceedings,  dated  15th  June  1867,  No.  3,683).  The  remainder 
was  remitted  on  wet  lands  for  want  of  water. 

Waste  chabgbi). — The  extent  of  waste  charged  was  37,961  Acres,  assessed  at  Rupees  24,103. 
Of  this,  775  Acres,  bearing  an  assessment  of  Rupees  3,120  of  wet  land  was  charged  in  consequence 
of  the  Ryots'  neglect  to  cultivate. 

12.  Area  or  Cctltivation. — ^The  area  of  actual  cultivation  amounts  to  11,35,247,  or  nearly 
16,968  Acres  more  than  in  Fusly  1275,  as  shown  below,  which  increase  is  chiefly  due- to  the  excess 
discovered  by  the  new  survey: —

The  decrease  in  wet  cultivation  is  to  a  great  extent  only  nominal,  and  caused  chiefly  by  the 
old  well  lands  in  Kumool  proper,  which  were  included  under  wet  in  Fusly  1275,  having  been  entered 
as  dry  in  the  year  under  report.

15.  Rtjinhd  Tanks. — ^The  number  of  Tanks'given  over  to  private  parties  this  year  was  five;  of 
these,  one  is  an  Ayacut  tank,  the  land  under  it  was  classed  wet.  The  remaining  four  are  small  twks 
ruined  long  ago  and  under  which  all  lands  were  rated  as  dry. 

16.  Remissions. — ^The  amount  of  occasional  remissions  allowed  this  year  was  Rupees  4,330, 
or  22,334  Rupees  less  than  in  the  previous  year.  The  only  important  items  requiring  explanation 
are  given  below. 

First — ^The  sum  of  669  Rupees  was  granted  on  portions  of  wet  lands  left  waste  for  want  of 
water. 

Second, — ^Rupees  637  remitted  on  crops  withered  for  want  of  water. 

Third. — ^Rupees  1,472  were  remitted  on  account  of  insufficiency  of  water  necessitating  the  culti- 
vation of  dry  crops  on  wet  lands. 

Fourth. — Rupees  67  remitted  on  double  crop  land  for  want  of  water  for  the  second  crop. 

Fifth. — ^Rupees  876  remitted  on  old  garden  lands  being  the  excess  of  the  garden  assessment 
above  the  highest  dry  rate  in  the  villages  of  Kumool  proper,  not  settled  by  the  Settlement  Depart- 
ment. These  well  lands  have  been  entered  wet,  but  next  year  will  be  absorbed  in  dry,  and  this 
item  of  remission  will  disappear. 

17.  The  fixed  remissions  amount  to  2,266  Rupees,  or  260  Rupees  more  than  in  the  previous 
year.    This  excess  is  in  the  following  items: — 

Rupees  206  remitted  on  certain  over-assessed  lands.  The  increase  is  attributable  to  the  fact 
of  more  land  of  this  description  being  brought  under  cultivation  than  was  the  case  in  the  previous 
year. 

Kattugattu  and  Mokta  Koval  is  a  reduction  of  assessment  allowed  to  certain  parties  by  virtue 
of  Sunnuds  or  other  admitted  rights.  It  is  allowed  when  lands  are  cultivated  or  otherwise  charged, 
and  merges  into  any  general  remissions  which  may  be  granted  on  lands  of  similar  nature.  The 
increase  is  attributable  to  the  land  left  waste  last  year  having  been  cultivated  in  the  year  under 
notice. 

18.  Miscellaneous. — ^The  revenue  from  this  source  amounts  to  Rupees  1,82,673,  or  44,453 
Rupees  in  excess  of  Fusly  1275.    The  increase  chiefly  occurs  in  Uie  following  items:—*

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The  increase  m  personal  Inftm  Jodi  is  mainly  due  to  tlie  additional  numlber  of  InMis  ^ofran- 
tthised  during  the  year  under  notice.  The  increase  in  the  Jodi  of  Service  Inams  is  attributable  t^ 
the  transfer  of  the  original  Jodi  from  the  proceeds  of  enfranchisement  of  Service  Inams,  which  wa9 
nofc  done  in  the  previous  year,  under  the  impression  that  it  formed  a  part  of  the  Village  Service 
Fund.  • 

The  third  item  chiefly  comprises  lands  cultivated  without  permission  and  after  the  Settlement, 
as  well  as  lands  lying  in  the  unsurveyed  portions  of  the  newly  settled  villages. 

The  increase  in  Fullari  is  the  result  of  the  enhanced  rates  at  which  the  farm  sold  this  year.  Of 
this,  however  nearly  600  Rupees  cannot  be  realized,  and  will  have  to  be  written  off  as  recommended. 
The  only  chief  item  in  which  a  decrease  occurs  is  in  the  tax  on  gardens  or  topes.  This  is  owing 
to  the  sale  of  State  gardens  of  the  late  Nawab's,  under  Orders  of  Government,  dated  28th  November 
1865,  No.  2,961,  and  30th  January  1866,  No.  258,  subject  to  the  payment  of  the  revised  rates  of 
assessment. 

19.  Spbcial  pJtODUCTS. — ^There  was  a  great  falling  off  in 
the  area  of  cultivation  of  Cotton  and  Indigo,  compared  with  that 
of  Fusly  1275.  This  is  in  consequence  of  the  dullness  of  th« 
market  in  England,  and  immense  losses  sustained  by  Cotton 
merchants  in  Fusly  1275. 

20.  Shbotbibm  Jodi. — ^The  demand  under  this  head  for  the  year  under  report  is  Rupeed 
12,771,  or  87  Rupees  above  that  of  the  preceding  year.  This  increase  arises  from  the  quitrenfc 
newly  imposed  by  the  Inam  Commissioner  on  the  Shrotriem  village  Brahmanapalle,  in  the  Cumbum 
Talook. 

21.  The  subjoined  abstract  shows  the  whole  of  the  Land  Revenue  of  the  district  inclusive  of 
the  quitrent  on  Inam  villages: —

23.  Abkarbt. — ^The  Abkarry  demand  shows  a  large  increase,  the  result  of  enhanced  rates  at 
which  the  farm  soI|d  this  year.  Led  away  by  the  rumours  afloat  of  the  large  profits  derived  by  the 
former  renters,  and  the  prospect  of  the  construction  of  a  Railway  direct  to  Kumool  held  out  by  a 
meeting  convened  for  that  purpose  in  Kumool,  the  bidders  at  the  auction  becMae  perfeetiy 
reckless. 

These  high  prices  coupled  with  the  drought  which  followed  resulted  in  the  failure  of  the 
several  Farms.    Cumbum  and  Eoilkuntla  leases  were  cancelled  for  the  non-payment  of  arrears  and 

their  resale  resulted  in  large  losses  amounting  to  Rupees  47,769,  * 

•  For  Fudy  1276,  Eupees  11,019.       of  which  the  Board  in  their  Proceedings,  dated  27th  June  1867, 

Do.      1277,    do.    S6,750.       jj^    3  ggy^  ^^^^  Sanctioned  the  remission.    Four  other  farms 

have  been  resold  for  the  ensuing  year,  Fusly  1277,  at  the  request  of  the  renters,  and  on  the  sanction 

of  the  Board,  and  fetched  Rupees  1» 03,110,  or  Rupees  97,540  less  than  the  price  of  the  year  under 

report. 
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24.  Stakp& — The  reyenne  from  this  source  shows  a  decrease  of  Bnpees  7,434.  Bat  this  is 
trifling,  and  is  attributable  chiefly  to  the  large  purchases  made  in  the  latter  part  of  Fudy  1275  by 
the  vendors  licensed  under  the  discount  system. 

25.  The  whole  revenue  from  land  and  all  other  sources  amounts  to  20,39,966  Rupees,  showing 
on  the  whole  the  satisfactory  increase  of  Rupees  3,81,175  over  that  of  the  previous  year. 

26.  Statement  7. — Of  this  demand  Rupees  19,54,180  was  collected  before  the  end  of  the 
year,  leaving  a  balance  of  Rupees  86,786,  which  is  further  reduced  by  the  collections  of  July  to 
Rupees  46,122.    This  is  distributed  as  follows: —

28.  Abbeabs  of  bevenue  due  fob  fbeyious  yeabs. — The  balance  outstanding  at  the  close  of 
Fusly  1276  under  report  is  Bupees  4,945.  Deducting  from  this  subsequent  collections  in  July  the 
remaining  balance  is  Bupees  4,898.  Of  this,  Bupees  623  is  recoverable,  and  Rupees  178  is  doubt- 
ful. The  remainder,  Rupees  4,097,  is  irrecoverable.  Of  this  amount,  Rupees  1,217  was  recom- 
mended to  be  written  oflF  in  the  last  report.  The  remaining  sum  of  Rupees  2,880,  I  now  beg 
to  recommend  for  remission.  It  consists  of  several  small  sums  due  by  deceased  persons,  abscon- 
ders, and  the  poverty-stricken  Ryots  or  petty  Inamdars  whose  lands  were  sold  and  fetched  but 
little  to  cover  the  arrears  due.  The  details  for  each  Fusly  are  given  in  the  subjoined  abstract, 
and  were  as  usual  inquired  into  by  the  settling  Officers  at  the  Jummahbundy.

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29.  CoxBcnrE  Fbocsss. — In  78  villages  property  to  tHe  value  of  Bupees  1, 408  was  attached  for 
arrears,  amounting  to  Bupees  1,413,  due  by  193  persons.  The  amount  realised  by  sale  was  Bupees  928. 

30.  Chabobs. — ^The  charges  for  the  year  under  report  amount  to  Bupees  1,41,383,  against 
an  income  of  Bupees  19,71,723  or  seven  per  cent.,  and  shows  a  decrease  of  two  per  cent,  in  compa- 
rison with  the  previous  year.  This  decrease  is  chiefly  in  Collector's  salary,  and  is  attributable  to  the 
absence  of  the  permanent  Collector  on  leave. 

Contingent  charges  show  an  increase  of  Bupees  1,253,  which  is  chiefly  due  to  the  increased 
travelling  of  Covenanted  officers  for  the  inspection  of  Sub- Jails  and  Begistration  offices. 

31.  QuiNQUBNNUL  Betubns. — ^Tho  number  of  villages  and  hamlets  in  the  present  statement 
varies  with  that  of  the  last  similar  return,  and  the  varianccis  attributable  to  the  new  organization 
of  villages  under  which  two  or  more  villages  were  generally  grouped  together,  while  some  large  ones 
were  divided  into  two  or  more  villages. 

32.  Ayacdt. — ^There  is  a  decrease  of  46,222  Acres  in  extent  which  is  generally  caused  by  the 
operations  of  the  Survey  Department  in  the  old  talooks  of  Kumool  Proper,  which  has  left  large 
blocks  of  land  unsurveyed. 

In  Cumbum,  Markapur,  and  Koilkuntla,  there  is  a  small  decrease  in  Government  land,  and  some 
increase  in  Inam.  This  is  owing  to  the  transfer  of  certain  Hissa  Shrotriems  from  Government 
Inam  in  consequence  of  their  enfranchisement  by  the  Inam  Commissioner. 

33.  Ibbigation  Wobks. — ^The  number  of  Tanks  in  good  order  is  367,  or  three  less  than  in  Fusly 
1271.  These  three  works  have  been  abandoned  by  the  Public  Works  Department  as  unprofitable. 
The  net  increase  in  the  number  of  ruined  tanks  is  due  to  the  inclusion  of  several  works  in  the 
jungles  which  were  omitted  in  the  last  return. 

Wells  entered  as  Government  in  the  last  return  have  all  been  transferred  this  year  to  private, 
as  they  have  been  recognized  by  Government  as  such,  and  the  garden  assessment  reduced  to  dry  rates. 

34.  Census. — ^The  whole  population  of  this  District  amounts  to  7,66,204,  and  shows  an 
increase  of  40,436  above  the  census  of  Fusly  1271,  as  shown  below  :^>

The  increase  in  the  agricultural  and  decrease  in  the  non-agricultural  class  arise  from  the 
greater  attention  paid  to  the  rules  of  classification  this  year  than  was  the  case  on  the  former  occa- 
sion. All  persons  who  mainly  subsisted  on  land  being  now  classed  as  cultivators  irrespective  of  caste, 
and  no  deference  paid  to  the  prejudices  of  Bramins  and  Bannians,  who  though  possessing  or  culti- 
vating land  as  their  only  means  of  livelehood,  dislike  to  be  shown  under  the  same  category  as 
Sudras. 

35.  The  decrease  in  population  of  Kumool  town  (4,033)  and  Nandial  (1,252)  may  to  a  certain 
extent  be  attributed  to  the  large  number  of  deaths  which  occurred  during  last  year  from  fever  and 
cholera. 

The  decrease  in  Cumbum  is  only  nominal,  caused  by  the  outlying  hamlets  being  separated 
from  it  when  the  revision  of  village  establishments  was  carried  out. 

36.  PaTTAS. — There  has  been  but  a  small  increase  in  single  puttas,  but  the  increase  in  the 
number  of  joint  puttas  is  more  than  a  hundred  per  cent,  and  is  mainly  owing  to  the  large  size. of 
the  fields  demarcated  by  the  Settlement  Department,  which  renders  it  difficult  for  one  man  to 
occupy  the  whole  field. 

37.  Cattle. — ^There  is  a  small  increase  in  the  number  of  ploughing  cattle,  and  large 
decrease  in  cows.  Considering  that  the  number  of  Puttadars  has  increased  by  27,982,  this  result  is 
far  from  satisfactory,  and  is  attributable  to  the  dreadful  mortality  from  murrain  among  cattle  in 
the  first  four  years  of  this  period. 

38.  B«NT  Boll. — Puttas  under  Bupees  10  have  greatly  increased;  nearly  two-thirds  of  them 
come  under  this  head,  while  those  of  the  higher  grade  show  a  marked  decrease.  These  changes  are 
chiefly  the  result  of  the  operation  of  the  Hindu  I^aw  of  sub-division  and  reductions  of  assessments 
by  the  Settlement  Department. 
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39.  Talook  YiIiIiAQB  Acooukts. — ^These  were  examined  by  me  and  other  settling  efficers. 
The;  are  generally  kept  in  proper  form.  In  Bamalakota  and  Nandikotkur  especially  the  registem 
4^  Darkhasts  for  waste  lands  were  not  duly  kept.  The  several  defects  were  pointed  out  for  oorrec- 
tion,  and  where  they  were  not  kept  at  all,  I  had  them  written  out  in  the  presence  of  my  Serishtadar. 

40.  Lcmd  held  by  Public  Servants. — ^The  following  abstract  shows  th^  extent  of  land

3.  Variation  in  the  number  and  tenure  of  Villages. — ^The  number  of  villages  under  Per- 
manent Settlement  and  Shrotriem  tenure  remains  the  same  as  in  the  last  year.  Under  the  head  of 
villages  under  the  Ryotwar  tenure,  there  is  an  increase  of  twenty-four,  which  is  owing  to  nineteen 
villages,  which  were  under  the  head  of  rents  for  one  year,  and  five  villages  under  the  head  of  rents 
for  more  than  one  year  until  the  last  Fusly,  having  been  brought  under  the  Ryotwar  Settlement 
in  the  Fusly  under  report.  The  decrease  under  the  head  of  rents  for  one  year  and  more  than  one 
year  is  attributable  to  the  above  cause. 

4.  The  one  village  entered  under  the  head  "  Amany,**  is  the  Oovernment  farm  commonly 
known  as  ''  Roshanbagh  and  Homers  garden,'*  which  two  estates  have  always  been  treated  in  the 
accounts  as  a  distinct  village.  This  property  stood  in  the  accounts  of  last  year  under  the  head  of 
rents  for  one  year;  it  has  now  been  transferred  to  Amany  as  the  more  appropriate  head. 

5.  Number  of  Puttahs  distributed  with  remarks  reoardino  the  number  bbnbwbd  and 
UNRENEWED. — ^Tho  aggregate  number  of  Puttahs  issued  this  year  is  47,061,  or  2,675  more  than  the 
number  issued  last  year.  The  increase  is  chiefly  due  to  the  fact  of  the  villages  referred  to  in 
paragraph  3  under  the  rental  tenure  having  been  brought  under  Ryotwar  Settlement  this  year, 
and  to  individual  Puttahs  having  been  issued  to  Ryots  for  their  reqpectiye  holding,  and  in  some 
measure  to  extended  cultivation  aud  division  of  property. 
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6.  The  number  of  Puttahs  issued  afresh  this  year  was  38,921,  which  is  by  20,484  Pattahs 
more  than  the  number  similarly  issued  in  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  fresh  Puttahs  is  very 
large;  but  notwithstanding  repeated  orders  to  the  Tahsildars  and  warning  to  the  Ryots,  it  has  been 
found  impossible  to  induce  the  latter  to  bring  up  their  old  Puttahs  at  the  Jummahbundy;  it  is 
stated  that  they  have  a  superstitious  prejudice  against  it.* 

7.  The  above  is  not,  however,  the  only  reason  for  the  increase.  The  reduction  of  rates 
sanctioned  by  the  Board  in  the  Nunjah  Assessment  of  the  District,  and  the  transfer  of  all  the  Ma- 
nawari  Unds  to  Punjab  with  reduction  in  their  rates  have  also  necessitated  the  issue  of  new  Puttahs, 
as  in  a  great  many  instances  it  was  found  inconvenient  and  impracticable  to  have  the  alterations, 
consequent  on  the  reduction  of  rates,  entered  in  the  old  Puttahs.  The  number  of  cases  in  which 
old  Puttahs  were  produced  for  noting  down  the  alterations  of  the  year  was  8,130,  or  9,872  less 
than  the  previous  year.

9.  The  season  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  proved  particularly  unfavourable.  There  were 
no  rains  whatever  in  the  months  of  April,  May,  June,  and  only  very  slight  showers,  scarcely  enough 
to  wet  the  ground,  fell  in  July.  The  failure  of  rain  in  the  District  during  the  best  part  of  the 
cultivation  season  added  to  the  scarcity  throughout  the  country  had  a  very  disastrous  effect  upon 
the  District  in  general,  of  which  Mr.  Fane  has  already  dwelt  at  considerable  length  in  his  Adminis- 
tration Report  for  the  past  official  year.  About  August,  a  change  took  place  foi:  the  better  in  the 
state  of  the  season.  There  were  general  and  copious  falls  of  rain  throughout  the  District  from 
October  to  December,  so  that  all  the  tanks,  even  those  possessing  no  supplying  channels,  and 
depending  only  on  the  surface  drainage,  received  their  due  supply.  One  peculiarity  in  the  monsoon 
of  the  year  under  report  was,  that  it  was  unaccompanied  by  the  usual  stormy  winds,  and  in  conse- 
quence but  little  damage  has  been  done  to  tanks.  The  result  of  such  a  favourable  monsoon  was 
that  the  ryots  were  enabled  to  bring  a  larger  quantity  of  wet  land  under  cultivation  than  in  the 
previous  years.  The  rains,  though  sufficiently  seasonable  for  wet  cultivation,  were  not  so  for  dry 
cultivation  in  consequence  of  which  there  was  falling  off  in  the  area  under  that  head. 

10.  The  sanitary  condition  of  the  District  during  the  first  half  of  the  year  was  not  at  all  good. 
Cholera,  Fever,  and  Small-pox  prevailed  all  over  the  District  to  a  very  serious  extent,  and  it  is 
said  in  more  virulent  forms  than  usual.  The  mortality  was  greatest  in  the  larger  towns  such  aa 
Conjeveram,  Striperumbudur,  Pulicat,  and  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  Salt  manuf  icturing  stations 
in  the  north  of  Madras  where  large  number  of  coolies  daily  congregate;  prompt  measures  were, 
however,  adopted  for  checking  the  spread  of  the  disease  by  insisting,  as  far  as  possible,  on  the 
cleaiising  of  Towns,  by  sending  special  medical  officers  where  they  were  most  needed,  and  by 
<distributing  Cholera  Pills  with  printed  instruction  through  the  Village  authorities.  It  is  hoped 
that  some  good  may  have  been  done  in  this  way,  but  the  mortality  is  still  believed  to  have  been 
gt^eater  during  the  year  under  report  than  in  any  previous  season  for  the  last  five  or  six  years. 

11.  The  want  of  pasture  early  in  the  year  was  also"  severely  felt  by  the  cattle;  many  perished 
from  murrain  and  other  diseases^

12.  Statement  No.  2 — ^Prices  of  Grain. — ^The  prices  of  almost  all  the  staple  food  graint 
have  ruled  very  high  as  might  be  expected  from  the  famine  and  drought  of  the  preceding  jenr. 
The  average  price  of  Paddy  per  garce,  first  sort  and  second  sort,  during  the  year  under  report,  yntak 
Rupees  230  or  Rupees  195  per  cent,  more  than  the  commutation  rate,  or  Rupees  39  per  garce  or 
Rupees  20  per  cent,  more  than  the  price  which  obtained  last  year.  On  the  ten  years*  average  the 
price  of  Paddy  this  year  has  risen  by  Rupees  77  or  50  per  cent,  as  shown  below.  The  prices  of 
drj  grains  and  gram  in  particular  were  equally  high.

13.  The  suffering  and  distress  amongst  all  classes  which  resulted  from  these  high  peices  is 
too  well  known  to  the  Board  to  need  any  detailed  remark  in  this  Report. 

14.  The  high  prices  of  all  articles  of  human  food  are  easily  accounted  for;  with  scarcity, 
almost  amounting  to  famine  in  this  District  itself;  with  positive  famine  in  some  Districts  of  this 
Presidency  and  Bengal  and  with  a  wide-spread  scarcity  throughout  the  country,  the  prices  of  food 
of  course  rose  to  an  almost  ujiheard  of  figure. 

15.  The  following  abstract  exhibits  the  prices  of  food  grain  both  wet  and  dry  as  compared 
with  the  prices  of  last  year.

16.  Ryots'  holdinq. — ^The  Ryots'  holding  at  the  beginning  of  the  Fusly  amounted  to  Acres 
4,63,476,  assessed  at  Rupees  13,21,140.  If  from  the  above  figures  the  relinquishments  and 
transfers  of  the  year  be  deducted,  and  the  lands  newly  taken  up  this  year  on  Durkhasts,  &c.,  be 
added,  the  net  holding  of  the  year  amounts  to  Acres  4,83,809,  assessed  at  Rupees  13,59,222,  or 
Acres  20,333,  assessed  at  Rupees  38,082,  more  than  the  net  holding  of  last  year.  This  increase 
is  chiefly  owing  to  certain  villages  (24  in  number)  which  were  hitherto  held  on  annual  rents  having 
been  brought  under  Ryotwar  Settlement  this  year.  The  holding  in  those  villages  alone  amounted 
to  Acres  14,639,  assessed  at  Rupees  39,105,  out  of  a  total  arable  ayacut  of  Acres  18,721,  assessed 
at  Rupees  47,351. 

17.  The  following  abstract  exhibits  in  one  view  the  Ryots'  holding  at  the  beginning  of  the 
jear,  and  subsequent  fluctuation  as  compared  with  similar  details  of  the  previous  Fusly,  including 
Fassal  and  Teerwah  jasti: — 
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18.  The  Board  will  observe  from  the  above  extract  that  the.  area  relinquished  this  year  con- 
sists of  Acres  15,527,  assessed  at  Eupees  26,413,  or  8,410  Acres,  assessed  at  Rupees  16,612,  less 
than  the  relinquishments  of  the  previous  Fu8ly,v  a  result  partly  attributable  to  the  ryots  having 
entertained,  according  to  the  Hindu  tradition,  sanguine  hopes  that  the  famine  of  last  year,  (the 
last  year  of  the  Hindu  Cycle  of  60  years,)  would  be  succeeded  by  a  favourable  season.  This  belief, 
however,  was  not  acted  upon  soon  enough  to  influence  the  dry  cultivation.  It  is  also  due  to  the 
promised  reduction  in  the  assessment  of  Manawari  Nunjah  lands.  The  very  small  reduction  of  rates 
eventually  sanctioned  led  to  much  disappointment,  and  to  the  relinquishment  of  much  land  at  the 
Jummahbundy.  Mr.  Fane  accepted  these  relinquishments,  though  out  of  the  prescribed  time,  as  a 
special  case,  as  he  was  of  opinion  that  it  would  be  hard  to  make  Ryots  pay  for  lands  which  they 
did  not  cultivate  and  which  they  only  retained  in  the  expectation  of  a  liberal  reduction  of  assessment. 

19.  Revision  of  Manawari  assessment. — ^The  Board  are  aware  that  in  resetting  these 
Manawari  lands  the  principle  adopted  was  as  follows: — ^These  lands  which  had  previously  been 
classed  as  Nunjah  were  all  transferred  to  the  head  of  Punjab,  charged  with  the  rat6  of  Teerwah 
according  to  the  new  scale  sanctioned  by  Government. 

20.  By  this  process  although  a  slight  reduction  in  assessment  took  place,  they  were  removed 
from  the  Nunjah  class  and  debarred  from  participating  in  the  remission  which  they  had  formerly 
received  whenever  they  were  left  waste  from  want  of  water.  They  were,  in  fact,  placed  in  a  far  less 
favourable  position  than  before.  In  illustration  of  this,  I  may  state  that  the  ''waste  charged*'  in 
Manawari  lands  during  the  past  year,  owing  to  their  being  classed  as  Punjab,  amounted  to  Rupees 
15,286,  all  of  which  might  have  been  remitted  had  they  remained  under  Nunjah.  Some  revision 
of  the  Settlement  appears  certainly  to  be  called  for,  although  my  short  experience  in  the  Distriet 
makes  me  somewhat  diffident  in  recommending  it. 

21.  Actual  cultivation. — ^The  extent  of  actual  cultivation  during  the  year  under  all  heads 
was  Acres  394,925,  assessed  at  Rupees  11,80,744,  which  is  more  than  the  actual  cultivation  of  the 
previous  year  by  Acres  17,560,  assessed  at  Rupees  45,273.  This  increase,  as  will  be  seen  from  the 
Abstract  Statement  appended  above,  occurs  under  the  head  "dry, "  but  is  only  nominal.  The  season 
for  dry  cultivation  this  year  having  been  particularly  unfavourable,  the  area  under  such  cultivation 
was  necessarily  smaller  than  in  the  previous  year;  but  the  apparent  increase  under  the  head  **dry'* 
is  owing  to  the  Manawari  Nunjah  lands  in  the  District  having  been  transferred  to  Punjab  although 
Paddy  crops  only  are  raised  on  them. 

22.  The  actual  area  on  which  dry  crops  were  sown  this  year,  including  the  cultivation  in  the 
twenty- four  villages  which  were  recently  brought  under  Ryotwar  Settlement,  amounted  to  Acres 
140,749,  assessed  at  Rupees  1,95,359,  which  is  more  than  the  extent  under  dry  cultivation  last 
year  by  Acres  3,544,  assessed  at  Rupees  1,559,  and  1,144  Acres,  bearing  an  assessment  of  Rupees 
4,888,  less  than  the  area  under  similar  cultivation  last  year,  if  the  twenty-four  villages  be  omitted 
from  the  accounts  of  both  years.  The  nature  of  the  season  is  quite  sufficient  without  any  other 
cause  to  account  for  the  defalcation. 

23.  The  area  sown  with  wet  crops  this  year  amounts  to  Acres  254,176,  bearing  an  assessment 
of  Rupees  9,85,384,  or  Acres  14,016,  assessed  at  Rupees  43,713,  more  than  the  area  under  similar 
cultivation  last  year.  This  increase  is,  as  already  observed,  partly  owing  to  the  twenty-four  villages 
hitherto  held  on  annual  rents  having  been  brought  under  Ryotwar  Settlement  this  year,  and  more 
particularly  to  the  favourable  character  of  the  season  for  wet  crops.  In  the  twenty-four  villages 
above  referred  to,  the  area  under  wet  cultivation  amounted  to  Acres  5, 690,  assessed  at  Rupees  22, 744. 
The  Nunjah  cultivation  in  the  District  would  have  been  still  more  extensive  had  the  rains  fallen  a 
little  earlier. 

24.  Waste  chabged. — ^The  extent  of  waste  on  which  assessment  has  been  charged  this  year 
was  Acres  78,796,  assessed  at  Rupees  1,45,657,  or  Rupees  84,537  more  than  the  amount  similarly 

charged  last  year.     Of  the  above  sum  (Rupees 
^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^"^^^  1,45,657)  the  charge  on  dry  w^ste  including 

Ifanawari  iT^unjah  lands  recently  transferred  to 
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Punjah  amounted  to  Rupees  92,461  on  an  area  of  Acres  61,372.  The  largest  amount  under  this 
latter  head  occurs  in  the  Madurantakam  talook  which  has  large  tracts  of  dry  land  a^id  which 
are  always  sown  with  Varagu  and  with  no  other  crop.  They  were  lefk  waste  partly  owing  to  their 
being  required  to  be  left  fallow  every  alternate  year,  and  partly  owing  to  the  failure  of  rain  in  due 
time.  It  was  always  usual  in  former  years  to  remit,  the  assessment  on  lands  left  fallow  in  this 
manner;  but  in  the  year  under  report,  it  was  charged  with  reference  to  the  notices  previously  pub- 
*  lished  by  Mr.  Fane  on  the  subject  and  the  Board's  Standing  Orders  dated  1st  November  1865, 
No.  137.  This  step  was  complained  of  as  a  very  great  hardship,  but  there  can  be  no  question  of 
the  propriety  of  the  measure  nor  any  reason  for  treating  Punjah  lands*  differently  in  this  District

that  the  change  happened  to  be  introduced  in  a 
year  so  unfavourable  for  Punjah  crops. 

25.  The  extent  of  Nunjah  waste  on  which  assessment  has  been  charged  this  year  is  Acres 
17,424,  assessed  at  Rupees  53,196,  which  is  greater  than  the  amount  charged  on  similar  waste  last 
year  by  Rupees  33,903.  This  charge  was  made  either  on  the  ground  of  neglect  on  the  part  of  the 
Ryots,  or  on  the  ground  that  they  retained  a  larger  extent  of  land  in  the  Puttahs  than  they  were  able 
to  cultivate  and  refused  to  relinquish  the  surplus. 

26.  Waste  remitted. — ^The  amount  of  remissions  granted  this  year  on  waste  is  Rupees 
32,820,  of  which  Rupees  2,055  consist  of  remissions  granted  on  dry  waste  in  the  twenty-four 
villages  in  which  the  Ryotwary  Settlement  was  introduced  late  this  year,  long  after  the  cultivation 
season  had  passed. 

27.  The  extent  of  Nunjah  waste  on  which  remission  had  to  be  given  this  year  was  Acres  9, 090, 
assessed  at  Rupees  30,765.  This  is  owing  either  to  the  disrepair  of  the  tanks  on  their  having 
breached  during  the  monsoon,  or  to  the  tank  not  being  large  enough  to  supply  the  entire  Ayacut 
under  it. 

28.  In  paragraph  17  of  the  last  year's  report,  Mr.  Fane  stated  that  all  Totacal  lands  had  been 
included  under  the  head  Punjah  whether  irrigated  or  not  in  Statement  No.  3,  as  there  were  no  data 
then  in  the  office  to  distinguish  those  irrigated  from  Government  sources  of  irrigation  from  the 
others.  The  necessary  information  on  this  point  having  been  obtained  this  year  from  the  talooks, 
Buchi  of  the  Garden  lands  as  are  irrigated  from  Government  sources  of  irrigation  have  this  year  been 
included  under  the  head  Nunjah,  and  those  drawing  no  water  from  Government  works  of  irrigation 
retained  under  the  head  Punjah  as  in  last  year.    The  lands  so  transferred,  after  due  inquiry,  from

29.  The  difficulties  experienced  last  year  in  making  certain  Road  Cess  items  of  last  Fusly  in 
Columns  52  and  55  to  agree  have  been  removed  by  the  introduction  of  Act  No.  III.  of  1864.  This 
difficulty  still  exists  in  regard  to  Merahs  in  Columns  53  and  56  owing  to  the  absence  of  any  uniform 
system  for  calculating  these  dues. 

30.  Enclosure  A., Statement  No.  3 — ^Ryots  holdings  at  the  commencembnt  op  the  Fuslt, 
AND  the  subsequent  ALTERATIONS. — ^This  Statement  requires  but  very  few  remarks.  The  fluctua- 
tions in  the  holdings,  actual  cultivation,  &c.,  of  this  year  having  been  explained  above,  the  only  item 
which  seems  to  require  any  explanation  at  all  is  the  increase  that  is  to  be  seen  in  the  holding  of 
the  Ryots  under  the  head  ''Punjab"  and  a  corresponding  decrease  under  the  head  "Nunjah," 
This  is  owing  to  the  Manawari  Nunjah  lands  hitherto  treated  in  the  accounts  as  Nunjah  and  Entered 
as  such  in  the  accounts  having  been  now  transferred  to  the  head  Punjah  with  a  reduction  also  in 
the  rate  of  assessment. 

31.  Enclosure  B.  in  Statement  No.  3 — ^Cultivation  of  Suqarcanb,  Cotton,  and  Inoioo^ — 
The  marginal  Statement  exhibits  the  area  cultivated  with  special  products.  The  cultivation  under 
Sugarcane  is  about  the  same  as  in  the  last  year.  That  under  Cotton  crops  has  materially  fallen 
off.  It  is  only  a  natural  result  of  the  scarcity  of  food  that  the  growth  of  special  crops  should  be 
abandoned  in  favour  of  food-producing  grains.  However,  the  soil  of  the  District  is  not  generally 
favourable  for  the  growth  of  Cotton.  The  falling  off  in  Indigo  is  slight,  and  may  be  attributed  to 
the  same  cause. 
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32.  EscLOsuEE  C.  IN  Statement  No.  3— Lands  held  on  PiioaREssivB  Cowle. — Lands  held 
on  Progressive  Cowle  up  to  the  end  of  the  last  year  amounted  to  Acres  703  assessed  at  Rupees  969, 
of  which  44  Acres,  assessed -at  Rupees  88,  have  been  since  abandoned,  and  Acres  208,  assessed  at 
Rupees  326,  have  been  charged  with  full  assessment.  Deducting  therefore  the  two  latter  items 
from  the  Cowle  holding  of  last  year,  there  remains  Acres  456,  assessed  at  Rupees  555,  still  held  on 
those  terms.  If  to  the  above  is  added  the  extent  given  pn  similar  terms  this  year  the  total  Cowle 
holding  in  Fusly  1276  amounts  to  Acres  469,  bearing  an  assessment  of  Rupees  589.  If  again  from 
the  above  amounts  the  Cowle  and  Waste  remission  of  the  year  be  deducted,  the  net  Cowle  beriz  of 
the  year  amounts  to  Rupees  281. 

33.  The  following  is  the  Comparative  Abstract  Statement  showing  the  cultivation  beriz  as 
determined  at  the  Settlement :—

35.  Chembrambakam  tank  is  the  largest  in  the  District.  Its  chief  sources  of  supply  are  from 
the  Cortillar  anient  at  Eesavaram,  and  the  Coovam  anient  at  Korattur.  It  also  receives  the  surplus 
from  the  Stripcrumadur  tank  and  the  local  drainage  of  a  large  tract  of  country. 

36.  The  tank  at  Ambathur  depends  entirely  upon  the  local  rains  and  the  surface  drainage  <^ 
the  country  around,  and  therefore  it  very  rarely  fills.  In  fact,  it  has  not  received  its  full  supply 
during  the  last  five  or  six  years.    Even  this  year  the  supply  was  not  quite  complete. 

37.  The  tank  at  the  Red  Hills  is  dependent  on  the  surface  drainage  of  the  country  and  Buchi- 
kal,  a  jungle  stream,  which  has  its  rise  to  the  north  of  Trivellore;  in  future,  it  will  be  supplied  from 
the  Cortillar. 

38.  The  tank  at  Madurantakam  is  fed  by  Eiliyar  river,  while  that  of  Uttramallur  is  fed  by  the 
Cheyar  river. 

39.  The  tanks  at  Damal,  Striperumadur,  and  Coovam  are  fed  by  the  Elambakal  channel  which 
brings  the  surplus  water  of  the  Kawaripak  tank.  This  channel  also  feeds  many  other  minor  tanks 
in  the  District,  but  the  beriz  under  them  are  less  than  Rupees  5,000.  - 

40.  The  tank  at  Manimangalum  is  fed  by  a  Madugu  at  Gunduperumbedu  east  of  Maniman* 
galum,  while  the  tank  at  Tennari  is  fed  by  a  similar  Madugu  commonly  known  as  Eutharaikal- 
pallam  on  the  west  of  Striperumadur  and  the  surplus  water  of  the  tanks  at  Yenadur  and  Koneri- 
kuppam.  The  tank  at  Chinnambedu  is  fed  by  the  Araniyanathi,  or  the  river  which  runs  by 
Ponneri. 

41.  In  the  absence  of  any  specific  definition  of  the  term  "principal  sources  of  Irrigation" 
in  the  6oard*s  Memorandum,  dated  14th  August  1866,  I  have  entered  all  tanks'  yielding  more 
than  5,000  Rupees  in  the  Statement.  To  these  might  be  added  the  Kambakal  and  Bangaru  chan- 
nels by  which  many  of  the  tanks  are  fed,  as,  however,  they  have  no  distinct  Ayacut,  and  these  streams 
are  not  continuous  enough  to  afibrd  irrigation  without  the  aid  of  tanks  to  act  on  reservoirs;  I  have 
not  brought  them  into  the  list. 

42.  The  extension  of  the  Red  Hills  and  Sholavaram  tanks  to  four  reservoirs  for  the  supply  of 
the  town  of  Madras  with  water,  enable  the  cultivation  under  them  to  be  much  increased. 

43.  The  tanks  in  this  District  generally  are  reported  to  be  in  great  need  of  repiur,  but  with 
f^  more  liberal  allotment  for  repairs  in  future  years  it  is  hoped  they  will  soon  be  remedied. 
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44.  BuiNBD  TANKS. — Aa  regards  the  number  of  rained  tanks  made  over  to  Byots  to  be 
repaired  at  their  expense,  I  beg  to  state  that  since  the  date  of  Mr.  Fane's  report  no  application 
whatever  has  been  received,  though  the  terms  under  which  the  tanks  are  to  be  made  over  are  pretty 
well  understood  by  the  people. 

45.  Statement  No.  3,  Enclosure  A— Amani  village. — ^There  are  no  villages  under  this 
tenure  in  this  District  at  present,  excepting  Roshanbaugh  and  Homes*  Oarden;  these  are  managed 
bj  the  Farm  Committee,  and  the  revenue  derived  from  them  is  not  credited  to  the  accounts  of  this 
District,  so  that  th^y  cannot  properly  be  brought  into  the  Statement. 

46.  Statement  No.  4— Bbmissions. — ^The  marginal  Statement  details  the  remissions  on  sun- 
dry items  of  revenue,  those  on  waste  being  entered  in  Statement  No.  3,  and  already  accounted  for 
fully. 

47.  Under  the  head  *'  Occasional  remission,"  there  is  a  net  decrease  of  Rupees  35,170,  which 
is  owing  to  no  remissions  having  been  granted  this  year  on  account  of  Shavi  or  partial  loss  of  crops. 
The  decrease  under  the  head  ''TeerwahXummee"  is  due  to  the  following  circumstances:  the  first 
class  Punjab  assessment  of  the  village  had  been  collected  on  certain  highly  assessed  Manawari 
Nunjah  lands  as  a  special  case  for  the  last  few  years  pending  the  final  orders  of  Government  on 
the  subject  of  revising  the  Manawari  Nunjah  rates  throughout  the  District.  This  revision  having 
been  carried  out  during  this  year  according  to  a  scale  of  rates  furnished  by  Government,  there  was 
no  alternative  but  to  apply  the  new  scale  of  rates  to  these  lands  also,  the  effect  of  which  has  been 
to  raise  the  assessment  almost  to  the  original  Teerwah,  (6  Rupees  per  Gawny).  The  application 
of  the  new  scale  of  rates  has  been  looked  in  as  a  great  hardship,  and  in  one  instance  the  Byot 
appears  to  have  gone  to  considerable  expense  in  improving  the  land  and  sinking  wells  therein, 
firmly  believing,  as  he  states,  that  he  would  not  have  to  pay  more  than  the  highest  dry  rate  of  the 
village.    On  this  subject  I  propose  addressing  the  Board  separately. 

48.  The  increase  (Rupees  4,187)  under  the  head  of  "fixed  remission"  is  owing  to  an  increase 
in  the  area  held  under  the  Tope  rules,  as  also  to  remissions  made  in  the  second  crop  charge,  owing 
to  the  Ryots  having  used  the  water  of  private  wells  to  raise  such  crop. 

49.  Statement  No.  5.— Demand  Collection,  and  Balance  under  the  head  Mmcellane- 
QjjQ^ ^Xhe  marginal  Statement  exhibits  the  Demand,  Collection,  and  Balance  under  the  head  *'  Mis- 
cellaneous Revenue."  It  will  be  seen  that  the  demand  under  the  head  **Land  Revenue  Miscel- 
laneous" this  year  amounts  to  Rupees  1,56,909,  being  a  net  decrease  of  Rupees  7,544  in  the  similar 
demand  of  the  previous  Fusly  which  is  rather  apparent  than  real,  and  is  owing  to  the  twenty-four 
unassessed  villages  hitherto  under  the  rental  system  of  management  having  been  assessed  this 
year,  and  their  revenue  transferred  to  the  head  "Ryotwar." 

50.  A  few  only  of  the  component  items  of  the  "Miscellaneous  Land  Revenue"  in  which  the 
fluctuations  are  somewhat  congiderable  call  for  remark.

51.  There  is  an  increase  of  Rupees  8,358  under  the  head  of  cultivation  not  included  in 
Jummahbundy  which  is  chiefly  owing  to  the  lateness  of  the  monsoon.  Similarly  there  is  an  increase 
of  Rupees  2,793  under  the  head  ••Chunam  shell  rent."  The  reason  of  this  increase  is  that  there 
has  been  great  demand  and  competition  in  the  market  this  year  for  chunam.    The  increase  of 
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Rupees  3,709  under  the  head  "  other  items*'  is  chiefly  owing  to  the  following  causes;  first,  that  a 
large  number  of  certificate  for  house  property  have  been  issued  in  Madras,  and  the  fees  thereon 
have  been  proportionately  larger  this  year;  2iidly,  that  the  remains  of  the  debris  of  the  old  ram- 
part wall  of  the  Madras  Town  were  sold  this  year  and  the  proceeds  carried  to  account;  thirdly,  that 
certain  **Kaval  Merah"  collections  hitherto  erroneously  credited  to  the  head  ''Inam  Jody"  in  the 
Madurantakam  and  Conjeveram  talooks  have  been  transferred  to  the  head  *'  Miscellaneous' '  I^ib 
year;  and  lastly,  that  a  larger  sum  has  been  collected  and  brought  to  account  this  year  out  of 
irrecoverable  arrears  previously  recommended  to  be  written  oflrthe  accounts* 

52.  There  is  a  decrease  of  Rupees  859  under  the  head  ^'  Quit-rent"  and  "Ground-rent'*  in 
Madras,  which  is  owing  to  certain  lands  hitherto  paying  ground-rent  on  the  beach  at  Madras  having^ 
been  transferred  to  the  charge  of  the  Municipality.  The  decrease  (Rupees  21,279)  under  the  head  of 
Revenue  from  rented  villages  is  attributable  to  Ryotwari  Settlement  having  been  introduced  in  the 
twenty-four  villages  hitherto  held  on  rental  tenure.  The  decrease  of  Rupees  480  under  the  head 
of  Tax  on  trees  on  unassessed  land  is  simply  owing  to  that  sum  having  been  hitherto  erroneously 
credited  to  that  head  instead  of  Ryotwar  Land  Revenue,  the  amount  being  collections  not  on  the 
number  of  trees  but  on  the  acreage  of  the  land. 

53.  The  fluctuations  under  the  heads  Abkarri,  Salt,  and  Miscellaneous  are  not  only  trifling,  but 
are  of  ordinary  occurrence.     They,  therefore,  call  for  no  particular  explanation. 

64.    Statement  No.  6— Demand,  Collection,  and  Balance  of  Zemindaeibs,  Muttahs,  &c. 
PoLiPATS,  Ac— The  marginal  Statement  exhibits  the  current  Demand,  Collection,  and  Balance 
including  the  arrears  of  previous  Fuslies  of  permanently  settled  estates,  Shrotriem  and  Inam 
villages  and  villages  held  on  Kayam  Puttah  or  permanent  lease  and  rents  held  on  a  lease  of  thirty 
years. 

55.  The  entire  demand  for  the  year  on  the  several  kinds  of  tenures  above  referred  to  amounts 
to  Rupees  1,88,728,  which  is  Rupees  21,164  less  than  the  beriz  under  similar  tenures  in  last  Fudy. 
The  reason  of  this  decrease  is  to  be  found  in  the  transfer  of  the  revenue  derived  from  the  twenty- 
four  villages  referred  to  in  paragraph  52  of  this  report  to  the  head  **  Ryotwar." 

56.  The  demand  against  Jari  Muttahs  alone  amounts  to  Rupees  1,06,509,  or  the  same  as  last 
year,  while  that  under  the  Shrotriems  and  Inam  villages  amounts  to  Rupees  77,236,  which  is  more 
than  the  demand  of  last  year  by  Rupees  114  and  Rupees  10,942  more  than  the  old  Jodi.  The 
increase  of  Rupees  114  in  the  Jodi,  as  compared  with  the  Jodi  of  last  year,  is  simply  owing  to  further 
enfranchisement. 

57.  The  villages  entered  under  the  head  of  '*  Rents  for  more  than  one  year, "  are  all  held  on 
Kayam  Pattah  or  permanent  lease  with  the  exception  of  one  village  only,  viz.,  Puttur,  which  latter 
is  held  on  a  lease  of  thirty  years,  at  the  end  of  which  it  is  to  revert  to  Government.  Timma- 
samudram,  one  of  the  villages  entered  in  the  Statement  under  the  head  of  **  rent  for  more  than  a 
year,"  was  originally  given  on  Sasvatha  Izara  tenure,  but  as  an  endowment  to  a  Chuttrum  on  the 
western  Trunk  Road.  This  village  having  been  settled  by  the  Inam  Commission,  and  a  Title-deed 
issued  by  that  Department  though  without  any  change  in  the  original  Jodi,  it  is  for  the  Board  to 
determine  whether  the  rent  derived  from  this  village  should  not  be  carried  to  account  under  the 
head  of  Shrotriem  and  Inam  Jodi, 
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68.  Statwtbnt  No.  7— Cobbbnt  Dbuand. — The  aggregate  demand  of  this  year  from  all 
sources  amounts  to  Rupees  53,73,964,  or  Rupees  3,78,412  more  than  the  demand  of  last  year,  as 
will  be  seen  from  the  subjoined  comparative  abstract: —

59.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  aWe  abstract  that  the  Land  Revenue  demand  this  year  amounts 
to  Rupees  17,17,398,  being  a  net  increase  of  Rupee8*l,54,000  over  the^Land  Revenue  beriz  of  last 
year.  This  increase  is  derived  from  an  increase  in  the  actual  cultivation  of  the  year,  and  charges 
made  on  iraste  lands,  as  also  from  the  remissions  of  the  year  under  other  heads  having  been 
smaller. 

60.  Abeabbt. — The  decrease  of  Rupees  9,751  under  the  head  Abkarry,  is  owing  to  a  falling 
off  in  the  sale  of  arrack  in  Madras  in  consequence  of  the  famine  of  last  year. 

61.  Salt. — ^The  Salt  revenue  exhibits  an  increase  of  Rupees  2,51,779  over  last  year,  which  is 
owing  to  salt  having  been  sold  throughout  the  year  at  the  enhanced  rate,  as  also  to  a  much  larger

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The  irhole  qaaatity  of  salt  received  into  store  daring  the  year  including  the  balance  of  stock 
in  hand  at  the  beginning  of  the  Fualy  amounts  to  MauncU  40,59,049,  or  86,836  Maunds  more  than 
the  storage  of  last  year.  This  increase  is  owing  to  the  manufacture  in  the  Northern  pans  baring 
been  larger  this  year  in  order  to  meet  the  rapidly  growing  demand  that  there  is  for  salt  from  the 
Districts  abroad.  No  salt  was  manufactured  on  the  Southern  pans  this  year  excepting  at  one  sta- 
tion, riz.,  Kelambakam.  This  was  owing  to  the  large  quantity  of  salt  in  store  in  the  several  Salt 
Depdts  at  Govelong,  Gheyur,  and  at  Homes'  Garden.  The  salt  manufactured  in  the  Southern  pans 
is  of  very  superior  quality,  but  unfortunately,  owing  to  the  break  in  the  canal,  it  cannot  be  placed 
in  stare  at  the  Madras  Kottar  and  made  available  for  inland  transactions  by  rail.  ^ 

63.  The  exportation  of  salt  this  year  by  sea  amounts  to  Maunds  2,08,343,  or  5,38,487  Maunds 
less  than  the  quantity  exported  last  year.  This  decrease  is  owing  to  Messrs.  Arbuthnot  and  Co. 
having  purchased  a  very  large  quantity  of  salt  at  once  last  year  for  Bengal  where  the  demand  for 
salt  was  then  very  great  owing  to  the  damage  done  to  the  salt  in  store  by  the  cyclone  at  the  latter 
end  of  1864. 


64.  The  amount  of  Kudiwaram  paid  for  salt  this  year  was  Rupees  2, 06, 895,  or  Rupees  28, 772 
less  than  the  Kudiwaram  paid  last  year.  This  is  owing  to  the  manufacture  having  been  confined 
this  year  to  the  Northern  pans  where  the  rate  of  Kudiwaram  is  much  smaller  than  it  is  in  the  soath. 
In  the  former  stations  it  is  only  Rupees  10-9-7  per  garce,  whereas  in  the  Southern  pans  it  varies 
from  Rupees  6  to  Rupees  22  per  garce. 

65.  Storage  and  charges  of  establishment  amounted  this  year  to  Rupees  1,40,352,  and  this 
with  the  Kudiwaram  if  deducted  from  the  gross  revenue  the  net  revenue  from  salt  alone  acnounts 
to  Rupees  20,09,318,  or  Rupees  3,03,748  more  than  the  net  revenue  of  last  Fusly. 

66.  Staxp  Rivbhuk. — ^The  increase  of  Rupees 4,247  under  the  head  of  "Stamp  Revenue" 
may  be  ascribed  to  the  introduction  of  the  new  Stamp  Act  and  to  the  better  acquaintance  the  people 
have  of  late  acquired  of  the  provisions  of  Act  No.  X.  of  18t>2«  aa  also  to  greater  scrutiny  exercised 
in  bringing  to  light  the  evasions  of  Stamp  law,  and  dealing  with  them  as  provided  in  the  Penal 
Sections  of  the  law. 

67.  RiKABES  OH  THE  8TATI  OV  OOLLECTIONS  BOTH  C0BRBNT  AND  ABBRABS — EnCLOSUBB  B  TO 

Statbhbnt  No.  7.— The  collections  this  year  on  account  of  current  and  arrears  demand  amounted

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68.  Ebmabks'on  the  statb  of  the  collections  on  account  of  current  revenue. —Out  of 
an  aggregate  demand  of  Bapees  53,73,964,  the  collections  within  the  Fusly  amounted  to  Rupees 
60,96,206,  or  95  per  cent,  of  the  demand,  leaving  a  balance  of  Rupees  2,77,759,  or  five  per  cent, 
to  be  collected.  This  latter  balance  was,  however,  reduced  to  Rupees  78,623  by  the  end  of  Sep- 
tember last,  in  other  words  the  balance  on  the  1st  October  amounted  to  1^  per  c^nt.  of  the  demand 
while  in  the  previous  year  the  balance  on  the  above  date  was  two  per  cent. 

69.  The  bulk  of  the  balance  appertains  to  Land  Revenue,  and  is  made  up  of  the  following 
items: —

70.  The  collections  under  thohead  Ryotwar  are  far  better  than  in  the  last  year,  notwithstand- 
ing an  increase  of  Rupees  1,61,431  in  the  demand.  The  operations  of  the  Arrears  Recovery  Act, 
No.  II.  of  1864,  has  tended  greatly  to  produce  this  result. 

71.  The  greater  portion  of  the  balance  (Rupees  4,897)  under  ''Permanent  Settlement"  is 
due  by  the  Tiruvur  Muttah  in  the  Trivellore  talook.  I  have  sent  stringent  orders  to  the  Tahsildar 
of  that  talook  as  well  as  to  Chingleput  and  Madurantakam,  who  have  also  small  balances  in  their 
talooks  under  that  head  either  to  collect  them  forthwith  or  to  take  legal  steps  for  the  recovery. 

72.  The  balance  under  the  head  Shortriem  occurs  in  all  the  talooks,  and  chiefly  owing  to  the 
non-distribution  of  Title-deeds  to  the  Inamdars.  There  is  no  probability  of  this  portion  of  the 
balance  being  adjusted  in  the  accounts  for  some  time  to  come,  as  the  distribution  of  Title-deeds  has 
lately  been  suspended  under  the  orders  of  the  Inam  Commissioner, 

73.  Of  the  balance  of  Rupees  32,636  under  the  bead  **  Miscellaneous,"  a  sum  of  Rupees 
16,239  appertains  to  Madras  Town  and  its  suburbs  being  the  quit-rent  and  ground-rent  due  on  land 
and  houses  in  Madras.  Hitherto,  the  collecting  officers  had  considerable  difficulties  to  contend  with 
in  collecting  the  land  revenue  within  the  High  Court  limits  owing  to  the  defective  state  of  the  law 
under  cover  of  which  the  land  holders  often  evaded  payment  of  the  just  dues  of  Government.  Now 
that  these  defects  have  been  removed  by  Act  No.  VI.  of  1867,  which  renders  each  property 
answerable  for  the  debt  on  it,  I  hope  that  from  next  year  there  will  be  no  difficulty  in  collecting 
the  revenue. 

74.  The  remainder  of  the  balance  under  the  head  Miscellaneous  appertains  to  t^^e  Ghinglepi^t 
District  proper,  and  is  now  in  course  of  realization  by  coercive  means, 

75.  Statement  No.  8 — Collections  on  account  op  old  Arbeaes. — The  demand  at  the 
beginning  of  the  Fusly  under  all  heads  on  account  of  arrears  amounted  to  Rupees  3,71,609;  if  from 
this  amount  be  deducted  Rupees  13,902-4-7,  written  oflF  the  accounts  in  the  Demand,  Collection,  and 
Balance  Statement  for  April  Ij^st  un4er  the  head  qf  Land  Revenue,  as  per  sanction  of  Government

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amount  a  sum  of  Rupees  19,916-6-6  was  recommended  in  the  last  Jummahbondy  report  to  be 
written  off  the  accounts,  for  which  sanction  has  not  as  yet  been  accorded,  so  that  the  real  balaiMia 
ihat  needs  being  accounted  for  is  Rupees  1,01,162-4-2.  Of  this  amount,  a  sum  of  Rqpeei

70.  The  small  balance  of  Rupees  60-6-4  is  outstanding  against  certain  Muttahs  in  the  Saida- 
pet  and  Chingleput  talooks,  the  Tahsildars  of  which  have  been  required  to  collect  it  at  once. 

77.  The  balance  of  Rupees  2,372-9-5  is  attributable  to  the  reason  assigned  in  paragraph  72 
of  this  report  as  an  explanation  for  the  current  balance  under  head  *'  Inam  Jodi." 

78.  As  regards  the  arrears  under  the  heads  **  Ryotwar"  and  **  Miscellaneous,"  I  beg  to 
state  that  a  considerable  portion  appears  to  be  irrecoverable  though  from  some  confusion  and  want 
of  agroemcnt  between  the  Talook  and  Village  Accounts  I  am  unable  at  present  to  state  definitely 
what  amount  is  really  irrecoverable.  A  careful  scrutiny  is,  however,  being  made  into  the  Talook 
Accounts,  and  I  hope  to  address  the  Board  separately  on  the  subject  at  an  early  date.  At  present, 
it  would  seem  the  confusion  is  owing  to  neglect  on  the  part  of  the  Talook  authorities  in  having  failed 
to  credit  the  collections  to  their  proper  heads.  As  regards  such  portion  of  the  old  arrears  the 
recovery  of  which  is  not  open  to  any  doubt,  property  is  in  course  of  being  attached  and  will  be  sold 
in  due  course. 

79.  The  number  of  cases  in  which  coercive  process  had  to  be  employed  this  year  was  7,460, 
and  the  amount  for  the  recovery  of  which  such  measures  were  adopted  was  Rupees  1,35,374.  The 
yalue  of  property  both  personal  and  real  attached  this  year  amounted  to  Rupees  1,53,420,  while  the 
sale  proceeds  of  the  property  actually  sold  amounted  only  to  Rupees  29,621,  or  Rupees  4,702  less 
than  the  value  of  property  sold  last  year. 

80.  Statement  No.  9. — Geoss  Collections  and  Charges. — ^The  gross  collections  this  year 
from  all  sources  amounted  to  Rupees  52,61,927,  which  gives  a  gross  increase  of  Rupees  3,34,224 
over  a  gross  decrease  of  2,26,947,  the  result  being  a  net  increase  of  Rupees  1,07,277.  The  increase 
as  already  remarked  has  been  derived  chiefly  from  salt.  Similarly  there  is  a  decrease  in  the  charges 
incurred  this  year  to  the  extent  of  Rupees  1,80,629,  against  an  increase  of  Rupees  19,643,  which 
gives  a  net  decrease  in  the  charges  of  the  year  of  Rupees  1,60,986  over  the  charges'  of  the  past 
Fusly ;  in  other  words  the  per-^entage  of  charges  to  the  collections  is  Rupees  13|.  If  the  charges 
be  deducted  from  the  collections,  the  net  revenue  of  the  year  amounts  to  Rupees  45,31,957,  or  86i 
per  cent. 

81.  The  fluctuations  under  a  few  of  the  heads  being  somewhat  considerable,  I  will  offers 
few  remarks  as  to  the  cause  of  such  increase.  Tinder  the  head  **  Refund  of  Revenue"  subordinate 
to  Land  Revenue  charges,  there  is  a  decrease  of  Rupees  11,702;  this  is  owing  to  refunds  on  accomit 
of  revenue  collections  in  excess  of  the  real  demand  having  been  greater  last  year  than  this  year, 
consequent  on  the  charges  made  in  Fusly  1273  on  Nunjah  Bunjer,  a  portion  of  which  was  subse- 
quently remitted  under  the  orders  of  Government. 

82.  The  increase  of  Rupees  3,412  under  the  head  of  Salaries  of  Collectors  and  Sub-Collectm, 
4c.,  is  owing  to  there  having  been  two  Assistants  employed  in  the  District  throughout  the  year,  as 
also  to  an  increase  in  the  deputation  allowance  paid  this  year.    The  increase,  Rupees  4,891,  under 
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the  head  Huzur  and  talook  establishment,  is  owing  to  the  establishment,  baring  been  paid  through* 
out  the  year  at  the  higher  rate  of  pay,  while  in  the  preyious  year  the  enhanced  rate  of  pay  was  only 
paid  for  a  period  of  eight  months. 

83.  The  decrease  of  Rupees  1,04,132  in  the  charge  under  the  head  Abkarry  is  owing  to  a 
large  quantity  of  Columbo  arrack  having  been  purchased  last  year  for  the  purpose  of  having  a 
stock  in  reserve  so  as  to  render  the  Government  quite  independent  of  the  trade,  whereas  this  year 
there  was  no  occasion  for  ^uch  purchase. 

84.  The  increase  of  Rupees  2,G09  under  the  head  Salt  establishment  charge,  is  owing  to  the 
pay  of  some  of  the  Superintendents  of  the  salt  stations  north  of  Madras,  and  of  some  of  the  office 
servants  at  the  Madras  Kottar,  having  been  -raised  this  Fusly.  The  decrease  of  Rupees  28,772 
under  the  head  **PHirchase  of  the  salt  manufacturer's  share,"  is  owing  to  the  manufacture  this  year 
having  been  confined  chiefly  to  the  northern  pans  where  the  rate  of  Kudiwaram  is  considerably 
lower  than  the  rates  prevailing  in  the  southern  pans.  The  decrease  of  Rupees  12,699  under  the 
head  Charges  for  conveying  and  storing  salt  is  owing  to  the  nearness  of  the  northern  pans  where  the 
salt  was  manufactured  this  year  to  Madras  and  to  the  consequent  cheaper  rate  at  which  salt  has 
been  transferred  to  that  Kottar.  The  decrease  of  Rupees  18,276  under  the  head  of  Charges  for 
exporting  salt  is  owing  to  a  falling  oflT  in  the  shipment  of  salt  for  foreign  ports  this  year.  The 
increase  of  Rupees  4,612  under  the  head  **  Salt  contingencies,"  is  simply  owing  to  the  transfer  of 
that  amount  from  the  head  Charges  for  conveying  and  storing  salt  to  which  it  has  hitherto  been  debited. 

85.  The  usual  salt  Statements  are  herewith  sent.  The  chief  points  regarding  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  Salt  revenue  and  the  causes  for  its  fluctuation  having  been  explained  in  the  previous 
part  of  the  report,  these  Statements  call  for  no  particular  remark  here. 

86.  The  village  accounts  were  examined  as  usual,  and  the  result  though  not  quite  satisfac- 
tory shows  a  great  improvement  over  past  years.  There  were  of  course  many  errors  and  other 
irregularities  in  preparing  the  accounts,  for  some  of  which  the  Curnums  were  fined.  In  gross  cases 
Cumums  were  punished  either  by  suspension  or  dismissals  from  office.  The  Curnums  in  this 
District  are,  as  a  rule,  very  illiterate  and  incompetent,  more  so  than  in  the  other  districts  with 
which  I  am  acquainted.  The  Sub-Collector  also  comments  on  the  inefficiency  of  this  class.  His 
remarks  as  regards  the  performance  of  the  duties  by  different  members  of  the  family  in  rotation  is 
not,  however,  applicable  to  the  principal  Division  of  the  District,  where  I  learn,  it  was  put  a  stop 
to  three  years  ago,  when  the  office  holders  were  all  registered  and  the  performance  of  duties  confined 
^  them.  Measures  will  be  taken  to  have  this  system  introduced  into  the  Sub  -Division  likewise. 
The  Account  Department  in  the  Huzoor  office  has  also  been  managed  satisfactorily.  The  accounts 
have  been  closely  scrutinized  from  time  to  time  by  the  Board's  Serishtadar  who  will  he'able  to  beiur 
^timony  a.^  to  the  manner  they  have  been  kept  during  the  year. 

67.  The  Returns  of  landed  property  rendered  by  public  servants  do  not  exhibit  any  material 
fluctuations  in  their  holdings.  The  only  officer  that  appears  to  have  acquired  any  landed  prc^^y 
during  the  year  is  the  Tahsildar  of  Ponnari,  and  the  extent  of  which  is  Cawnies  28-4-12,  assessed  at 
Rupees  18-11-7.  The  property  is  situated  in  the  talook  of  Ponnari  itself.  The  land  appears  to 
l^  planted  with  fruit  imd  timber  trees  of  sorts. 

88.      QuiKQXTBNNIAIi  STATEMENT    A,    SHOWINa    THE   VILLAQES  HSIiD  ON  VABI0X7S  'tAKUBSS  AND 

THEIR  OBOJ33  AYACX7T. — ^The  marginal  statement  shows  the  number  of  villages  and  hamlets  in  the 
District.  It  will  be  seen  from  this  statement  that  the  entries  as  regards  extent  in  square  miles  of 
the  villages  are  considerably  less  than  the  similar  particulars  given  in  the  last  Quinquennial 
Returns*    The  reason  of  this  is  that  since  the  last  Sti^tement  was  preparetd,  49  viUagep  comprising 
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the  Sfcriharicottah  division  were  transferred  to  the  Nellore  District  from  the  Ponnari  talook.  The 
de^^rease  in  the  number  of  villages  under  Ryotwar  Settlement  is  also  attributable  to  the  same  cauAC, 
although  some  twenty-four  villages  have  been  brought  under  Ryotwar  Settlement  and  two  small 
villages,  viz.,  Hissa  Pallaveram  and  Cowl  Bazaar,  both  of  which  formed  a  part  of  the  Pallaveram 
Cantonment  ground  once,  but  have  lately  been  given  up  by  the  Military  authorities.  The  reduc- 
tion of  twenty-five  villages  under  rents  as  compared  with  the  number  under  similar  tenure  in  1271 
is  attributable  to  twenty-four  of  the  villages  under  such  tenure  having  been  assessed  this  year,  and 
the  property  known  as  Roshanbangh  and  Homes*  Garden  being  treated  as  under  Amani  management. 
There  is  a  large  increase  (159)  in  the  number  of  hamlets  in  the  District,  and  which  is  rather  the 
result  of  careful  scrutiny  than  any  real  accession  to  the  number. 

89.  Enclosueb  B — Assessed  Ayacut  of  the  ^Village  as  distinguished  trom  the  gross 
Atacut  including  Pobambokb — ^This  statement  shows  the  Ayacut  of  the  District  Talookwar  as  distin- 
guishing that  belonging  to  Government  from  Inam.  The  total  Circar  arable  Ayacut  under  the 
heads  **  Dry''  and  "  Wet"  amounts  to  Acres  903,400,  assessed  at  Rupees  21,77,940.  This  is  by 
Acres  3,965  more  than  the  total  Ayacut  as  given  in  the  last  Quinquennial  Statement  of  Fusly  1271. 
This  increase  has  occurred  in  spite  of  the  forty-nine  villages  comprising  the  Striharricottah  Division 
having  been  transferred  to  the  Nellore  District  in  1863,  and  is  owing  to  the  assessed  Aya<;ut  of  the 
twenty-four  villages  hitherto  let  on  annual  leases  and  settled  this  year  on  the  principles  of  Ryotwary 
Settlement  having  a  larger  Ayacut  than  the  villages  made  over  to  Nellore.  The  dry  Ayacut  as 
entered  in  the  above  statement  is  by  Acres  117,319  more  than  the  similar  Ayacut  given  in  the  last 
Quinquennial  Statement,  while  the  Nunjah  Ayacut  is  less  by  Acres  113,354.  These  fluctuations  are 
owing  maiuly  to  the  transfer  of  Manawari  Nunjah  lands  to  the  head  Punjab,  and  to  the  twenty-four 
villages  above  alluded  to  having  been  settled  on  the  Ryotwary  principle  and  their  arable  area  brought 
to  account  in  this  statement. 

90.  The  large  decrease  of  Rupees  4,50,358  in  the  assessment  of  the  Nunjah  Ayacut,  as  com- 
pared with  the  assessment  given  in  the  last  Ayacut  retumj  is  attributable,  firstly,  to  the  reduction 
made  in  Fusly  1272  in  the  assessment  of  the  highly  assessed  Nunjah  lands ;  secondly,  to  the  doing 
away  with  the  distinction  which  till  then  was  maintained  in  the  accounts  as  to  one  and  two  crop 
lands ;  thirdly,  to  the  reduction  recently  effected  in  the  number  of  Nunjah  rates  and  restricting 
them  to  thirty-four  only ;  and  lastly,  to  the  transfer  of  Manawari  Nunjah  lands  to  Punjab  with  a  slight 
reduction  also  in  their  assessment. 

91 .  The  extent  of  land  now  under  occupation  is  by  Acres  157, 534,  assessed  at  Rupees  2,57, 732, 
more  than  the  area  given  in  the  last  Return  under  **  occupation."  This  increase  in  the  occupied  area 
is  owing  to  no  other  oause  than  the  high  prices  which  have  been  prevailing  during  the  last  few  years. 
It  is  also  owing  in  some  measure  to  the  fact  that  the  figures  given  in  the  last  Quinquennial  State- 
ment represented  simply  the  actual  cultivation,  whereas  the  figures  given  in  this  Statement  comprise 
all  land  entered  in  the  Puttah  whether  cultivated  or  not.  Deducting  the  total  area  under  occupation 
from  the  total  arable  ayacut  of  the  District,  as  shown  above,  there  are  still  Acres  419,591  unoccu- 
pied, or  in  other  words,  the  ratio  of  the  actual  extent  of  waste  to  the  total  ayacut  of  the  District  is 
46  per  cent.,  or  Rupees  38  per  cent,  of  its  revenue. 

92.  Inam  Ayacut. — ^The  Inam  Ayacut  as  given  in  the  Statement  above  referred  to,  is  larger 
by  Acres  773  than  the  similar  ayacut  given  in  the  Statement  of  Fusly  1271.  This  increase  in  the 
total  Inam  has  occured  in  spite  of  a  falling  off  in  the  Nunjah  Inam  Ayacut  to  the  extent  of  Acres 
316,  consequent  on  the  transfer  of  the  Striharricottah  division  villages  to  the  Nellore  District  and 
is  attributable  to  the  Inams  in  the  several  villages  newly  brought  this  year  under  the  Ryotwar 
Settlement  having  been  brought  to  account.  It  may  also  be  said  to  be  due  in  some  measure  to 
excess  of  land^discQuraged  over  the  registered  area. 
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93.  Enclosure  C— Ibbigation  works.— The  only  entries  that  call  for  remark  in  this  State- 
ment are  those  about  spring  channels  and  private  wells.  The  decrease  under  the  head  spring 
channels  is  owing  to  the  Striharricottah  division  which  contained  a  large  number  of  spring  channels 
having  been  transferred  to  the  Nellore  District  in  Fusly  1272.  There  is  also  a  deficiency  in  the 
number  of  Government  wells  which  is  mainly  owing  to  the  wells  having  been  in  many  cases  given 
over  to  the  ryots  to  be  kept  in  repair.  There  is  also  an  increase  in  the  number  of  private  wells 
which  the  ryots  w^re  induced  to  sink  owing  to  the  uncertainty  of  the  seasons  for  the  last 
few  years. 

94.  Enclosurs  D — Census. — ^The  marginal  Statement  shows  houses  and  population  of  the 
District.  The  census  it  is  hoped  may  be  reckoned  as  approaching  to  accuracy.  The  plan  adopt- 
ed for  taking  it  was  strictly  in  keeping  with  the  Board's  instructions.  The  first  day  of  March 
was  fixed  for  the  purpose,  and  although  Mr.  Fane  and  Mr.  Burnell  were  just  then  in  the  midst 
of  Jummahbundy,  the  former  in  Trivellore  and  the  latter  at'  Conjeveram,  both  officers  suspended 
the  Jummahbundy  work  for  three  days  to  enable  the  village  officers  to  be  present  in  their  respective 
villages  on  the  1st  March  to  take  the  census  of  their  villages.  Large  Towns  were  allotted  to 
Tahsildars,  their  Serishtadars  and  Deputy  Tahsildars  or  B.evenue  Inspectors  according  to  their  size 
and  importance.  These  officers  were  again  made  to  check  the  B.etums  prepared  by  village  Mania- 
gars  and  Cumums,  each  by  taking  at  random  a  few  villages,  and  I  trust  th^t  these  precautionary 
measures  may  have  caused  the  Returns  to  be  made  with  fair  accuracy.  There  is  an  increase  in  the 
population  of  the  District  under  all  classes,  aggregating  to  1,28,893,  or  19  per  cent,  more  than 
the  population  as  given  in  the  Return  of  Fusly  1271.  The  census  of  the  different  Cantonment 
stations  and  the  Jail  at  Chingleput  has  also  been  included  in  the  above  Statement. 

95.  Enclosurb  E — Number  of  Rtots  and  Puttahs. — ^This  Statement  shows  that  the  number 
of  ryots  has  risen  by  6,978  and  Puttahs  by  7,031,  as  compared  with  the  number  of  Ryots  and  Puttahs 
in  Fusly  1271,  without  taking  into  calculation  the  bills  issued  in  Madras.  There  is  also  a  propor- 
tionate increase  in  the  agricultural  stock  notwithstanding  the  adverse  or  indifferent  seasons 
which  have  prevailed  these  last  few  years;  a  result  attributable  to  the  increase  of  wealth,  popula- 
tion, and  facilities  of  communication,  as  well  as  to  the  high  prices. 

96.  Enclosure  F — Rent  Roll. — ^The  marginal  Statement  shows  the  Rent  Roll  or  the  grada- 
tions of  Puttahs  held  by  ryots  in  the  District.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  holdings  of  a  majority  of 
the  ryots  are  very  small,  and  that  there  are  but  fifty-four  Ryots  paying  more  than  Rupees  600  and 
seven  only  paying  upwards  of  Rupees  1,000. 

97.  Conduct  op  Public  Servants. — ^As  I  only  joined  the  District  within  a  few  weeks  of  the 
close  of  the  Fusly,  I  am  evidently  not  competent  to  record  any  opinion  as  to  the  conduct  of  the 
Public  Servants  during  the  year  under  report. 
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98.    The  Acting  Sub-Collector  Mr.  Burueirs  report  on  the  Settlement  of  tbc  Sub-DiTision 
talooks  is  herewith  sent.

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I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  Annual  Settlement  operations  in  the 
Sub-  Division  for  the  past  Fusly: — 

1.  ViLLAGBS  AT  WHICH  THE  SETTLEMENT  WAS  MADE. — I  Commenced  first  the  Settlement  of 
the  Conjeveram  talook  in  February  last,  and  finished  in  June  with  Madurantakum,  the  last  talook* 
The  three  talooks  of  the  Sub-Division  were  settled  by  me.  The  Settlement  of  the  Conjeveram  talook 
took  me  thirty -nine  days,  viz.,  from  the  15th  of  February  to  the  25th  March,  and  was  done  at 
Conjeveram,  Stripermaputur  (22nd  and  23rd),  and  Savalimetu  (25  th).  The  accounts  of  this  talook 
were  not  quite  ready  when  I  commenced,  hence  the  delay.  The  Settlement  of  the  Chingleput 
talook  occupied  me  twenty-five  days,  viz.,  from  April  8th  to  May  2nd,  and  was  conducted  at 
Chingleput  (8th  to  16th  April),  and  Sadras  (25th  April  to  May  2nd).  While  finishing  the  Settle* 
ment  of  this  talook,  I  was  suddenly  summoned  to  take  charge  of  the  District,  viz.,  from  May  3rd 
to  the  end  of  the  month,  and  while  in  charge,  I  settled  part  of  the  Sydapet  talook.  On  my 
return  I  had  to  settle  Madurantakum,  which  took  me  from  the  17  th  to  th'e  22nd  June,  and  this 
was  done  at  Karankuzhi  from  the  17th  to  the  21st  of  June,  and  on  the  22nd  June  at  Mamantur. 
Had  I  not  been  occupied  at  Sydapet  I  should,  as  I  originally  intended,  have  settled  part  of  the 
Chingleput  talook  at  Teruporur  and  Covelong,  and  visited  Cheyur  and  Uttaramerur  for  the  same 
purpose  in  the  Madurantakum  talook,  but  the  limited  time  left  me  on  my  return  to  the  Sub-Divi- 
sion rendered  it  necessary  to  finish  the  business  at  once. 

2.  Variation  in  the  number  and  tenures  op  villages. — ^The  past  Fusly  has  been  remark- 
able by  the  number  (Hi)  of  Amani  villages  brought  under  the  Ryotwar  system;  in  consequence  of 
this,  there  is  a  corresponding  decrease  under  the  head  **  Rents  for  one  year,  &c.";  excepting  this, 
the  number  and  tenure  of  villages  remains  the  same  as  last  year. 

3.  Number  op  Puttahs  distributed. — ^The  total  number  of  Puttahs  issued  this  year 
is  22,419.  The  substitution  of  the  revised  Nunjah  rates,  and  the  transfer  of  Manawari  Nunjah^  &c., 
to  Punjab,  rendered  it  impossible  to  use  more  than  146  old  Puttahs.  The  increase  in  the  number 
of  Puttahs  (chiefly  caused  by  the  change  in  the  Amani  villages)  is  2,072.  Since  Mr.  Banbury  V 
remark,  in  Fusly  1272,  on  th*e  bad  quality  of  the  paper  supplied  for  Puttahs,  little  improvement 
has  been  made.  Printing  paper  (which  is  now  used)  is  not  intended  for  writing  on,  and  is  well 
adapted  to  conceal  erasures,  as  it  has  not  a  glazed  surface. 

4.  Season  and  Sanitary  state  op  the  District. — As  there  is  no  rain  gauge  at  this  office, 
I  am  unable  to  give  an  account  of  the  rain-fall;  the  account  kept  in  the  Talook  Offices  is 
worthless.  The  past  season  was  on  the  whole  a  fair  one,  but  at  first  the  south-west  monsoon 
failed.  The  north-east  monsoon  was  very  heavy  and  caused  damage  to  a  large  number  of 
tanks.  The  floods  in  the  Palaur  were  very  high  for  a  long  time.  I  regret  to  state  that  at  the 
begbning  of  the  Fusly,  cholera  raged  in  Chingleput  and  some  parts  of  Madurantakum.    It  prevailed 
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tbroughout  the  Sub-Divisionfor  above  tbree  montbs.  Twoout-of-tbe-waj  villages  in  the  Maduranta- 
kam  talook  (Perunkozbi  and  Surukozbi)  were  nearly  depopulated.  Small-poz  bas  prevailed  towards 
the  end  of  the  Fusly  in  parts  of  the  Conjeveram  and  Cbingleput  talooks.  As  two  trunk  roads  pass 
through  the  Sub-Division,  it  is  not  difficult  to  account  for  the  introduction  of  cholera.  For  this 
reason  I  prevent  carts  from  halting  at  Cbingleput  which  I  find  to  be  a  great  improvement  in  many 
ways.  As  the  Sub-Division  bas  not  been  selected  during  the  past  Fusly  for  vaccination  operations 
very  little  bas  been  done.  I  may  state  that  as  a  reason  for  the  indifference  usually  displayed  regarding 
it,  that  the  people  assert  universally  that  vaccination  is  of  no  use  as  a  preservative  against  small- 
pox, and  they  quote  many  cases  in  support  of  this  opinion. 

5.    Rtots*  HOLDINGS.— There  is  an  increase  in  the  Ryots' holdings  to  the  extent  of  11,345 
Acres,  assessed  at  Rupees  24,308,  as  shown  in  the  following  table: —

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The  net  increase  is  Rupees  26,920,  which  is  chiefly  caused  by  the  transfer  of  the  Amani 
villages  above  referred  to.  The  large  increase  of  Punjab  is  rather  apparent  than  real;  for  Rupees 
4,094  represents  garden  land  transferred  to  Punjab,  and  Rupees  6,477  represents  the  assessment  on 
Manawari  Nunjah  transferred  to  Punjab,  and  Rupees  4652  represents  Punjab  of  the  above-mentioned 
Amani  villages.  These  three  items  amount  to  Rupees  15,223,  showing  a  net  decrease  as  compared 
with  last  year  of  Rupees  4,798.  Of  the  increase  under  the  head  Nuiyah,  Rupees  14,106  represents 
the  Nunjah  of  the  above-mentioned  Amani  villages;  but  considering  the  amount  of  Manawari 
transferred  to  Punjab,  and  the  revision  of  the  Nunjah  rates,  it  will  be  seen  that  there  is  an  increase 
of  Rupees  16,703  as  compared  with  last  year.  Under  the  head  Fasaljasti,  the  decrease  of 
Rupees  3,953  is  accounted  for  by  the  failure  of  the  south-west  monsoon,  which  prevented  cultiva' 
tion  from  being  undertaken  at  the  usual  time,  and  also  from  the  more  extensive  use,  for  raising  a 
second  crop,  of  water  from  private  wells. 

7.    Waste  chaeqbd  and  bbmitted.— The  amount  of  waste  charged  this  year  is  Rupees  1,01,962, 

being  Rupees  60,910  over  the  amount  charged 
last  year  as  shown  in  the  margin.  The  excess  of 
Punjab  waste  charged  for  Fusly  1276  is  chiefly 
attributable  to  the  new  orders  discontinuing  the 
usual  remission  for  Veraku  fallow  land.  The 
amount  of  Punjab  Podugal  remission  last  year 
was  Rupees  26,693.  The  amount  charged  on 
Punjab  waste  in  the  former  Amani  villages  is 
Rupees  2,284,  and  the  assessment  on  Manawari 
Nunjah  waste  transferred  to  Punjab  is  Rupees  3,800.  The  amount  charged  for  Nunjah  waste  in 
Fusly  1275  was  comparatively  small,  as  very  large  remissions  were  made  in  consideration  of  the 
unfavourable  nature  of  the  season.  The  Fusly  under  review  was  a  good  one,  particularly  in  respect 
of  Nunjah  cultivation;  therefore,  as  a  rule,  Nunjah  waste  was  charged,  and  remission  was  only 
granted  when  it  was  clearly  shown  that  the  land  was  waste  through  no  fault  of  the  ryot.  If  I  had 
had  more  correct  information  during  the  Settlement  of  the  shameful  state  of  the  irrigation  works  in 
the  Sub-Division,  I  should  have  made  very  much  larger  remissions.

8.  To  deficiency  of  water  remissions  on  Nunjah,  waste  to  the  extent  of  Rupees  8,103  are  to  be 
attributed;  this  deficiency  is  owing  to  the  large  number  of  tanks  damaged  by  the  last  monsoon,  and 
otherwise  out  of  repair.  To  floods,  remissions  to  the  extent  <^  Rupees  &,801  are  to  be  attributed; 
and  this  amount  is  owing  to  lands  (usually  cultivated)  in  the  beds  of  tanks  that  are  in  order  being 
entirely  covered  with  water.  This  remark  especially  applies  to  the  Chingleput  and  Maduraatakum

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12.  SuNDBT  SouRCSs  OF  RBVBNaE. — ^Tfaero  is  a  net  increase  in  the  Miscellaneous  items  of 
Bapees  15,818,  as  shown  in  the  following  table.  The  increase  in  the  cultivation  after  the  Settler 
ment,  is  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  north-east  monsoon  was  a  good  one.  The  increase  in  the  Road 
Cess  is  the  result  of  the  introduction  of  Act  No.  III.  of  1866.  The  decrease  under  the  head  of  '^rents'* 
is  caused  by  the  transfer  of  eleven  and  half  villages  to  Bjotwar,  and  the  decrease  under  Jungle 
Conservancy  is  in  consequence  of  the  practice  of  renting  the  jungles  having  been  discontinued,  as 
that  system  was  found  to  be  most  destructive  to  the  little  jungle  that  there  is  in  this  portion  of  the 
District.

13.  The  large  increase,  Rupees  1,01,766,  under  Ryotwar  is  owing  to  the  transfer  of  the  eleven- 
and-a-half  Amani  villages,  and  to  the  amount  of  remission  granted  this  year  being  trifling  as  com- 
pared with  last  year,  and  also  to  a  small  increase  of  cultivation.  The  increase  under  the  head 
''  Miscellaneous  items"  has  already  been  explained. 

14.  DiMAND,  Collection,  ahd  Balance.— The  per-centage  of  arrears  in  each  talook  is 
ahown  in  the  following  table: — 
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15.<  From  the  foregoing  Statement  it  will  be  seen  that  the  collections  are  not  made  as  punc- 
tually as  might  be  desired,  but  allowance  must  be  made  for  circumstances  peculiar  to  the  District, 
yiz.,  the  gross  inefficiency  of  the  village  officers,  and  because  the  Village  Bevenue  Officer,  the 
Monigar,  renders  little  or  no  assistance  in  the  collection  of  the  revenue.  A  great  deal  is  expected 
from  him,  but  he  does  next  to  nothing,  and  this  is  no  matter  for  surprise  when  it  is  remembered 
that  the  office  has  no  emoluments  whatever  attached  to  it.  In  other  Districts,  the  Monigar  does  his 
work  because  he  is  paid  for  it,  and  certain  powers  under  Act  No.  II.  of  1864  are  entrusted  to  him 
which  is  not  the  case  in  this  District.  To  compensate  for  this  disadvantage,  a  temporary  establish- 
ment, of  four  zilladars  to  each  Talook,  has  been  employed  to  render  assistance  in  the  collection  of 
the  revenue,  but  such  a  small  establishment  falls  far  short  of  what  is  required.  The  outstanding 
balance  at  the  close  of  the  Fusly  was  much  larger  in  the  Madurantakum  talook  than  in  the  others, 
but  this  was  chiefly  in  consequence  of  the  late  period  (Juqo)  %t  which  the  settlement  of  that  talook 
was  completed.  The  sum  recommended  this  year  to  be  written  off  the  accounts  as  irrecoverable  itf 
Rupees  13,444-9-9,  the  particulars  of  which  are  shown  in  the  following  table: —

16.  Revision  of  Assessmbnt.— The  following  table  exhibits  the  financial  results  of  the  intro- 
duction of  the  revised  rates  of  assessment.  The  substitution  of  thirty-four  Nunjah  rates  for  the 
much  larger  number  previously  existing  is  an  undoubted  advantage,  but  it  will  be  observed  that  the 
extent  of  relief  afforded  to  the  ryots  is  almost  inappreciable,  being  only  Rupees  3,209,  which  is  the 
net  difference  between  the  old  and  new  rates  calculated  on  the  holdings  of  Fusly  1276,  and  this 
scarcely  gives  half  per  cent,  in  favour  of  the  ryots.  The  transfer  of  Manawari  Nunjah  to  Puzgah 
is  very  unpopular;  the  amount  under  the  old  rates  is  Rupees  10,130,  and  the  reduction  amounts  to 
Rupees  696;  but  as  there  can  be  no  remission  in  future  under  any  circumstances,  the  ryots  do  not 
regard  the  change  as  an  improvement. 
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17.  Village  and  Talook  Accounts. — ^The  Village  and  Talook  accounts  which  were  examined 
by  me,  were,  I  found  on  the  whole,  kept  in  the  prescribed  forms. 

Bbmabes  on  FdBLic  Sbbyants. — ^I  have  lastly  to  make  a  few  remarks  respecting  the  chief 
public  servants  in  the  Sub-Division. 

T.  Senker  Bow,  the  Tahsildar  of  Madurantakum,  has  performed  his  duties  in  a  satisfiEMStory  way, 
and  so  has  the  Tahsildar  of  Chingleput,  Vijia  Banga  Mudaliar . 

The  Sub-Magistrates  and  Serishtadars  of  the  Chingleput  and  Conjeveram  talooks,  and  the 
Head  Clerk  of  my  office,  have  pleased  me  much  by  their  zeal  and  intelligence. 

I  can  only  regret  that  Sami  Naidu,  the  Tahsildar  of  Coiyeveram,  does  not  use  his  energy  to 
some  useful  purpose. 

My  predecessors  have  all  spoken  so  strongly  respecting  the  merits  of  Mr.  M.  Jordan,  the  Sub- 
Division  Serishtadar,  that  I  can  add  very  little  to  what  is  already  on  record.  I  trust  it  will  not  be 
thought  out  of  place  if  I  remark  that  is  to  be  regretted  that  his  zeal,  ability,  and  integrity,  have 
not  been  long  ago  rewarded  with  a  more  important  post,  to  which  his  services  give  him  every 
claim. 

I  have,  however,  to  find  much  fault  with  village  establishments.  Of  the  three  districts  of  whiche 
I  possess  some  knowledge,  Madras  is  by  far  the  worst  off;  the  sfystem  is  an  utterly  bad  one,  and  the 
men  in  office  are  worse.  As  regards  the  Curnums,  I  do  not  think  so  entirely  inefficient  a  body  of 
men  can  be  found  anywhere  else  in  India;  they  are  ignorant  to  a  degree  of  accounts,  and  are 
almost  universally  unable  to  write  the  English  figures.  The  reason  of  this  is  very  simple;  in  every 
village  the  Inams  set  apart  for  the  Cumums  are  considerable  in  all,  and  in  some  villages  extrava- 
gantly large;  the  office  has  been  made  hereditary,  and  division  of  the  work  and  emoluments  allowed. 
We  thus  oflen  find  a  man  acting  as  Curnum  once  in  several  years;  once  in  six  years  is  not  at  all 
uncommon.  As  a  member  of  the  family  must  be  appointed,  it  is  no  use  dismissing  inefficient  men, 
for  the  new  man  keeps  those  who  are  turned  out,  and  the  same  reason  prevents  the  selection  of 
efficient  men.  The  amount  of  falsification  of  the  accounts  by  Curnums  (as  a  District  Munsiff 
informed  me)  is  erroneous.  In  short,  though  the  pay  is  high,  the  work  is  done  in  the  worst  pos- 
sible way. 

As  for  the  Talaiyaris,  the  same  remarks  apply  to  a  great  extent;  there  is  also  little  doubt  that 
they  are  in  most  cases  members  of  gangs  of  thieves,  if  not  their  leaders. 
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If  the  work  to  be  done  by  the  village  officers  were  merely  nominal,  we  might  regret  the  waste 
of  money;  but  as  it  is,  this  is  not  all;  the  Cumoms  accounts  are  the  foundation  of  the  Revenue 
system,  and  the  consequences  of  the  present  vicious  system  affect  seriously  the  people  and  tiie 
Government.

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1.  I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  on  the  Revenue  Settlement  of  this  District  for 
Fusly  1276,  (A.  D.  1866-67,)  with  the  Annual  and  Quinquennial  Returns  comprised  in  the  accompany- 
ing list.  The  former  Returns  are  prepared  according  to  the  forms  received  with  the  Board's  Circular 
Memorandum  of  the  14th  August  1866,  No.  787;  the  latter  on  the  forms  which  accompanied  their 
Memorandum  of  the  1st  November  last,  No.  1,097. 

2.  Sbttlbmbnt  op  Talooks. — ^The  Settlement  of  the  District  was  commenced  on  the  8th 
January  last  by  myself  at  Wandewash,  but  owing  to  the  remoteness  of  the  talooks  from  head- 
quarters, and  to  difficulties  arising  out  of  the  sudden  removal  of  the  Deputy  Collector  in  charge  of 
the  Zemindaries  and  Chendragherry  talook,  and  the  then  contemplated  transfer  of  Public  Works 
to  the  Revenue  Department,  I  was  compelled  to  leave  it  half  finished. 

Mr.  Barlow's  subsequent  departure,  Mr.  St.  Clair's  short  tenure  of  office,  and  my  own  absence 
on  privilege  leave,  contributed  still  further  to  disturb  arrangements,  and  it  was  not  until  towards  the 
end  of  June,  and  after  all  the  other  talooks  in  the  District  had  been  settled,  that  the  Wandewash 
Jummahbundy  was  finally  wound  up  by  the  Acting  Head  Assistant,  Mr.  Wilkinson, 

In  addition  to  the  northern  half  of  Wandewash,  the  talooks  of  Chendragherry  and  Palmanair 
were  settled  by  myself,  and  in  that  of  Chittoor,  I  had  the  aid  of  my  Assistants  Messrs.  Martin  and 
Tagg.  In  the  Sub-Division,  the  talooks  of  Vellore,  Arcot,  and  Poloor  were  settled  by  Mr.  Barlow, 
and  Wallajah  and  Gudiattum  with  the  southern  half  of  the  Wandewash  talook  by  Mr.  Wilkinson, 
the  then  Head  Assistant. 

The  settlement  of  each  talook  was  conducted  within  its  limits.  Statement  No.  1  gives  the 
several  places  at  which  the  Jummahbundy  was  held. 

3.  Fluctuation  in  the  number  and  tenure  op  Villages. — ^The  variation  in  the  number 
and  tenure  of  villages  is  noticed  below: —

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On  the  abolition  of  the  Moturpha  tax,  the  thirteen  purely  Moturpha  villages  in  the  District 
(in  which  some  trifling  tree-tax  is  being  levied)  were  transferred  to  the  list  of  Ryotwarry  villages, 
as  also  another  village  which  had  been  deserted,  but  in  which  cultivation  was  renewed  to  some  extent 
during  the  year.  Hence  the  increase  of  fourteen  villages  observable  under  head  Ryotwarry.  There 
has  been  no  variation  in  the  total  number  of  Shrotriem  and  Inam  villages.  The  increase  and 
decrease  shown  in  the  above  abstract,  are  the  result  of  a  change  of  tenure  consequent  upon  the 
enfranchisement  of  those  villages  by  the  Inam  Commissioner. 

There  is  a  decrease  of  fourteen  Ryotwarry  villages  in  Statement  No.  1,  as  compared  with  the 
number  entered  in  the  Quinquennial  Return  A.  This  arises  from  the  circumstance  of  eleven  villages 
in  the  Palmanair  talook,  and  three  in  that  of  Poloor,  having  been  wholly  abandoned  during  the 
year;  whereas  in  the  previous  Fusly,  cultivation  had  been  carried  on  to  a  small  extent. 

4.  The  figures  in  the  margin  show  the  proportion  of  fresh  Puttas  to  those  not  renewed  or 

partially  altered.     Details  for  each  talook  are

purposes  of  comparison. 

5.  Season  and  Sanitary  state  of  the  District. — ^There  was  scarcely  a  sign  of  the  south- 
west monsoon  until  the  end  of  August,  and  by  that  time  famine  and  general  distress  had  assumed 
most  alarming  proportions. 

The  cattle  had  suflfered  terribly  from  the  long  drought,  and  large  tracts  of  arable  land  were 
being  thrown  up  in  all  directions  by  the  ryots  out  of  sheer  inability  to  cultivate  them.  Fortu- 
nately during  the  last  week  of  August,  the  season  unexpectedly  took  a  most  favourable  turn,  and 
there  was  an  abundant  and  general  downpour  throughout  the  District.  This  was  followed  by  some 
weeks  of  showery  weather  when  the  north-east  monsoon  set  in  about  the  beginning  of  October,  and 
was  more  continuous  and  abundant  than  it  had  been  for  years. 

The  tanks  dependant  on  natural  drainage  and  spring  and  river  channels  were  abundantly 
supplied,  and  the  Palar,  Cheyar,  and  Ponne  rivers  flooded  from  bank  to  bank  filling  all  the  larger 
reservoirs,  supplied  from  their  respective  anicuts. 

Unfortunately  the  rain  came  too  late  to  retrieve  the  disasters  of  the  first  eight  months  of  the 
year,  following  as  that  period  did  an  unfavourable  monsoon  and  a  bad  harvest  in  1865. 

6.  As  I  have  observed  in  my  Administration  Report,  the  season  for  cultivating  many  of  the 
dry  grains  upon  which  the  agricultural  masses  depend  for  food,  had  already  passed^  and  a  large 
proportion  of  double  crop  wet  land  was  lying  fallow. 

7.  The  mortality  among  the  cattle  had  been  very  great,  and  the  discouragements  under 
which  the  agricultural  classes  were^  labouring  when  the  prospects  of  the  season  brightened  were  so 
grave,  that  notwithstanding  the  stimulous  of  high  prices  and  an  abundant  monsoon,  the  revenues 
of  the  District  have  done  little  more  than  recover  the  low  standard  of  the  previous  year. 

Owing  to  the  disturbance  of  agricultural  operations,  caused  by  the  failure  of  rain  in  June,  July, 
and  the  greater  part  of  August,  the  breadth  of  land  under  early  wet  crop  was  very  limited. 

Pulses  were  sown  largely  after  the  rains  set  in,  but  sufiered  so  severely  from  mildew  and 
insect  that  the  yield,  especially  in  horsegram,  was  not  more  than  half  an  average  crop. 
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The  later  wet  crops  also  suffered  in  like  znanner  in  many  parts  of  the  District,  and  if  good  and 
bad  be  taken  together,  the  general  outturn  of  the  Bice  harvest  fell  short  of  a  fair  ayerage. 

Among  the  other  dry  crops,  besides  Horsegram,  which  suffered  severely  from  mildew  and  insect* 
were  Dholl,  Cholum,  and  Ooloondoo;  and  I  never  recollect  having  observed  so  much  disease  among 
the  wet  celerals  as  might  be  seen  during  the  earlier  part  of  the  year  when  the  crop  was  coming 
into  ear. 

These  results  were  no  doubt  in  some  measure  attributable  to  hasty  farming  and  the  impoverished 
condition  of  the  live  stock. 

8.  •  The  average  fall  of  rain  during  the  last  five  yea^s,  is  shown  in  the  subjoined  Statement: — 
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9.  The  season  as  might  be  expected  was  unhealthy.  Cholera,  Fever,  and  Small-pox  appeared 
in  all  parts  of  the  District;  and  in  Talooks  of  Chittoor,  Palmanair,  Gudiattum,  Vellore,  and  Poloor, 
the  two  latter  diseases  were  of  a  peculiarly  virulent  type. 

So  fatal  indeed  was  the  Fever  which  broke  out  in  a  group  of  villages  in  the  Chittoor  talook,  that 
medical  assistance  had  to  be  specially  procured  from  Madras.  For  many  weeks  the  whole  resident 
population  was  prostrate  and  unable  even  to  cut  the  scanty  crops  which  were  standing  in  their  fields 
at  the  time  the  disease  first  broke  out. 

These  villages  were  of  course  treated  with  exceptional  indulgence  at  the  Settlement,  and  large 
remissions  were  granted  as  well  in  dry  as  in  wet  cultivation. 

10.  The  number  of  deaths  from  Fever  and  Small-pox  was  7,610,  being  4,610  in  excess  of  the 
figure  of  the  previous  year.  , 

-    The  number  of  deaths  from  Cholera  is  reported  to  have  been  8,412,  which  is  a  very  deplorable 
increafie  on  the  Returns  of  the  preceding  year. 

The  total  mortality  from  all  three  epidemics  is  set  down  at  16,022.

The  mortality  among  cattle  was  very  great. 
The  Returns  were  probably  very  imperfect,  and 
do  not  represent  the  actual  loss.  Murrain  of 
every  type  was  prevalent,  and  in  the  talooks  of 
Palmanair  and  Poloor,  cattle  died  in  large  num- 
bers from  thirst  and  starvation.  In  the  latter 
of  these  talooks,  it  became  necessary  to  make 
an  advance  of  Rupees  4,000*  for  the  purchase 
of  farm  stock. 
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11.  Peices. — ^The  subjoined  Statement  will  show  that  there  was  a  tremendous  rise  in  the 
prices  of  all  the  principal  agricultural  products,  as  compared  with  the  quotations  of  the  previous 
year^  and  a  standard  based  on  the  averages  of  the  ten  years  preceding  it: — 
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This  was  of  course  the  natural  result  of  the  state  of  things  which  I  have  been  describing;  and 
the  facilities  of  export  by  Railway  to  the  Bellary  and  Coimbatore  markets  where  prices  were  also 
very  high,  only  tended  to  aggravate  and  prolong  the  pressure. 

Prices  reached  their  maximum  in  the  local  markets  between  June  and  September,  when  ^e 
distress  was  most  severe,  and  have  since  that  fallen  slowly  but  steadily  as  the  season  declared^itselfl 

12.  Ryots'  Holdings. — The  proportion  of  land  taken  up,  as  compared  with  the  area  relin- 
quished in  Ryotwarry  holdings,  is  exhibited  in  Statement  No.  3.  Enclosure  A.  will  show  that  there  was 
a  total  decrease  of  35,408  Acres  in  the  Ryotwarry  holding  of  the  year,  representing  a  revenue  of 
Rupees  58,296.  Of  this  amount.  Rupees  38,122  pertain  to  large  tracts  of  dry  land  relinquished  in 
consequence  of  the  unfavourable  aspects  of  the  earlier  part  of  the  season: —

Whilst  on  the  subject  ^  Punja  relinquishments,  I  may  mention  a  circumstance  which  came  to 
my  notice  during  my  partial  settlement  of  the  Wandewash  talook. 

The  Board  are  aware  that  it  is  a  very  general  practice  to  cultivate  the  poorer  Punja  soils  with 
Yaragu,  and  to  leave  land  so  cropped  fallow  every  alternate  year. 

To  evade  the  dues  on  such  land  when  left  fallow,  the  ryots  of  that  talook  are  in  the  habit  of 
relinquishing  it  and  resuming  it  in  the  alternate  year  when  it  can  again  be  profitably  cultivated. 

Such  relinquishments,  although  they  must  be  accepted  by  the  settling  Officer,  if  made  before 
the  prescribed  date,  are  merely  nominal,  as  there  is  a  private  understanding  among  the  villagers 
that  the  continuous  occupation  of  the  land  will  not  thereby  be  disturbed,  and  that  no  new  applicant 
will  come  in  the  way  of  the  old  tenants  resumption  when  the  time  comes. 

The  practice  is  probably  not  confined  to  the  Wandewash  talook,  but-it  is  so  manifestly  demora- 
lizing and  mischievous  in  its  tendencies,  that  I  had  no  hesitation  in  denouncing  it  and  giving  the  ryot« 
to  understand  that  such  relinquishments  would  be  closely  watched,  and  that  land  so  thrown  up, 
except  under  the  pressure  of  bad  seasons  and  for  other  adequate  reasons,  would  not  be  made  over 
afresh  to  the  former  occupant. 

The  result  of  this  declaration  was,  that  many<;ancelled  their  relinquishments  and  paid  the  dues 
on  the  fallows. 
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I  mention  this  rather  with  a  view  to  elicit  a  fresh  expression  of  the  Board*  s  views  on  a  question 
which  attracted  some  attention  at  the  time  the  assessment  wa  revised  in  1857,  but  which  has  not, 
so  far  as  I  know,  been  definitely  settled.' 

13.  The  subjoined  is  a  Comparative  Statement  of  Byotwarry  Land  Revenue  and  Remissions 
doriBg  the  last  two  Fuslies: — 
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14.  From  the  foregoing  Statement  it  will  be  apparent  that  a  Yerj  large  area  of  land  (wet  and 
dry)  bearing  an  assotsment  of  Rupees  58,296,  was  not  cultivated  owing  to  the  inauspicious  aspects 
of  the  earlier  part  of  the  season. 

Such,  however,  was  the  impulse  given  to  agricultural  enterprise  by  the  change  which  took 
place  in  the  latter  part  of  the  season,  that,  although  the  area  cultivated  fell  short  of  that  of  the 
preyious  year,  there  was  still,  as  may  be  seen  from  the  entry  at  the  foot  of  column  7  of  the  above 
statement,  an  increase  of  Rupees  39 ,689,  on  the  net  Ryotwarry  beriz  of  the  Fusly  under  report. 

This  result  is  entirely  due  to  the  favourable  reaction,  produced  by  an  abundant  monsoon,  which 
made  it  possible  to  charge  full  rates  without  hardship  to  the  cultivator. 

Thus  instead  of  the  decrease  of  Rupees  35,000,  anticipated  in  my  Administration  Report,  the 

accounts  show  an  increase  of  Rupees  31,466, 
paragrap  ^^^^  ^j^^  revenue  of  the  preceding  year. 

15.  In  second  crop  assessment  there  is,  the  Board  will  observe,  a  decrease  of  Rupees  1,669  ; 
but  this  is  so  insignificant  when  considered  with  reference  to  the  circumstances  of  the  season  already 
adverted  to,  that  I  do  no  more  than  note  it. 

16.  The  increase  of  Rupees  17,991  under  the  head  ^'Additional  Assessment/*  is  of  coarse  due 
to  the  large  tracts  of  dry  land  brought  under  wet  crop  from  the  superfluous  supply  of  an  abundant 
north-east  monsoon. 

Although  in  ordinary  seasons  the  irrigation  supplied  from  private  wells  will  sulBSce  for  the 
requirements  of  the  land  situated  under  them,  it  will  often  happen  that  the  cultivator  makes  use  of 
any  available  Government  water,  and  thus  by  his  own  act  renders  himself  liable  to  the  full 
extra  rate. 

17.  The  item  under  ''  Road  Fund  **  shows  an  increase  of  Rupees  22,415,  but  this  is  far  short 
of  the  estimated  proceeds  of  the  cess  at  the  heavier  rates,  and  with  the  more  extended  field  of  ope- 
ration opened  out  by  the  new  Act  which  came  into  force  from  1st  January  1867. 

The  increase  now  given  is  computed  on  the  returns  from  Ryotwarry  villages  and  other  sundry 
Inams  situated  in  Government  villages;  but  when  the  statistics  from  the  Zemindaries,  Jagheers, 
PoUiems,  and  Shrotriem  villages  have  been  compiled,  this  figure  will  no  doubt  be  largely 
augmented. 

Every  efibrt  is  being  made  to  enforce  the  early  submission  of  these  accounts  by  the  several 
landholders  from  whom  they  are  due. 

I  may  here  mention  that  the  demand  of  Road  Cess  for  Fusly  1276  is  fixed  in  proportion  to  the 
kistbundi  instalments,  t.  e.,  at  Rupees  2  per  cent,  upon  Rupees  20,  being  the  amount  of  two  kists, 
viz.,  those  of  November  and  December  on  the  first  half  of  the  Fusly,  and  at  Rupees  3-2-0  per  cent, 
upon  Rupees  80,  the  amount  of  five  instalments  from  January  to  May  inclusive  for  the  second 
half  of  the  same  Fusly. 

18.  The  trifling  increase  of  Rupees  128  under  *'  Village  Service  Fund"  does  not  call  for 
remarks. 

19.  The  remissions  granted  during  the  year  amounted  to  Rupees  10,725.  If  reference  be 
made  to  column  9  of  the  Statement,  it  will  be  found  that  there  is  the  large  decrease  of  Rupees 
61,154  under  this  head. 

At  the  Settlement  of  some  of  the  talooks.  Rupees  134  were  specially  remitted  on  dry  land. 

These  remissions  were  only  given  on  claims  which  could  not  have  been  foreseen,  and  the  sacrifiee 
of  Revenue  is  so  insignificant  that  the  Board  will  probably  admit  that  their  previous  sanction  was 
unnecessary.  In  like  manner  claims  for  remission  on  wet  land  were  very  sparingly  admitted,  and 
indulgence  was  only  shown  in  cases  in  which  the  land  had  been  lefl  waste  owing  to  causes  beyond 
the  control  of  the  cultivator. 
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Thus  the  total  remissions  on  wet  land  was  onlj  Rupees  10,591,  when,  but^rbr  the  favourable 
change  which  occurred  in  the  latter  end  of  August,  the  surrender  of  revenue  unuor  this  head  would 
have  been  enormous. 

20.  Of  the  other  kinds  of  remission  particularized  in  Statement  No.  4,  and  Miscellaneous 
Items,  I  shall  have  occasion  to  speak  further  on. 

21.  Actual  cultivat.ion. — ^The  annexed  figures  represent  the  area  brought  under  cultivation 
and  the  waste  charged  as  compared  with  similar  statistics  for  the  previous  year.

Although  there  is  a  falling  off  in  the  cultivated  area,  there  is  an  increase  in  the  amount  of 
assessment  attributable  to  a  large  extent  of  waste  having  been  charged  during  the  year  upon  which 
I  am  reporting.

All  **  Puiyah"  waste  was  charged  under  the  general  rule,  and  in  Nunjah,  waste  was,  in  the 
great  majority  of  cases,  fairly  chargeable  under  the  circumstances  of  a  season  which,  as  already 
described,  left  the  farmer  time  to  make  good  to  a  considerable  extent  the  shortcomings  of  its  earlier 
months.

The  Returns  show  a  decrease  in  the  two  latter  products.  This  result  may  generally  be  set 
down  to  the  peculiarities  of  the  season,  although  the  state  of  the  markets  for  both  commodities  has 
probably  far  more  to  say  to  it^ 

Cotton,  as  I  have  often  remarked,  never  has.  been  or  will  become  a  staple  product  of  the 
District.  It  is  only  grown  in  small  quantities  as  a  mixed  crop  for  local  consumption,  and  all 
experiments  go  to  show  that  the  people  are  right  in  their  idea  that  it  cannot  be  profitably  cultiva* 
ted  in  the  District. 
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The  falling  off  in  Indigo  I  can  only  ascribe  to  slack  demand  as  tie  season  was  farourable  for 
its  production.  Some  of  the  poorer  soils  under  well-irrigation  were  planted  with  sugar-cane,  which 
accounts  for  the  trifling  increase  shown  against  the  item. 

24.  The  full  particulars '^f  remissions  granted  during  the  Fusly  under  report  are  giyen-in 
Statement  No.  4. 

proceed  to  review  seriatim  the  items  embodied  in  this  Statement. 

25.  Occasional  Remissions — No.  1.  Shamlat  Banzab.— The  remission  allowed  under  this 
head  was  less  by  Rupees  1,752  than  that  of  the  preceding  Fusly,  which  was  largely  augmented  by 
the  exceptional  indulgence  which  became  necessary  that  year  in  the  Poloor  talook. 

26.  No.  2.  Shavi.— There  is  the  large  decrease  of  Rupees  14,785  under  this  head.  In 
Fusly  1275  the  loss  from  withered  crop,  considerable  in  all  the  talooks,  was,  in  those  of  Poloor  and 
Wandewash,  particularly  heavy. 

During  the  year  under  report,  the  supply  of  water  was,  with  rare  exceptions,  sufficient  to  bring 
the  crop  to  maturity. 

27.  No.  3.  Palanashtam,  oe  loss  op  produce.— The  increase  under  this  head  is  Rupees 
438.  This  remission  was  granted  in  the  group  of  villages  in  the  Chittoor  talook  for  the  special 
reasons  stated  in  paragraph  9  of  this  report. 

28.  No.  4.  Paniboodthy.— The  loss  by  remission  under  this  head  was  544  Rupees  in  excess 
of  that  of  the  previous  Fusly.  These  remissions  were  for  the  most  part  given  in  the  Arcot  talook, 
where  a  good  deal  of  land  near  and  within  the  high  water-mark  of  some  of  the  larger  tanks  was 
flooded  and  could  not  be  cultivated. 

29.  No.  5.  PAYAMALi.-^The  loss  under  this  head  was  likewise  117  Rupees  above  that  of  the 

preceding  Fusly,  and  occurred  principally  in  the 
Veu!r^™'  *^^^  talooks  named  in  the  margin,  where  some 

Poloor.  arable  land  was  damaged  too  seriously  to  be  res- 

tored within  the  season  by  flood  water  and  the 
surplus  drainage  from  tanks. 

30.  No.  6.  CowLB  Remission. — ^The  decrease  under  this  item  of  remission  is  very  trifling, 
(Rupees  18,)  and  calls  for  no  remark. 

31.  No.  8.  TiRWA  CuMMY. — Some  wet  land  under  a  channel  in  the  Chendragherry  talook 
could  not  be  cultivated  owing  to  the  ruinous  state  of  the  work,  and  was,  pending  inquiry,  charged 
dry  rates  at  a  sacrifice  of  Rupees  33  on  the  original  assessment. 

This  channel  has  since  been  made  over  to  private  parties  under  the  terms  of  the  rule. 
A  trifling  item  of  Rupees  2-3-8  is  now  entered  under  this  head  (Tirwa  Gummy),   being  the 
difference  between  the  Nunjah  and  Puigah  rates  of  assessment  on  the  land  referred  to  in  theBoard^s 

Proceedings  noted  in  the  margin,  which  directs 
i4fch  August  1843.  that  a  dry  rate  be,  for  the  time  being,  charged. 

Tinder  the  authority  conveyed  in  the  Circular  Order,  dated  4th  September  1863,  No.  116,  I 
have  permanently  transferred  the  land  to  **  Punjab"  after  satisfying  myself  that  it  has  no  means 
of  irrigation.    The  item  has  thus  been  finally  adjusted. 

32.  No.  9.  Bhaqanashtt,  or  Fussul  Cummy. — ^The  remission  under  this  head  was  Rupees 
5,143,  beyond  that  allowed  in  the  preceding  Fusly.  It  was  principally  granted  in  the  Gudiattam, 
Palmanair,  Wallajah,  and  Vellore  talooks,  in  the  case  of  double  crop  land  which  could  not  be  twice 
cultivated  owing  to  the  failure  of  rain  in  the  earlier  part  of  the  season. 

All  claims  for  remission  under  this  head  were  carefully  considered  and  severally  dealt  with. 

33.  MiscBLLANBOUs  iTBMS — Chikkadpuldi. — The  remissions  under  this  item  were  Ra]>e^ 
3,174  below  those  of  the  year  under  comparison. 
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There  will  always  be  some  hard  cases  under  this  head  which,  if  charged  under  the  general  rule, 
might  re-act  mischievously  on  that  more  hopeful  industry  which  prompts  a  man  to  take  his  chances 
of  the  season. 

The  rule  is  thus  occasionally  more  honored  in  the  breach  than  in  the  observance. 

3i.    Excavations  fob  taking  earth. — Items  Nos.  11  and  12  call  for  no  remark.     The 
increase  and  decrease  under  both  is  very  trifling.

36.  Kattuoutha  Riya  Yaths,  and  Ncthana  Dasabundham. — ^These  items  are  insignificant 
and  call  for  no  remark 

I  am  in  correspondence  with  the  Collector  of  Madras  and  the  Officiating  Inam  Commissioner 
on  the  subject  of  Kandi  Row's  claims  referred  to  in  my  last  report. 
The  case  will,  I  hope,  be  shortly  disposed  of. 

37.  Items  allowed  fbom  the  Collections  oe  from  the  entire  bebiz  of  villages — Shaee 
OF  Sheotbibm  pboceeds. — ^The  decrease  of  Rupees  35  under  this  head  is  very  trifling. 

38.  Allowance  fob  heads  of  Villages.— Rupees  1,03,285  were  paid  during  the  year  in 
remuneration  of  Village  Service  Establishments.  This  item  fluctuates  with  the  beriz,  and  as  that 
was  higher  in  the  year  under  report,  the  accounts  show  an  increase  of  Rupees  1,649  in  the  amount 
paid  under  this  head.  ' 

39.  Road  Fund. — ^The  decrease  of  Rupees  409  under  this  head  is  for  the  most  part  merely 
nominal. 

In  settling  the  villages  transferred  to  this  from  the  District  of  South  Arcot,  the  Road  Cess  at 
one  Anna  per  Cawny  has  hitherto  been  included  in  the  Taram  assessment  then  fixed,  and  after  the 
demand  so  determined  had  been  collected,  a  sum  calculated  at  one  Anna  per  Cawny  was  deducted  for 
Road  Cess  and  credited  to  its  proper  head  of  account.  But,  under  the  new  Act,  the  Road  Cess 
became  a  specific  demand  at  3-2-0  per  cent.,  and  is  separately  collected. 

This  decrease  appertains  to  the  Chitpat  talook,  which  was  incorporated  with  those  of  Wande- 
wash  and  Foloor  on  its  transfer  in  1860  from  South  Arcot. 

It  thus  became  necessary  to  deduct  from  the  Taram  assessment  the  amount  of  the  old  cess  rate 
included  in  it. 

40.  Land  Revenue,  Miscellaneous  items. — ^The  details  pertaining  to  these  items  are  given 
in  Statement  No.  5. 

41.  No.  1.  JoDi  ON  SuNDBY  Inams— Pebsonal,  Sebvicb,  Dasabundham.— The  total  decrease 
under  these  heads  is  Rupees  8,564.  A  great  portion  of  this  consists  of  quit-rent  due  upon  Inam 
land?  in  the  Zemindaries  of  Punganoor  and  Kungundy  which  have  not  been  included  in  the  demand. 

The  collection  of  outQtanding  balances  under  these  heads  of  revenue  is  still,  I  regret  to  say,

These  have  been  compiled  in  the  offices  of  the  respective  Sub-Magistrates  so  far  as  they  relate 
to  the  demand  for  Fusly  1276,  from  which  time  the  quit-rent  has  been  transferred  and  included  in 
the  Peishcush.  These  Statements  of  Demand  for  Fusly  1276,  however,  were  completed  after  the 
Demand,  Collection,  and  Balance  Statement  for  June  submitted  to  the  Board  was  closed  and,  there- 
fore, the  Inam  quit-rents  of  these  two  Estates  were  not  included  in  the  said  Demand,  Collection, 
and  Balance  Statement.  No  collections  under  this  head  have  been  made  as  yet  in  these  two 
Estates,  but  the  proprietors  have  been  urged  to  remit  the  amount  to  the  Huzoor  Treasury.  These 
items  will  be  adjusted  under  their  appropriate  heads  in  the  accounts  of  next  Fusly. 

I  should  mention  that  the  decrease  under  these  items  is  somewhat  augmented  by  the  exclusion 
from  the  year's  accounts  of  certain  settlements  of  quit-rent  which  the  Inamdars  concerned  have  not 
accepted,  but  which  have  been  erroneously  included  in  the  demand  up  to  last  Fusly.

The  receipts  from  these  villages  were,  whilst  thej 
were  un^er  attachment,  carried  to  Miscellaneous  instead  of  a  proportion  equivalent  to  the  full  Jodi 
being  credited  to  that  head  (Jodi^  and  the  balance  only  to  * '  Miscellaneous.' *  It  has  been  pointed  oat 
to  the  Tahsildar  that  the  quit-rent  should  have  been  shown  both  under  Demand  and  Collection,  and 
the  diflfercnce  between  actual  receipts  and  the  amount  of  Jodi  only  have  been  carried  to 
'* Miscellaneous."  Thus  the  decrease  in  question  is  merely  nominal.  Of  the  balance  remaining

69.  Permanently  SETTLED. — The  increase  is  partly  attributable  to  the  circumstance  of  a 
portion  of  the  demand  of  Fusly  1275  outstanding  against  the  Zemindary  of  Carvetnugger  and 
other  PoUiems  having  been  paid  in  this  Fusly,  and  partly  "because  the  Peishcush  of  the  Ami 
Jaghire  for  Fusly  1276  was  received  at  the  Treasury  within  the  Fusly  instead  of  at  the  beginning 
of  the  ensuing  year  as  is  ordinarily  the  case. 

70.  JoDY  ON  Shrotriem,  &c.,  villages. — This  increase  is  due  to  the  more  regular  collection 
of  current  revenue  and  a  fuller  realization  of  outstanding  arrears.  # 

71.  Ryotwar. — This  decrease  arises  from  the  unfavourable  character  of  the  earlier  part  of 
the  year  which  rendered  it  necessary  to  suspend  the  operations  of  Act  No.  II.  of  1864  in  the  more 
famine  stricken  parts  of  the  District.  The  assessment,  &c.,  of  waste  land  taken  up  for  cultivation 
without  formal  application  has  been  credited  to  this  head,  and  hence  has  arisen  the  increase. 

72.  Abkarry. — The  increase  in  this  item  is  caused  by  the  renter  having  made  some  large 
payments  in  reduction  of  arrears  outstanding  against  him.

75.    The  recoverable  arrears  noted  in  the 

margin,  which  have  been  accumulating  from 

Fusly  1268  up  to  1274,  pertain  principally  to 

the  Gudiattum,  Arcot,  and  Walliyah  talooks. 

Property  has  already  been  attached  to  the  value  of  27,638  Rupees  of  this  amount;  and  steps  are 

being  taken  to  realize  the  remaining  balance.     The  state  of  the  collections  during  the  year  under 

report  contrasts  favourably  with  that  of  the  preceding  Fusly. 

Bnpees  893.  76.    A  large  proportion  of  the  arrears  of 

Shrotriem  Jodi,  is  due  in  a  village  in  the  Arcot, 
talook.  This  village  is  still  under  attachment,  and  measures  are  being  taken  to  realize  the  dues 
on  it. 

77.  The  arrears  under  "  doubtful"  are  for  the  most  part  connected  with  boundary  and  such 
like  disputes,  which  I  shall  endeavour  to  bring  gradually  to  a  final  settlement. 

78.  The  amount  of  irrecoverable  balances  recommended  in  my  last  report  to  be  written  off 
the  accounts  is  entered  in  Column  9  of  the  Statement.  Subsequent  collections  and  items  transferred 
to  these  heads  of  accounts  are  shown  in  Columns  10  and  11  respectively.  If  the  total  of  these  two 
items  be  deducted  from  the  amount  recommended  fco  be  written  off,  there  will  remain  the  net 
balance  exhibited  in  Column  13.     The  amount  to  be  written  off  this  Fusly  finds  place  in  Column  19. 

The  figures  entered  in  Columns  15  and  18  do  not  appear  under  ''Balance"  in  the  Demand 
Collection,  and  Balance  Statement,  as  there  have  been  some  intermediate  receipts  in  items  recom* 
mended  to  be  written  off  which  have  been  credited  to  collections,  and  other  sums  have  in  like 
manner  been  credited  to  recoverable  arrears.  The  Tahsildars  will  now  be  instructed  to  collect  all 
balances  still  due,  and  to  report  in  what  cases  refunds  will  have  to  be  made. 

The  details  of  tlft  sums  entered  in  Column  19,  are  given  in  a  separate  Memorandum  which 
accompanies  this  report. 

I  beg  that  I  may  be  authorized  to  write  these  sums  off  the  accounts.  The  Ryotwar  and 
Miscellaneous  arrears  are  shown  separately,  as  far  as  Talook  Statistics  enable  me  so  to  classify 
ihem. 

79.  Enclosure  A.  in  Statement  No.  8  will  show  to  what  extent  coercive  measures  were 
employed  in  the  realization  of  the  revenue  during  the  year.

The  increase  in  the  number  of  processes  is  the  natural  consequence  of  a  more  rigorous  appli 
oation  of  the  Eevenue  Recovery  Act.    The  Act  was  more  or  less  inactive  during  the  earlier  part 
of  the  season  when  distress  was  prevalent,  but  the  decrease  in  the  value  of  property  actually  sold 
under  it  shows  that  the  dues  were  largely  paid  up  as  soon  as  the  land  was  attached.

81.  The  increase  of  Rupees  4,783  under  **  Refunds  of  Revenue,*'  is  in  a  great  measure  com- 
Wqpient  upon  the  Order  of  Government,  quoted  in  the  margin  of  paragraph  63,  which  directs  that 
the  amount  of  Cattle  fines  levied  in  the  Zemindary  of  Calastry,  be  refunded  to  the  Zemindar.

83.  The  increase  of  Rupees  6,776  under  11  uzoor  and  Talook  Establishments  is  caused  by 

the  augmentation  of  the  salaries  paid  to  certain 
I2tli  Sept.  and  28fch  Nov.  1865,  Nos.  2,184  and  2,940.  servants,    under  the  Sanction  conveyed  in  the 

Proceedings  of  Government  noted  in  the  margin. 

84.  The  decrease  of  Rupees  478  under  *'  Saderward,"  and  of  Rupees  108  under  '*  Medical 
Charges,"  is  too  insignificant  to  call  for  remark. 

85.  There  is  an  increase  of  Rupees  5,132  under  heads  **  Contingencies"  and  '*  Miscellane- 
ous" consequent  on  the  purchase  of  Office  furniture  and  Extra  Tentage  paid  to  the  Covenanted 
Officers  of  the  District. 

86.  Commission  or  Discount  to  licensed  Stamp  Vendors. — A  more  active  sale  of  Stamps 
under  the  operations  of  Act  No-  XXVI.  of  1867  explains  the  increase  under  these  items. 

87.  A  Statement  showing  the  extent,  assessment,  &c.,  of  land  transferred  from  wet  to  dry 
rates  during  the  year  owing  to  the  want  of  means  of  irrigation  will  be  found  among  the  enclosures. 

All  well  Nunjah  land  has  now  been  transferred  to  a  Punjab  class  under  the  terms  of  the  Order 

of  Government  communicated  with  the  Board^s 
26th  January  1866,  No.  641.  Proceedings  noted  in  the  margin.

transfer  of  land  fVom  a  wet  to  a  dry  class  had  not 
i)ated  26th  Jannaiy  1866,  No.  641.  been  made  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the 

Board's  instructions. 
This  and  the  other  Tahsildarfl  were,  therefore,  instructed  to  have  such  holdings  inspected  afredi 
trd  to  submit  a  statement  showing  the  results  of  this  further  inquiry.  Until  this  v^ificatioa  of 
the  account  has  been  fully  completed,  the  figures  in  the  last  oolumn  of  my  table  cannot  be  accepted 
ks  representing  exactly  the  tocrifice  of  revenue  entailed  by  this  reclassification  of  land  irrigated 
frofliwelld.

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88.  ToPBS. — ^A  statement  showing  the  year's  results  is  herewith  enclosed.  A  greater  breadth 
of  land  was,  it  will  be  seen,  taken  up  during  the  year  for  the  formation  of  topes,  but  this  form  of 
agricultural  enterprize  must,  as  already  observed,  be  of  slow  and  gradual  growth  even  under  the 
most  favourable  conditions. 

89.  Lands  acquired  by  Public  Servants. — A  Statement  in  the  prescribed  form  showing 
the  landed  property  acquired  by  public  servants  during  the  Fusly  will  be  found  among  the 
enclosures. 

90.  HuzooR  AccouNT.-7-As  remarked  in  my  last  report,  the  business  in  the  Account  Depart- 
ment is  conducted  on  sound  principles,  and  is  in  accordance  with  the  Rules  laid  down  for  its  direction. 

Occasional  changes  in  the  minor  details  of  the  system  are  of  course  inevitable,  and  produce 
some  temporary  derangements ;  but  I  am  satisfied  that  the  method  of  accounts  observed  in  this 
oflBce  is,  on  the  whole,  both  as  respects  their  careful  preparation  and  punctual  submission,  credita- 
ble to  the  management  and  industry  of  the  intelligent  officer  who  more  immediately  directs  the 
department. 

91.  Talook  and  Village  accounts. —The  accounts  of  the  talooks  settled  by  myself  were 
examined,  and  were,  on  the  whole,  found  to  be  neatly  and  regularly  kept. 

Some  omissions  in  respect  to  the  use  of  the  prescribed  forms  and  errors  came  under  notice,  but 
these  did  not  afiect  the  main  principles.  An  absolute  conformity  in  practice  with  the  Talook  and 
Village  Manuals  is  in  fact  no  longer  possible  under  the  changes  which  have  taken  place  in  the 
general  system  of  account  since  these  manuals  were  first  distributed. 

92.  I  have  already  adverted  to  the  Quinquennial  Return  A,  and  have  only  to  mention  with 
reference  to  the  Board's  observations  in  paragraph  7  of  their  Circular,  dated  the  19th  March  1862, 
No.  1,846,  that  the  distinction-  now  made  between  villages  and  hamlets  is  the  same  as  that  observed 
in  the  Settlement  Report  of  Fusly  1271. 

93.  Agricultural  Stock.— Quinquennial  Rbtubn  E. — In  the  subjoined  Abstract  Statement 
are  shown  the  agricultural  statistics  of  the  District: — 
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The  total  number  of  Puttahs  shown  in  column  7  of  this  abstract  will  bo  found  classified  in 
Statement  F,  showing  the  Rent  Roll  of  the  District.  From  this  the  Board  will  find  that  some  two- 
thirds  of  the  agricultural  section  of  the  population  pay  Land-tax  of  Rupees  10  and  under,  and  that 
the  proportion  of  those  paying  upwards  of  Rupees  30  is  only  one-eighth. 

94.  There  has  been  no  variation  in  the  price  of  farm  stock  since  the  last  Quinquennial  Returns 
were  taken.  The  ordinary  breed  of  the  District  miserably  small  and  degenerate,  and  nearly  all 
the  finer  cattle  brouglit  to  market  came  from  the  Mysore  and  Salem  country.  I  have  commented 
elsewhere  on  the  unusual  mortality  which  prevailed  during  the  year  among  the  cattle  in  the  more 
suffering  parts  of  the  District,  but  should  not  omit  to  notice  the  success  which  attended  Mr. 
Thacker's  treatment  in  the  places  which  he  was  able  to  visit. 

95.  Statement  D.  exhibits  the  population  and  number  of  houses.  The  general  results  are 
abstracted  in  the  subjoined  Statement,  and  shown  in  comparison  with  last  Quinquennial  Statistics. 
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96.  As  directed,  the  census  was  taken  on  the  1st  March  last.  Messrs.  Wilkinson  and  Sped- 
ding,  and  some  of  the  Tahsildars  and  Sub-Magistrates,  tested  the  accuracy  of  the  Statistical  Returns 
of  certain  towns  and  villagis  selected  at  random.  The  yariation  in  the  results  thus  obtained  was 
very  trifling,  and  the  Returns  may,  therefore,  be  accepted  as,  on  the  whole,  tolerably  accurate  and 
reliable. 

The  Returns  thus  compiled  show  that  the  population  which  at  last  census  was  1,650,000  (one 
million  six  hundred  and  fifty  thousand),  has  increased  during  the  period  now  under  report  to 
1,780,000,  (one  million  seven  hundred  and  eighty  thousand.)  The  quinquennial  increase  has  thus 
been  130,000,  (one  hundred  and  thirty  thousand),  being  an  annual  average  of  26,000,  or  15|  per 
mille. 

The  increase  occurs  in  the  Returns  relating  to  the  agricultural  part  of  the  population,  a  fact 
which  may  be  accepted  as  a  gratifying  proof  of  the  benefits  of  recent  fiscal  reforms. 

The  falling  off  in  the  number  of  the  non-agricultural  population  is  probably  in  a  great  measure 
due  to  a  considerable  proportion  of  those  so  classified  in  last  Returns  having  intermediately  become 
agricultural. 

97.  Sources  or  ibbigation. — QaiNQUBNNiAL  Return  C. — ^The  various  sources  of  irrigation

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In  the  number  of  private  tanks  and  river  channels,  compared  with  the  Returns  of  Fusly  1271, 
there  is  some  trifling  increase.  In  that  of  wells  the  increase  is  more  considerable.  I  need  scarcely 
remark  that  this  increase  in  the  number  of  wells  is  the  natural  result  of  the  liberal  policy  of  lata 
years,  which  renounces  all  State  rights  in  such  agricultural  property  and  exempts  dry  land  irrigated 
from  wells  from  all  additional  taxation. 
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98.  The  subjoined  Statement  shows  the  extent  of  arable  land  and  its  revenue  under  the  Palar,

99.  The  channel  works  connected  with  the  three  anicuts  have  been  considerably  extended  an< 
improved  of  late  years. 

It  is  a  question  for  the  Professional  Department  to  determine  how  far  the  distribution  ofwat«r 
at  those  several  anicuts  can  be  further  sub-divided  with  advantage.  My  own  opinion  is,  that  the 
Ponne  and  Cheyar  anient  systems  do  not  admit  of  much  additional  development,  and  that  any 
further  expeiiditurc  in  this  direction  should  be  principally  confined  to  completing  the  net  work  of 
channels  from  the  Palar  anient  on  the  south  bank  of  the  river. 

100.  The  number  of  rained  tanks  made  over  to  private  capitalists  during  the  year  under

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The  results  thus  far  are  not  promising,  but  the  nnfavourable  character  of  the  seasons  during  a 
series  of  years  has  naturally  discouraged  capitalists  from  embarking  in  such  costly  and  precarious 
undertakings. 

101 .    The  Circular  Memorandum  noted  in  the 
Dated  2»pd  October  1866,  No.  1,064.  margin  directs  that  the  two  items  of  which  I  have 

just  been  speaking  (sources  of  irrigation  and  ruined 
tanks)  shall  be  noticed  in  every  Settlement  Report.  In  the  absence  of  any  specific  instructions 
on  the  point,  I  have  given  these  items  a  separate  place  in  this  report. 

102.  Quinquennial  Return  B. — Return  B.  shows  in  detail  the  Ayacut  and  the  proportion 
under  cultivation  up  to  the  close  of  Fusly  1276. 

103.  In  the  subjoined  Abstract  Statement,  the  statistics  of  Fusly  1271  are  compared  with

The  increase  in  extent  and  assessment  of  dry  land  shown  in  Columns  2  and  3,  and  the  decrease 
in  the  corresponding  Columns  4  and  5  under  wet  cultivation,  are  due  in  some  degree  to  the  recent 
transfer  of  all  land  irrigated  from  wells  from  wet  to  dry  rates  of  assessment,  as  also  to  the  gradual 
appropriation  of  unassessed  waste  for  cultivation. 

104.  The  Settlement  Report  of  the  Sub-division  is  herewith  forwarded. 

105.  Remarks  on  the  conduct  of  the  Suboedinatb  Officers. — Mr.  Comyn  only  joined  the 
District  on  the  7th  June  1867,  and  did  not  therefore  take  any  personal  part  in  the  Settlement. 

Mr.  Comyn  has  all  the  qualifications  of  a  good  Revenue  OflScer,  and  will,  I  feel  sure,  manage 
his  division  with  ability  and  success. 

Mr.  Wilkinson  left  the  District  temporarily  after  having  taken  an  active  part  in  the  Settlement. 

I  have  to  acknowledge  his  ready  co-operation  in  all  matters,  and  to  express  my  satisfaction  at 
the  manner  in  which  he  managed  the  talooks  more  directly  under  his  charge. 

I  have  noticed  elsewhere  in  this  report  the  assistance  I  received  from  Mr.  Martin  before  his 
removal,  on  promotion,  to  another  District. 

Mr.  Tagg  continues  to  merit  my  confidence  and  good  opinion. 

He  has  already  acquired  that  practical  acquaintance  with  business  which  quite  fits  him  for .  a 
separate  charge. 

Mr.  Gibson  rendered  me  much  valuable  and  ready  assistance  in  connection  with  famine  works 
and  other  remedial  measures.  His  general  work  evinces  a  sound  judgment  and  good  business 
qualifications. 

Mr.  Hewetson,  the  Deputy  Collector  in  charge  of  the  Zemindary  Tracts,  is  probably  not  equal  to 
the  responsibilities  of  that  somewhat  difficult  and  delicate  post.  That  charge  might  with  much 
advantage  be  placed  under  the  management  of  Mr.  Gibson  or  Mr.  Lee  Warner  (when  relieved)  and 
Mr.  Hewetson  be  more  suitably  and  safely  employed  on  the  general  staflF  of  the  District. 

The  Deputy  Collector  in  charge  of  the  Treasury  continues  to  give  me  every  satisfaction.  He 
is  a  good  man  of  business,  and  an  intelligent  promising  officer. 

I  am  glad,  in  continuation  of  former  remarks,  to  make  favourable  mention  of  my  Serishtadar's 
services. 
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My  office  establishment  generally  hare  given  me  satisfaction. 

The  changes  which  have  taken  place  during  the  year  in  the  grades  of  Tahsildar  and   Sab- 
Magistrate  will  all  contribute  to  the  more  effective  administration  of  the  District.

I  have  the  honour  to  forward  the  usual  Annual  Report  on  the  Settlement  of  the  Sub-Di vi- 
rion for  Fusly  1276. 

I  joined  the  District  on  the  7th  June  1867.  Previous  to  this,  the  talooks  of  Arcot,  Vellore,  and 
Polur  had  been  settled  by  the  late  Sub-Collector  Mr.  Barlow,  and  half  of  the  Wandewash  talook  by 
yourself;  the  other  half  remained  unsettled  until  the  20th  June,  when  it  was,  by  your  direction, 
taken  up  and  completed  by  the  late  Acting  Head  Assistant,  Mr.  Wilkinson,  in  consequence  of  my 
having  proceeded  to  Chittoor  to  take  charge  of  the  principal  division  during  your  absence  on  privilege 
leave. 

The  settlement  was  made  at  two  stations  in  each  talook  except  Polur.  The  names  of  these 
stations,  the  time  occupied  for  the  settlement,  and  the  number  of  Puttahs  distributed,  are  all  given

The  total  number  of  Puttahs  distributed  was  91,693,  or  6,156  above  that  of  the  preceding 
Fusly.  The  causes  of  this  increase  were,  (l),the  issue  of  a  fresh,  Puttah  to  every  ryot,  acourse  rendered 
necessary  by  the  adoption  of  a  new  form,  and  (2),  the  sub-division  of  some  old  Puttahs. 

The  early  part  of  the  season  was  very  unfavourable.  The  drought  of  the  preceding  year 
continued  more  or  less  to  the  end  of  August  in  this  year.  In  consequence  of  this,  dry  and  wet 
lands,  assessed  at  Rupees  51,683,  were  relinquished,  dry  lands  bearing  an  assessment  of  Rupees 
37,525  were  left  waste,  all  dry  crops  generally  perished,  the  poorer  classes  of  people  suffered  great 
distress  from  want  of  food,  and  cattle  died  in  vast  numbers  from  want  of  forage,  though  from  the 
beginning  of  September  the  character  of  the  season  changed,  and  it  began  to  rain,  and  wet  crops 
were  successfully  cultivated.  The  outturn  of  these  crops  was,  however,  greatly  reduced  owing  to 
deficiency  of  water  at  the  time  when  the  crops  were  coming  to  maturity.  In  addition  to  this,  the 
heavy  fall  of  rain  in  October  caused  several  tanks  to  breach,  and  most  of  the  lands  under  them  were 
left  uncultivated.

The  advances  made  under  the  orders  of  Government,  dated  the  16th  December  1866,  No.  8,924, 
to  some  of  the  ryots  of  Polur  talook  to  enable  them  to  purchase  agricultural  stock,  have,  it  appears, 
assisted  them  considerably  in  carrying  on  their  cultivation  which  they  would  otherwise  have  been 
unable  to  do. 

Owing  to  deficient  barest  on  the  one  hand  and  heavy  demands  from  neighbouring  districts  on 
the  other,  the  prices  of  all  sorts  of  grain  rose  excessively  high.  The  following  memorandum  exhi- 
bits the  average  prices  of  Fuslies  1275  and  1276.

The  particulars  are  given  in  the  annexed  Statement  A. 

The  largest  balance  is  Rupees  49,455  in  Arcot,  and  Rupees  36,954  in  Vellore  talook.  The 
exact  amount  of  balance  for  Polur  is  not  known,  as  the  Demand,  Collection,  and  Balance  Statement  for 
August  has  not  been  received  from  that  talook.  The  Return  from  Wandewash  shows  the  balance  of 
that  talook  to  be  Rupees  14,902.  During  the  mouth  of  September,  a  large  portion  of  these  arrears 
may  have  been  collected,  but  the  Tahsildars  will  be  pressed  to  realize,  without  further  delay,  the 
whole  amount  excepting  that  recommended  elsewhere  to  be  written  off  as  irrecoverable  arrears 
amounting  to  Rupees  10,021-7-10.  It  appears  from  the  Statement  No.  6,  showing  the  Demand,  Col- 
lection, and  Balance  of  Shrotriems,  Ac,  that  there  is  a  balance  of  Rupees  2,180  against  the  Shro- 
triemdars  of  Valavanoor,  Mangadu,  and  Nattery.    This  will  be  recovered  as  quickly  as  possible. 

Ibeecovbbablb  abbears. — The  particulars  of  old  arrears  up  to  Fusly  1275  having  been 
separately  famished  to  you  in  the  Statements  which  accompanied  my  letter  of  the  3rd  instant. 
No.  424,  I  have  only  to  request  herp  that  the  irrecoverable  portion  thereof,  amounting  to  Rupees 
10,021-7-10,  may  be  recommended  to  be  written  off  the  accounts. 

ViLLAOE  AND  Talook  accoukts. — ^It  appears  that  the  accounts  of  some  of  the  villages  in  each 
talook  were  examined  at  the  time  of  Jummahbundy,  and  that  they  were  not  found  to  be  complete 
or  altogether  free  from  errors. 

Acquisition  of  lands  by  Public  Sbbvants. — I  gather  from  the  Talook  Returns  received  on 

this  subject,   that  only  the  Tahsildar  of  Wande- 
t  t^'b^'  ^'  ^'  ^*^'  Kristniah,  ♦  and  a  Gumast^  of  the  Arcot 

-  talook,  Sashia,  t  acquired  lands  this  year  in  the 
Arcot  talook  to  the  extent  noted  in  the  margin.  There  are  some  other  names  given  in  the  Talook 
Statements,  but  as  it  is  not  distinctly  stated  there,  whether  they  acquired  any  land  during  this  year, 
a  reference  has  been  made  to  the  Tahsildars  concerned  for  further  information.

Fusly  1276,  together  with  the  several  State- 
ments, *  Annual  and  Quinquennial,  which  have 
been  carefully  prepared  agreeably  to  the  revised  forms. 

3.  I.  YiLLAGSS  AT  WHICH  THE  SETTLEMENT  WAS  MADE. — ^Thc  statious  at  which  the  Jummah- 
bundy  was  made,  the  period  occupied  in  the  settlement  of  each  talook,  and  the  names  of  the 
Officers  by  whom  conducted,  are  shown  in  Statement  No.  1.  The  Jummahbundy  was  held  at  tb^ 
Kusbah  of  each  of  the  talooks  of  Virdachellum,  Tindevanum,  Eullacoorchy,  and  EUavanasoor,  and 
in  the  rest  of  the  talooks  partly  at  the  Kusbah  and  party  at  other  places.  The  Settlements  com- 
menced on  the  7th  February,  and  was  finally  completed  on  the  18th  May  1867.

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4.  The  revised  form  of  Putta  received  with  the  Board's  Circular  Memorandum,  dated  7th 
February  1866,  No.  122,  was  not  adopted  in  the  past. Settlement  for  the  reasons  noticed  by  tho 
Board  in  paragraph  6  of  their  Circular  Memorandum,  No.  1,206,  dated  3rd  December  1866. 

5.  The  total  number  of  Puttas  issued  this  year  amounted  to  2,57,054,  of  which  new  Puttas 
aggregated  to  10,226,  Puttas  altered  and  modified  53,053,  Puttas  untouched  and  in  which  no 
alteration  was  made  1, 93, 775=2, 57, 054. 

6.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  fresh  Puttas  issued  is  due  partly  to  new  Durkhasts  and  to 
the  transfer  of  villages  from  Salem  to  this  District. 

7.  III.  Season  and  sanitary  state  of  the  District,  and  a  brief  account  of  the  bbxkpit 
OF  Vaccination,  and  the  extent  of  its  operations. — The  season  under  report  was  on  the 
whole  favourable,  especially  for  Nunja  cultivation;  and  following  a  season  like  that  of  Fusly 
1275,  the  contrast  was,  of  course,  striking.  The  rainfall  on  the  whole  was  abundant,  yet  the 
prices  of  both  dry  and  wet  grains  which  had  risen  greatly  during  the  latter  end  of  Fusly  1275, 
continued  the  same  through  the  first  half  of  Fusly  1276,  and  it  was  not  until  January  that  they 
began  to  lower.  The  Board  and  Government  will  be  aware  of  the  great  distress  which  prevailed 
more  or  less  throughout  the  country,  and  South  Arcot  was  no  exception,  and  for  many  months 
measures  of  relief  were  in  active  operation;  but  with  the  propitious  and  timely  rains  in  November 
and  December,  the  prospects  of  the  harvest  greatly  brightened,  and  which  were  happily  confirmed 
by  results,  and  from  and  after  January  prices  generally  fell  and  assumed  their  ordinary  proportions. 

8.  The- seasonable  rains  after  August  1866,  (Fusly  1276,)  and  which  continued  more  or  less 
without  intermission  during  the  succeeding  months  to  the  close  of  the  Calendar  year,  encouraged  all 
kinds  of  cultivation,  and  where  previously  owing  to  the  long  drought,  from  November  1865  up  to 
August  1866,  all  had  looked  gloomy  and  sad,  everything  suddenly  wore  a  promising  and  cheerful 
aspect;  and  only  those  on  whom  the  responsibility  and  charge  of  a  large  District  is  thrown  can 
understand  or  appreciate  the  feelings  of  gratitude  to  God  experienced  at  the  sudden  transition  from 
prospective  starvation  to  comparative  plenty.     But  while  the  harvest  of  nearly  all  cereals  and  grain 

froducts  was  abundant,  the  want  of  rain  in  the  months  following  January  last  was  unfavourable  to 
ndigo  and  Gingelly  oil. 

9.  The  annexed  Memorandum  gives  the  rainfall  from  April  1866  to  March  1867  inclusive, 
prepared  from  the  monthly  Reports  furnished  to  the  Board  of  Revenue.

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10.  From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  in  the  whole  year  thirty-throe  inches  fell,  or  six  inches  in 
excess  of  the  fall  registered  in  the  year  before. 

11.  There  were  freshes  in  all  the  rivers  of  the  District,  namely,  Pennar,  Guddelem,  Coleroon, 
and  Vellar  during  the  five  months  of  August,  September,  October,  November,  and  December  1866'. 

12.  Cholera  more  or  less  prevailed  throughout  the  year  in  all  the  talooks  of  the  District 
except  Villapoorum,  and  in  some  places  the  loss  of  life  was  great. 

13.  Cattle  also  suffered  considerably,  especially  in  the  talooks  of  Trinpmallay,  Kidlacoorchy, 
Cuddalore,  and  Tindevanum;  the  mortality  was  most  in  the  two  talooks  of  Trinomallay  and  Kulla- 
coorchy,  in  the  westerh  parts  of  which  pasture  and  water  entirely  failed  from  December  1865  up 
to  August  1866. 

14.  The  usual  diseases  of  Fever  and  Small-pox  were  also  visitants  at  intervals  during  the 
past  seasons,  and  many  died,  as  must  always  be  the  case  in  a  country  where  the  poorer  agricultural 
classes  are  attacked,  and  where  the  application  of  remedies  is  almost  impracticable.  In  the 
western  talooks  and  in  Tindevanum  the  epidemics  were  most  felt. 

15.  The  outturn  of  wet  crops  was  above  the  average,  and  the  other,  that  of  dry  crops,  did 
nut  fall  below  the  average  except  in  gram. 

16.  The  following  abstract  Statement  shows  the  number  and  results  of  cases  of  Vaccination

17.  The  Deputy  Superintendent  of  Vaccination,  in  a  letter  of  the  30fch  July  1867,  states  that 
the  Vaccinators  of  the  Tanjore  Circle  were  employed  in  the  Tanjore  District  from  April  1866  to 
the  end  of  March  1867,  and  that  part  of  the  establishment  was  only  transferred  to  South  Arcot  for 
employment  in  the  principal  localities  during  the  hot-season;  consequently  the  Statement  includes 
only  the  operations  in  this  District  during  April,  May,  and  June  1867;  henc^  the  decrease  of 
12,248  cases  below  the  past  year  1865-66.

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19.  The  prices  of  all  kinds  of  grain  continued  high  during  the  second  half  year  of  Fusly  1275, 
and  throughout  the  first  half  year  of  Fusly  1276,  as  already  noticed,  in  consequence  of  the  caV 
mitous  character  of  the  season.  The  prices  of  the  first  half  of  Fusly  1276  were  unprecedentedlj 
high.  In  the  second  half  year  of  Fusly  1276  there  was  a  slight  decrease,  and  a  comparison 
between  the  average  prices  for  the  last  ten  years,  and  those  prevailing  in  Fusly  1276,  as  well  as 
between  those  of  Fuslies  1275  and  1276,  the  prices  of  grain  of  all  kinds  in  the  latter  Fusly  (1276) 
will  likewise  appear  unusually  high  arising  from  the  unprecedented  rates  current  throughout  the 
first  half  of  the  last  named  year.  A  contrast  of  prices  in  Fusly  1276,  with  those  averaging  in  the 
previous  ten  years,  exhibits  an  increase  in  the  former  of  from  forty-two  to  sixty-three  per  cent,  in 
excess  on  the  various  sorts  of  grain.  A  similar  comparison  between  Fuslies  1275  and  1276  shows 
an  increase  of  sixteen  to  as  much  as  fifty  per  cent,  in  the  latter  year. 

20.  The  average  price  for  the  second  sort  paddy  for  several  years  is  shown  in  the  Statement 
No.  2.

for  the  second  (&)  and  third  (c)  five  years  were 
Bupees  118  and  132  respectively;  while  in  the  next  three  years,  or  in  Fuslies  1274,  1275,  and  1276, 
the  prices  rose,  respectively,  to  Rupees  157,  166,  and  209.  Not  only  the  season  but  the  export  trade 
necessarily  infiuences  the  market  rates  of  agricultural  products,  but  up  to  a  certain  limit  of  course 
high  prices  indicate  prosperity  in  a  country  essentially  agricultural.

75.  Rbsulm  of  the  bbvision  of  the  Assessment. — I  will  now  briefly  notice  theTesuHs  of 
the  revision  of  assessment  in  this  district,  as  sanctioned  in  paragraphs  1  and  2  of  the  Boards 
Proceedings,  dated  3rd  March  1866,  No.  1,477.

99.  Incomb-tax. — The  decrease  under  this  head  is  Rupees  3,494,  explained  as  follows. 
During  Fusly  1275  larger  collections  had  been  made  oii  account  of  arrears  of  Income-taac,  whereis 
a  small  amount  of  75  Rupees  was  only  collected  in  Fusly  1276. 
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100.    LiCBNSB-TAx.— Act  No.  XXI  of  1867  was  only  brought  into  operation  in  May  1867.   The 
amount  collected  during  May  and  June  on  salaries  of  Public  Servants  and  Trades  and  Professions,  Ac.

107.  Four  items  only  compose  the  foregoing  amount.  The  first  is  a  sum  of  Bupees  49-15-0» 
which  is  suspended  from  the  Jodi  of  a  Shrotriem  village,  Einanur,  and  from  the  Feshcush  of  a  Mottah 
village,  Mundagapet,  in  Yirdaohellam  and  Cuddalore  talooks  respectively!  in  compensation  for 
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land  destroyed  by  the  excavation  of  a  new  Irrigation  channel  required  for  public  purposes,  as  well  as 
that  which  had  been  taken  up  for  public  roads.  As  explained  in  paragraph  99  of  my  Settlement 
Beport  for  Fusly  1275,  the  remission  will  be  permanent,  and  has  to  be  deducted  from  the  Jodi  and 
Feshcush  of  the  above  Shrotriem  and  Moottah  villages,  and  I  purpose  to  address  the  Board  separately 
on  the  salitject. 

108.  The  second  item  comprises  a  sum  of  Bupees  2,688-10-10,  and  is  the  assessment  of  the 
rent-free  land  given  to  the  Taliaries  of  the  late  Chellumbrum  and  Munnargoody  talooks.  The 
collection  of  the  assessment  on  these  lands  has  been  kept  in  abeyance  by  order  of  the  late  Collector— 
vide  paragraphs  87,  88,  and  99  of  my  Settlement  Reports  for  Fuslies  1273  and  1275  respectively. 

109.  The  third  item  is  Rupees  1,717-7-9,  which  includes  the  amount  of  the  assessment  of 
certain  lands,  the  boundaries  of  which  were  disputed,  but  which  had  been  cultivated  and  brought  to 
account  by  mistake  in  two  villages  by  the  Cumums.  Also  in  this  sum  is  included  land  taken  np 
for  roads,  the  collection  of  the  assessment  on  such  has  also  been  kept  in  abeyance. 

110.  The  fourth  item  is  Rupees  2,529-14-9,  irrecoverable  owing  to  the  death,  desertion,  or 
poverty  of  the  defaulters.  Thus,  the  total  amount  from  the  foregoing  causes  detailed  and  now 
recommended  for  remission  in  Fusly  1276,  is  Bupees  6,986-0-4.

112.  The  attachment  of  moveable  and  immoveable  property  of  the  defaulters  in  Fusly  1275  wtf 
Bupees  21,070,  while  in  Fusly  1276  it  was  Bupees  21,337 ;  the  property  actually  sold  in  Fusly  127( 
was  Bupees  4,557;  in  Fusly  1276  it  amounted  to  Bupees  9,543.  The  Board  will  obserre 
that  the  excess  in  the  past  year  is  somewhat  striking  when  contrasting  the  character  of  the  two 
years,  and  it  may  possibly  indicate  that  in  the  year  under  notice  distress  in  some  instances  had  been 
&lt  raA^r  at  a  later  period  than  at  its  commencement.  Larger  sales  of  land  during  Fusly  1376 
were  necessary  for  the  realisation  of  the  arrears  of  Fusly  1275. 

113.  The  gross  collections  amounted  to  Bupees  41,01,109-1-2,  while  the  disbursements  weie 
Btipees  3,45,663-4-6,  leaving  a  surplus  of  Bupees  37,55,445-12-8;  the  percentage  of  chaises  b 
this  year  has  th«0  been  eight  per  cent.,  precisely  the  8am$  as  in*the  year  previous.  The  various  iteae

114.  No.  1.— The  increase  of  Ropees  24,294-0-11  ia  the  item  ef  BefdneU  of  Bevemw  ia  in 
consequence  of  the  nndisbursed  portion  of  the  amoont  hftving  been  refonded  this  year  forPaqa 
losses,  as  sanctioned  by  the  Board  in  their  several  Proceedings,  dated  7th  May,  4iih  August,  and 
llht  October  1866,  Nos.  3,^221,  5,360,  and  7,345. 
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115.  No8,  2  and  3.— The  increase  of  Rupees  11,920-5-11  and  Rupees  802-7-1  in  the 
item  of  Salary  of  Collectors,  kc.  Tent  allowance,  and  House-rent,  is  in  consequence  of  the  following 
officers  having  drawn  in  this  District  their  salaries  and  house-rent: — 

Mr.  Gadell,  the  CoUectors's  salary  of  the  Canara  District. 

Mr.  Thompson,  the  Sub-Collector's  salary  of  the  Malabar  District. 

Mr.  Hathaway,  the  Head  Assistant  Collector's  salary  of  Eumool,  and  Sub-Collector*8  salary  of 

Tinnevelly  District. 
Mr.  Lister,  the  Assistant  Collector's  salary  of  Ganjam  District. 

116.  No.  5. — ^The  decrease  of  Rupees  738-5-1  in  the  item  of  Saderwarid  under  Land 
Revenue  is  mainly  owing  to  the  supply  of  stationery  articles  from  Madras. 

117.  No,  13. — ^Under  the  head  Drawbacks  there  appears  an  increase  of  Rupees  11,631-6-1, 
caused  by  the  larger  refunds  in  the  year  under  notice  than  in  the  year  preceding.  These  draw- 
backs have  been  the  subject  of  a  separate  correspondence. 

118.  No,  17. — ^There  is  a  decrease  of  Rupees  941-10-8  in  the  item  of  salary  of  Deputy  Col- 
lector under  the  head  Salt,  which  is  owing  to  the  difference  of  grade  between  the  present  and  late 
Salt  Deputy  Collectors. 

119.  Nob.  10, 14,  and  18. — ^Under  the  respective  heads  of  Sea  Custom,  Land  Custom,  and  Salt 
Establishment,  the  decrease  is  Rupees  258-0-3,  Rupees  329-6-5,  and  Rupees  1,357-15-7  reapec- 
tively,  and  is  explained  as  follows: — ^The  arrears  of  salary  due  to  the  establishment  for  May  1865 
was  charged  in  the  accounts  of  Fusly  1275,  whereas  there  was  no  such  charge  in  Fusly  1276. 

120.  No8.  21  arid  25. — ^TJnder  the  head  ''Salt  Coodivarum  and  Contingencies"  there  isik 
decrease  of  Rupees  6,470-6-3  and  255-15-7,  which  is  accounted  for  by  the  less  manufieM^ture  of  salt 
in  this  than  in  the  year  preceding. 

121.  No8.  23  and  24.-7The  increase  of  Rupees  830-6-3  under  the  respective  heads  of  Export 
charges  and  Freight  on  salt  imported,  is  in  consequence  of  the  expenses  incurred  in  the  supply 
of  salt  to  the  French  Government  of  Pondicherry  on  account  of  the  first  and  second  instalments  of 
Fusly  1275,  and  the  first  instalment  of  Fusly  1276  having  been  charged  to  the  latter  Fusly  1276. 

122.  No.  28. — ^Under  the  head  **  Stamp  refund*'  there  appears  a  decrease  of  Rupees  740-8-0, 
consequent  on  less  payments  having  been  made  in  Fusly  1276  than  in  the  previous  year. 

123.  No8.  7,  8,  and  16. — In  the  item  Contingencies  under  the  respective  heads  of  Land 
Revenue  and  Land  Customs,  there  is  an  increase,  respectively,  of  Rupees  464-1-9  and  170-6-6. 
The  increase  in  the  Land  Revenue  is  owing  to  the  increased  amount  of  batta  paid  to  the  Huzoor 
servants,  and  the  additional  extra  tentage  paid  to  the  Revenue  Officers,  as  well  as  to  the  purchase 
of  certain  office  furniture  under  the  Board's  sanction.  The  increase  in  the  Land  Customs  is  conse- 
quent on  the  rewards  to  informers  and  captors  of  smuggled  goods  having  been  charged  to  the  head 
ef  Contingencies  before  the  receipt  of  the  Board's  instructions  to  debit  such  charges  under  "  General 
Fund"  subordinate  to  **  Local  Funds." 

124.  No.  20. — ^The  increase  of  Rupees  279-10-0  in  the  item  of  Travelling  allowance  and 
Batta  under  Salt,  is  owing  to  that  amount  of  additional  charge  under  such  head  during  Fusly  1276. 

125.  No.  22. — Under  the  head  Charges  for  conveying  and  storing  salt,  there  is  an  increase  of 
Rupees  398-4-10,  accounted  for  by  the  payment  of  the  arrears  in  the  past  Fusly  of  1275. 

126.  ^0.  26. — ^There  is  an  increase  of  Rupees  382-15-1  in  the  item  of  '^  Commission  to  Stamp 
Vendors."  This  is  owing  to  the  payment  of  the  commission  at  various  rates  under  the  discount 
system. 

127.  No.  27. — ^The  increase  of  Rupees  32-3-6  in  the  item  of  Stamp  Contingencies,  is  for  the 
carriage  hire  of  Stamp  papers  received  from  the  Superintendent  of  Stamps. 

128.  No.  29. — The  sum  of  Rupees  12  under  the  head  License-tax  is  the  refund  made  under 
the  provisions  of  Act  No.  XXI  of  1867- 
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129.  No.  6. — ^In  the  item  of  Medical  charges  under  Land  Rerenae^  there  is  a  decrease  of 
Rupees  287-3-2,  which  is  partly  accounted  for  by  the  payment  of  batta  to  the  Revenue  Office  Dressers 
haying  been  charged  by  mistake  to  the  head  *'  Contingencies"  instead  of  debiting  it  to  the  proper 
head  **  Medical  charges/'  and  also  to  the  reduction  of  the  salary  of  the  Dresser  attached  to  the 
Head  Assistant. 

130.  No8.  4,  9,  11, 12,  15,  and  19. — ^The  decrease  in  the  items  of  Huzoor  and  Talook  esta- 
blishment, Abkarry  Contingencies,  of  Rupees  42-11-2  and  69^  as  well  as  increase  of  Rupees  6-4-8 
and  22-1-10  in  the  item  of  Sea  Custom  and  Land  Custom  Saderwarid,  and  a  decrease  of  Rupees 
5-15-0  and  48-6-4  respectively  in  the  Sea  Custom  contingencies  andSalt  Saderwarid,  are  very  trifling, 
and  demand  no  particular  explanation. 

131.  Working  or  the  Village  Talook  and  Huzoor  accounts. — ^The  Village,  Talook,  and 
Huzoor  Accounts  in  this  District  have  been  examined  and  have  been  found  correctly  kept  accord- 
ing to  the  prescribed  form. 

132.  A  BEIEF  REFERENCE  TO  THE  REGISTER  OP  LANDS  ACQUIRED  BY  PuBLIC  SERVANTS. — ^A 

register  is  kept  in  the  Huzoor  in  the  prescribed  form  agreeably  to  the  Circular  Order,  No.  6,843, 
dated  13th  October  1863,  and  each  servant  is  required  to  furnish  a  Return  of  landed  property 
acquired  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  and  all  entries  are  registered  regularly;  but  it  docs  not  appear 
that  any  land  has  been  acquired  by  Public  servants  during  the  Fusly  year,  under  notice,  so  that  the 
registry  made  up  to  last  year  remains  as  it  then  was. 

133.  Observations  on  the  Quinquennial  Returns. — I  now  proceed  to  make  a  few  remarks 
on  the  Quinquennial  Returns. 

134.  These  Returns,  as  noted  in  the  margin,  and  which  are  due  in  this  Fusly,  have  been  pre-

135.  As  required  in  paragraph  5  of  the  Board's  Circular  Memorandum,  No.  1,097,  just 
quoted,  the  instructions  contained  in  a  previous  Circular,  dated  7th  February  1860,  No.  298,  for 
taking  the  census  have  been  followed,  and  the  census  was>ade  throughout  the  District  on  the  day 
fixed  by  the  Board,  namely,  the  1st  March  1867.

138.  n.  Akaki. — ^The  increase  of  six  villages  under  this  head  is  simply  owing  to  the  transfer 
of  that  number  from  Ryot  war  to  Amani  in  Fusly  1276. 

139.  III.  Sheotbibm  and  Subva  Inams. — Under  this  head  there  is  an  increase  of  three  vil- 
lages over  the  last  return,  caused  by  the  transfer  of  three  Shrotriem  villages  from  the  Trichinopoly 
District. 

140.  IV.  MooTTAHS  AND  PoLLiEMS. — Requires  no  remark. 

141.  V.  Uninhabited  Villaqhs. — Under  this  head  there  is  an  increase  of  270  villages  due 
to  the  transfer  of  that  number  from  Ryotwar  to  this  head,  as  provided  in  the  form  ;  while  these 
are  villages  though  comparatively  depopulated  have  usually  been  classed  under  Ryotwar. 

142.  The  eleven  villages  entered  opposite  to  No.  5  for  Fusly  1271  represent  Moturpha  vil- 
lages. As  no  item  has  been  provided  for,  for  the  entry  of  such  villages  distinct  from  others,  they  are 
included  under  the  head  *' Uninhabited,"  and  comparison  is  instituted. 

143.  Statement  B.-*The  next  Statement  which  calls  for  notice  is  the  Statement  showing 
the  Circar  ayacut  and  cultivation  in  this  District. 

144.  The  total  ayacut,  as  per  Survey,  exclusive  of  Porumboke,  in  Fusly  1276,  is  Acres 
18,39,095,  bearing  an  assessment  of  Rupees  41,61,765;  while  in  Fusly  1271  it  was  Acres  18,28,140, 
or  Rupees  44,14,263,  showing  an  increase  of  Acres  10,955,  and  a  decrease  of  assessment  of 
Rupees  2,62,498. 

145.  The  increase  in  the  extent  arises  partly  from  the  inclusion  of  ayacut  of  the  viUi^es 
recently  transferred  from  Woodiarpolliem  talook,  of  Trichinopoly,  to  the  Chellumbrum  talook  of  this 
District,  and  partly  from  the  inclusion  of  the  cultivated  portion  of  the  ayacut  of  the  resumed  Jagheer 
villages  of  Ghikadi,  Shenkarapoorum,  and  Reshivendiyum,  where  only  the  extent  actually  cultivated 
annually  has  been  assumed  as  the  ayacut  in  consequence  of  there  having  been  no  Survey  or  Settle* 
ment  in  those  parts. 

146.  As  regards  the  decrease  in  the  assessment,  the  following  will  explain  it;—

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147.  The  Inam  ayaeut  in  Fusly  1276  amoonts  to  Acres  1,00,638  or  Rupees  3,36,820,  showing 
an  mcrease  of  Acres  18,450  or  Rupees  28,418,  against  Acres  82,188  and  Rupees  3,08,402  in  the 
previous  five  years.  This  increase  is  due  to  the  transfer  to  Inam  from  the  Ain  ayacut  of  lands 
assigned  in  Fusly  1276  to  the  Temple  Trustees  and  Service  Yeomiahdars  in  lieu  of  existing  money 
payments. 

148.  The  land  in  occupation  amounts  to  Acres  9,22,749,  assessed  at  Rupees  24,93,682,  while 
the  land  lying  waste  is  Acres  8,15,708,  assessed  at  Rupees  13,21,263.  The  percentage  of  waste  to 
the  total  ayacut  is  44  on  the  extent  and  32  on  the  assessment,  as  shown  in  the  following  Abstract: —

151.  The  decrease  and  increase  in  the  Government  Tanks,  River,  and  Spring  channels  and 
aniouts,  as  well  as  in  the  River  and  Spring  channels  and  anicuts  under  the  head  Private,  are 
chiefly  attributable  to  the  interchange  of  villages  between  this  and  the  Trichinopoly  District, 

152.  The  increase  of  53  tanks  in  excess  of  the  last  Quinquennial  Return  under  the  head 
Private,  is  owing  mainly  to  the  reconstruction  of  tanks  since  Fusly  1271,  at  the  expense  of  the 
ryots  in  the  Talooks  of  EUavanasoor  and  Yirdachellum. 

153.  The  decrease  in  the  old  wells  is  attributable  to  their  gradual  decay,  their  restoration 
usually  costing  more  than  for  the  construction  of  new  ones. 

154.  The  increase  of  2,773  new  wells  since  the  last  Quinquennial  Return  affords  satisfactory 
proof  of  the  good  effects  of  the  rule'exempting  from  additional  tax,  wells  sunk  in  dry  land  at  private 
cost.  I  may  add  that  three-fourths  of  the  wells  included  in  this  Return  are  temporary,  not 
permanent,  and  have  not,  therefore,  been  constructed  of  durable  materials,  but  the  remaining  onQo 
fourth  are  of  masonry  work  and  for  permanent  use. 
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155.    The  Statement  D.  shows  the  houses  and  population  in  this  District.    The  annexed 
short  ahstract  is  for  easy  reference: —

156.  According  to  the  present  Census,  the  total  population  of  the  District  amounts  to 
12,61,846,  or  an  increase  of  population  since  the  last  Censuft  of  Fusly  1271,  of  1,33,416,  This 
result  is  the  mere  gradual  growth  of  the  population  during  the  last  five  years,  and  the  few  additional 
villages  transferred  from  Trichinopoly  and  Salem  could  have  had  little  influence  in  the  increase, 
Bsxd  of  course  with  the  population,  houses  will  have  proportionately  increased  in  numher  also. 

157.  Out  of  the  total  population,  10,62,504  are  entered  as  of  the  agricultural  class,  and 
1,99,342  are  put  down  to  the  non-agricultural.

159.  The  gradual  and  steady  increase  here  indicated  under  the  three  heads  of  Ryots,  Puttas^ 
and  Ploughs,  are  gratifying,  and  may  be  attributed  as  the  gradual  and  inevitable  results  from  the 
reduction  in  the  land  tax. 

160.  The  very  large  decrease  in  cattle  is,  no  doubt,  owing  to  the  sad  loss  from  the  preva- 
lence of  murrain  and  other  diseases  during  the  past  two  years,  and  in  particular  to  the  terrible 
drought  season  through  which  we  |passed  in  the  last  year,  the  eflTects  of  which  can  hardly  yet  be 
said  to  have  passed  away. 

161.  The  last  Statement  marked  F.,  which  shows  the  Rent  Roll  for  Fusly  1276,  requires 
remark.  The  total  number  of  Puttas  distributed  in  the  District  are  2,57,054,  consisting  of  single 
and  joint  Puttas.  Of  this  the  Puttas  for  small  holdings  under  Rupees  10,  are  1,73,149.  and  those 
np  to  30  Rupees  amount  to  59,398,  making  a  total  of  2,32,547  or  90  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number 
of  Puttas  issued. 

162.  Behabks  ov  ths  cosduct  of  the  Subobdikats  Officers. — Since  my  last  year's 
report,  Mr.  Hathaway  succeeded  as  Sub-Collector,  and  Mr.  Lister  ad  my  Head  Assistant.  The 
ability  and  reputation  of  the  former  0£Scer  has,  I  fancy,  already  been  noticed  by  those  under  whom 
he  has  served  as  an  Assistant  in  other  Districts,  and  although  my  eiperience  of  Mr.  Hathaway  is 
comparatively  short,  I  am  able  to  bear  testimony  confirmatory  of  his  high  qualifications  as  an  able 
and  zealous  administrative  officer  in  every  branch  of  duty  devolving  on  him.  Mr.  Lister  is  neces- 
fftrily  inexperienced,  but  he  possesses  all  the  qualities  requisite  to  render  him  an  efficient  Revenue 
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Officer,  and  I  feel  every  confidence  in  his  proper  management  of  the  division  of  the  District  placed 
under  his  immediate  charge.  My  Assistant,  Mr.  Rice,  as  yet  has  had  little  field  to  develope  his 
qualifications;  but  he  has  worked  under  me  now  for  nearly  two  years,  and  I  have  been  led  to  form 
favourable  impressions  of  his  ability  and  zeal  as  a  Public  officer.  Mr.  Rice  has  recently  passed  the 
first  standard  examination,  and  has  been  invested  with  the  higher  Magisterial  powers,  and  I  hope 
shortly  to  place  him  in  a  position  where  he  will  be  of  more  use  to  me  than  heretofore,  and  when, 
I  have  little  doubt,  he  will  in  no  respect  be  found  wanting. 

163.  IIncovbn ANTED  OFFICERS. — I  contiuuc  to  receive  from  Mr.  Wright,  the  Deputy  Collector 
in  separate  charge,  every  assistance,  and  Mr.  Wright  continues  a  steady  and  persevering  Officer.  I 
have  equal  reason  to  speak  well  and  approvingly  of  the  manner  in  which  the  Salt  Deputy  Collector, 
Mr.  Thomas,  has  performed  the  responsible  duties  of  his  position  since  his  appointment  though  so 
new  to  him.     His  thorough  knowledge  of  Tamil  has  given  him  great  facilities. 

164.  I  do  not  know  whether  I  should  here  notice  the  Treasury  Deputy  Collector,  and  the 
important  department  immediately  subject  to  his  supervision  and  coutroul,  but  if  my  testimony  be 
required,  I  have  only  to  add  that  as  a  Treasury  Officer,  and  for  soundness  and  clearness  of  judgment 
and  understanding  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  his  responsible  functions,  I  have  formed  the  highest 
opinion  of  "  Vurda  Acharry's  merits  and  qualifications. 

165.  The  Tahsildars  generally  have  well  and  satisfactorily  dis<jharged  the  onerous  and  miscel-, 
laneous  labours  devolving  on  them.  Mr  Dique,  an  East  Indian,  and  the  only  newly  appointed 
Tahsildar  since  last  year's  Report,  has  fulfilled  my  expectations  of  him  as  an  efficient  and  zealous 

.  servant. 

166.  Finally,  it  gives  me  pleasure  to  record  my  satisfaction  with  the  generally  able  and  zealous 
manner  in  which  the  Ministerial  servants  of  my  office  have,  throughout  the  year,  discharged  their 
various  duties.  I  have  already  frequently  recorded  my  high  approval  of  the  Serishtadar,  whose 
experience  and  knowledge  of  the  District  increases  of  course  with  years,  and  I  am  bound  to 
acknowledge  the  value  of  his  services  in  all  matters  of  Revenue  Administration.  The  Head 
English  Clerk,  and  the  head  servants  of  the  other  departments  of  my  office,  have  likewise  all  done 
their  several  parts  well,  and  have  given  me  everjr  satisfaction. 

167.  The  Report  of  my  Sub-Collector  on  the  settlement  of  his  talooks  is  enclosed.

1.  I  have  the  honour  to  report  on  the  Revenue  Settlement  of  the  Sub-Division  for  Fusly  1276 
and  to  submit  the  eight  Statements  and  enclosures  in  Nos.  3,  7,  and  8,  in  the  forms  prescribed  by 
the  Board  of  Revenue  in  their  Circular  Memorandum,  No.  787,  of  the  14th  August  1866. 

2.  The  Settlement  of  the  Fusly  was>onducted  by  me  at  Virdachellum,  Porto-Novo,  and  Am- 
mapettai,  from  25th  March  to  30th  April,  as  particularized  in  column  9  of  Statement  No.  1.  The 
number  of  fresh  puttas  issued  in  the  Fusly  amounts  to  1,678,  which  is  less  by  499  than  the  issue 
of  last  Fusly.  The  total  number  of  Puttas,  therefore,  in  the  Sub-division  is  71,939,  or  719  in  excess 
of  the  previous  Fusly;  and  column  6  must  be  understood  as  referring  to  old  Puttas,  to  which  the 
heading,  therefore,  of  '*  Distribution"  is  not  properly  applicable.  It  is  gratifying  to  see  that  the 
permanence  of  previous  Puttas  is  being  understood:  though  I  find  that  in  many  cases  there  has  been 
a  consequent  disregard  of  149  of  the  Standing  Orders,  Section  3,  which  requires  the  transfer  of 
the  Putta  on  the  death  of  the  puttadar  to  his  heir. 

3.  T«ANSPiR  Of  Villages. —The  total  number  of  Government  villages  in  the  Sub-division 
as  shown  in  column  3  of  the  Statement  No.  1,  has  been  reduced  from  790  to  788,  in  consequence 
of  the  whole  Ayacut  of  the  two  villages  of  Kandakumaran  and  M.  Uttamaaoghagan,  in  the  Chidam- 
baram talook,  having  been  transferred  as  Devastanum  Maniem  in  lieu  of  ready-money  allowances 
and  assigned  to  the  Bhuvarahaswami  Pagoda  of  Srimushnam. 

4.  Prices  of  Geain.— No.  2  is  the  Statement  showing  the  average  prices  of  grain  in  the 
Sub-division  during  Fusly  1276,  and  the  Comparative  Abstract  shows  the  increase  on  the  average 
prices  of  the  past  ten  years,  as  well  as  the  enhanced  prices  of  1276  over  those  of  1276.  In  column 
9  of  the  Comparative  Abstract  the  average  price  of  second  sort  paddy  is  given  for  each  Fusly,  as 
far  back  as  1270,  but  for  the  previous  years  no  information  is  procurable. 

6.  Statement  No.  3  shows  the  Ryots'  holdings  and  cultivation,  with  subsequent  alterations 
made  during  the  year,  and  the  subjoined  is  a  Comparative  Abstract  exhibiting  the  increase  of 
decrease  under  each  item.

6.  The  extent  of  the  holding  at  the  commencement  of  the  Fusly  was  Acres  3,07,774,  assessec 
at  Rupees  9,61,902-5-1.  After  deducting  therefrom  the  lands  relinquished  and  transferred  from 
on6  head  to  another,  as  detailed  in  the  annexed  abstract,  and  adding  to  the  remainder  the  lands 
taken  up  afresh  and  those  obtained  by  transfer,  the  result  found  at  the  close  of  Fusly  was 
Acres  3,15,034,  bearing  an  assessment  of  Rupees  9^,48,915-8-9,  as  entered  in  columns  31  and 
32.  This  amount  is  exclusive  of  water  cess  and  second  crop  assessment,  which  amount  to  Rupees 
68,673-7-3,  as  entered  in  columns  49  and  51: —

7.  From  the  compajrative  abstract  in  paragraph  5,  it  will  be  found  that  there  is  an  increase 
of  Acres  7,260  in  the  extent  of  the  holdings,  and  a  decrease  of  Rupees  12,986-12-4  in  the  amount 
of  assessment.  This  decrease  in  assessment  is  owing  to  the  Road  Cess  which  was  included  in  the 
Land  Revenue  assessmenf  before  the  introduction  of  Act  No.  III.  of  1866,  Madras,  having  been 
carried  to  a  distinct  head  during  the  Fusly,  as  well  as  to  the  transfer  of  land  from  one  class  to  another. 
The  total  increase  in  extent  would  have  been  Acres  14,300  but  for  a  deduction  of  Acres  7,017, 
which  have  been  transferred  as  Pagoda  endowments. 
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8.  The  increase  under  the  head  **  Land  transferred"  amounts  to  Acres  2,486,  representing 
an  assessment  of  Bupees  26,118-12-6.  This  is  attributed  to  the  assignment  of  Ain  land  as  Pagoda 
Maniem,  transfer  of  land  from  one  class  to  another,  and,  with  regard  to  the  increase  in  assessment, 
the  separation  of  Road  Cess  from  Land  Revenue  assessment. 

9.  Under  the  heads  *'  Waste  remitted,"  *'  Land  resigned,"  and  '*  Waste  charged,"  the 
decrease  observable  is  the  result  of  the  favourable  season  of  the  Fusly  under  report.  The  decrease 
in  the  former  is  Acres  2,285,  assessed  at  Rupees  9,227-1-8,  under  the  second  item  Acres  6,514, 
assessed  at  Rupees  15,152-8-10,  and  under  the  last  it  amounts  to  Acres  1,908,  assessed  at  Rupees 
7,802-10-2. 

10.  An  increase  ia  observable  in  the  actual  cultivation  to  the  extent  of  Acres  11,453, 
representing  an  assessment  of  Rupees  4,042-15-6;  bvt  the  proper  assessment  on  the  increased  cul- 
tivation is  reduced  to  the  present  entry  by  the  removal  of  the  Road  Cess  from  the  Land  Revenue 
assessment,  in  which  it  remains  included  in  the  past  Fusly. 

11.  Enclosure  B.  in  Statement  No.  3  shows  the  extent  of  cultivation  of  Sugarcane,  Cotton,  and 
Indigo,  and  the  annexed  Comparative  Memorandum  shows  a  decrease  in  the  cultivation  of  the  two 
last,  owing  to  the  far  better  prices  obtainable  now  for  grain  ;  while  the  Cotton  that  is  raised  is  put 
down  on  lands  of  far  inferior  value: —

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The  decrease  in  the  eztont  and  a^sssment  of  land  ^cultivated  under  the  Loirer  anient  is  owing 
to  the  transfer  of  lands  as  Davastanum  Maniem  in  the  Fusly.  The  increase  in  the  assessment 
under  the  Shetijatope  anient  is  ow^ing  to  an  additional  extent  of  Fanja  land  cultivated  with  Nunja 
crops,  the  water  assessment  in  such  cases  alone  being  brought  to  this  account. 

14.  During  theFaslj  under  report,  no  rained  tanks  were  made  over  to  individuals  for  resto- 
ration, but  the  subject  is  now  under  consideration;  and  it  appears  that  there  are  many  ryots  who  are 
anxious  to  rebuild  old  ruined  tanks  according  to  the  rules  laid  down.  There  are  eighty-eight 
ru  ined  tanks  in  these  two  talooks. 

15.  Statement  No.  4  exhibits  the  particulars  of  remissions  granted  under  different  heads  in 
comparison  with  the  past  Fusly.  The  circumstances  which  rendered  particular  remissions  neces- 
sary are  given  in  the  foot  note  of  the  Statement  as  usual.  In  this  Statement,  the  remission  on 
Nunja  waste  does  not  appear,  as  this  item  has  been  entered  in  Statement  No.  3,  Columns  35  to  38, 
noticed  already  in  paragraph  5. 

16.  The  increase  in  the  amount  of  Gowle  remissions  arises  from  the  assignment  of  land  in 
Virdachellum  talook  under  the  Tope  rules  to  the  extent  of  Acres  51*64  assessed  at  Rupees 
141-10-4. 

17.  Statement  No.  5  shows  the  Demand,  Collection,  and  Balance  of  the  Land  Revenue  Miscella- 
neous items  for  Fusly  1276.  The  current  demand  under  this  head  amounts  to  Rupees  26,940-2-9, 
or  Rupees  701  less  than  that  of  Fusly  1275.  The  decrease  particularly  arises  from  the  item 
''Land  cultivated  but  not  included  in  the  Jummahbundy.*' 

18.  Statement  No.  6  exhibits  the  Demand,  Collection,  and  Balance  of  Shrotriem  villages  in 
the  Sub-Division  for  Fusly  1276.  There  were  arrears  of  Peshcush  to  the  amount  of  Rupees  657-0-4, 
at  the  close  of  the  Fusly,  of  which  Rupees  619-10-8  was  collected  subsequently,  leaving  an  appa- 
rent arrear  of  Rupees  37-5-8  in  Virdachellum  talook:  but  this  is  a  sum  that  ought  to  be  remitted 
as  it  represents  the  proportion  of  the  Peshcush  for  Fuslies  1274,  1275,  and  1276,  on  certua  land 
taken  up  for  the  purpose  of  an  irrigation  channel  at  Valayamahdevi.  Application  for  remitting, 
this  has  to  be  asked  each  year,  and  therefore  it  is  requested  that  the  amount.  Rupees  12-7-7,  may 
be  no  longer  charged  each  year,  but  that  the  yearly  Peshcush  may  be  lowered  from  the  present 
230  Rupees  to  Rupees  217-8-5.  A  similar  application  was  sent  three  years  ago,  but  no  answer 
has  yet  been  received. 

19.  Statement  No.  7  shows  the  Demand,  Collection,  and  Balance  on  all  sources  of  Revenue, 
current  and  arrears.  The  balance  to  be  collected  for  Fusly  1276  is  Rupees  6,649-8-0,  as  entered 
in  column  6,  and  the  arrears  for  previous  Fuslies  is  Rupees  6,666-11-10,  as  shown  in  column  13, 
giving  a  total  arrear  of  Rupees  13,316-3-10  on  the  1st  September  1867.  Of  this  arrear  t&r 
previous  Fuslies,  Rupees  6,244-13-2  is  irrecoverable,  and  there  is  only  a  small  remainder  of  Ru- 
pees 421-14-8,  therefore,  really  outstanding  for  all  the  past  Fuslies,  which  reflects  great  credit  oa 
the  exertions  of  the  Tahsildars. 

20.  Enclosure  A  in  Statement  No.  7  exhibits  the  collection,  both  current  and  arrears,  of  all 
sources  of  Revenue  within  the  Fusly,  and  the  balance  outstanding. 

21.  No.  8  is  the  Statement  of  collections  during  Fusly  1276,  on  account  of  arrears  under 
every  head  of  Revenue  for  former  Fuslies.  As  shown  in  column  3  there  was  a  sum  of  Rupees 
17,984-9-10  including  Ryotwar,  Jodi  or  Shrotriem,  and  Miscellaneous  items  to  be  recovered  si 
the  beginning^of  the  Fusly,  of  which  the  sum  collected  and  remitted  within  the  Fusly  amounts  to 
Rupees  11,259-1-8,  and  the  balance  at  the  close  of  Fusly  to  Rupees  6,725-8-2.  This  sum  has 
been  reduced  by  subsequent  collections  to  Rupees  6,666-11-10.     Of  this  balance,  Rupees  421-14-8 
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is  recoverable,  as  entered  in  column  9  of  the  Statement.    The  remaining  Bum  of  Rupees  6,244-13-2 
is  irreooTorable  under  the  circumstances  explained  below,  and  should  be  struck  oflf  the  accounts:—

22.  Enclosure  A  in  Statement  No.  8  shows  the  extent  to  which  coercive  process  was  employed 
in  the  collection  of  Revenue  during  Fusly  1276.  Coercive  measure  was  adopted  in  the  cases  of 
503  defaulters  in  225  villages,  and  property  estimated  at  Rupees  3,780  attached  an  account  of  the 
arrears,  amounting  to  Rupees  4,053;  but  in  many  instances  the  arrears  were  made  good  before  sale 
of  property.    The  value  of  property  sold  amounts  to  Rupees  1,962. 

23.  Talooe  and  Villaqb  Accounts. — ^The  Talook  accounts  have  been  examined  and  found 
in  good  order.  A  few  errors  were  discovered  and  were  pointed  out.  The  Village  accounts,  are  not 
in  such  good  order,  and  there  has  been  very  lax  procedure  hitherto  on  the  part  of  the-  Eurnums  in 
re-measuring  and  sub-dividing  the  paimash  fields  on  their  own  responsibility,  so  as  entirely  to  alter 
the  extent  of  each  as  entered  in  the  paimash  accounts.  This  was  strictly  forbidden  at  the  last 
Jummahbundy,  and  endeavours  are  being  made  entirely  to  prevent  it.  Another  obstacle  to  getting  the 
monthly  village  accounts  written  correctly  and  punctually  is  that  they  generally  are  not  begun  till 
some  months  after  the  commencement  of  the  Fusly,  and  are  then  written  up  from,  memory.  There 
are  two  causes  of  this,  one  the  non-issue  of  the  necessary  stationery  in  proper  time,  and  the  other 
the  habit  in  this  District  of  not  finishing  the  Jummahbundy  till  almost  the  end  of  Fusly ;  so  that  then 
the  Eurnums  are  engaged  in  writing  the  Jummahbundy  accounts,,  and  cannot  go  to  their  own  vil- 
lages for  beginning  the  new  accounts  till  many  weeks  afterwards.

Land  Is  also  being  set  apart  in  each  village  for  public  or  village  topes,  which  will  soon  be 
planted,  as  with  a  little  encouragement  the  people  in  this  District  are  peculiarly  interested  in  the 
matter;  and  commencement  has  already  been  made  in  collecting  and  sowing  seed  of  the  eommon 
Babul,  which  grows  easily  and  quickly  without  much  care,  thus  furnishing  small  tough  wood  that  is 
very  useful  for  agricultural  purposes,  besides  providing  a  shelter  and  protection  for  valuable  trees 
that  grow  more  slowly.  The  total  extent  thus  taken  up  for  planting  is  not  yet  known,  but  I  expect 
that  in  a  year  or  two  the  results  will  be  very  encouraging, 

25.  Acquisition  of  lands  by  Public  Servants. — ^No  lands  have  been  acqmred  by  theofficialB 
of  the  Sub-Division  during  the  year  with  the  exception  of  Acres  5*28  of  Punja  land,  assessed  at 
Rupees  11-4-0,  granted  to  S.  VenkittaSoobbayyar,  Tabsildar,  for  plantation  of  Private  Tope  under 
the  Tope  Rules. 

26.  Season  and  health. — ^The  season  of  the  Fusly  1276  was  favourable.  Cholera  broke  out 
in  Chidambaram,  as  is  generally  the  case  eadi  year,  and  the  deaths  were  numerous.  There  were  a 
few  cases  in  Virdachellum  and  other  parts  of  the  Sub-Division,  but  not  to  any  great  extent.  Murrain 
prevailed  in  both  talooks  to  a  small  extent. 

27.  Vaccination. — ^The  Dresser  accompanied  the  office  when  on  circuit,  and  rendered  his 
services  in  vaccination  as  far  as  he  could.    The  following  Statement  of  the  result  is  given,  as  ordered

SETTLEMENT  EEPORT  OP 


3.  PuTTAS  UNDER  FiBLDWAR  Sbttlbmbnt. — ^The  totol  number  of  Land  Revenne  Putta« 
under  Fieldwar  Settlement  during  the  year  under  report  was  42,536,  against  42,376  in  the  year 
preceding;  the  small  increase  of  160  being  the  result  of  sub-division  of  holdings  in  ordinary  course 
of  sale,  partition,  and  similar  other  causes.  Of  the  old  Puttas,.  only  15,277  were  renewed,  7,324 
were  retained  with  the  alterations  which  took  place  during  the  past  year  noted  thereb,  and  the 
remaining  19,775  remained  unaltered. 

4.  PuTTAS  INTRODUCED  IN  MoTTAMFAiSAL  VILLAGES. — ^During  the  year  under  report,  con- 

siderable progress  was  made  in  introducing  the 
•  Vide  Proceedings,  dated  10th  April  1865,  No.  1,911,  29th    system  of  giving  Puttas  inMottamfaisal  villages 
June  1865,  No.  3,615.  ^s  directed*  by  the  Board.     Of  2,831  villages 

under  this  mode  of  settlement,  comprising  a  total  number  of  68,954  holdings,  Puttas  have  been 
iriven  during  the  past  two  years  for  43,173  holdings  in  2,208  villages,  and  I  trust  that  the  remain- 
mg  623  villages,  comprising  25,781  holdings,  will  be  brought  under  the  regular  Putta  system 
during  the  settlement  of  this  year.  Of  the  total  number  of  Puttas  hitherto  given,  namely,  43,173, 
34  793  were  new  Puttas  issued  for  the  first  time  this  year;  2,338  were  those  retained  out  of  those 
issued  last  year,  the  alterations  which  took  place  during  the  year  under  report  being  noted  therein; 
and  the  remaining  6,042  were  those  of  the  preceding  year's  Puttas,  which  remained  unaltered. 

5.  Variations  in  the  number  and  tenures  of  villages. — ^The  variations  in  the  number

6.  SisAsoN. — ^The  season  was  on  the  whole  fayourable.  As  will  be  seen  from  the  annexed 
table,  the  local  rains  were  in  some  places  deficient  during  the  earlier  part  of  the  season;  but  in 
those  parts  of  the  District  which  enjoy  the  advantages  of  river  irrigation,  they  were  generally 
ample.  In  almost  all  the  branches  of  the  Cauvery  there  was  throughout  the  season  a  steady 
supply  of  freshes,  and  this  coupled  with  seasonable  showers  at  a  time  when  they  are  most  needed 
in  the  Delta,  produce  an  abundant  harvest,  except  where  the  means  of  irrigation  were  defective 
and  precarious. 

7.  In  the  upland  tracts,  however,  as  the  table  of  rain-fall  shows,  the  rains  were  very  scanty. 
Owing  to  an  almost  entire  absence  of  rain  during  the  early  part  of  the  cultivating  season  in  parts 
of  the  dry  talooks  of  Tritrapundi  and  Pattukottai,  the  dry  and  garden  crops  of  the  first  six  months 
were  to  a  great  extent  lost.  In  thfe  villages  situated  on  the  coast,  this  loss  was,  in  a  great  measure, 
made  good  by  the  more  abundant  yield  of  the  later  crops;  but  in  those  parts  of  the  district  not 
under  the  influence  of  river  irrigation,  the  outturn  was  on  the  whole  poor,  and  in  some  localities 
scarcely  suflBcient  to  repay  the  cost  of  seed  and  agricultural  stock.

8.  Sahitaet  Condition. — ^In  a  sanitary  point  of  view,  the  year  under  report  was  the  most 
unfavourable  known  for  several  years.  Owing  to  the  almost  entire  failure  of  the  regular  monsoon 
during  the  preceding  year,  and  which  again  had  been  preceded  by  a  succession  of  indifferent 
monsoons,  a  drought  of  unparallelled  severity  with  all  the  diseases  incidental  to  it,  prevailed 
during  the  early  part  of  the  year.  These  diseases  were,  cholera,  small-pox,  fever,  diarrhoea  and 
dysentery;  the  last  mentioned  two  were  of  a  peculiarly  virulent  type,  and  prevailed  chiefly  in  the 
southernmost  parts  beyond  the  delta,  as  also  on  the  coast.  In  the  sea-port  towns  of  Nagore  and 
I7egapatam,  cholera  again  broke  out  in  the  month  of  March,  and  continued  more  or  less  till  the

9.  The  effect  of  the  drought  on  the  health  of  the  cattle  was  of  course  yery  bad.  In  the 
southernmost  parts  of  the  District,  they  are  reported  to  have  died  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  m 
numbers  from  starvation,  as  well  as  from  disease  brought  on  by  want  of  pasture  and  water. 

10.  Peicis. — Prices  of  agricultural  produce  during  the  past  year  rose  extremely.  The 
average  current  selling  price  of  paddy  grain,  as  deduced  from  monthly  returns  of  village  sales,  was 
Rupee  1-8-41  per  Tanjore  Kalam,  or  Rupees  176-13-11  per  Madras  Garce;  exhibiting,  as  shown  in 
the  subjoined  Statement,  an  increase  of  29/16  over  the  similar  average  rate  of  the  preceding  year, 
and  of  no  less  than  217  per  cent,  over  the  standard  commutation  price.

11.  The  increase  here  denoted  being  the  result  of  a  comparison  between  average  rates,  docs 
not  give  a  correct  idea  of  the  pressure  actually  felt  from  the  deamess  of  food  during  the  year  under 
report.  In  the  months  of  September,  October,  and  November,  the  price  of  second  sort  paddy 
averaged  Rupees  332,  and  that  of  second  sort  rice  no  less  than  Rupees  717  per  Madras  Garce,  or  3| 
Madras  measures  a  Rupee,  and  the  distress  among  the  poorer  classes  at  this  time  was,  as  might  be 
conceived,  very  great.  Latterly,  when  the  season  took  a  favourable  turn,  prices  returned  to  their 
former  rate,  which  they  have  since  more  or  less  mantained..  Under  existing  circumstances,  however, 
prices  are  at  present  nevertheless  exceedingly  high. 

12.  The  very  high  rates  to  which  prices  rose  during  the  earlier  part  of  the  year  were,  doubtless, 
the  result  of  an  extraordinarily  increased  demand  from  other  Districts  inland,  more  especiaBy 
Madura  and  the  Tondiman's  country,  consequent  on  the  failure  there  of  the  crops  in  the  pFeeeding 
year.    They  were  in  a  Bfteasure  due  also  to  a  similar  fiulure  in  the-  upland  parts  of  this  District. 

13.  The  wages  of  agricultural  and  other  mechanical  labour  have  increased  of  late,  but  the 
increaee  therein  is  not  proportionate  to  that  in  the  price  of  food.  During  the  earlier  pari  of  Uw

14.  Btots'  holdings. — ^The  aggregate  extent  of  land  comprising  the  ryots'  holdings  during 
the  year  under  report  was  10,02,715  acres,  bearing  an  assessment  of  Rupees  38,65,690,  against 
9,99,559  acres,  assessed  at  Rupees  38,77,371,  in  the  year  preceding.  From  the  latter,  however, 
must  be  deducted  Rupees  29,420,  being  the  assessment  of  5,264  acres  assigned  to  religious  institu- 
-Hons  in  lieu  of  ready-money  allowances,  and  the  result  then  would  be  an  increase  in  favour  of  thq 
year  under  report,  of  8,420  acres  in  the  extent  of  the  holdings,  and  of  Rupees  17,739  in  the  amount

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16.  Ibbioation. — The  revenue  derived  from  irrigated  lands  in  this  District,  as  per  the  settle- 
ment of  the  past  Fosly,  consists  of  Rupees  36,60,989,  bearing  a  proportion  of  no  less  than  86*81 
per  cent,  to  the  entire  Land  Revenue,  and  is  drawn  mainly  from  river  irrigation.  The  amoonl 
appertidning  to  each  principal  source,  with  the  extent  and  assessment  of  the  whole  irrigable 
Ajacut,  as  well  as  of  actual  cultivation  under  it,  is  exhibited  in  the  annexed  Statement: — 
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17.  The  irrigation  works  in  this  District  are  generally  in  an  efficient  condition,  with  the 
exception  of  the  Tritrapundi  as  well  as  parts  of  the  Negapatam  talook,  where  the  channels  of  sup* 
ply  and  drainage  still  continue  in  an  unsatisfactory  state;  but  I  haye  reason  to  hope  that  early 
measures  will  be  adopted  for  remedying  this  defect,  from  which  the  revenue  of  the  3ta(e,  as  well  af 
the  interests  of  the  inhabitants,  equally  suffer. 

18.  The  bed  of  the  lower  course  of  the  Cuayery  from  Mayayeram  eastward  has  been  cleared 
this  year  by  Eudimarramat,  or  yillage  labour,  with  very  favourable  results,  and  this  channel,  for  it 
is  such  in  fact,  now  draws  a  tolerably  fair  share  of  the  available  supply. 

19.  With  reference  to  the  Board*s  Circular  Memorandum  of  the  23rd  October  1866,  No.  1,064, 

I  have  the  honour  to  state  that  no  ruined  tanks  have  been  made  over  to  the  ryots  during  the  year 

under  report,  but  that  seventeen  out  of  those  named  in  the  State* 
e  niary       ,    o.    ,  meut  appended  to  the  Board's  Proceedings  marginally  noted,  have 

been  made  over  subject  to  the  payment  of  assessment  at  the  highest  Funja  rate  for  the  whole  irrigable 

Ayacut  under  them.  The  aggregate  extentgof  such  Ayacut  under  these  seventeen  tanks,  is  810  acrea^ 

and  the  wet  assessment  thereof  Rupees  2,078;  while  the  average  actual  cultivation  during  the  five  f 

years  preceding  Fusly  1275  was  only  335  acres,  and  the  assessment  thereof  only  Rupees  865.    Tha 

highest  dry  assessment  now  payable  is  Rupees  1,327.    Inclusive  of  eleven  of  the  same  class  taken  ^ 

up  by  the  ryots  during  the  preceding  year  on  the  terms  above  specified,  the  number  of  tanks 

hitherto  made  over  is  twenty-eight. 

20.  Cultivation  and  Settlbmbnt. — The  following  abstract  Statement  shows  the  result  of 
the  settlement  of  the  Land  Revenue  under  the  general  head  "  Ryotwar,"  exclusive  of  the  Fesbcoali 
and  Jodi  in  comparison  with  the  year  preceding:— 
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21.  It  will  be  seen  that  there  is  in  the  aggregate  an  increase  of  Rupees  1,86,355,  under  the 
head  of  * '  Ryotwar, ' '  exclusive  of  '  *  Miscellaneous.* '  This,  as  purticularized  below,  is  the  net  resul  t 
of  a  gross  increase  of  Rupees  2,19,823,*  obtained  chiefly  from  increased  cultivation  and  reduced 
remissions,  consequent  on  the  more  favourable  character  of  the  season,  counterbalanced  by  a 
decrease  of  Rupees  33,468,t  on  account  of  lands  made  over  to  Pagodas  in  lieu  of  ready  money 
payments.

It  will  be  observed  from  the  foregoing  abstract  that  there  is  an  increase  in  every  compo- 
nent item,  except  the  additional  assessment,  in  which  there   is  a  falling  off  of  Rupees  5,263. 
1  Rupees  2  781.  "^^^  greater  partj  of  this  refers  to  lands  assigned  to  Pagodas,  and 

the   remainder!   which   alone  represents   the  actual  falling  off, 
§    Do.    2,482.  occurs  almost  entirely  in  the  upland  talooks  where  lands  culti- 

vated with  wet  crops  during  the  preceding  years  reverted  to  Punja  in  consequence  of  the  failure 
of  rain  during  the  early  part  of  the  season. 

22.  The  small  decrease  of  Rupees  679  under  the  head  **  Miscellaneous,"  is  the  result  in  the 
aggi'egate  of  variations  in  numerous  sundry  items  composing  this  general  head,  of  which  the  most 
notable  are  an  increase  of  Rupees  3,469  in^atertax  on  Inam  lands,  and  a  decrease  of  Rupees  5,086 
in  the  revenue  of  Amani  villages.  The  former  is  due  partly  to  Inam  lands  irrigated  by  artificial 
means  from  Government  sources,  and  which  were  cultivated  with  other  than  rice  crops,  having  now 
for  the  first  time  been  charged  with  water  cess,  and  partly  to  a  more  extended  use  of  Government 
water  in  the  delta  for  the  cultivation  of  Inam  lands  in  ordinary  course.  The  latter  (decrease  in 
Amani  revenue)  is  the  result  of  some  of  the  Amani  villages  having  been  brought  under  Mottam- 
faisal  Settlement. 

23.  There  are  at  present  only  three  villages  wholly  under  Amani,  besides  portions  of  three 
other  villages.  The  reasons  for  these  not  having  yet  been  brought  under  settlement,  as  also  my 
recommendations  as  to  the  course  to  be  adopted  with  regard  to  each  village  having  been  fully 

detailed  in  a  report*  recently  submitted  by  me, 
« iith  Jaij  1867,  No.  129.  it  is  unnecessary  to  again  enter  into  a  recapitu- 

lation thereof. 

24.  The  extent  to  which  special  products  were  cultivated  during  the  year  under  report  is 
shown  in  the  subjoined  table  in  comparison  with  the  year  preceding,  and  require  no  particular 
remark  beyond  that  novelty  in  agriculture  does  not  fine  favour  with  the  Tanjore  Ryot,  and  that, 
consequently,  the  cultivation  of  special  products  is  never  carried  on  to  any  considerable  extent  in 
this  district : —

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25.  Remissions. — The  amount  of  remissions  granted  during  the  year  under  report  uodcr 
different  heads  was,  as  shown  in  Statement  No.  4,  Rupees  18,032.  This  added  to  the  amount  of 
waste  remitted,  namely,  Rupees  58,861,  makes  up  a  total  of  Rupees  76, 893,  against  Rupees  2,63,640 
remitted  during  the  preceding  year;  thus  exhibing  a  decrease  of  no  less  than  Rupees  1,86,747  in 
favour  of  the  year  under  report.  This  difference  is  due  partly  to  the  more  favourable  character  of 
the  season,  and  partly  to  more  care  having  been  taken  in  seeing  whether  crops  had  really  failed  or 
not,  and  whether  waste  lands  could  not  have  been  cultivated  if  exertions  had  been  made  at  the  proper 
time.  The  remissions  would  have  been  still  smaller,  had  it  not  been  for  the  defective  state  of  irriga- 
tion in  the  more  (astern  section  of  the  Delta  under  the  lower  course  of  the  Cauvery, as  also  in  Tritra- 
puiidi  and  part  of  the  Negapatam  talook  already  noticed.     Of  the  total  amount  of  remissions  above 

mentioned,  namely,  Rupees  76,893,  no  less  than 
Rupees  48.587,  *  or  nearly  two-thirds  refer  to  the 
talooks  of  Mayaveram  and  Tritrapundi. 

26.  The  only  item  of  remission  during  the  year  under  report  which  requires  special  notice  is 
that  of  Rupees  3.521,  granted  under  the  authority  conveyed  in  Board's  Proceedings,  dated  the  16th 
January  1867,  No.  303,  for  the  villages  held  on  a  lump  assessment  termed  ' *  Katguttagai, "  in  con- 
sideration of  the  failure  of  the  early  crops  which  followed  the  heavy  losses  sustained  from  severe 
drought  during  the  precedin^^  year.  These  villages  subject  to  the  payment  of  a  consolidated  rem 
of  Rupees  47,391-3-0  are  fifty  in  number,  and  of  these  thirteen  were,  on  examination,  found  not 
to  require  any  special  indulgence.  The  remaining  thirty-seven  were,  with  reference  jfco  the  extent 
of  loss  found  to  have  been  sustained  by  them,  divided  into  two  classes,  for  which  a  reduction  at 
two  different  rates  often  and  fifteen  per  cent,  on  the  gross  beriz  minus  tope  tax,  was  allowed  as 
shown  below:  —

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28.  Land  Rievenue.  —Under  the  head  of  Land  Revenue  there  is,  in  the  aggregate,  an  increase 
of  Rupees  1,01,692,  composed  of  Rupees  78,004  in  the  current,  and  of  Rupees  23,688  in  the  arrears 
collections.  The  bulk  of  the  increase  in  current  collections  is  observable  in  the  head  *'  Ryotwar," 
and  is  the  necessary  result  of  increased  demand  already  explained  in  reference  to  settlement.  The 
increase  in  actual  collections  is,  however,  not  nearly  proportioned  to  that  in  the  demand,  a  larger 
portion  of  the  latter  having  remained  uncollected,  as  will  be  explained  hereafter.  The  increase  in 
arrears  collections  is  attributable  to  a  larger  amount  of  arrears  having  outstood  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year  under  report  than  in  the  year  preceding. 

29.  Of  the  other  heads  of  Land  Revenue,  the  increase  in  peshcush  is  too  small  to  call  for  notice ; 
that  of  Rupees  2,889  in  Jodi  consists  chiefly  of  the  Kaval  fees  of  villages,  of  which  the  revenue  was 
assigned  to  pagodas,  as  well  as  of  the  amount  transferred  to  this  head  from  that  of  Jodi  on  sundry 
Inams  under  **  Miscellaneous,'*  in  which  ic  was  previously  erroneously  included,  and  is  to  some 
extent  due  also  to  the  progress  of  the  Inam  settlement;  the  decrease  of  Rupees  7,369  under  the  head 
of  **  Miscellaneous*'  is  due  chiefly  to  a  larger  portion  of  the  demand  having  remained  uncollected. 

30.  Abkaeey, — In  Abkarry,  there  is  an  increase  of  Rupees  1,65,494,  arising  from  enhanced 
prices  obtained  at  the  renewal  of  the  leases  at  the  commencement  of  the  year  under  report. 

31.  Salt. — ^The  increase  of  Rupees  98,472  under  the  head  of  salt,  is  the  result  of  a  gross 
increase  of  Rupees  1,01,531  in  the  current,  counterbalanced  by  a  decrease  of  Rupees  3,059  iji 
arrears  collections.  The  former  is  due  almost  entirely  to  the  enhancement  of  the  rate  of  the  mo- 
nopoly price  from  Rupees  1-8-0  to  1-11-0  per  Indian  Maund.  A  larger  increase  would  doubtless 
have  been  realized  from  the  branch  of  the  revenue,  had  the  stock  of  salt  at  the  chief  depot  at  Nega- 
patam  been  adequate  to  the  daily  increasing  demand  consequent  on  the  extension  of  the  Railway 
junction  to  Erode,  as  well  as  the  progressive  development  ol  the  inland  trade  generally.  With 
reference  to  paragraph  12  of  the  Board's  Circular  Memorandum  of  the  14th  August  1806,  No.  787, 
1  beg  to  state  that  no  salt  is  imported  in  this  District  either  by  sea  or  by  land. 

32.  Last  year  the  season  was  particularly  favourable  for  the  manufacture'  of  salt,  and  full 
advantage  was  taken  of  it  to  secure  the  fullest  possible  supply  in  all  the  depots.  Nearly  1<>,000 
garce,  the  largest  quantity  ever  turned  out  during  the  last  twenty  years,  with  the  single  exception 
of  1860,  were  manufactured,  the  outturn  at  Negapatam  alone  being  no  less  than  1,500  garce;  but 
nevertheless  the  stock  at  this  station  was  not  equal  to  the  requirements  of  the  trade. 

33.  As  the  Board  are  aware,  the  canal  (which  is  intended  to  render  the  resources  of  Vedar- 
niem  as  a  place  of  production  accessible  to  the  inland  market)  has  been  lately  nearly  completed; 
but  it  is  at  present  too  narrow  to  be  of  any  real  practical  use.     I  trust,  however,  that  the  additions 

and  improvements  which  have  been  proposed* 
GoTernment  Order,  20th  Jane  1867,  No.  1,846.  -^^iu  ensure  its  being  rendered  fit  for  the  purpose 

required. 

34.  Sea  Customs. — The  increase  of  Rupees  83,320  observable  under  the  head  of  **  Sea  Cus- 
toms**, is  made  up  of  Rupees  42,501  in  import  duty,  and  of  Rupees  40,152  in  export  duty,  with  a 
small  increase  of  Rupees*  667  under  the  head  "Miscellaneous.'*     By  far  the  largest  portion  of 

the  increase  t  in  the  import  duty  occurs  in  betel - 
tEupeea  27.602.  nuts,  the  chief  article  of  import  in  this  District, 

and  is  attributable  mainly  to  the  larger  impor- 
tation of  this  article,  and  in  some  measure  also  to  its  augmented  Tariff  value  under  the  Indian 
Customs  Act  XVII.  of  1867,  brought  into  operation  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year  under  report, 
The  remaining  portion  of  the  increase  occurs  in  sundry  other  articles  of  import,  in  none  of  which, 
however,  it  is  notably  large.  The  increase  in  the  collection  of  export  duty  is  due  chiefly  to  the 
export  trade  with  Ceylon  in  rice  and  paddy  grain  having  been  carried  on  more  briskly  about  the 
dose  of  the  year,  as  also  to  the  duty  on  this  article  having  been  raised  from  two  to  three  annas 
per  Indian  maund  by  the  New  Customs  Act, 
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35.  LiLND  CasTOMS.  —The  increase  of  Rupees  13,046  in  Land  Customs,  consists  of  about  Ru- 
pees 8,000  in  the  export  duty,  and  is  to  that  extent  accounted  for  by  the  increased  exportation  of 
rice  and  paddy  above  noticed.  The  remaining  portion  of  the  increase  is  observable  in  sundry  small 
articles  of  import,  which  call  for  no  special  remark. 

36.  Stamp. — In  Stamp  Revenue,  there  is  a  large  falling  off  of  Rupees  1,06,436.  This  is  the 
result  of  comparison  with  a  year  in  which,  under  the  operation  of  the  Registration  Act,  the  sales 
were  exceptionally  large. 

37.  Income-tax  — The  decrease  of  Rupees  12,326  under  the  head  of  Income-tax,  is  owing  to 
the  fact  that  the  arrears  which  remained  to  be  collected  on  account  of  the  period  during  which  the 
tax  was  in  operation,  were  smaller  in  the  past  than  in  the  preceding  year. 

38.  LiCBNSE-TAX. — The  Imperial  License-tax  was  a  new  item  of  Revenue.  It  was  introduced 
under  Act  XXI  of  1867,  in  the  month  of  May  last,  and  its  working  has  been  attended  with  no 
difficulty.  The  combined  incidence  of  this,  and  the  Municipal  tax  on  trades  and  professions,  was 
very  naturally  a  source  of  dissatisfaction;  but  this  has  been  removed  by  the  recent  orders  authorizing 
the  latter  to  be  taken  in  abatement  of  the  Imperial  License-tax.  It  is  only  in  very  few  instances 
that  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  put  the  penal  section  of  the  Act  in  force. 

39.  Demand  and  Collection. — ^The  entire  demand  comprising  all  sources  of  revenue  for 
the  year  under  report  amounted  to  Rupees  66,73,414,  against  Rupees  61,72,683  in  the  preceding 
year.  Of  this  demand,  Rupees  64,20,327  were  collected  within  the  year,  leaving  at  its  close  a 
balance  of  Rupees  2,53,087,  which,  by  subsequent  collections  up  to  the  end  of  September,  has  been 
reduced  to  Rupees  21,893.  The  balance  which  outstood  at  the  close  of  the  year  consisted  of 
Rupees  2,24,378  under  the  head  of  Land  Revenue,  and  Rupees  28,709  under  Abkarry.  The  large 
Land  Revenue  balance  was  owing  to  the  settlement  of  the  demand  having  been  unavoidably  delayed 
in  consequence  of  the  system  of  giving  puttas  having  been  introduced  for  the  first  time  into  a 
large  number  of  Mottamfaisal  villages  during  the  past  year,  as  likewise  to  the  Tahsildars  having 
been  occupied  about  the  close  of  the  year  in  granting  licenses  under  the  Imperial  License  Act. 
The  Abkarry  balance  was  due  to  the  fact  that  in  several  instances  the  rentals  of  the  farm  were 
beyond  what  the  renters  could  possibly  realize  from  them,  the  bids  at  the  late  auction  sale  having, 
from  a  reckless  spirit  of  competition,  exceeded  all  reasonable  limits.  The  balance  has,  however, 
been  since  fully  collected  with  interest.  The  balance  of  Rupees  21,893  outstanding  at  the  end  of 
September  was  under  the  head  of  Land  Revenue,  and  it  bears  the  proportion  of  half  per  cent,  to  the 
demand,  and  calls  for  no  remark  save  that  it  is  in  course  of  realization,  and  that  it  will  be  realized 
with  the  exception  of  a  small  portion,  which  will  be  {recommended  for  remission  in  due  course  in 
the  next  report.

Rupees  8,272  are  recoverable,  and  measures  will  be  taken  for  their  early  recovery,  and  it  is  only 
the  remainder,  namely,  Rupees  2, 618,  appertaining  to  Fusly  1275,  that  forms  the  irreooTerable  por- 
tion of  the  arrears,  which  require  to  be  written  off.   The  particulars  of  these  arrears,  with  ezplana- 
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tory  notes  as  to  the  balance  outstanding  in  each  case  being  irrecoverable,  are  shown  in  a  separate 
statement  marked  No.  17,  herewith  submitted,  and  I  beg  to  request  that  sanction  may  be  obtaie^fl 
for  the  sum  above  specified  being  written  off. 

41.  GoBBCiTK  Prockss. — The  annexed  table  shows  the  extent  to  which  coercive  process  was 
«mpIojed-for  the  realization  of  arrears  of  Land  Revenue  as  compared  with  the  preceding  year,  ani 
eilla  for  no  particular  remark.  I  would  here  add  that  no  difficulty  was  experienced  during  the 
year  under  report  in  collecting  the  revenue,  except  in  those  parts  of  the  district  which  either  do 
not  enjoy  the  advantages  of  river  supply,  or  depend  upon  precarious  means  of  irrigation.

preceding,  they  happened  to  be  disbursed  for  thirteen 
months;  as  also  from  a  number  of  vacancies  on  the 
Natkamams  establishment  having  been  left  unfilled 
in  anticipation  of  its  abolition,  counterbalanced  by  an 
increase  of  Rupees  6,561  in  payments  made  to  the 
Huzoor  and  Talook  establishments,  consequent  on  the 
increased  salaries  recently  sanctioned  having  been  paid 
during  the  whole  of  this  year,  while  in  the  last  year 
they  were  paid  only  for  six  months.

45.  Sea  Customs.— The  decrease  of  Rupees  8,357  in  Sea  Customs  charges  arises  chiefly 
from  a  gross  decrease  of  about  Rupees  13,600  in  refunds,  against  an  increase  of  about  Rupees  5,700 
in  drawbacks,  both  items  being  of  a  contingent  nature.  The  remaining  portion  of  the  decrease 
consists  of  sundry  items  too  small  to  need  notice. 

46.  Salt. — In  salt  charges,  there  is  in  the  aggregate  an  increase  of  Rupees  15,221,  arising 
from  variations  in  several  component  items,  of  which  the  only  notable  ones  are  an  increase  of  Ru- 
pees 6,000,  arising  from  the  Deputy  Collector's  salary  having  this  year  been  debited  to  this  head, 
while  last  year  it  was  debited  to  Land  Revenue  charges;  one  of  Rupees  6,874  in  **  Eudiwaram,** 
arising  from  the  arrears  due  for  the  preceding  year  having  been  disbursed  during  this  year,  and 
another  of  Rupees  5,868,  arising  from  a  larger  quantity  of  spontaneous  salt  having  been  collected 
and  stored  during  this  year  than  in  the  last,  the  aggregate  increase  of  Rupees  18,742  made  up  of 
these  three  items,  has  been  reduced  to  the  net  increase  above  specified,  by  a  decrease  in  other 
items  of  a  minor  character,  which  are  too  small  to  call  for  notice. 

47.  Abkarry^  Land  Customs^  Stamps,  and  Income-tax. — The  variations  in  other  heads 
of  charges,  namely,  Abkarry,  Land  Customs,  Stamps,  and  Income-tax,  call  for  no  remarks  save  that 
the  small  charge  of  Rupees  758  in  Abkarry,  under  which  head  there  is  ordinarily  no  need  for  there 
being  any  charge  at  all,  consists  of  fees  paid  for  the  registration  of  Rent  Muchilkas  or  counter- 
parts to  leases. 

48.  Landed  propilRtt  acquibkd  bt  Public  Servants. — ^The  extent  of  landed  property 
acquired  by  Public  Servants  during  the  year  under  report  is  shown  in  the  subjoined  table  in  com- 
parison with  the  year  preceding,  and  calls  for  no  particular  remark.  In  two  or  three  instances  ef 
pk  rather  trivial  character,  the  subordinates  of  lower  grades  on  the  Revenue  Establishment^  wha 
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became  possessed  of  land,  sent  m  their  returns  after  the  prescribed  date,  and  due  notice  has  been

49.  The  Village  and  Talook  accounts  have  undergone  a  due  scrutiny  by  Officers  in  Revenue 
charge  of  Divisions  during  the  Settlement,  and  have  been  found  to  have,  on  the  whole,  been  properly 
kept. 

50.  Conduct  op  the  Subordijtate  Oppicebs.— With  regard  to  the  conduct  of  my  subordi- 
nates,  I  will  confine  my  remarks  to  the  TJncovenanted  Branch  of  the  service,  as  the  Covenanted 
Officers  were  continually  changed  during  the  past  Fusly.  Sheshiah  Sastri,  the  Treasury  Deputy 
Collector,  is  a  first  rate  officer,  and  bears  an  unblemished  character.  His  office,  which  used  to 
be  in  great  confusion,  has  been  brought  by  him  into  admirable  order,  and  I  consider  myself  most 
fortunate  in  having  him  in  my  district  and  at  my  head-quarters.  Mr.  Ricketts,  the  Salt  Deputy 
Collector,  thoroughly  understands  his  work,  and  does  everything  in  his  power  to  prevent  the 
bribery  and  cheating,  which  a  lax  administration  of  the  Salt  Department  is  sure  to  give  rise  to. 
He  has  also,  during  the  past  Fusly,  undertaken  the  execution  of  many  public  works  and  roads  con- 
nected with  the  salt  trade,  and  has  been  of  much  assistance  to  me  in  seeing  them  properly  carried 
out.  Strinivasa  Row,  the  Deputy  Collector  in  charge  of  the  Mannargudi  Division,  is  a  very  active, 
industrious,  upright  man,  and  does  everything  intrusted  to  him  with  hearty  good-will,  and  to  the 
best  interests  of  Government.     I  value  his  services  highly.     The   two  Tahsildars  specified  in  the 

margin  performed  the  examination  of  the  waste 
and  withered  crops  in  their  repective  Talooks 
without  fear  or  partiality,  and  saved  at  least 
20,000  and  10,000  rupees  respectively  to  Government  by  the  efficient  manner  in  which  they  did 
this  duty.  My  Serishtadar,  Venkasami  Row,  continues  to  give  me  complete  satisfaction,  and  to  be 
of  the  greatest  assistance  to  me  by  his  modest  behaviour,  his  strict  integrity,  and  his  untiring 
industry;  and  with  regard  to  his  usefulness,  I  can  only  repeat  what  I  have  said  respecting 
Sheshiah  Sastry,  namely,  that  I  am  very  fortunate  in  having  such  a  public  servant  at  th^  head  gf 
my  own  office. 

51.  The  quinquennial  statements,  which  were  due  at  the  close  of  the  past  Fusly,  are  sub- 

mitted herewith  in  the  prescribed  forms,*    In

No.  1,846,  require  to  be  noticed  in  the  report.

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62.  From  Statement  C.  it  will  be  Been  that  in  the  number  of  private  wells  (under  which, 
head  all  wells  in  this  District  fall  in  consequence  of  there  being  none  belonging  to  Government) 
there  is  a  net  increase  of  619,  resulting  from  a  gross  increase  of  1,046  in  new  wells,  again^  a 

decrease  of  426  in  old  ones.     Added  to  the  in- 
♦881.  crease*  during  the  preceding  quinquennial  period, 

as  shown  in  the  last  return,  the  total  net  increase 
in  the  number  of  wells  due  to  the  operation  of  the  rules  under  which  cultivation  under  wells  sank 
by  means  of  private  capital  is  exempt  from  additional  taxation,  comes  to  1,450.  This,  considering 
that  by  far  the  largest  portion  of  Nunja  and  garden  cultivation  in  this  District  is  carried  oa  by 
direct  irrigation  from  river  channels,  must  be  deemed  so  far  satisfactory. 

53.  In  taking  the  census,  every  care  has  been  taken  to  ensure  the  utmost  possible  accuracy; 

full  and  detailed  instructions,  drawn  up  with  refer-

were  circula  ied  by  means  of  the  District  Gazette 
as  early  as  January  last,  and  the  Divisional  Officers  were  specially  enjoined  to  test  the  correctness 
of  the  returns  rendered  by  the  local  officers,  by  the  best  available  means.  On  the  whole,  I  am  of 
opinion  that  the  returns  now  taken  are  far  more  accurate  than  those  taken  on  the  last  occasion. 

54.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  Statement  D.  that,  on  the  whole,  there  is  an  increase  of  79,449 
inhabitants,  resulting  from  a  gross  increase  of  91, 297 in  the  agricultural,  against  a  decrease  of  11,848 
in  the  nou-agiicultural  population.  The  increase  in  the  aggregate  is  due  to  natural  causes  arising 
from  the  influeuce  of  pdace  and  improved  administration,  whilst  the  decrease  in  the  non-agricultanl 
population  is  more  apparent  than  real ;  many  persons  not  directly  engaged  in  agriculture  thougk 
mainly  deriving  their  subsistence  therefrom,  having,  in  the  last  returns,  been  in  several  instaAC^s 
erroneously  included  under  the  head  non-agricultural,  instead  of  agricultural,  as  they  ought  to  have 
been. 

65.  Taking  each  talook,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  only  talooks  which  require  notice  are 
Mayaveram  and  Pattukottai ;  the  former  showing  a  falling  off  of  about  three  per  cent.,  and  the  latter 
an  increase  of  no  less  than  18  J  per  cent.  The  falling  off  in  the  Mayaveram  talook  is  owing  chiefly  to* 
partial  desertion  on  the  part  of  the  weavers  in  Komad,  the  main  suburb  of  the  Cusbah  town  of  ilaya- 
veram,  in  consequence  of  their  trade  having  declined  in  consequence  of  the  high  prices  of  Cotton,  ami 
also  to  the  emigration  of  the  labouring  classes  to  the  Mauritius  and  the  French  Colonics  from  the 
dearness  of  food.  The  extraordinary  increase  of  population  in  the  Pattukottai  talook  is  inconsifl- 
tent  with  the  well  known  circumstances  of  the  talook,  and  is  due  entirely  to  the  incorrectness  of  the 
returns  taken  on  the  last  occasion.  This  talook  has  suffered  the  most  from  the  successive  bad  seasons 
during  the  past  quinquennial  period,  and  it  is  from  this  talook  that  the  labouring  classes  have 
migrated  to  the  largest  extent. 

56.  The  averages  obtained  by  distributing  the  entire  population  over  the  number  of  houses  ai^d 
tiie  number  of  families  are  shown  for  each  talook  in  the  subjoined  table;  from  which  it  will  be  seen 
that  the  proportion  for  each  house  and  for  each  family,  is  reasonable,  and  affords .  a  pretty  fair  pre- 
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rasptioB  of  the  aoeatao;^  of  ike  MMoa  Tb#  mmben  of  faiailiest.  it  viU  Ve  geex^  k  abo^  tbirteeo 
per  cent,  larger  tban  that  of  houses,  and  this  is  owing  to  a  number  of  houses  beiagt^ianted  bysiore 
than  one  finiiljr.

67.  ^efalHngoffin  the  number  of  oews,  die-buffaloes,  and  sheep,  obserrabk  in.Staii«mentE, 
is  owing  tQ  tbe^  large  amount  of  mortality  among  these  animals  consequent  on  the  severe  drought 
which  prevailed  during  the  last  quinquennial  period,  and  more  especially  un  Fuslj  127.6,  as  also 
during  ^e  early  part  of  1 276;  the  loss  arising  from  this  cause  having  more  than  outweighed  the 
increase  due  to  a  progressim  state  of  population,  agriculture,  and  wealth.  The  low  9$  ploughing 
cattle  hae^  however,  been  more  than  replaced  by  the  requirements  of  agriculture,  ua4  lleace  the 
increase  observable  under  this  heitd*  The  price  of  cattle  had,  at  the  date  of  the,  laot  x^lmea,  run 
rety  hi|^  and  it  has  now  risen  still  higher,  but  not  in  the  same  r«tio  a»  itbadi  daring  Uie  five 
years  preceding  thq^  under  revievr.  As  it  is,  however,  the  price  of  cattle,^  as  well  aa  of  sheep,  is 
Teiy  high,  though  only  proportionate  to  that  of  food. 

68.  In  conclusion,  I  beg  to  apologiise  for  tike  delay  in  the  submissioB  ^tbi»veport,  which  has 
been  caused  by  the  inaccuracies  aod  inoaiMU0teMie&  in  the  quinQaemual  retujns  aa  first  received  from 
the  talooks,  and  which  were  discovered  in  scrutinizing  and  cheeking  thm*  witb  refer^nee  to  the  pre- 
vious retams,  thus  rendering  numerous  xet&nvi^  and  re-xefei:ences  tP  Tahsildars  ajid  Divisional 
officers  necessary.  The  d^»y  has-  been  caused  in,  some  BManure  alM  \if  tlwi  d)Aei)]jb>  (Kiywdeoced  in 
obtaining  correct  information  with  regard  to  transfers  oflandby  sale,  and  other  transaction^  as  well 
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as  the  irrigable  ayacnt  and  actual  cultivation  under  the  seyeral  principal  sourees  ol  irrigation;  these 
particulars  being  required  to  be  furnished  now  for  the  first  time,  as  required  in  the  Board^s  Circular 
Memorandum,  dated  the  14th  August  1866,  No.  787.

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1.  1  bave  tbe  honour  to  submit  the  annual  report  on  the  settlement  of  the  Land  and  Extra 
Sources  of  Revenue  in  the  Sub-Division  of  Tanjore  for  Fusly  1276,  (1866-67,)  together  with  the 
several  Statements  and  their  enclosures  prepared  in  the  new  form.  As  I  joined  the  District  only 
a  month  ago,  after  the  completion  of  the  Settlement  operations,  I  am  entirely  dependent  for  infor- 
mation upon  the  records  of  this  office,  and  upon  the  Serishtadar  who  assisted  my  predecessor  in 
conducting  the  Settlement  of  the  Sub-Division. 

2.  The  Settlement  commenced  on  the  1st  March,  and  was  completed  on  the  25th  June  at  the 
places  shown  in  Statement  No.  I.  In  accordance  with  the  instructions  contained  in  the  Revenue  Circu- 
lars published  in  the  District  Gazettes  of  the  8th  and  22nd  December  1866,  early  efforts  were  made 
both  by  the  Tahsildars  and  by  my  predecessors  to  prepare  Anubogam  Registers  for  all  the  villages, 
in  view  to  the  introduction  of  the  '*  Putta  system'*  at  once,  and  to  the  issue  of  Puttas  during  the 
settlement  in  accordance  with  the  actual  occupancy  of  each  Ryot.  Of  the  1,337  villages  requir- 
ing puttas  to  be  issued  in  this  Fusly,  Anubogam  puttas  have  been  issued  to  1,192   villages.     A 

comparison  between  the  number  of  puttas  issued 
in  the  present  and  past  Fuslies,  is  shown  in  the 
margin.  The  preparation  of  the  puttas  forthe  146 
remaining  villages  was  found  impossible  in  this 
Fusly,  notwithstanding  great  exertion  on  tbe  part  of  the  officials  employed  in  completing  this  work. 
The  examination  of  Waste  and  Shavi  was  commenced  at  an  early  date,  and  accounts  began  to  come 
in  from  the  talooks  from  the  1st  of  March.  These  were  carefully  examined  and  checked  in  this  office, 
and  in  some  instances  fresh  statements  were  called  for  in  their  places.  For  all  these  reasons  more 
than  the  usual  time  was  taken  up  for  the  settlement  of  this  Fusly. 

3.  The  total  number  of  villages  in  the  Sub-Division,  and  the  different  terms  under  which  they 
are  held,  are  the  same  as  they  were  in  last  year,  as  shown  in  the  subjoined  Statement.  Two  entire 
villages  under  the  head  of  Amani  have,  during  the  Fusly,  been  rented  out  to  the  Mirassidars.  There 
is  thus  a  decrease  of  two  villages  under  the  head  *'  Amani,"  and  a  corresponding  increase  under 
that  of  Mottamfaisal":—

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It  will  be  seen  from  Statement  No.  I  that  out  of  the  total  number  of  17,360  putias  prepared 
and  distributed  according  to  the  new  form,  the  number  of  those  renewed  during  the  Fusly  is  14,020. 
Of  the  remaining  3,340  unrenewed  puttas,  217  have  been  modified  by  additional  entries,  while 
3,123  hare  not  been  altered,  asncr  material  changes  have:  taken  place  in  the  holdings  of  the 
Futtadars.  Last  year  puttas  were  issued  in  the  names  of  Miva&sidars  for  328  of  the  Mottamfiusal 
villages,  and  for  one  of  the  Olungu  rented  villages  unaffe  cted  by  price.  In -this  year,  however, 
puttas  with  reference  to  actual  occupancy  have  been  is  sued  for  these  villages,  as  also  for  355 
Mottamfaisal  villages;  tbus  making  a  total  of  683- village  a  under  &«  head  ^  M^ttamfatsal,  and 
one:  under  that  of  Olungu  rented  unaffected  by  price* 

4..  SsAdON. — 'The  season  promised  well  at  the  oommencement  of  the  Fusly;  but  as  it  advanced, 
appearances  changed,  and  It  became  more  and  more  unfavourable.  The  cultivation  materially  suffered 
not  only  by  excessive  rain  and  high*  freshes  at  the  time  when  tHey  were  not  wanted,  but  abo  By 
the  utter  aA>8ence  of  rain  whenit  was-aaxiionsly  lodcedfiorby  alL  About  munrty  breiMibea  were  cuaaA 
in  Nannilam  talook,  and  seven  in  Negapatam  talook,  by  tbe  higjli'  freshes  in  tha  rivers  during  tha 
months  of  June,  October,  and  November.  The  plants  alsosuffeoed  in  some  localities  at  tba  Hme  of 
forming  ears  by  the  entire  absence  of  rain. 

On  the  whole,  however^  the  season  was  a  better  one  for  curtivation  than  that  which  preceded  it* 
5.    The  subjoined  Table  shows  the  average  rainfall'  in  each  month  as  compared  with  Fusljr 
127&:—

6.  SANiitABT  Condition. — The  sanitary  condition  of  the  SubrDi vision  duri&g  fke  Ftely 
u^der'  repopt^  wa»,  in  sene  reepeet^,  worse  tbi»  tb^  preceding  Fusly.  The  number  of  deaths  from 
Cholera  was  2,249,  being  ulargei;  numberthanhas  been  htuomn  for  many  years  past,  only  506  having 
die4fre»  thi»  cause  in  Fudy  1275v  The-disease'  prevailed  during  almost  all  the  months  of  the 
year.  During  the.  last  four  months,  namely,  March,  A^ril^  May,  and  June,  itwaaaAit^  height, 
especially  in  Negapatam,  Nagore,  and  Trivellore.  The  labourers  engaged  at.  wovk  ift  tho  navigable 
canal  between  Negapatam  and  Vedai*aniem  suffered  severely.  The  Dveaser  waa  dk^ted  to  vigit 
t)ie  several  places  attacked,  ^th  a  supply  of  Cholera  pills  and  etkec  laedicinack  Si»^H[>ox  an4 
Be¥eiF  ako^  prevailed:  te^  seme  extentv  The^  e^idition  of  the  people  in  the  southern  part  of  the  district 
was  most  deplorable.  A  large  number  of  people  from,  that  part  of  the  country,  as  well  as  from  thq 
BOttth  western  Bifitrioi»,  were-  d»ven  fro»  th^r  homes  by  the  famine  which  prevailed  there  about 
the  commencement,  of  the  Fufllji.  A  n^umber  of  people  eftme.  h«UNt  in  quest  of  food,  the  want  of  which 
caused  much  suffering.    |  understand  that  subscriptions  amounting  to  6,260  Rupees  were  raised  ill 
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Ait  division,  aui  that  these  people  were  relieved  by  the  establishment  of  a  Conjee  house  at  Nega- 
patam,  where  many  of  them  were  fed  for  nearly  foar  months,  after  which  there  was  a  favourable 
change  in  the  season.  No  disease  of  any  virulent  type  was  observed  among  cattle,  and  there  was  an 
abundance  of  pasture. 

7.  Fkicbs. — From  the  annexed  abstract  it  will  be  seen  that  the  prices  of  all  descriptions  of  grain 
hare  risen  above  thoee  of  the  preceding  Fusly.  It  will  be  observed  that  the  average  price  of  paddy 
in  towns  is  twenty-eight  per  cent,  above  that  of  the  past  Fusly,  while  the  price  of  the  same  article  in 
the  villages  is  five  percent,  below  that  of  the  last  Fusly,  and  190  per  cent,  above  the  standard  price. 
The.  increase  of  prices  in  the  towns  was  due  to  the  great  demaad,  and  to  the  diminution  ot  the 
•np^ly  cau83d  by  a  large  quantity  of  grain  imported  by  sea  being  sent  to  \Iaiura  and  other  places  for 
the  relief  of  the  distress  there.  The  price  lists  for  last  December  show  paddy  selling  at  Rupees  3 
per  cnllum.  This  was  the  highest  point  it  reached,  as  the  staple  produce  of  the  district,  and  Punja 
crops  of  the  -first  six  months  came  then  into  the  market,  and  caused  a  downward  tendency.  At 
present  the  price  is  Rs.  IJ-,  a  cullum  at  which  it  has  been  nearly  stationary  for  some  months  past:—

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9.  Lands  givsn  up  and  taken  up. — ^The  decrease  under  the  head  of  holdings  is  due  to  &• 
extent  of  land  assigned  over  in  the  preceding  Fusly  to  Native  Religious  Institutions,  in  lieu  of 
ready  money  payments.  The  increase  under  the  head  of  *'  Lands  given  up**  is  owing  to  the  large 
extent  of  land  transferred  by  Sale,  &c.,  (which  is  exhibited  in  the  statement  as  directed  in  the 
Board*s  Circular  Memorandum,  No.  787,  14th  August  1866,)  and  to  lands  being  washed  away  by 
rivers  and  channels.

11.  Under  the  head  of  **  Waste  remitted**  there  is  a  decrease  this  year,  attributable  to  the 
smaller  extent  of  Waste  this  year  than  last. 

12.  The  item  "  Waste  charged'*  shows  the  extent  of  lands  left  waste  by  the  Mirassidars*  own 
negligence. 

13.  Actual  cultivation. — ^The  increase  under  the  head  of  "  Actual  cultivation"  is  owing 
partly  to  a  large  extent  (namely,  1,386  acres,  assessed  at  3,682  Rupees)  being  brought  under  cul- 
tivation this  year,  and  partly  to  increased  exertions  on  the  part  of  Mirassidars.

Of  the  above  sum  of  Rupees  6,181,  a  sum  of  Rupees  3,603  was  remitted  on  account  of  Shavi, 
in  Nannilam  talook,  caused  by  the  injury  done  by  the  high  freshes  and  breaches,  as  already  re- 
marked in  paragraph  4.  No  remission  was  granted  to  this  talook  in  Fusly  1275,  and  at  the  begin- 
ning of  this  Fusly,  prospects  were  so  good  that  no  remissions  were  anticipated  to  be  nece  fsaiy. 
A  remission  of  Rupees  1,258  was  allowed  in  the  Negapatam  talook  on  account  of  the  bad  state  of 
the  river  Vellaiyar,  and  of  the  irrigation  channels  ( f  Karapadagai  and  other  villages  in  the 
south  eastern  portion  of  that  talook.  The  balance  of  Rupees  1,321  is  the  remission  granted  to 
the  Kadarambam  villages,  under  Kattuguttagai  tenure.  The  condition  of  these  villages  ha^ 
I  believe,  been  fully  reported  to  you  by  my  predecessor  on  several  occasions.  On  the  whole  the 
i^mount  remitted  in  this  Fusly  is  smaller  than  that  allowed  in  the  preceding  Fusly.

19.  The  increase  under  the  head  of  "Jodi*'  is  owing  to  the  quitrent  fixed  by  the  Inam 
Commissioner  during  the  Fuslj  on  the  Inam  lands  that  were  settled.  The  increase  under  the  head 
of  "  Ryotwar"  is  chiefly  due  to  a  smaller  extent- of  remission  this  year,  than  was  allowed  last  year, 
and  also  to  extra  cultivation,  the  extent  of  which  is  noted  in  paragraph  16.  The  increase  under 
the  item  ''Miscellaneous"  is  caused  partly  by  quitrent  charged  on  Inam  lands  by  the  Inam  Com- 
missioner, and  partly  by  the  proceeds  from  Inam  lands  during  the  time  they  were  under  attachment. 
The  increase  under  the  head  of  Abkarry  is  attributable  to  the  Farm  of  the  Sub-division  having  been 
rented  in  this  Fusly  for  a  larger  sum  than  at  the  preceding  sale.  The  decrease  under  the  head  of 
"Stamps"  in  this  Fusly  is  attributable  to  a  fall  in  the  sale  ofStamps  for  which  there  was  an  unusually 
large  demand  in  Fusly  1275,  in  consequence  of  the  restrictive  provision  in  the  Registration  Act 
XVI  of  1864  under  which  the  people  were  bound  to  file  suits  in  the  Civil  Court  before  the  end  of 
December  1865,  in  order  to  give  validity  to  their  documents  executed  before  the  Act  came  into 
operation.  There  is  an  increase  of  more  than  Rupees  13,000  in  Land  Customs,  owing  to  increase 
in  the  Import  trade  of  the  following  articles: — Kernel,  Camphor,  Fireworks,  Oil,  Betel-nut,  and 
Sugar,  and  of  Paddy,  Rice,  and  Piece  Goods  in  the  Export  trade.  This  increase  is  after  deducting 
i3ie  decrease  in  import  of  Timber  and  Liquor,  which  amounted  to  Rupees  4,000.  The  increase  of 
more  than  Rupees  85,000  under  the  head  of  Sea  Customs  is  found  both  under  Imports  and  Exports 
in  the  articles  of  Cocoanut,  Kernel,  Piece  Goods,  Fireworks,  Betel-nut,  and  other  articles  under  the 
former,  and  Paddy,  Rice,  Silk  Cloths,  &c.,  under  the  latter  head.  I  would  also  observe  that  this 
iaicrease  is  the  result  after  deducting  the  decrease  under  Import  of  Twist,  Bezgamin,  and  Railway 
Stores,  as  also  of  Grain,  Country  Soap,  and  other  articles  under  Export.  The  collections  under  the 
head  of  "  Road  Cess"  form  a  new  source  of  revenue  in  the  Fusly  under  report,  under  Madras 
Act  III.  of  1866.  The  large  amount  of  increase  under  the  heads  of  Sea  and  Land  Customs  as 
shown  above,  is,  in  a  great  measure,  attributable  to  the  enhanced  rate  of  the  grain  export  duty 
which  has  been  raised  from  two  to  three  annas  a  Mauud  under  the  Indian  Customs  Duties  Act  XYIL 
of  1867.

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22.  Bs¥i.2i(o,  CoLLSCTXON,  AKP  BALANCE  OF  ABBEABS.-^The  arrears  of  former  years  amtnioted 
SLt  thacoDxniencemeiit  of  Fasly  1276  to  Rupees  13,133,  as  shown  in  Sti^tement  No.  8.  Of  this 
sum  Rupees  13,081  were  collected  within  the  Fusly,  leaving,  at  iU  close,  a  balance  of  Rupees  52, 
Rupees  10  of  which  is  recoverable,  being  due  for  Fusly  1275.     The  balance,  Rupees  42,  for  Fusly 

1274,  is  irrecoverable,   and  this  sum  has  been 
No.  166  of  12th  July  1866.  recommended  to  be  written  ofiFfrom  the  accounts, 

as  per  letter  noted  in  the  margin  from  this  office. 

23.  Coercive, — Coercive  process  was  employed  in  the  collection  of  revenue  in  a  larger 
number  of  cases  in  this  Fusly  than  in  the  preceding.  The  value  of  lands  and  other  property 
attached  was  Rupees  3,503,  but  that  sold  was  Rupees  3,001  as  shown  in  enclosure  A  of  Statement 
No.  8.    The  other  defaulters  paid  their  arrears  before  the  sale  of  their  property  took  place. 

24.  Charges. — ^The  Statement  of  charges  is  not  furnished,  as.  these  accounts  are  kept  in  the 
Collector's  oflSce  for  the  ^hole  district. 

25.  Talook  and  Village  Accounts. — ^The  Talook  and  Village  Accounts  in  the  Sub-Division 
are  generally  kept  in  accordance  withHhe  Manual,  forms,  and  instructions.  The  instructions 
contained  in  your  letter.  No.  1,304,  of  28th  November  1866,  regarding  the  Statements  Nos.  5  and 
8  of  the  Village  Manual,  have  been  attended  to  during  the  Settlement.  The  Revenue  Inspectors 
examine  the  village  accounts  periodically,  and  report  having  done  so  in  their  monthly  Diaries. 

26.  Lands  acquired  by  Public  Servants. — A  statement  of  lands  acquired  by  Public  servants 
during  the  Fusly  undei:^report  has  already  been  forwarded  from  this  office.. 

27.  Remarks  on  the  conduct  op  the  Subordinates. — Having  been  such  a  short  time  in 
charge  of  the  Office,  I  have  no  remarks  to  make  upon  the  conduct  of  the  subordinates.

1.  I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Settlement  Report  for  Fusly  1276  (1866-67),  accom- 
panied by  the  usual  Statements. 

2.  Officers  by  whom  thb  Sbttlimbnt  was  conducted. — ^The  Talook  of  Trichinopoly  was 
settled  by  Mr.  Banbury,  Kulitallay  by  myself,  Museri  by  Mr.  Parker,  the  late  Acting  Head  Assist- 
ant Collector,  and  the  remaining  two  Talooks  of  Perambalur  and  WoodiarpoUiem  by  Mahomed  Esuf, 
the  Deputy  Collector. 

3.  Variations  in  the  number  and  tenure  of  villages. — Decrease  of  one  Ayen  vil- 
lage,— ^During  the  Inam  Settlement,  an  "Ayen"  village,  seven-eighths  of  which  was  "  Shrotriem," 
was  transferred  to  the  latter  head,  and  quitrent  imposed  upon  the  whole.  This  reduced  the  number 
of  Ayen  villages  by  one. 

4.  Increa$e  of  two  Shrotriem  villages, — ^Two  Shrotriem  villages,  hitherto  treated  as  one 
in  the  accounts,  have  now  been  separately  recognized  by  the  Inam  Department.  Thus  the  number 
of  Shrotriem  villages  has  increased  by  two. 

5.  Increase  of  thirteen  Inam  villages, — ^The  Ayacut  of  thirteen  hamlets  was  not  included 
in  the  new  Revenue  Settlement  in  that  of  t}^eir  respective  mother  villages,  probably  because  these 
hamlets  were  in  themselves  entire  Inams,  and  consequently,  in  the  recent  Inam  Settlement,  they 
have  been  treated  as  distinct  villages.  Hence  the  increase  of  thirteen  in  the  number  of  Inam  vil- 
lages. 

6.  The  total  number  of  Puttas  was  1,26,362,  of  which  7,980  were  fresh,  and  1,18,382  old 
Puttas.  Of  the  latter  number,  only  24,989  were  modified  by  additional  entries.  Deducting  1,368 
on  account  of  ''  lands  given  up,*'  &c.,  there  remains  a  net  increase  of  6,622  fresh  Puttas  issued 
during  the  year. 

7.  Season. — ^The  season  was  not  unfavourable.  The  early  rains  were  insuflScient,  but  the 
subsequent  falls  were  more  copious,  and  raised  the  average  above  that  of  the  previous  year —  Vide 
the  subjoined  Statement:—

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The  rain  returns  forwarded  to  the  Board  monthly  were  not  so  accurate  as  could  be  desired, 
owing  to  the  want  of  a  clear  conception  of  the  mode  of  calculation;  but  the  subject  has  since  been 
more  carefully  studied,  and,  consequently,  the  figures  entered  in  the  above  Statement,  though  not 
quite  tallying  with  those  in  the  monthly  returns,  may  be  accepted  ^  the  most  correct.  In  the  Trichi- 
nopoly  and  Museri  Talooks  a  portion  of  the  crops  sustained  serious  damage  from  the  breaching  of  the 
lyaur  banks  in  the  extraordinarily  high  freshes  of  October  last. 


8.  Sanitary  condition. — ^Considering  that  the  season  under  review  immediately  succeeded 
one  of  unprecedented  drought  and  severity,  the  district,  on  the  whole,  may  be  said  to  have  been 
remarkably  healthy.  There  were  very  few  cases  of  death  from  Cholera  and  other  epidemics,  though 
the  people  suffered  a  little  from  Small-pox  towards  the  close  of  the  year.  Cattle  on  the  whole  were 
healthy,  and  pasturage  suflScient.

9.  EMiaRATioN. — The  number  of  Emi- 
grants was  only  132  against  726  in  the  last  year. 
This  difference  is  attributable  to  the  more  favour- 
able season,  and  to  the  high  wages  prevailing  in 
the  District. 


10.  Prices,  Statement  No.  2.— Prices  were  exceedingly  high.  That  of  paddy  rose  33  per 
cent,  higher  than  in  Fusly  1275.  and  87  per  cent,  higher  than  the  average  price  of  the  last  ten 
years.  Those  of  dry  grains  varied  from  27  to  56  per  cent,  higher  than  last  year,  and  from  56  to  99 
per  cent.,  as  compared  with  the  average  prices  of  the  last  ten  years.  In  fact,  they  averaged 
four  times  the  commutation  price  fixed  by  the  Settlement  Department.  This  is  attributable  to  the 
prevailing  famine,  and  consequent  increased  demand  from  the  neighbouring  Districts. 

11.  Ryots*  Holdings,  Statement  No.  3. — ^The  area  of  land  in  the  Ryots'  holdings  at  the 
commencement  of  the  Fusly  was  Acres  8,37,428,  assessed  at  Rupees  12,06,514,  of  which  Acres 
19  853,  bearing  an  assessment  of  Rupees  18,876,  were  given  up,  and  Acres  70,229,  assessed  at 
Rupees  67,942,  were  newly  taken  up.  Thus  the  actual  extent  of  land  under  this  head,  at  the  close 
of  the  Fusly,  was  Acres  8,87,804,  assessed  at  Rupees  12 ,55,580,  or  an  increase  of  Acres  50,376, 
assessed  at  Rupees  49,066.

13.  Waste  bbmittbd. — Under  this  head  Rupees  3,089,  assessable  on  Acres  949  of  Nunjah 
lands  in  the  Museri  Talook,  were  remitted  owing  to  their  having  been  left  waste  from  the  breaching 
of  the  bonks  of  the  tanks  and  other  reservoirs.

14.      MeEBAHS      to    village      BEBVANT8.— 

I  beg  to  note  here  that  the  Board,  in  their  Pro- 
ceedings noted  in  the  margin,  observe  that  in

that  no  deduction  is  made  from  the  demand.  This  is  not  correct,  for  the  n«w  Settlement  does  net 
include  the  village  charges,  excepting  in  the  villages  transferred  to  this  District  from  South  Areot, 
and  consequently  there  was  no  necessity  for  the  deduction  in  question. 
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15.    Abstsact  a,  Statbkbnt  No.  3 — ^A  Comparatire  Statement  of  Qie  extent  of  cultivation 
and  Settlement  is  given  belov:— 
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16.  The  above  Statement  exhibits  a  net  increase  of  Ilapees54,758  in  the  assessment,  a  result 
chiefly  to  be  attributed  to  the  low  rates  of  the  new  Settlement. 

17.  Cultivation  of  Spbcial  Peoducts, — Statbmbnt  No.  S,  Ehclosurb  B. — There  was  a 
decrease  of  Acres  2,778  in  the  cultivated  area  of  Cotton  owing  to  the  limited  demand. 
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18.  As  the  cultivation  of  Cotton  in  the  Zemindary  and  Inam  villages  is  not  included  in  the 
Demand,  Collection,  and  Balance  Statement  of  June  last,  the  figures  therein  entered  will  not  tally 
with  those  now  given.

20.  Measures  were  adopted  for  putting  the  Weyacondan,  the  chief  irrigating  channel,  in  an 
efficient  state.  The  head  was  cleared  and  a  scouring  sluice  constructed  during  the  year,  which  will 
come  into  play  in  the  next  high  fresh,  and  will,  it  is  hoped,  keep  the  head  clear  of  silt. 

21.  KuiNBD  Tanks. — No  applications  were  made  during  the  year  for  the  restoration  of  ruined 
tanks,  owing  probably  to  the  rate  of  Bupees  2  per  acre  sanctioned  by  the  Board,  being  far  in 
excess  of  the  Settlement  rates. 

22.  Kemission,  Statement  No.  4. — Under  the  circumstances  represented  in  the  latter  part 
of  paragraph  7  of  this  report,  remission  to  the  extent  of  Rupees  1,802  was  allowed  on  account  of 
loss  of  crops  from  flood  in  the  Trichinopoly  Talook. 

23.  The  loss  of  Rupees  2,557  under  **  Fassalcummee"  is  partly  counterbalanced  by  the 
increase  of  Rupees  1,168  from  second  crop  cultivation.  This  remark  applies  to  the  fluctuations 
under  **  Water  tax"  also. 
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24.  SxATtHKNT  No.  5.— This  Statement  shows  the  Demand,  Collection,  and  Balance  of  Land 
Bevenue,  Miscellaneous  items.  The  aggregate  amount  under  this  head  is  Rupees  49,129,  against 
Bupees  46,127  in  the  preceding  year,  or  an  increase  of  Bupees  3,000.  The  chief  variations  are 
noticed  below. 

25.  The  increase  of  Bupees  4.072  in  item  No.  6,  ''  Land  cultivated,  but  not  included  in  the 
Jummahbundy/*  is  owing  to  the  Jummahbundy  having  been  conducted  earlier  than  in  the  last  year. 

26.  The  increase  of  Rupees  1,048  in  item  No '41,  "Commission  on  private  estateisi  under 
Gircar  management,*'  is  the  result  of  the  demand,  for  both  Fudlies  1275  and  1276,  on  account  of  the 
commission  on  the  Marungapury  Estate  having  been  credited  during  the  latter. 

27.  In  item  No.  46,  **  Water  tax  on  Zemindary,  Inam,  <fec.,  lands,'*  there  is  an  increase  of 
Bupees  1,134  in  consequence  of  this  item,  which  was  included  in  Fusly  1275  in  that  of  *'  Byotwar," 
having  now  been  exhibited  separately. 

28.  The  decrease  of  Rupees  702  in  item  No.  2,  **Tax  on  trees  on  unassessed  lands,"  is  to  be 
ascribed  to  the  failure  in  the  produce  of  Tamarind  trees,  which  form  the  chief  source  of  income 
under  this  head. 

29.  Till  lately  a  practice  had  obtained  in  this  District  of  bringing  to  account  only  those  trees 
which  actually  yielded  fruit  in  each  year,  and  of  remitting  the  tax  on  those  which,  having  once  come 
into  bearing,  happened  to  fail  in  the  particular  year.  To  put  a  stop  to  the  objectionable  system  of 
examinations  involved  in  this  practice,  I  have  ordered  that  all  trees  which  have  once  been  entered 
in  the  accounts  as  having  come  into  bearing  should  thereafter  be  charged  whether  they  actually 
yielded  or  not. 

The  decrease  of  Rupees  619  in  item  No.  35,  "  Rent  on  Fadoogay  lands,**  is  the  result  of  the 
transfer  of  this  item  to  Local  Fund. 

30.  The  difference  in  the  other  items  being  inconsiderable,  calls  for  no  special  remarks. 

31.  Statkmbnt  No.  6. — This  Statement  shows  the  Demand,  Collection,  and  Balance  of  Revenue 
in  the  Zemindaries,  Moottahs,  &c.,  &c.  There  was  a  balance  of  Rupees  7,626  at  the  close  of  the 
JFusly,  which  has  since  been  collected  with  the  exception  of  Rupees  141,

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33.  The  small  decrease  of  Rupees  809  under  the  item  "  Permanently  settled"  ba£  been  since 
collected, 

34.  The  decrease  of  Rupees  1,559  in  item  '*  Jodi  on  Shrotriem,"  is  partly  due  to  a  corres- 
ponding fall  in  the  collection  of  the  arrears,  and  partly  to  the  ^hole  amount  of  the  current  demand 
iot  having  been  realized  within  the  close  of  the  year. 

35.  Theincrease  of  Rupees  54, 615  in  **  Ryotwar,"  andRupees  11,689  in  "Miscellaneous^"  b 
consequent  on  the  rise  in  the  demand. 

36.  In  item  *'  License-tax,''  there  is  an  increase  of  Rupees  5,324,  owing  to  the  Act  having 
come  into  operation  only  during  the  year  under  report. 

37.  The  decrease  of  Rupees  6,426  in  item  **  Stamps,"  is  owing  to  the  exceptionally  large 
sale  of  Stamps  last  year  consequent  on  the  obligation  to  register  all  old  documents  before  the  end 
of  December  18(>5. 

38.  Statement  No.  7. — The  balance  at  the  close  of  the  Fusly  on  account  of  all  sources  of 
revenue  was  Rupees  43,742,  which  has  been  since  reduced  to  Rupees  15,104  by  collections  up  to 
the  31st  August  last.    Measures  have  been  adopted  for  the  speedy  realization  of  this  latter  sum. 

39.     Statement  No.  8. — Of  the  balance  of 
Rupees    3,698-13-0,    Rupees    2,193-9-2    aro 
recoverable,   Rupees  417-0-1  are. doubtful,  and 
Rupees  1,179-1-6  are  irrecoverable,  as  particu* 
larized   in  the    margin.    The    amount  recom- 
mended for  remission  in  Fusly    1275,  but  for 
which  no  sanction  has  as  yet  been  received,  is 
Rupees  503-0-2.     Of  this  sum,  Rupees  3-14-2  have  been  since  collected,  and  the  remainder  ii 
included  in  the  abovementioned  sum  of  Rupees  1,179-1-6.     Sanction  is,  therefore,  requested  for 
writing  oflFthe  accounts  this  amount  (namely.  Rupees  1,179-1-6,)  which  is  due  (1)  by  Ryots  either 
poor,  dead,  or  absconded;  (2),  to  the  fact  that  the  assessment  of  a  piece  of  land  taken  up  for  publie 
purposes  was  inadvertently  omitted  to  be  deducted  from  the  gross  beriz;  (3),  to  the  embezzlement 
of  a  Curnum,  who  had  no  property,  from  which  the  amount  embezzled  could  be  recovered;  and  lasUj, 
to  an  erroneous  entry. 

40.  The  remissions  on  account  of  the  Trichinopoly  Talook  include  two  amounts,  one  allowed 
by  Mn  Banbury,  who  settled  that  Talook,  the  other,  on  subsequent  inquiries,  and  on  the  representa- 
tion of  the  Tahsildar,  I  found  it  necessary  to  grant. 

41.  The  amount,  namely.  Rupees  1,179-1-6,  for  the  remission  of  which  sanction  is  now  requested, 
is  in  excess  of  that  entered  in  the  Demand,  Collection  and  Balance  Statement  for  June  last  by  Ropeei 
90-13-9.    This  difference  has  arisen  from  the  amount  collected  in  excess  from  a  certain  ryot  haTing 

leen  erroneously  credited  to  the  balance  due  by  another  ryot. 

42.  CoBEcrvE  Peocess,  Statement  No.  8  A. — Moveable  property  to  the  value  of  Rupees  81, 
and  iibmoveable  to  that  of  Rupees  4,894,  were  sold  on  account  of  arrears  of  xevenue. 

43.  Statement  No.  9. — ^The  gross  collections  from  all  sources  of  revenue  amounted  to  Bs- 
pees  16,41,110,  and  the  aggregate  charges  to  Rupees  1,37, 480, leaving  a  net  saving  of  Rupees 
15,03,630.  The  corresponding  charges  of  the  last  year  were  Rupees  1,38,767,  or  Rupees  1,287 
more.  '

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44.  The  mcrea^Se  of  Rupees  3,552  in  item  **  Huzur  and  Talook  Establishment, "  is  owing  to  th« 
increased  pay  assigned  to  the  Revenue  Subordinates,  in  Mr.  Felly's  final  revision  of  establishments, 
havixig  been  drawn  only  for  a  portion  of  the  last  year  as  against  the  whole  year  under  review. 

45.  The  decrease  of  Rupees  4, 923  in  item  **  Miscellaneous,*'  is  owing  to  the  Inam  Commis- 
sion Deputy  Collector  and  his  establishment  having  drawn  their  salaries  in  this  District  last  year. 

46.  Quinquennial  Returns. — ^The  Quinquennial  Statements  prepared  in  conformity  with 

the  instructions  contained  in  the  Circular  Memorandum,  as  per 
iBtNovembor  1866,  No.  1,097.        margin,  are  herewith  transmitted. 

47.  The  figures  entered  in  these  Statements  will  be  found  to  diifer  in  some  degree  from  those 
entered  in  the  corresponding  Statements  for  Fusly  1271,  owing  to  the  changes  caused  by  the  new 
settlement,  and  to  the  interchange  of  villages  with  South  Arcot. 

48.  Census,  Statement  D. — I  have  to  iuforiu  tlio  Board  that  the  census  returns  furnished  to 
them  in  Fusly  1271  were  incorrect.  Not  only  were  there  no  less  than  six  clerical  errors  in  the 
Statement,  by  one  of  which  the  whole  number  of  houses  in  the  district  were  re-entered  as  being 
in  the  town  alone,  but  every  column  relating  to  the  Trichinopoly  Talook  contained  a  blunder  of  the 
most  startling  description.  No  comparison  can,  therefore, be  made  between  the  census  as  then 
rendered  and  the  present  one.  Confining  myself  to  the  total  population,  I  may  state  that  careful 
scrutiny  leaves  no  doubt  that  the  population  of  the  Trichinopoly  Talook  was  returned  at  about  80,000 
more  than  the  actual  accounts  warranted. 

Eliminating  this  error,  instead  of  9,39,400,  as  returned,  the  population  of  Fusly  1271  should 
be  considered  to  have  been  only  8,59,400. 

The  present  return  is  10,06,826,  and  thus,  instead  of  67,426,  the  true  increase  in  the  popula- 
tion of  the  District  is  1,47,426. 

49.  The  population  of  the  Municipality,  including  the  Fort,  the  Military  Cantonment,  and 
fifteen  suburban  villages,  is  57,177,  exclusive  of  non-residents. 

The  population  of  the  Fort  alone,  which  has  now  been  ascertained  to  be  under  20,000,  was 
entered  as  97,154  in  the  former  return. 

I  beg  to  add  that  I  have  taken  the  census  of  the  Municipality  twice  over  by  dififerent  agencies, 
that  the  returns  have  been  personally  checked  by  my  Assistant,  Mr.  Gribble,  and  that  I  am  prepared 
toguarantee  the  substantial  accuracy  of  the  result.

-  51.    The  increase  in  each  item  in  the  above  abstract  is  consequent  on  the  increase  in  the  exten^ 
of  cultivation  owing  to  the  low  rates  of  the  new  settlement. 

52.  ViLLAQB  and  Talook  Accounts. — ^The  Village  Accounts  have  on  the  whole  been  moderately 
correctly  kept.  This  report  has  been  delayed  owing  to  the  confusion  in  the  Talook  Accounts. 
Those  of  the  WodiarpoUiem  Talook  are  the  worst,  and  there  no  improvement  can  be  anticipated 
until  the  present  old  and  inefficient  Tahsildar  is  disposed  of.  The  Medical  Officer  has  refused  to 
grant  him  a  certificate,  and  without  one  he  is  not  entitled  to  a  retiring  pension. 
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53.     Lakds  acquired  by  Public  Servants. — There  is  nothing  deserying  of  special  remark  on 
this  subject.

2.  The  Sub-Collector's  report  on  the  settlement^of  his  Division,  is  also  submitted. 

3.  Places  at  which  settlement  was  made.— Statement  No.  I.  shows  the  several  places  at 
which  the  Puttahs  were  distributed  with  the  names  of  oflScers  who  distributed  them. 

4.  Of  the  four  talooks  composing  the  Collector's  division,  I  settled  two  talooks,  viz.,  Teru- 
mungalum  and  Pereakolum;  and  Mr.  Underwood,  the  Deputy  Collector,  settled  the  other  two,  Madura 
and  Melur.

7.  Vabl^tions  in  the  number  and  tenure  of  villages. — ^The  villi^je  of  Kilangolam  was 
formerly  an  Inam  village  in  Terumangalum  talook,  granted  by  the  Bulers  of  the  Carnatic  for  the 
iupport  of  a  Chuttrum  at  Kilangolam.  It  was  subsequently  resumed  and  incorporated  with  Go- 
vernment yiUages  in  the  year  1854,  because  the  object  for  which  it  was  originally  granted  was  not 
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duly  attended  to,  but  on  the  recommendation  of  the  late  Collector  Mr.  Levinge,  it  was  granted 
under  the  orders  of  Government,  dated  10  th  October  1866,  No.  2,743,  for  the  support  of  a  Chuttrum 
newly  constructed  at  Gulputty  in  the  said  talook.  The  village  has  consequently  been  transferred 
from  the  head  of  Byotwar,  to  that  of  Inam  villages.  Hence  the  decrease  of  one  village  under  the 
head  '^Byotwary." 

8.  The  increase  of  three-and-a-half  villages  under  the  head  "  Amani,''  is  the  result  of  an 
addition  of  four-and-a-half  villages  to,  and  the  transfer  of  one  village  from,  this  head. 

9.  The  village  transferred  from  the  Amani  to  the  Inam  head,  is  called  Fakiri  Puthukolam, 
situated  in  the  Bamnad  Zemindary.  It  was  originally  an  Inam  village  granted  for  the  performance 
of  service  in  the  Mosque  at  Bamiswaram,  and  was  in  Fusly  1274  resumed,  as  the  object  of  the  grant 
was  not  duly  fulfilled:  but  on  the  recommendation  of  Mr.  Levinge,  the  village  was  restored  to  the 
mosque  under  Government  Order,  dated  17th  September  1866,  No.  2,494.

11.  The  increase  of  6^*^  villages  under  the  head  of  *'  Inam  and  Shrotriem  villages'*  over  that 
of  the  preceding  year,  is  owing  to  the  inclusion  under  this  head  of  the  Durmasanum  and  other 
Inam  villages,  5vV  '^^  number,  in  the  Bamnad  Zemindary,  on  which  the  Inam  Commissioner  newly 
imposed  quit-rent  in  the  year  under  report,  and  of  the  village  of  Kilangolam  lately  made  over  lo 
Culputty  Chuttrum— i;ide  paragraph  7. 

12.  The  Inam  village  of  Kudiputty,  belonging  toSapatur  Zemindary,  was  omitted  in  the  last 
Quinquennial  Betums  submitted  for  Fusly  1271.  This  omission  being  now  supplied  in  the  similar 
Betums  received  for  Fusly  1276,  there  is  an  increase  of  one  village  under  the  head  Polyaput— 
vide  also  paragraph  118. 

13.  Br-.MABKS  ON  THB  NUMBER  ov  Fgttahs  ISSUED. — ^Tho  number  of  Puttahs  during  the  year 
under  report  has  been  1,24,696,  or  1,707  more  than  the  number  issued  in  Fusly  1275.  Of  the 
total  number  of  Puttahs  issued,  only  61,251  were  granted  anew.  The  changes  in  the  Byots*  hold- 
ings to  a  greater  extent  in  this  than  in  last  Fusly,  necessitated  the  issuing  of  so  many  firesh  Puttahs.

cent,  of  the  whole  number  of  Puttahs  issued  in 
this  year.  I  hope  that  the  adoption  of  the  new  form  of  Puttahs  received  with  the  Board's  Circular 
Memorandum,  dated  7th  February  1865,  will  reduce  the  number  of  fresh  Puttahs  in  the  current 
Fusly. 

15.  Season.— The  season  in  this  year  was  on  the  whole  more  unfavourable  for  agriculture 
than  that  of  the  preceding  year.  From  the  beginning  of  this  Fusly  till  the  month  of  September, 
there  were  slight  showers  throughout  the  District.  The  rains  of  October  gave  a  small  supply  of 
water  to  the  tanks  in  many  parts  of  the  District;  but  in  the  subsequent  months  there  was  little  tr 
to  rain.  The  scanty  rain  which  fell  in  the  early  part  of  this  year  enabled  the  Byots  to  carry  en 
their  wet  and  dry  cultivation  for  some  time,  but  the  subsequent  failure  of  timely  rain  caused  heavy 
loss  of  crops  in  many  parts  of  the  District,  though  the  yield  of  the  lands  dependant  for  their 
irrigation  on  rivers  was  tolerably  good. 

16.  The  talook  which  was  most  seriouidy  affected  by  the  adverse  season,  was  Helur,  tjie  crops 
in  which,  loth  dry  and  wet,  failed  to  a  lamentable  eixtent. 
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17.    A  table  «f  the  moo^y  fall  of  rain  is  annexed:' 
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18.  Sanitary  cohdition  of  the  District. — Cholera  and  fever  prevailed  in  all  parts  of  the 
District  throughout  the  year.  Small-pox  also  made  its  appearance  in  the  month  of  November  in 
Melur,  Madura,  and  Dindigul  talooks;  but  the  mortality,  on  the  whole,  was  not  very  greai  During 
the  latter  part  of  this  year,  almost  all  the  tanks  and  wells  in  the  District,  and  especially  those  in 
the  Melur  and  Dindigul  talooks,  were  dried  up,  and  people  suffered  much  from  want  of  water. 
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19.  The  distress  of  the  poor  was  aggravated  by  the  unusually  high  prices  of  provisions,  which 
were  hardly  procurable  in  some  parts  of  the  District.  Had  not  an  immense  quantity  of  grain  been 
imported  into  this  District  from  the  adjoining  ones  of  Trichinopoly  and  Tanjore,  the  suflFerings 
would  have  been  still  greater. 

20.    To  alleviate  their  distress,  poor-housei 
Madura.  Ayakndi.  were  established  in   the  places  named  in  the

25.  The  cause  of  the  unusually  exorbitant  rise  in  the  prices  of  the  grain  in  the  year  under 
reyiev  is  too  obvious  to  need  comment.  It  is  mainly  owing  to  a  succession  of  bad  years,  and 
consequent  deficiency  of  harvest.  During  part  of  the  year,  the  paddy  and  the  dry  grains  were 
even  hardly  procurable  in  some  parts  of  the  District  as  stated  above. 

26.  Rtots'  holdings. — Enclosure  B  in  Statement  No.  3,  exhibits  a  large  increase  of  16,690

79.  Miscellaneous. — ^The  falling  off  in  the  demand  under  this  head  in  the  year  under  report 
y^B  chiefly  the  cause  of  the  decrease. 

80.  The  variations  in  the  collections  of  the  revenue  under  the  heads  **  Abkarry,"  *'Salt  "

No.  5  859,  to  pay  up  the  balance  against  the  said 
Estate  at  the  end  of  December  1867. 

86.  Quit-rent  on  Shrotriem,  &c.,  villages. — The  current  balance  under  this  head  amounts 
to  Rupees  781,  and  is  due  on  certain  Inam  villages  in  the  Ramnad  Zemindary.  Measures  have 
been  taken  for  the  speedy  realization  of  the  amount. 

87.  Ryotwar. — Out  of  the  current  balance  of  Rupees  1,149  under  this  item.  Rupees  575  is 
due  on  certain  land  under  dispute  in  Periacolum  talook,  for  the  early  settlement  of  which,  and  also 
for  the  collection  of  the  remaining  balance,  I  have  taken  the  necessary  steps.

95.  CoBECivB  Peocess. — It  will  be  observed  from  the  Enclosure  A.  to  Statement  No.  8,  thai 
coercive  measures  were  resorted  to  for  the  recovery  of  only  Rupees  234,  being  the  balance  out- 
standing against  six  Ryots,  (five  of  whom  belong  to  Mclur  talook,)  whose  property  was  attached,  and 
which  fetched  a  price  of  Rupees  306,  and  the  surplus  obtained  above  the  arrears  was  paid  to  the 
parties  concerned. 

96.  Charges. ^The  increase  in  the  refund  of  eharges,  is  owing  to  the  circumstances  stated 
below: — 

Rupees  470-9-9,  being  the  Jodi  collected  from  certain  Inamdars  under  the  orders  of  Mr. 
Levinge,  the  late  Collector,  in  addition  to  that  fixed  by  the  Inam  Commission,  was  afterwards  refunded 
to  the  parties  in^  accordance  with  Board*s  orders  contained  in  their  Proceedings,  dated  30th  January, 
No.  644. 

Rupees  153-1-7,  the  collections  made  in  the  Pulny  talook  on  account  of  the  Commission  of 
the  Hill  establishment  during  March  and  April  1866,  had  been  erroneously  credited  to  Land 
Revenue  Miscellaneous,  instead  of  to  Village  Service  Fund  under  Local  Funds,  and  on  the  recommen- 
dation of  Mr.  Levinge,  the  Board  have  ordered  in  their  Proceedings,  dated  14th  January  last,  the 
payment  of  the  said  sum  to  the  servants  of  the  hill  villages. 

97.  Salary  of  the  Collector  and  his  Assistants. — ^The  increase  under  this  head  is 
principally  owing  to  the  disbursements  of  salary  to  Mr.  Levinge,  the  late  Collector,  for  ten  months 
and  seven  days,  and  to  myself  for  five  months  in  the  year  under  report,  while  the  Collector  was  paid 
only  for  twelve  months  in  the  last  year  ;  which  circumstances  account  also  for  the  increase  in  the 
charges  under  the  item  **Tent  and  House-rent  allowances  of  Collector  and  his  Subordinates." 

98.  HuzuR  AND  Talook  Establishments. — ^The  increase   under  this  item  results  from  th«

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99.  Sadbrward  CHARaES. — ^The  great  falling  off  in  the  expenditure  under  this  item  is  fully 
attributable  to  the  strict  observance  of  the  rules  that  prohibit  purchasing  papers,  &c.,  and  the  hold- 
ing of  offices  after  sunset.. 

100.  Medical  Charges.— The  small  decrease  under  this  head  requires  no  notice. 

101.  Contingencies. — ^The  purchase  of  office  furnitures,  such  as  AJmirahs,  &c.,  in  the  year 
under  report,  and  the  disbursements  of  extra  tentage  allowances  and  batta  to  Public  Servants,  under 
the  existing  orders  of  the  Board,  are  the  principal  causes  of  increase  under  this  item. 

102.  Miscellaneous.— The  rewards  granted  for  the  destruction  of  wild  beasts,  and  the 
expenses  incurred  on  account  of  interring  dead  bodies  to  a  greater  extent  in  this  year  than  in  the 
last,  caused  the  increase  under  this  head. 

103.  Abkarry  Contingencies.— The  Abkarry  Muchilkahs  registered  in  this  year  were 
fewer  in  number  than  in  the  last.     Hence  the  decrease  under  this  item. 

104.  Sea  Custom.— The  slight  variations  in  the  charges  in  the  several  items  under  this  head 
require  no  special  remarks. 

105.  Salt  charges — Salary  of  the  Deputy  Collector. — ^During  the  last  year,  the  salary  to 
the  Deputy  Collector  was  disbursed  for  some  months  as  Third  Class  Deputy  Collector,  and  as  Second 
Class  Deputy  Collector  for  the  remaining  period,  while  he  was  paid  only  as  a  Third  Class  Deputy 
Collector  the  whole  of  this  year.     Hence  the  decrease. 

106.  Establishment. — ^The  increase  under  this  item  is  owing  to  disbursement  of  the  increased 
rate  of  salary  to  the  Head  Clerk,  &c,,  of  the  Deputy  Collector's  Office,  as  per  Government  Order, 
dated  12th  September  1865,  No.  2,184,  for  twelve  months  in  this  year  instead  of  seven  months  in 
the  last  year. 

107.  Purchase  of  Salt  and  Manufacturers*  share. — The  increase  is  mahily  ascribable  to 
the  greater  quantity  of  salt  being  manufactured  this  year  owing  to  the  long  absence  of  rain. 

108.  Charges  for  conveying  and  storing  Salt. — ^The  comparison  of  expenditure  foriwelve 
months  in  this  year,  with  that  for  fourteen  in  the  last  year's  statement,  is  the  primary  cause  of  the 
decrease  under  this  item,  while  the  payment  of  no  hire  for  measurement  of  salt  this  year,  as  was 
the  case  hitherto,  is  the  secondary  cause. 

109.  Contingencies. — The  disbursement  of  salaries  to  the  temporary  establishment  employed 
in  the  Punjakalithuravai  Salt  station  for  twelve  months  in  this  year,  instead  of  one  month  in  the 
last,  and  the  charges  incurred  for  purchasing  lands  for  the  extension  of  salt  pans  in  the  Morecolum 
ctation,  are  the  causes  of  increase  under  this  item. 

110.  Stamp  Commission,  &c. — ^The  increase  under  this  item  is  attributable  to  the  introduc- 
tion of  the  discount  system  this  year. 

111.  Contingencies. — The  trifling  decrease  in  this  item  of  charges  calls  for  no  remarks. 

112.  I  beg  to  submit,  herewith,  the  Quinquennial  Betums  due  for  this  Fusly  yrhich  have  been 
prepared  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  contained  in  the  Board's  Circular  Memorandum,  dated 
let  November  1866,  No.  1,097.

114.  The  decrease  is  owing  to  the  transfer  of  two  villages,  namelj,  Nukkoloothooand  Kilao- 
golam,  from  this  head  to  that  of  '^  Inam  and  Shrotriem  villages;"  Nukkoloothoo  was  transferred  in 
fast  year,  (vide  paragraph  6  of  the  Settlement  Report  for  Fusly  1275,)  and  Eilangolam  in  thi&year, 
fts  stated  in  paragraph  7  of  this  report.

5.  In  the  month  of  September  a  grain  ryot  was  apprehended  and  prevented  by  a  timely 
sapply  of  food  from  Trichinopoly.  A  poor-house  was  opened  here  in  the  month  of  October  1866, 
and  maintained  till  May  1867.  It  was  of  great  use,  and  the  distribution  of  food  was  carried  on 
under  the  immediate  supervision  of  the  Tahsildar  who  discharged  this  duty  in  a  most  careful  and 
judicious  manner. 

6.  Under  the  circumstances  of  the  year,  the  relief  granted  by  the  remission  of  the  entire 

tax  on  waste  lands  both  dry  and  wet,  as  well  as

Five  per  cent  for  Pniney.  Punjab    lauds,    was  necessary,   and  hw  been 

appreciated  by  the  ryots. 

7.  The  Vaccine  Department  entered  the  Sub-division  at  the  end  of  the  Fusly;  its  operations 
have  been  confined  to  the  talook  of  Dindigul. 

8.  There  has  been  no  epidemic  except  in  detached  parts  of  the  country,  where  a  few  deaths 
from  cholera  have  occurred.     There  has  been  a  great  mortality  among  cattle  from  want  of  fodder.

compared  with  the  prices  of  the  preceding  Fusly.  Prices  were  generally  higher  than  they  were 
ever  known  to  be  before.

The  renewal  which 
is  thus  48  per  cent,  of  that  of  Fusly  1276  is  yet  large  enough,  but  the  settling  Officer  had  to  enter 
a  new  item  of  demand,  (the  road  cess,)  in  the  ryots'  puttas,  and  where  the  old  puttas  were  not 
forthcoming  fresh  ones  have  been  of  necessity  issued. 

5.  Season. — ^The  season  was  on  the  whole  favourable  this  year.  There  was  an  increase  of  culti- 
vation with  comparatively  slight  failure  of  crop.  The  Peshanam  or  the  later  crop  raised  by  the  aid  of 
the  north-east  monsoon  was  fair.  The  Car  or  the  earlier  crop  raised  by  the  aid  of  the  south-west 
monsoon  suffered  in  the  remote  eastern  parts  where  the  tanks  did  not  receive  their  usual  supply.  In 
the  river-irrigated  iaracts  also  beyond  Uie  influence  of  the  south-west  monsoon  the  Car  crop  partially 
failed,  while  in  the  vallies  bordering  on  the  hills  it  was  good.  The  dry  crops  did  not  suffer  to  the 
same  extent,  but  owing  to  the  failure  of  tibe  nuns  in  November  and  December,  the  out  turn  was  not 
very  satisfactory. 
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6.    CiTtTiTATioK. — The  subjoined  table  shows  the  extent  of  cnltiration  under  the  seToal

8.  Health  — The  sanitary  condition  of  the  Talooks  was  upon  the  whole  tolerable;  Cholera 
prevailed  in  certain  parts  of  Nanguneri  and  Tenkari^.butnot  to  any  great  extent.  Here  and  there 
there  were  a  few  cases  of  Fever  and  Small-pox.  The  lose  of  cattle  was  so  toifliAg  that  it  does  not 
require  notice  here.

Item  jVb.  2. — ^The  increase  arises  from  increased  cultivation  by  artificiiJ  means^ 

Item  No.  3. — ^The  special  concession  sanctioned  by  the  Board  of  Revenue  in  their  Pr^eed^ 
ings,  dated  14th  February  1865,  was  for  Fusly  1274  only;  hence  tiiere  was  no  remission  under 
this  item  in  Fusly  1276. 

Item  No.  4. — ^There  was  actually  no  remission  under  this  item  in  Fusly  1276.  Rupees  101 
appearing  under  this  head,  is  the  assessment  upon  the  uncultivated  portions  of  some  fields 
formerly  held  by  certain  revenue  defaulters,  who  entered  upon  them  without  permission.  The 
entire  fields  having  been  brought  to  account  erroneously,  the  assessment  of  the  portions  cultivated 
vas  ordered  to  be  collectod,  and  that  on  the  portions  left  waste  is  entered  as  a  remission.

Item  No.  8. — ^The  decrease  under  this  head  arises  from  the  enfranchisement  of  many  of 
jthese  Inams,  the  quitrent  on  which  is  brought  to  account  under  Miscellaneous  (Land  Revenue.) 

Item  No.  9- — The  increase  naturally  follows  the  increase  of  cultivation. 

Item  No.  10« — ^The  decrease  is  owing  to  the  decrease  of  cultivation  where  this  description  of 
grant  exists. 

Item  No.  11.— Th^e  is  an  increase  under  this  head.  The  payments  of  the  Ivu  and  Dittam 
Inam  have,  up  to  the  last  Fusly,  been  adjusted  by  a  deduction  in  the  Beriz,  the  net  alone  being 
^exhibited  as  die  Beri^^  but  those  pajrments  oi^  ivccQiwk  of  Village  Service  are  now  shown  as 
remissions,  the  tictual  Beriz  being  brought  to  account.

1.  I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Report  on  the  Jummahbundy  Settlement  of  this  District  for 
Fusly  1276  (1866-67),  accompanied  by  Statements  prepared  in  the  forms  prescribed  in  the  Board's 
Circular  Memorandum  of  the  14th  August  1866,  No.  787. 

2.  No  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  number  of  Talooks  and  Divisional  charges  since  my 
report  for  Fusly  1275,  but  the  two  talooks  belonging  to  the  Deputy  Collector,  Northern  Division, 
namely,  Suttimungalum  and  CoUigal,  have  been  temporarily  placed  under  the  Head  Assistant  Col- 
lector, as  Bjrishna  Row,  who  stands  appointed  as  Deputy  Collector  to  this  District,  is  still  employed 
in  the  Inam  Commission. 

3.  I.  ViLLAQis  AT  WHICH  THE  SBTTLiMBNT  WAS  MADE. — ^Thc  Settlement  was  commouced  in 

Parajrrapbfl  8  and  4  January,  and  completed  in  July  1867.     The  vil-

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4.  The  Settlement  of  the  Perindoray,  Bhowany,  and  Neilgherry  talookswas  conducted  by  me, 
and  I  arranged  with  the  Sub-Collector,  Mr.  McQuhae,  to  settle  Caroor  talook  in  his  division,  and  he 
was  to  settle  the  Coimbatore  talook,  in  the  Head  Assistant  Collector's  Division;  but  before  I  could 
go  to  the  Sub-Division,  I  was  attacked  with  fever,  and  Mr.  McQuhae  had  to  finish  all  his  own 
talooks  in  addition  to  Coimbatore.  Mr.  Cole,  Deputy  Collector,  settled  Pollachy  and  Suttimun- 
galum  talooks,  but  before  he  had  distributed  the  Puttas  in  the  latter  talook,  he  was  taken  ill,  and  had 
to  come  into  Coimbatore  for  medical  treatment.  The  result  was  that  Mr.  Galton  had  to  distribute 
the  Puttas  in  Suttimungalum  talook,  in  addition  to  making  the  settlement  of  CoUegal  and  Palladum 
talooks. 

6.     II.  Variations  ik  the  numbke  and  tenure  op  villages  with  remarks  on  the  number 

OP  Puttas  that  was  not  renewed. — ^The  num- 
aragrap  s  ^^^  ^^  villages  held  on  Jaghire,  Shrotriem,  and 

Polliput  tenures,  remains  the  same  as  in  last  year.  Under  the  head  **  Ryotwar, "  one  village  called 
Todayanoor,  in  Suttimungalum  talook,  which  was  deserted  up  to  last  Fusly,  has  been  reclaimed 
and  brought  under  cultivation,  and  the  revenue  derived  therefrom  amounts  to  Rupees  25-13-11.

7.  Notwithstanding  the  large  increase  of  revenue  during  the  Fusly  under  report,  the  aggre- 
gate number  of  Puttas  shows  a  decrease  of  2,224.  This  result  is  due  to  the  fact  that  a  great 
extent  of  Paravapilloovary  lands  held  on  Miscellaneous  Puttas,  has  been  brought  under  cultivation, 
and  included  in  the  **  Ain  Pattas"  of  their  owners.  The  number  of  Pattas  remaining  unaltered, 
is  in  excess  of  that  of  the  past  year  by  2,508,  while  under  the  head  "Renewed  or  fresh  Puttas 
issued,"  there  is  a  decrease  of  4,620. 

Paragraplis  8  to  10.  g.      IIL  SEASON  AND  SANITARY  STATE  OP    THE 

District. — In  regard  to  the  state  of  the  season, 
the  annexed  extract  from  my  Administration  Report  for  1866-67,  contains  full  information: — 

"As  communicated  in  my  fortnightly  special  reports,  the  season  was  a  trying  one.  From 
January  to  the  close  of  March  1866,  there  was  no  rain  in  the  District.  In  April,  there  was  a 
slight  fall  of  rain  not  exceeding  one-and-a-half  inches  for  the  whole  District  on  the  average;  but 
it  was  partial,  and  consequently  the  ploughing  of  the  lands  for  the  early  dry  crops,  which  at 
that  time  of  the  year  should  have  been  in  active  progress,  was  prevented.  In  May,  however, 
there  were  some  showers  of  rain,  and  the  ryots  were  enabled  to  commence  their  cultivation 
operations;  but  owing  to  the  subsequent  failure  of  rains  from  June  to  September,  except  in  those 
parts  of  the  District,  which  are  situated  within  the  influence  of  the  south-west  monsoon,  the  dry 
crops  were  very  much  affected.  The  natural  consequence  was  that  agricultural  produce  was 
short,  prices  rose  much,  the  poor  suffered  a  good  deal,  fodder  for  cattle  was  scarce,  and  grass 
'  was  nowhere  to  be  seen.  Water  for  domestic  purposes  failed  in  many  places,  ^umbers  of  wells 
in  the  garden  lands  became  dry,  and  people  had  to  go  two  and  three  miles  for  water  for  them- 
selves and  their  cattle.  The  eastern  talooks  were  very  badly  off,  but  the  favoured  talook  of 
CoUegal  suffered  most.  From  the  limited  outturn  of  the  produce,  and  from  the  exportation  to 
Mysore  and  other  provinces,  the  supply  of  grain  in  the  District  was  barely  sufficient  to  meet  the 
wants  of  the  people.  The  poorer  ryots  and  those  classes  dependent  for  support  on  daily  wages, 
were  the  greatest  sufferers.  Many  of  the  labouring  people  were  thrown  out  of  work,  and  thus 
deprived  of  the  means  of  purchasing  food.    The  evil  effects  of  this  state  of  things  would  have 
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''been  more  serious,  had  it  not  been  for  the  timely  assistance  rendered  both  by  Goremment  and 
''  the  Famine  Belief  Committee  at  Madras,  by  providing  funds  for  feeding  the  starving  poor,  and 
''affording  employment  to  the  able-bodied  persons  in  the  shape  of  road  repairs.  Indeed,  the  con- 
"  dition  of  the  District  until  the  end  of  September  excited  apprehension,  and  it  was  only  after  the 
"  setting  in  of  the  north-east  monsoon  that  a  change  for  the  better  took  place  through  the  country- 
"The  rains  that  fell  in  October,  November,  and  December,  were  general  and  good.  Many  of  the 
"  sources  of  irrigation  received  a  tolerable  supply  of  water,  and  the  cultivation  of  wet  and  garden 
"lands  was  carried  out  to  the  usual  extent.  Even  on  dry  lands  inferior  descriptions  of  grain  were 
"  raised  in  many  places."

9.  From  the  unfavourable  character  of  the  season  during  the  first  half  of  the  Fusly  year,  it 
was  feared  that  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  District  would  be  very  bad;  but  the  timely  measures 
adopted  for  the  relief  of  the  poor  by  opening  Conjee  houses,  and  affording  employment  to  the  able- 
bodied  people,  prevented  any  serious  results.  Cholera,  however,  broke  out  in  all  the  talooks.  The 
greatest  number  of  deaths  took  place  in  Coimbatore,  Caroor,  Perindoray,  PuUadum,  and  Suttimun- 
galum  talooks.

11.     IV.     Prices  oi  grain  and  the  measuebs  adopted  to  ensure  the  accuracy  of  these 
Returns. — From  a  deficiency  in  agricultural  products,  caused  by  the  unusual  drought  during  the 

first  portion  of  the  year,  and  from  the  exportation 
Paragraph  11.  to  Mysore  and  other  Provinces,  the  prices  of  all 

sorts  of  grain  rose  high.  The  per-centage  of  increase  ranged  from  15  to  46  Eupees  higher  than 
in  the  preceding  Fusly,  and  from  60  to  109  Rupees  higher  than  in  the  previous  ten  years. —  Vide 
Statement  No.  2.  The  effects  of  these  high  prices  were  most  felt  from  July  to  October  1866,  and 
told  much  on  the  poorer  classes  until  the  harvest  came  to  hand  in  January  1867,  before  which  time 
no  diminution  in  the  prices  to  speak  of,  took  place.  The  price  of  Cotton  during  the  three  months, 
in  which  it  is  usually  gathered,  was  much  less  than  in  the  preceding  year,  owing  to  the  limited 
demand  for  this  article  for  export  to  Bombay,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  following  table: —

commencement  of  the  Fusly,  the  ryots'  holdings 
Paragraphs  12  to  14.  including  wet  and  dry  cultivation   amounted  to 

Acres  21,48,366,  assessed  at  Rupees  25,36,108;  of  which,  Acrea48,509  were  deducted  on  account 
of  lands  relinquished  on  Razeenamah  or  otherwise  disposed  of,  leaving  a  net  area  of  20,99,857  acres 
in  the  possession  of  the  previous  owners.  To  this  must  be  added  Acres  1,55,336,  taken  up  from 
Government  waste,  or  otherwise  acquired,  making  in  all  Acres  22,55,193,  assessed  at  Rupees 
26,21,543,  or  Acres  1,06,827,  assessed  at  Rupees  85,436,  above  the  preceding  year. 

13.  It  will  be  seen  from  Enclosure  A.  of  Statement  No.  3  that  an  area[of  18,034  acres, 
assessed  at  Rupees  18,650,  has  been  given  up  on  Razeenamah.  This  relinquishment  took  place 
chiefly  in  the  jungly  and  isolated  parts  in  Coimbatore,  Suttimungalum,  Bhowany,  and  CoUegal 
talooks,  in  consequence  of  the  unhealthy  character  of  the  localities,  and  the  unfitness  of  the  soil  for 
^cultivation.     Under  the  head  **  Lands  sold  and  transferred,"    there  is  an  area  of  26,767  acres, 
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which  requires  no  explanation.  Lands  which  have  become  useless,  or  have  been  appropriated  for 
some  public  purposes,  amount  to  529  acres.  Under  this  head,  are  enumerated  lands  appropriated 
for  public  roads  and  Railway  purposes,  as  well  as  lands  swept  away  by  jungle  streams.

Itom  No  1  consists  of  laud  transferred  to  the  head  of  Inam  in  exchange   for  certain  Pagoda 

and  Village  Servico  Inam  lands,  which  have  been  appropriated  for  Railway  purposes  in  Caroor 

talook,  as  per  sanction  of  Government,  dated  8th  June  1866,  No.  1,382.    It  also  embraces  land 

granted*  for  the  pay  of  the  village  servants  in  lieu  of  Inams  which 
have  been  given  up  by  the  holders,  either  from  their  unfitness  for 
cultivation,  or  their  inconvenient  situation.  Certain  personal 
Inam  lands,  which  were  resumed  and  carried  to  Government  assets  in  Fusly  1275,  in  consequence 
of  the  non-appearance  of  the  owners  to  establish  their  right,  but  which  have  again  been  retrans- 
ferred  to  the  head  of  Inam  during  the  Fusly  under  report,  under  instructions  from  the  Inam  Com-f 
missioner,  conveyed  in  his  letter  of  the  9th  May  1867,  No.  389,  are  also  included  under  Item  No.  1. 
Item  No.  2  is  the  deficiency  in  the  registered  area  of  lands  held  by  certain  ryots,  which  has  beeu 
struck  off  the  accounts  under  the  rules  in  force  in  the  District.  In  Fusly  1274,  certain  garden 
lands  watered  by  means  of  mechanical  appliances  erected  on  the  banks  of  irrigation  works,  were 
classed  as  Nunja  on  payment  of  their  old  garden  assessment,  under  the  Orders  of  Government,  dated 
7th  Februiry  1865,  R3veuu3  Department,  No.  246.

Hie  demand  for  land  has  increased  so  much,  that  the  greater  portion  of  the  lands  held  (m 
Paravapillooyary  tenure  on  payment  of  one-fourth  of  the  fixed  assessment,  has  been  taken  up  ob 
durkhast  at  full  assessment,  as  shown  in  Item  No.  1  in  the  above  Memorandum.  Item  No.  2  does  not 
require  explanation,  inasmuch  as  the  lands  which  were  shown  under  the  head  of  ''  Deduction  by 
sales  and  transfers,"  are  here  exhibited  as  an  addition  by  purchase  and  transfers.  Item  No.  1 
under  the  head  **  Other  Causes"  embraces  a  small  quantity  of  Porumboke  land  brought  under  culti- 
vation in  the  low  country  talooks  of  the  District,  as  Well  as  a  considerable  extent  of  Government 
waste  lands  sold  on  the  Neilgherry  Hills  under  the  Waste  Land  Rules,  dated  6th  March  1863, 
No.  478A.  No.  2  does  not  require  comment,  being  an  item  of  usual  occurrence.  In  Item  No.  3 
are  included  certain  personal  Inam  lands,  which  have  been  resumed  and  charged  with  full  assessment 
according  to  the  decision  of  the  Inam  Commission  Department,  as  well  as  certain  Village  Service 
Inam  lands  which  have  been  given  up  by  the  servants  on  the  allotment  of  fresh  lands,  and  taken 
up  by  the  ryots  for  cultivation.

17  *  The  dry  lands  left  waste  and  charged  against  the  ryots,  amount  to  Acres  3, 42, 601 ,  assessed 
at  Rupees  2,78,789.  They  comprise  lands  left  waste  under  circumstances  which  did  not  admit  of 
a  remission  being  granted,  as  well  as  **  A  in"  or  **  Punchumhissa'*  grass  land  held  on  payment  of 
one-fourth  of  the  full  assessment.  The  waste  charged  under  the  head  **  Wet,"  amounts  to  Acres 
3  192,  asseased  at  Rupees  31,362.  As  these  lands^  were  left  waste  from  the  neglect  of  the  owners, 
their  assessment  was  duly  charged.  In  their  Proceedings  of  the  18th  January  1867,  No.  362,  the 
Board  sanctioned  the  exercise  of  a  discretionary  power  in  granting  individual  remissions  for  Punja 
w»te  within  the  limit  proposed  by  the  Acting  Collector,  Mr.  MacGregor,  namely.  Rupees  7,000, 
in  cased  in  which,  from  excessive  mortality  either  among  the  inhabitants  or  among  the  agricultural 
tftock,  a  failure  of  cultivation  resulted.  In  the  course  of  the  Jummahbundy,  however,  the  necessity 
for  this  concession  arose  only  in  a  very  few  cases  in  which  the  assessment  remitted  on  Punja  waste 
amounted  to  the  small  sum  of  Rupees  231  only.  Under  the  head  *  *  Wet, ' '  the  remissions  granted  for 
wa^e  amounted  tc  Rupees  9^562.    This  indulgence  was  granted  only  in  cases  in  which  the  land^ 

were  left  waste  under  circumstancds  beyond  ther 
control  of  the  cultivator,  namely,  want  of  water  in 
the  channels  and  tanks.  On  the  whole,  the  re- 
mission granted  for  Fu^ja  and  Nxa^  waste  is  lesit 
than  in  the  previous  Puriy  by  Rupees  4fi^,703•.

,  19.  Under  the  head  "  Occasional  remissions,"  the  Items  Nos.  1,'3, 4,  and  5,  are  blank  for  the 
year  under  report.  No.  2  embraces  remissions  granted  under  the  rules  prescribed  in  the  Board's 
Standing  Circular  of  the  1st  November  1865,  No.  LXXVII.  for  Nunja  Shavi  or  crops  withered  for 
want  of  a  proper  supply  of  water  to  lands  irrigated  by  the  Ambravutty  and  Noyel  rivers,  as  well  as 
by  certain  rain-fed  tanks.  Cowle  remissions  (No.  6)  show  a  decrease  of  Rupees  515  as  compared 
with  the  past  year,  owing  to  the  increase  in  the  amount  payable  on  a  portion  of  the  Cowle  lands 
according  to  the  terms  of  the  Cowlenamah.  The  sum  of  Bupees  434  in  Item  No.  7,  comprises  the 
remissions  of  one-fifth  and  one-eighth  portions  of  the  assessment  on  lands  cultivated  by  Brahmins 
and  Mussulmen  with  their  own  stock  in  conformity  with  the  old  Hookumnamah  Rules  of  the 
District.  It  is  less  by  Rupees  37  than  in  the  preceding  year,  owing  to  a  portion  of  the  land 
enjoying  this  immunity  having  been  cultivated  with  other  than  the  owner's  own  stock.

tenure  having  been  brought  under  cultivation,  and  charged  with  full  assessmant.  The  second  is 
the  remission  granted  on  Nuija  lanl-i,  which,  from  want  of  a  sufficient  supply  of  water  in  the 
tanks,  could  not  be  cultivated  with  wet  produce,  bat  on  which  a  Punja  or  garden  crop  was  raised, 
and  which,  therefore,  has  been  temporarily  charged  with  Punja  or  garden  rates.  The  amount  of 
this  item  is  less  by  Rupees  1, 198  than  in  the  past,  Fusly-  Item  No,  9  (Fussulcummee)  or  remission 
for  second  crop  not  cultivated,  amounts  to  Rupees  38, 7l3,  or  Rupees  4,818  above  that  of  Fusly  1275. 
This  result  is  chiefly  due  to  the  fact  that  certain  Government  waste  lands  bearing  two-crop  assess- 
ment which  were  taken  up  by  the  ryots  this  year,  have  been  charged  with  single  crop  assessment 
with  reference  to  the  nature  of  the  crops  raised.  The  principle  on  which  this  remission  is 
granted,  has  been  so  fully  explained  in  paragraph  18  of  my  Jummahbundy  Report  for  Fusly  1275, 
that  I  think  it  unnecessary  to  recapitulate  what  I  then  wrote.  The  sum  of  Rupees  150,  shown 
under  Miscellaneous  items,  consists  of  the  remission  granted  for  the  cultivation  of  cotton  on  an 
improved  principle  under  the  conditions  prescribed  in  His  Excellency  the  late  Governor's  Minute, 
communicated  in  the  Board's  Proceedings  of  the  1st  November  1861,  No.  5,995.  A  portion  of  the 
land  which  was  originally  intended  for  this  experiment,  but  not  cultivated  last  year,  has  been 
appropriated  for  it  this  year;  hence  the  small  increase  of  9  Rupees  under  this  head.  The  Board 
are  aware  that  under  their  Orders,  dated  26th  March  1883,  No.  1,890,  a  reduction  of  assessment 
was  made  on  certain  cocoanut  topes  at  Kanattoocadavoo,  in  FoUachy  talook,  subject  to  modification 
during  the  general  revision  of  the  Coimbatore  assessment.  This  reduction  makes  up  the  sum  of 
Rupees  661,  shown  under  the  head  "  Fixed  Remissions."

For  the 
same  reason,  the  entries  against  Items  Nos.  2  and  12  for  Fusly  1275,  differ  from  those  shown  in 
the  accounts  of  that  year  by  Rupees  31  and  50,  refifpectively.    The  decrease  observable  in  Item 
No.  1,  namely,  Rupees  294,  is  in  consequence  of  a  certain  amount  of  Jody  on  Inams  collected  in 
Fusly   1274   and  held  in  deposit    having    been    carried    to    account  in  Fusly  1275,  which 
was  not  the  case  in  the  year  under  report.     In  Item  No.  2  there  is  a  decrease  of  Ropees  4,972, 
which  has   arisen  from  the  tax  on  palmirah  trees  on  unassessed  lands,  which  was  included 
in   this  item   up  to  Fusly  1275,  having  been  carried  to  its  appropriate  item  in  No.  29,  during 
the  year  under  consideration.     To  this  cause,  is  owing  the  increase  under  the  last  mentioned 
item.     The  extent  of  land  cultivated,  but  not  included  in  the  Jummahbundy,  was  not  so  great  as  in 
the  preceding  year,  which  accounts  for  the  decrease  under  Item  No.  6.    Porumboke  lands  cultivated, 
but  not  transferred  to  the  head  of  cultivation,  were  likewise  limited,  and  consequently  the  revenue 
on  this  account  is  less  by  Rupees  839,  than  in  Fusly  1275,  as  shown  in  Item  No.  9.    The  large 
decrease  in  Item  No.  12,  is  attributable  to  a  considerable  extent  of  grass  land  held  on  Paravik 
pilloovary  tenure,  having  been  cultivated  and  chjwged  with  full  assessment.      Many  of  the  offices, 
which  were  vacant  up  to  Fusly  1275,  have  been  filled  up,  and  hence  the  collections  from  Village 
Service  Inams  show  a  decrease  of  Rupees  454  in  Item  No- 16.     In  Fusly  1275,  a  large  amount  of 
fines  was  levied  by  the  Revenue  Survey  and  Settlement  Department.     Such  was  not  the  case  in 
the  year  under  review;  hence  the  decrease  of  Rupees  2,655  in  Item  No.  43.     Under  the  existing 
orders  of  Hm  Accountant  General,  the  net  amount  of  pay  to  public  servants  is  alone  debited  in  the 
accounts,  and  consequently  the  stoppages  are  not  brought  to  account  under  the  head  "Savings  and 
Refunds."     This  will  account  for  the  decrease  of  Rupees  703  in  Item  No.  44.    The  excess  collections 
made  over  the  demand  were  very  limited,  showing  a  decrease  of  Rupees  636  in  Item  No,  45. 
Certain  Inam  dry  lands  have  been  brought  under  wet  cultivation  by  means  of  water  from  Govern- 
ment sources  of  Irrigation,  and  charged  with  a  water  rate;  hence  the  increase  of  Rupees  421  in  Item 
No.  46.    Under  the  head  "Other  Items,"  there  is  a  large  decrease  of  Rupees  10,953.    This  is 
accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  in  Fusly  1275,  a  large  amount  realized  by  the  sales  of  lands  on  the 
Neilgherry  Hills  under  the  Waste  Land  Rules,  dated  6th  March  1863,  No.  478a,  and  held  in  deposit, 
was  transferred  to  the  head   ''Land  Revenue  Miscellaneous,"  which  was  not  the  case  in  the  year 
under  report*

28.  An  Abstract  showing  the  number  of  ruined  tanks  made  over  to  individuals  up  to  the 
end  of  the  Fusly  is  subjoined,  as  directed  in  Clau3e  5th  of  paragraph  4  of  the  Board^s  Memorandum, 
of  the  I4th  Augii3t  18,66,  No.  787. 
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29.     The  Modoor  tank  is  still  incomplete,  and  the  land  under    it  was  cultivated  with  a  dry 
crop  only;  but  the  stipulated  assessment  being  light,  has  been  paid  in  full.     In  paragraph  25  of  my 
Jummahbundy  Report  for  Fusly  1275,  I  reported  that  the  Chennumputty  and  Areagoundanoor 
tanks  had  been  completed,  but  that  they  had  received  no  water  owing  to  the  want  of  rain.     Sub- 
sequently, however,  the  heavy  rain  which  fell  in  the  part  of  the  District  in  which  these  tanks  are 
situated,  filled  the  jungle  streams  which  supply  them  to  such  an  extent,  that  they  carried  away  the 
banks  of  the  tanks  which   could  therefore  contain   no  water,  and  the  lands  under  them  having  in 
consequence  been  left  uncultivated,   the  assessment  on  them  has  been  remitted.

46.  The  decrease  under  the  head  "  Refunds  of  Revenue,"  requires  no  explanation. 

47.  The  increase  under  the  head  ''Collector's  salaries,"  arises  chiefly  from  the  following 

facts: — 

I.     One  of  the  two  additional  Assistant  Collectors  attached  to  the  District,  drew  hia 

salary  for  a  longer  period  than  in  Fusly  1275.

IV.  The  pay  of  the  Honourable  Shaw  Stewart  as  Collector  of  North  Canara,  and  that 
of  Mr.  Chamberlain,  Assistant  Collector  of  Malabar,  was  drawn  from  this  Treasury  for  one 
and  two  months,  respectively,  while  residing  on  the  Neilgherry  Hills  on  leave.

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52.  The  increase  under  the  head  **  Miscellaneous,"  is  chiefly  attributable  to  the  purchase  of 
service  postage  stamps  for  public  correspondence,  to  the  repair  of  pandals  of  Revenue  Cutcherries, 
and  to  the  payment  made  for  periodical  service  telegrams  sent  to  the  Board  of  Revenue  on  the 
state  of  the  season  and  rates  of  prices  of  grain  during  the  unusual  drought  which  prevailed  for  a 
portion  of  the  Fusly  year  under  report. 

53.  The  Stamp  charges  show  an  increase  of  Rupees  280,  owing  chiefly  to  the  refunds  of  Stamp

Accountant  General  and  Board  of  Revenue  are  despatched  punctually  on  the  prescribed  dates. 
The  Village  and  Talook  Accounts  of  Bhowany  and  Perindoray  talooks  have  been  carefully  scruti- 
nized by  my  Serishtadar,  and  those  of  the  Neilgherry  talook  by  myself.  In  the  other  talooks 
the  oflBcers  who  made  the  settlement  examined  the  accounts.  Many  of  the  Talook  returns  are  now 
furnished  by  the  Tahsildars  on  printed  forms  supplied  to  them  from  the  Huzoor.  The  Village 
accounts  are  also  greatly  improved.

This 
increase  is  in  the  Neilgherry  talook.    The  area  of  this  talook  according  to  the  accounts  rendered

correct  area  of  the  Neilgherry  talook  will,  however,  have  to  be  ascertained  hereafter  on  actual 
survey  by  professional  Officers.  In  the  ayacut  area  of  the  whole  District,  as  per  village  accounts, 
there  is  an  increase  of  13,360  acres.  This  increase  is  due  to  the  fact  that  certain  unsurveyed 
jungle  lands  since  reclaimed  and  brought  under  cultivation,  have  been  included  in  the  present 
Ayacut.  The  total  number  of  villages  belonging  to  the  District,  as  shown  in  the  Quinquennial 
Statement  A.,  is  the  same  as  in  Fusly  1271,  namely,  1,594;  but  the  details  in  regard  to  the  numbers 
"'Inhabited  and  Uninhabited,*'  will  not  be  found  to  correspond  with  the  entries  in  the  abstract 
appended  to  paragraph  5  of  this  report.  The  difference  is  owing  to  the  fact  that  in  the  latter  abstract, 
villages  yielding  revenue  to  Government  are  classed  as  ** Cultivated,"  and  those  yielding  no  revenue 
are  entered  as  '*  Deserted."  All  deserted  hamlets  have  hitherto  been  omitted  from  the  accounts 
submitted  to  the  Board,  but  according  to  the  present  form  of  the  Return,  hamlets  once  inhabited, 
but  now  deserted,  are  all  shown  under  the  head  ''Uninhabited." 

65.  B,  Statement  showing  the  Circar  Ayacut  and  Cultivation, — ^A  comparison  between 

the  Circar  Ayacuts  of  Fusliesl271  and  1276  shows 
an  increase  of  39,565  acres  in  favour  of  the  latter 
year.  This  arises  from  the  fact  that  certain 
Porumboke  lands,  as  well  as  unsurveyed  jungle 
lands,  have  been  taken  up  by  the  ryots  during  the 

last  five  years,  and  included  in  the  Ayacut.     Certain  Inam  lands  resumed  by  Government  are  also 
included  in  the  above  increase.    The  assessment  of  the  Circar  Ayacut  exhibits  a  decrease  of 

Rupees  5,80,205.  The  cause  of  this  is  that  all 
reductions  have  been  expunged  from  the  accounts, 
as  communicated  in  the  reports  noted  in  the 
margin.*  Under  the  head  Inam  Ayacut  there 
is  a  decrease  of  992  acres,  bearing  an  assessment 
of  Rupees  1,817.  Certain  Inam  lands  having 
been  resumed  and  included  in  the  Government 
assets  according  to  the  decision  of  the  Inam  Com. 
missioner,  accounts  for  this  decrease.  In  the 
printed  form  of  the  Return  furnished  by  the  Board, 
no  column  is  provided  to  show  the  area  of  the  gardens  still  standing  in  the  accounts  under  the  head 
"Inams."     Consequently  this  return  is  submitted  in  manuscript  with  the  necessary  columns.

The  difiFerence  arises  from  a  tank  in  Yellagramum  village,  in  Dharapoorum  talook,  having  fallen  into 
decay,  and  became  quite  useless  as  an  irrigation  work.  It  has  been  transferred  to  the  head  "Out 
of  repair,"  and  the  Nunja  lands  under  it  have  been  classed  as  Punja  under  the  orders  noted  in

also  shows  a  decrease  of  12.  This  is  due  to  the 
fact  that  13  ruined  tanks  in  Bhowanj  talook  have  become  so  much  deteriorated  that  they  can  no 
longer  be  classed  under  the  head  of  Tanks.  They  have,  therefore,  been  struck  off  the  accounts, 
and  the  lands  under  them  have  been  carried  to  the  Punja  Ayacut.  Deducting  from  the  number 
so  struck  off,  the  one  tank  transferred  from  the  head  '*In  repair''  to  that  **Out  of  repair,"  the  net 
decrease  is  12,  as  above  shown.  In  Fusly  1271,  the  number  of  private  tanks  amounted  to  14, 
of  which  one  in  Perindoray  talook  has  since  been  transferred  to  the  head  **  Out  of  repair,'  *  leaving 
13  in  good  condition.  A  new  tank  has  been  constructed  by  one  Krishnama  Naicken  of  Gotta* 
mungalum,],in  Oodoomulpettah  talook,  making  a  total  of  14  as  before.  The  transfer  of  the  one 
tank  in  Perindoray  talook  to  the  head  *'Out  of  repair"  accounts  for  the  increase  observable  under 
the  latter  head. 

68.  Under  the  head  **  River  Channels,"  there  is  an  increase  of  one.  This  is  attributable  to 
the  construction  of  a  channel  by  the  aboee  named  Krishnama  Naiken  for  the  purpose  of  conveying 
a  supply  of  water  from  a  river  to  the  tank  newly  erected  by  him.

72.  As  directed  in  the  Board's  Circular  ilemorandum  of  the  Ist  November  1866,  No.  1,097, 
ihe  necessary  arrangements  were  made  to  ensure  the  census  being  taken  correctly  in  all  parts  of  the 
country  on  the  1st  March  1867,  on  which  date  it  was  accordingly  taken.  The  Cultivation  Inspectors 
were  ordered  to  assist  the  Cumums  in  ascertaining  the  amount  of  population  as  accurately  as 
possible  within  their  respective  ranges,  and  the  correctness  of  the  returns  prepared  by  the  Cumums 
was  tested  by  the  Tahsildars  and  Talook  Serishtadars  in  certain  important  localities.  The  only 
Military  Cantonment  in  the  District  is  Wellington,  and  the  census  of  the  Soldiers  and  residents  in 
it  was  taken  by  the  OflScer  Commanding  that  station,  as  directed  in  the  Government  Order  of  the 
27th  February  1867,  No.  484,  communicated  in  the  Board's  Proceedings  of  the  8th  March  1867, 
No.  1,438.  This  census  is  included  in  the  General  Return  now  submitted.  The  number  of 
prisoners  confined  in  the  several  Jails  in  the  District  is  also  included  in  the  general  census,  tho 
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^  xtitomatiask  on  kfaiibs.IiQad  hKtms  )^eWi^tfinfiA  fmrn^tket  SupQiriateadeotsaf  Jails.  It  will 
appear  that  the  increase  of  pot>ulatiim  doriniE:  tbet  past,  five  jefm,  amoonta  to  192,909  peraooa.

74.  In  the  nxunber  of  Byots,  tirere  is  an  increase  of  103,038  persons^  while  the  nmnber  oS 
iPattas  shows  a  decrease  of  3,416.  This  decr^se  is  chiefly  due  to  the  issue  in  many  instances  of 
a.  single.  Futta  for  several  pieces,  of  land,  owned,  by  onQ.and  the  same  indiridual,  for  which  he. 
before  held  separate  Futtas,  apd  to  the  inclusion  in  the  ''Ain  Futtas*'  of  such  portion  of  the;

The*  number  of  singlir  Pvttw  ezhitits  a  decrease  ef  1,09S^  w&ae'  fte  MftfrfWHW  iMF  i» 
excess  of  Fbsly  1271  by  20,130.  The  decrease  iia  the  first  case  Has  taken  place,  bcrcaoBe  some  of  1&^ 
Byots  who  held  single  Puttas  have  now  become  Joint  Puttahdars.  In  the  second  case,  the  increase 
is  accounted  for  b^  the  fitct  that  many  Bjots  have  newly  taken  np  lands  on  Joint  Fattas.  The 
settled  Land  Bevenue  is  in  advance  of  that  of  Fasly  1271  by  Bapees  3,80,261.  On  the  whole, 
cnltivation  has  extended  and  the  reyenue  increased,  and  it  is  hoped  that  with  the  return  of  good 
seasons,  the  condition  of  the  District  will  steadily  improve  to  the  advantage  of  the  Byots  and  Gh>- 
vemment. 

77.      XXX.  BoAD  Cxss  undkb  Act  No.  III.  of  1866. — Under  the  Orders  of  Government, 

diftted  13th  December  1866,  No.  3,358,  the  Bead 
Cess  Act  (Madras  Act  No.  IH,  of  1866)  wm  in- 
troduced into  this  District  from  the  1st  January  1867.  On  receipt  of  the  orders  in  question,  detailed 
instructions  were  issued  to  the  Tahsildars  as  to  the  mode  of  bringing  the  provisions  of  the  Act  into 
operation,  and  the  necessary  notices  were  duly  published  in  the  District  Gazette.  As  directed  in 
the  Board's  Proceedings  of  the  12th  December  1866,  No.  8,795,  the  Cess  was  calculated  for  the 
whde  year  at  the  full  rate  permitted  by  the  Act,  namely,  6  Pies  per  Bupee,  but  the  porti<m  which 
became  actually  due  afiier  the  Isi  January  1867,  according  to  the  instalments  by  ^hich  the  assess- 
ment fell  due  in  the  District,  was  taken  as  the  demand  for  Fusly  1276.  The  cess  which  was 
formerly  in  force  in  the  District  at  a  redaced  rate  on  lands  on  which  a  reduction  of  assessment  was 
made,  has  been  now  superseded  by  the  general  imposition  of  the  cess  under  Act  No.  III.  of  1866,  but 
such  portion  of  the  former  tax  as  was  due  up  to  the  end  of  December  1866,  according  to  the  instal- 
ments by  which  the  land  assessment  was  payable,,  was  taken  to  account  in  addition  to  the  new  cess. 
In  most  cases  the  new  cess  was  charged  on  the  fixed  assessment  of  the  land,  while  in  others  it  was 
charged  on  the  net  demand  as  fixed  at  the  annual  settlement,  as  ruled  in  the  Board's  Proceedings 
of  the  26th  March  1867,  No.  1,892.  The  aggregate  demand  of  the  cess,  inclusive  of  the  small 
amount  of  the  old  cess  at  the  redaced  rate,  is  Bupees  72,028,  tiie  whole  of  which  is  on  the  Byotwary 
lands  alone.

78.  The  collections  have  been  carried  to  the  cteiii  of  District  Boad  Fiind  imder  ISocal  Funds, 
and  are  being  utilized  for  the  repair  and  improvement  of  the  roads;  &c.,  according  to  suictions 
granted  on  the  Local  Fund  Badgets.  The  demand  of  the  Boad  Cess  above  shown  does  not  include 
the  amount  payable  by  the  Inamdars.  By  a  Notice,  dated  18th  January  1867,  they  were  allowed 
six  months'  time  to  furnish  Betums  containing  information  in  regard  to  the  rent  value  of  their 
lands  as  ruled  by  Sections  6  and  7  of  the  Act.    The  returns  of  many  of  the  Inamdars  have  been 
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lately  receiyed  and  examined  in  my  office,  and  on  receipt  of  the  Board's  sanction  for  the  average 
prices  of  grain  shown  in  the  Table  submitted  to  the  Board  with  my  letter  of  the  21st  October 
1867,  No.  288,  the  amount  of  cess  on  Inam  lands  will  be  settled  and  collected.

4.  The  number  of  Puttas  distributed  is  shown  in  Statement  No.  1,  from  which  it  will  appear 
that  11,004  Puttas  were  issued,  namely,  entirely  new  Puttas  1,278,  and  Puttas  containing  altera- 
tions in  consequence  of  relinquishment  and  transfer  of  lands,  &c.,  9,726,  while  42,154  Puttas 
remain  unaltered.  The  amount  of  Boad  Cess  charged  on  lands  held  under  the  said  11,004  Puttas 
were  inserted  in  the  same  below  the  items  of  Land  Revenue.  But  in  the  case  of  the  42,154  Puttas 
which  underwent  no  change,  separate  Puttas  were  issued  for  the  amount  of  Boad  Cess.

6.  During  the  first  half  of  the  Fudy  the  rain  was  insufficient  for  agricultural  purposes  in  the 
three  talooks,  and  therefore  ryots  were  obliged  to  leave  a  large  quantity  of  their  dry  land  unculti- 
vated. But  the  second  crop,  the  cultivation  of  which  was  commenced  in  September,  was  favourable, 
three-fourths  of  the  usual  produce  having  been  realized.    The  garden  lands  yielded  good  returns. 
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Under  the  irrigation  of  the  Cauvery,  a  full  Nunja  crop  was  realized.  In  the  river  Ambravaty, 
there  were  regular  freshes  from  September,  and  the  Nunja  lands  in  Oodoomalpettah,  Dharapooram, 
and  part  of  Caroor,  yielded  a  full  return;  but  at  the  lower  end  of  the  irrigation  in  Caroor  talook 
the  crops  suffered,  a  few  fields  having  yielded  a  half  crop,  while  a  msgority  of  fields  entirely 
withered,  and  some  fields  were  left  unploughed  owing  to  want  of  water.  The  tank  in  the 
village  of  Cattanganny,  in  Dharapooram  talook,  received  a  small  supply  of  water  from  the 
Noyel  from  October  to  December.  But  the  lands  which  were  first  cultivated  yielded  a  fair 
return,  while  the  crops  on  the  rest  cultivated  at  a  later  period  entirely  withered  between 
February  and  March  for  want  of  a  further  supply  of  water.  The  four  rainfed  tanks  in  the  village 
of  Upadamungalum  and  Vellianay,  in  Caroor  talook,  received  a  small  supply  of  water  this  year,  and 
the  lands  under  them  were  cultivated  with  Paddy  and  Cholum  where  there  are  wells,  and  with 
dry  crops  where  there  are  none.  The  tanks  in  the  village  of  Boodinuthuta,  in  Oodoomalpettah 
talook,  were  partially  filled  between  October  and  January,  and  cultivation  under  them  commenced; 
but  owing  to  there  being  no  rain  after  January,  the  crops  withered  in  all  those  fields  which  had  not 
wells.  Some  fields  were  also  left  waste.  In  the  lands  where  there  arc  wells  full  crops  of  Paddy, 
Sugarcane,  and  Cholum  were  raised  by  water  obtained  partly  from  the  tanks  and  partly  from  the 
wells. 

7.     The  sanitary  condition  of  the  Sub-Division  was  tolerably  good.     The  number  of  deaths 
from  Cholera  which  have  been  recorded  are  shown  below : —

11.     Item  No.  5  in  the  above  Enclosure  A.  exhibits  lands  granted  under  the  sanction  of  Govern- 
ment,  dated  19th  June  1866,  as  Inam,  in  lieu  of  those  taken  up  for  Railway  purposes.    Garden 
lands  irrigated  from  channels  by  means  of  picottahs  were  transferred  to  Nunja  Ayacut  with  garden 
assessment  in  Fusly  1274,  under  Government  Order,  dated  7th  February  1865,  No.  246.    These 
lands  are  now  transferred  to  the  Fui^ja  Ayacut  with  appropriate  (Funja)  assessment  with  water 
tax,  imder  Board's  Froceedings,  dated  10th  July  1866,  No.  4,703.    This  constitutes  item  No.  7-^ 
Garden  lands  irrigated  from  rivers  by  means  of  mechanical  contrivances  were  transferred  to  the  first 
class  Funja  of  each  village  in  Fusly  1274  ;  but  these  lands  were,  under  the  above  Board's  order, 
charged  with  appropriate  Funja  assessment  with  an  additional  water-tax.     The  result  of  this  was 
the  reduction  of  assessment  shown  in  item  No.  8.     The  other  items  are  of  usual  occurrence,  and 
need  no  remark.     Item  No.  5  under  the  head  ''  Lands  taken  up,"  exhibits  lands  incorporated  with 
Government  lands  owing  to  the  non-attendance  of  Inamdars.     A  piece  of  Fu^ja  land  which  was 
up  to  last  Fusly  paying  its  own  Funja  assessment,  having  been  irrigated  this  year  from  a  well  dug 
within  ten  yards  from  the  channel  bund,  is  now  charged  with  first  class  Funja  assessment  of  the 
villai^e  and  Teerw^jasty.     Some  Nunja  lands  irrigated  by  means  of  picottahs  in  consequence  of  their 
situation  on  a  high  level,  and  assessed  formerly  at  a  reduced  rate,  having  been  irrigated  this  year  by 
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running  water,  the  full  Nunja  assessment  was  fixed  on  them  as  usual.    These  two  items  form  the 
increase  of  assessment  in  No.  8.    The  other  items  do  not  require  any  explanation. 

12.    The  actual  extent  of  cultivation  exhibits  an  increase  of  Acres  67,075,  bearing  an  \ 
ment  of  Rupees  54,801-9-3,  over  last  Fusly,  as  shown  below:—

13.  From  the  above  Enclosure  A,  it  will  appear  that  waste  land  charged  this  year  amounts 
to  Acres  1,48,327,  assessed  at  Rupees  1,11,915-12-3,  but  a  portion  of  this  amounting  to  Acres 
46,108,  assessed  at  Rupees  33,905-10-4,  is  held  as  Ain  or  Pa^jam  Hissa  grass  on  payment  of 
one-fourth  of  the  full  assessment.  The  remaining  Acres  1,02,119,  assessed  at  Rupees  78,010-1-11, 
were  laid  waste  under  circumstances  not  warranting  remission  of  assessment.  They  are,  therefore, 
charged  at  the  full  rate.  Waste  remitted  amounts  to  Rupees  1,533-10-3,  owing  to  Nui^a  lands 
under  the  Tanks  and  Ambravaty  having  been  left  uncultivated  from  want  of  water,  as  shown  in 
paragraph  5  of  this  report;  but  this  is  far  below  the  remission  granted  last  year  as  hereunder

14.    The  Comparative  Abstract  of  Cultivation  and  Settlement  is  subjoined: — 
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15.  The  increase  of  Acres  6,315,  assessed  at  Rupees  5,441-5-7,  is  owing  to  waste  lands  haying 
been  brought  under  cultivation,  as  well  as  the  amount  of  remission  granted  for  Nunja  waste  land 
during  the  year  under  report  being  less  in  extent  than  last  year.  Garden  lands  cultivated  by  water 
drawn  from  wells  sunk  within  fifty  yards  from  irrigation  works  were  transferred  to  the  first  class 
Punja  rate  of  the  village  in  Fusly  1274,  the  difference  between  the  garden  and  first  class  Punja 
assessment  being  entered  in  the  accounts  as  Teerwajasty,  or  additional  assessment.  This  amounted 
last  year  to  Rupees  313-5-7.  But  under  the  Board's  Circular  Order,  No.  6  of  1866,  the  distance 
within  which  a  well  may  be  sunk  without  subjecting  it  to  increased  assessment  was  reduced  from  fifty 
to  ten  yards.  This  order  having  been  carried  into  effect,  the  result  was  the  decrease  of  Rupees 
204-8-7  under  the  head  *'  Additional  Assessment."  As  regards  water  tax,  vide  remark  on  Item 
No.  7  in  paragraph  11.  The  Road  Cess  in  Fusly  1275  was  levied  on  those  fields,  the  old  Fymaish 
assessment  of  which  had  been  reduced.  During  the  Fusly  under  review,  the  Road  Cess  was  intro- 
duced under  Act  No.  III.  of  1866,  from  the  month  of  January  1867.  Out  of  last  year's  Road  Cess, 
the  amount  due  for  November  and  December,  as  well  as  the  new  Road  Cess  from  January,  amount 
to  Rupees  21,457-4-2;  hence  the  increase  of  Rupees  19,888-2-10.  There  is  a  decrease  of  Rupees 
1,965-15-2  under  the  head  "  Miscellaneous  Items."  This  is  attributable  chiefly  to  a  difference 
in  the  collection  of  revenue  fines  as  shown  in  Statement  No.  6. 

16.  The  cultivation  of  country  Sugarcane  and  Cotton  is  shown  in  Enclosure  B.  in  Statement 
No.  3,  and  there  is  an  increase  in  both  as  specified  below: —

20.  Statement  No.  7  shows  the  Demand,  Collection,  and  Balance  of  all  Sources  of  Revenue, 
Current  and  Arrears.  The  entire  demand  in  the  year  under  report  was  Rupees  8,43,500-7-0,  of 
which  Rupees  8,34,041-10-1  was  collected  within  the  Fusly,  leaving  a  balance  of  Rupees  9,458-12-11 
on  the  30th  June  1867.  This  is  now  reduced  to  Rupees  21-10-8,  which  will  bo  realized  yeiy 
shortly.

1.  I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Report,  together  with  the  usual  Statements  (Annual  and 
Quinquennial),  relative  to  the  Revenue  Settlement  of  the  Salem  District  for  Fusly  1276  (1866-67.) 

2.  The  Settlement  was  begun  on  the  13th  of  January,  and  ended  on  the  27th  June  1867, 

3.  It  was  conducted  by  the  o233r3  and  at  the  places  shown  in  Statement  No.  I. 

4.  The  Sub-Collector  settled  his  own  talooks,  so  also  the  Deputy  Collector,  Mr.  Leggatt.  The 
office  of  Head  Assistant  Collector  having  been  held  by  two  oSsers  during  the  year,  namely,  Messrs. 
Bliss  and  Woodroffe,  each  settled  a  part  of  the  two  talooks  forming  the  Head  Assistant's  charge. 
The  talooks  of  Ahtoor  and  Salem  were  settled  by  myself. 

5.  NuMBBB  AND  Tbnure  OP  VILLAGES. — ^Thcro  is  an  increase  in  the  number  of  villages.  This 
is  owing  to  the  Inam  Commissioner  having  fixed  Jodigay  upon  certain  Surva  Maniem  villages  situated 
in  the  permanently  settled  estates,  and  which  have  hitherto  not  been  brought  to  account.  These 
are  83  in  number.  The  total  number  of  villages  according  to  last  year's  accounts  was  2,708.  Of 
these,  6  were  transferred  to  the  South  Arcot  District  under  the  Order  of  Government,  dated  the  22nd 
December  1866,  No.  3,098.  If  the  remaining  number,  namely,  2,702,  be  added  to  the  83  Inam 
villages  above  referred  to,  the  total  number  of  villages,  according  to  the  present  accouirts,  is  2,786. 

6.  In  the  tenure  of  villages  also  there  is  a  change,  and  this  is  owing  to  certain  Trishvakum 
villages  having  been  transferred  to  the  head  ''Jodigay,"  with  reference  to  the  Settlement  made  by 
the  Inam  Commissioner. 

7.  PaTTAS.— The  total  number  of  Ryotwary  Puttas  was  2,05,399  ;.of  these,  47,797  were  fresh 
Puttas,  70,320  underwent  alterations,  and.  87,282  remained  unaltered.  Great  difficulty  was 
experienced  in  getting  the  ryots  to  produce  their  old  Puttas  in  order  that  the  new  Road  Cess  might 
be  entered.  Where  they  were  not  produced,  it  was  necessary  to  issue  fresh  Puttas ;  hence  the  increase 
in  the  number  under  that  head. 
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8.  The  introduction  of  the  new  form  of  the  Futta  has  been  postponed  with  the  permission  of 
the  Board  till  the  Revenue  Settlement  comes  into  operation. 

9.  Season. — ^The  year  opened  when  the  District  was  on  the  verge  of  famine.  Never  did  Salem 
witness  for  years  past  a  more  disastrous  kind  of  season  than  the  one  under  report. .  From  the  middle 
of  July  to  nearly  the  end  of  October  the  District  was  overwhelmed  with  distress.  The  early  rains 
entirely  failed,  and  it  was  not  till  October  that  cultivation  to  any  extent  commenced.  Up  to  that 
tinxe  nearly  all  the  occupied  land  was  lying  waste,  and  not  a  blade-of  grass  was  to  be  found  anywhere. 
Tanks  and  wells  were  almost  dry,  and  the  want  felt  for  food  and  water  was  not  a  little.  People 
were  driven  to  live  on  herbs  and  roots,  while  more  than  a  lac  and  half  heads  of  cattle  perished  from 
sheer  starvation.  The  October  rains  enabled  the  ryots  to  bring  under  plough  all  lands  that  could 
be  cultivated,  and  the  prevailing  distress  gradually  disappeared.  The  crops  (chiefly  wet)  thrived 
well,  and  though  late  there  was  after  all  a  good  harvest. 

10.  Rainfall. — ^The  annexed  table  shows  the  fall  of  rain  between  April  1866  and  March 
1867:—

11.  Sanitabt  cokdition. — ^Though  serious  disfcress^  prevailed  all  over  the  District,  yet  it  is 
remarkable  to  observe  that  public  health  was  not  to  any  extent  affected  thereby.  On  the  whole  it 
may  be  said  that  the  District  was  more  free  from  disease  during  the  year  under  report  than  the 
preceding  one.  Cholera  and  fever  only  appeared  here  and  there  to  a  small  exteaL  Cattle  too  have 
been  almost  free  from  disease.  Many  died  more  of  starvation  than  of  actual  sickness.  The  fdloir« 
mg  abstract  exhibits  the  number  of  deaths  from  various  causes  during  the  year,  though  I  don't 
pretend  to  vouch  for  its  accuracy.    On  the  contrary,  I  must  admit  that  I  entirely  distrust  them. 
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12.  Prices  of  Gsain« — As  may  be  expected  from  the  character  of  the  season,  prices  rose  to 
the  highest  pitch.  Such  prices  have  never  before  been  heard  of  in  the  District.  For  several  months 
we  had  to  look  to  Madras  and  the  neighbouring  Districts  for  grain.  The  annexed  table  shows  the 
ruling  prices  during  the  year,  compared  with  the  two  preceding  ones: —

13.  There  was  no  demand  for  agricultural  labour,  and  the  Government  had  to  find  employ- 
ment for  thousands  of  able-bodied  poor,  who  were  starving  from  want  of  means  of  subsistence. 

14.  10,86,374  acres  of  land,  assessed  at  Rupees  17,73,963,  were  under  occupation  at  the 
beginning  of  the  Fusly.  Of  this.  Acres  70,503,  assessed  at  Rupees  98, 619,  were  given  up  from  the 
different  causes  specified  in  Enclosure  A  to  Statement  No.  3,  and  Acres  67,305,  assessed  at  Rupees 
96,112,  were  taken  up  afresh.  Of  the  lands  given  up.  Acres  18,333,  assessed  at  Rupees  34,773, 
merely  passed  from  one  hand  to  another,  and  the  extent  is  of  course  included  under  the  head  ''Lands 
taken  up  afresh."  The  total  extent  under  occupation  for  the  year  was  Acres  10,83,176,  assessed 
at  Rupees  17,71,456,  of  which  Acres  2,553,  assessed  at  rupees  9,953,  forms  the  item  "Waste 
remitted,"  and  Acres  24,063,  assessed  at  Rupees  32,425,  the  item  "Waste  charged." 

15.  The  extent  of  actual  cultivation  was  Acres  10,56,560,  assessed  at  Rapees  17,29,078,  against 
Acres  10,60,569,  assessed  at  Rupees  17,29,709,  actually  cultivated  last  year. 

16.  Waste  chaeoed  akd  waste  remitted.— The  waste  charged  is  chiefly  Punjab,  for  which  the 
existing  orders  allow  no  remission.  Punjab  land  assessed  at  nearly  Rupees  1,300  was,  however 
remitted  in  consequence  of  the  adverse  character  of  the  season.  Careful  inquiries  were,  as  usual, 
instituted  before  any  remission  whether  for  Nunjah  or  Punjab  was  given. 
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17.    The  annexed  abstract  shows  the  cultivation  and  settlement  of  the  year  as  compared  with 
the  preceding  one: — 
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18.  Special  Products. — From  the  following  abstract  it  will  be  seen  that  there  is  a  decrease 
in  the  cultivation  of  Sugar-cane,  Cotton,  and  Indigo.  The  decrease  is  chiefly  in  the  two  latter,  and 
this  is  owing  to  a  falling  off  in  the  Demand: —

20.  Nine  ruined  tanks  were  made  over  during  the  year  to  private  individuals  for  restoration. 
The  ayacuit  under  the  nine  is  Acres  32,  assessed  at  Rupees  124, 

21.  Remissions,  Statement  No.  4. — The  remissions  for  the  year  amounted  to  Rs.  1,51,899, 
showing  a  net  decrease  of  Rupees  809.  This,  however,  includes  the  share  of  Shrotriem  proceeds, 
village  servants,  allowances,  and  Dasabandum  shares,  amounting  in  all  to  Rupees  1,23,290.  The 
decrease  is  owing  to  the  quitrent  imposed  by  the  Inam  Commissioner  on  certain  Hissa  Shrotriems. 

22.  I  shall  address  the  Board  separately  on  the  fixed  Cowle  remissions  known  as  **  Cockbum'e 
Cowle,*'  under  which  head  Rupees  1,009  appear. 

23.  Remissions  foir  pasture  are  given  at  one-third  of  the  Fysul  assessment  in  the  Baramahal, 
and  one-fourth  in  the  Talaghat  talooks.  In  no  case  does  the  whole  extent  allowed  for  pasture 
exceed  one-fourth  of  the  entire  holding  of  a  ryot. 

24.  The  Shavi  remissions  were  given  upon  a  careful  inquiry,  and  on  the  principle  laid  down 
by  the  Board  and  Government.

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26.  Miscellaneous  Revenue,  Statement  No.  V.— The  MiscellaneouB  Revenue  for  the 
year  amounted  to  Rupees  82,970,  or  Rupees  1,466  over  the  preceding  year's  revenue.  The  chief 
it<^ms  included  in  this  amount  are  Jodi  on  Sundry  Inam  lands  cultivated  subsequent  to  the  Jum- 
mahbundy,  revenue  of  hill  villages,  tax  on  fruit  trees,  and  revenue  fines.  The  cultivation  subse- 
quent to  the  Jummahbundy  is  larger  this  year  than  heretofore.  The  favourable  change  in  the 
character  of  the  season  having  taken  place  as  late  as  it  did,  several  lands  not  brought  under  the 
plough  before  the  Jummahbundy  were  subsequently  cultivated.  The  usual  explanatory  statement 
showing  these  several  items,  as  well  as  the  particulars  under  the  head  "Other  items,"  accom- 
panies. The  increase  in  the  ''Other  items"  is  the  sale  proceeds  (Rupees  2,113)  of -certain 
Travellers'  Bungalows  which  had  become  useless.

29.  The  decrease  in  the  permanently  settled  revenue  is  owing  to  the  deductions  made  in  the 
Peishcush  on  account  of  lands  taken  up  for  Railway  and  other  purposes. 

80.  The  increase  in  the  Shrotriem  Jodigay  is  owing  to  the  transfer  to  that  head  of  certain 
Surva  Maniem  and  Hissa  villages,  in  consequence  of  the  levy  of  Jodigay  on  these  villages  under  tke 
Settlement  made  by  the  Laam  CommisaioQer. 
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31.  Under  the  head  License-tax,  Rupees  10,598  appear  for  the  first  time,  as  the  Act  was 
introduced  only  during  the  year  under  report. 

82.  RfivisioK  OF  THE  ASSESSMENT. — ^Tho  annexed  abstract  shows  the  revenue  of  the  several 
years  commencing  with  Fusly  1264,  the  year  in  which  a  reduction  in  the  assessment  was  effected. 
It  will  be  seen  from  this  abstract  that  notwithstanding  the  large  reductions  made  in  the  assessment, 
the  land  revenue  is  steadily  increasing,  and  that  the  remissions  have  been  more  than  tribly  made 
up:—

33.  Dehaks,  Collection,  and  Balance,  Ccebbnt,  Statement  No.  7. — ^The  balance  of 
current  rerenue  against  permanently  settled  estates  was,  at  the  end  of  Fusly,  Ilnpees  46,354,  and 
this  waa  reduced  at  the  end  of  September  last  to  Rupees  14,622.  Bupees  7,530  of  this  balance  hae 
been  recovered  since  the  beginning  of  this  month.  The  other  Mutas  against  which  a  balance  is 
still  outstanding  have  been  placed  under  attachment. 

34.  The  balance  against  Shrotriem  Jodigay  was,  at  the  end  of  the  Fusly,  Rupees  12,129,  and 
at  the  end  of  September,  Rupees  7,061.  The  Agraharam  villages  in  arrears  have  under  the 
Hukumnamah  rules  of  the  district,  been  attached;  but  unless,  as  I  have  already  stated  in  my  letters 
to  the  Board,  the  Revenue  Arrears  Recovery  Act  is  put  in  force  against  these  villages,  there  is 
very  little  prospect  of  the  recovery  of  outstanding  balances. 

36.  The  balances  against  Ryotwar  and  Miscellaneous  items  were,  at  the  end  of  the  Fusly, 
Rupees  68,941  and  18,847  respectively.  These  were  reduced  in  September  to  Rupees  20,416  and 
6,724  respectively.  Considering  the  disastrous  nature  of  the  season,  it  must  be  allowed  that  the 
collections  have  been  fair  on  the  whole,  and  that  the  balance  at  the  end  of  September  is  by  no 
means  as  large  as  might  have  been  expected.  Steps  have  been  taken  for  the  recovery  of  the  still 
outstanding  arrears. 

36.  Bupees  33,069  were  outstanding  against  the  Abkarry  renter  at  the  end  of  September. 
Of  this  he  has  since  paid  Rupees  16,476,  and  has  promised  to  pay  off  the  balance  shortly.  Knowing 
that  he  has  to  pay  a  very  large  revenue  to  Government,  and  that  it  is  with  the  greatest  difficulty 
that  he  is  recovering  his  dues  from  the  sub-renters,  I  have  not  taken  extreme  measures  with  him.

38.  Abbbarb,  Statkmbnt  No.  8.— The  arrears  of  all  sources  of  revenue  for  former  Fuslies 
amount  to  Bupees  22,850.  Of  this,  Bupees  19,475  appertain  to  ''Land  Bevenue/'  and  Bupees 
3,375  to  *'  Miscellaneous  Bevenue."  Of  the  former,  Bupees  6,601  are  recoverable,  262  doubtful, 
and  12,612  irrecoverable.  Of  the  latter,  Bupees  1,866  recoverable,  45  doubtful,  and  1,464  irre- 
coverable.   Stringent  measures  will  be  adopted  for  early  collection  of  the  recoverable  balances. 

39.  The  irrecoverable  arrears  amount  to  Bupees  14,075,  and  they  extend  over  eight  Fuslies. 
I  request  that  sanction  may  be  obtained  for  writing  these  arrears  off  the  accounts.  Their  recovery, 
after  a  careful  scrutiny  made  by  myself  and  the  divisional  ofBcers,  has  been  found  hopeless.  Any  - 
property  that  could  be  made  answerable  has  been  attached  and  sold. .  In  many  cases  the  property 
so  seized  and  sold  has  not  been  anything  like  sufficient  to  liquidate  the  arrears.  The  amount 
namely,  Bupees  14,075,  includes  Bupees  6,440  recommended  for  remission  last  year.  No  sanction 
has  as  yet  been  received  for  writing  this  amount  off. 

40.  CoiBCivi  Pbooxss. — Coercive  process  was  issued  against  1,431  ryots  for  the  recovery  of 
Bupees  10,573.    The  amount  actually  recovered  was  Bupees  2,468. 

41.  Chabqxs. — Statement  No.  9  shows  the  particulars  of  charges  incurred  during  the  year. 
They  amount  to  Bupees  1,99,063,  or  Bupees  26,574  below  the  charges  incurred  in  the  previous 
year.  The  decrease  is  chiefly  under  the  head  of  "  Salaries,'*  and  this  is  owing  to  the  reduction  in 
the  number  of  Assistant  Collectors  allotted  to  this  District.  There  were  four  Assistants  in  the 
preceding  year,  while  during  the  most  part  of  the  year  under  report  there  was  only  one.

43.  There  is  a  decrease  of  six  villages  in  the  aggregate  number.  These  villages  were  trans- 
ferred to  the  South  Aroot  District.  Other  fluctuations  which  appear  in  the  Statement  are  owing 
to  the  transfer  of  the  "uninhabited"  villages  to  the  head  prescribed  for  this  descripti<m  for  the 
first  time  in  the  accounts,  and  to  the  change  of  tenure  of  certain  villages  under  the  hma  Commis- 
sioner's Settlement,  as  explained  in  paragraph  5  of  this  report. 

44.  There  are  no  Mutas  or  Foliaputs  in  this  District,  which  are  not  within  the  limits  of  anj 
Government  Talook;  No.  1  to  Enclosure  A  is  therefore  left  blank. 

45.  Atacut,  QaiNQOENNiAL,  Enclosubk  B. — ^The  total  Ayacnt,  Circar  and  Inam,  exclusive  of 
Porumboke,  is  Acres  14,20,478,  assessed  at  Rupees  22,66,032.  Of  this,  the  Inam  is  Acres  60,497, 
assessed  at  Rupees  1,10,833,  and  the  Circar  13,59,981,  asseseed  at  Rupees  21,65,199.  Of  this  again 
Acres  10,83,176,  assessed  at  Rupees  17,71,466,  are  under  occupation,  and  Acres  2,76,805,  assessed 
at  Rupees  3,83,743,  are  waste.

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49.  There  is  an  increase  both  in  the  number  of  houses  and  in  the  population  of  33,686  and 
1,26,012  respectively.  The  importance  to  which  many  towns  in  the  Salem  District  have  risen  in 
consequence  of  the  Madras  Railway  running  right  through  the  heart  of  the  District  and  the  less 
extent  to  which  Cholera  and  other  epidemic  diseases  have  prevailed  during  the  last  few  years, 
chiefly  account  for  the  above  increase.  The  census  was  taken  throughout  the  District  on  the  Ist 
March  last  on  the  system  laid  down  by  the  Board. 

50.  A  Statement  showing  the  houses  and  population  in  the  several  towns  in  the  Salem 
District  is  also  submitted  as  enclosure  to  Statement  D.  The  very  large  increase  which  appears 
in  tiie  peculation  of  the  Salem  town  is  owing  to  the  extensicm  of  its  limits  under  the  Municipal  Act.

56.  YiLLAQS  AND  Talook  ACCOUNTS. — ^These  accounts  were  as  usual  examined  at  the  Jum- 
mahbundy  by  the  several  officers  who  have  conducted  the  Settlement.  On  the  whole  the  accounts 
in  this  District  are  kept  correctly,  but  there  is  still  room  for  improvement.  I  have,  in  a  few 
instances,  had  occasion  to  fine  some  of  the  Cumums  for  the  manner  in  which  their  accounts  were 
prepared. 

57.  General  Account  Department. — ^The  accounts  in  this  Department  are  kept  correctly 
and  regularly;  and  every  eiFort  is  made  to  ensure  despatch  in  the  submission  of  the  periodical 
accounts  and  returns.  I  may  add  that  the  Accountant  General,  who  lately  visited  Salem,  and 
scrutinized  the  accounts  kept  in  this  Department,  has  expressed  his  satisfaction  regarding  them. 

58.  Lands  possessed  bt  Public  Servants. — Lands  acquired  by  servants  employed  in  the 
Huzur  and  Talooks  during  the  year  are  as  follows: — 
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69.  Of  the  above,  Acres  324,  assessed  at  Rupees  456,  belong  to  one  Talook  Gumastah  in  the 
Sub-division.    I  have  written  to  inquire  into  this  matter. 

60.  Sub-Collbctoe's  Repobt.— Copy  cf  the  report  received  from  the  Sub-Collector,  Mr. 
Price,  is  herewith  forwarded. 

61.  Bbmaeks  on  the  conduct  of  Subobdinatb  OrpicBBS. — ^Mr.  Price,  my  Acting  Sub-Col- 
lector, has  been  zealous  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  attached  to  his  charge.  Mr.  Bliss,  who  was 
Acting  Head  Assistant  for  the  first  half  of  the  year,  and  Mr.  Woodroffe,  who  now  holds  the  same 
appointment,  both  did  their  utmost  to  assist  me.  The  two  Deputy  Collectors,  Messrs.  Leggatt  and 
Johnston,  have  performed  their  duties  satisfactorily.  To  my  Serishtadar,  Mr.  D.  Paul,  I  am 
indebted  for  the  care,  attention,  and  assistance  that  he  has  afforded  me.  He  is  an  able  man,  and 
conducts  the  work  that  devolves  upon  him  both  carefolly  and  well.

1.  I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  usual  report  on  the  Annual  Settlement  of  the  Sub-Diri- 
■ion  for  Fusly  1276,  together  with  the  StatemoAts  in  the  prescribed  form. 

2.  Villages  at  which  the  Settlement  was  made. — Statement  No.  1  shows  the  places  at 
which  the  Settlement  of  each  Talook  was  made. 

As  shown  in  the  subjoined  abstract  there  has  been  a  slight  fall  in  the  number  of  Ryotwar 
Tillages.  This  is  owing  to  the  recent  enfranchisements  of  some  of  the  Hissa  Agraharam  villages. 
The  increase  in  the  number  of  Shrotriem  or  Inam  villages  is  due  to  the  fact  that  some  of  the  Agra- 
harams  situated  in  Mittas  and  Faliaputs  have  been  settled  by  the  Inam  Commissioner  and  a  quit- 
rent  fixed  upon  them.  I  do  not  here,  of  course,  allude  to  the  number  of  villages  belonging  to  per- 
manently settled  estates,  which  remain  unaltered: —

3.  Bbmabks  on  Puttas. — ^The  number  of  Pattas  issued  in  the  year  amounted  to  64,121, 

being  1,729  more  than  in  Fu^ly  1275.    These 
figures  include  those  issued  for  Miscellaneous 

items  also.   You  are  aware  that  under  the  Board's 

64,121  Miscellaneous  Circular,  No.  XCIV.,  dated  31st 
August  1864,  it  became  necessary  to  dispense 
with  the  former  system  of  entering  these  items  at  the  foot  of  the  Land  ^Revenue  Puttas.  The  form 
of  new  Puttas  circulated  with  the  Board's  Circular  Memorandum,  dated  7th  February  1866,  No. 
122,  however  revives  the  old  practice;  but  the  adoption  of  it  having  been  deferred  to  some  future 
period,  we  are,  in  the  meanwhile,  obliged  to  act  under  the  Circular  above  quoted.  I  have  accordingly 
issued  separate  Pattas  as  directed  therein.  But  the  Board  in  paragraph  4  of  their  Proceedings, 
dated  11th  June  last.  No.  3,569,  appear  to  be  of  opinion  that  without  reference  to  the  orders  post- 
poning  the  introduction  of  the  new  form  of  Putta,  these  miscellaneous  items  could  have  been  included 
in  the  Land  Revenue  Puttas.  This  is  a  point  on  which  the  definite  instructions  of  the  Board  are  to 
be  obtained. 

4.  As  to  the  increase  in  the  number  of  Puttas,  I  would  remark  that  until  last  year  the  Ryots, 
whose  holdings  remained  unaltered,  were  not  called  upon  to  produce  the  Puttas  granted  them  in 
former  years.  But  the  imposition  of  the  Road  Cess  in  this  year,  which  had  to  be  entered  in  the 
Puttas,  having  necessitated  their  production,  the  ryots  who  had  lost  them  have  been  obliged  to  take 
fresh  ones. 

5.  Season.— The  beginning  of  the  Fusly  was  a  famine.  Prices  were  unusually  high,  so  much  so, 
that  in  many  cases  the  ordinary  kinds  of  food  were  entirely  beyond  the  reach  of  the  poorer  classes. 
Their  suiferings  roused  the  sympathies  of  the  wealthier  part  of  the  population  who  liberally  sub- 
Bcribed  large  sums  for  the  relief  of  the  destitute.  Relief-houses  were  opened  at  the  principal  villages 
wd  the  able-bodied  poor  were  provided  with  employment  on  roads  and  other  Government  works. 
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Wells,  tanks,  and  other  reservoirs  of  water  were  at  this  time  quite  dry,  and  both  man  and  beast  felt 
the  want  of  water.  Murrain  broke  out  amoDgst  the  cattle,  and  this  and  want  of  pasture  carried  off 
large  numbers  in  both  Eistnagherrj  and  Darampury  talooks ;  but  I  do  not  consider  that  the  famine 
pressed  on  the  people  so  heavily  as  it  did  in  the  neighbouring  District  of  North  Arcot.  Towards 
the  end  of  September  and  middle  of  October,  four  heavj  falls  of  rain  occurred,  and  though  they  did 
great  damage  both  to  roads  and  works  of  irrigation,  they  alleviated  the  then  fast  increasing 
distress,  and  rendered  it  uanecossary  to  give  any  large  remissions.  The  famine  in  North  Arcot 
and  Bellary  caused  considerable  export  from  this  part  of  the  District,  and  of  course  raised 
prices.  Had  the  calls  upon  the  supply  of  grain  been  only  what  was  required  for  the  consumption 
of  the  population  of  the  division,  I  doubt  whether  it  could  have  been  said  that  there  was  any 
famine.  It  may  not  be  out  of  place  here  to  mention  that  the  prospects  of  the  division  as  regards 
dry  crops  look  more  gloomy  than  they  did  last  year.  The  poorer  ryots  have  spent  their  little 
savings,  and  have  exhausted  their  s  mall  hoards  of  grain,  and  they  have  now  neither  food  nor 
money  to  buy  it.  The  rain  has  been  constantly  impending,  and  has  led  me>to  refrain  from 
writing.  I  am  now  growing  hopeless,  and  if  we  do  not  soon  have  rain,  the  Ragi  cross  will  fail, 
and  the  distress  of  last  year  will  be  nothing  to  that  which  I  trust  that  a  fall  of  rain  may  now  avert. 

6,  Sanitary  State. — ^The  sanitary  state  of  the  Sub-division  was  pretty  good  during  the  year 
under  report,  though  cholera  and  small-pox  were  prevalent  in  some  parts  of  Oossoor  and  Denkani- 
cotta  division.  The  outbreaks  of  cholera  were  marked  by  being  sudden  and  brief.  The  disease 
was  not  of  the  most  virulent  type,  and  many  of  those  attacked  recovered.  I  look  upon  this  pest  as 
havin;?  in  every  case  been  imported  chiefly  from  Trippatore  Comparatively  speaking  a  far  greater 
mortality  was  caused  by  small-pox,  which  was  particularly  prevalent  in  the  Kistnagherry  talook. 
The  vaccination  department  worked  in  the  division  for  three  months.  The  number  of  persons 
vaccinated  was  2,234,  and  the  amount  of  successful  cases  was  2, 055.  The  Vaccinators  have  now  been 
withdrawn,  .but  I  am  taking  measures,  as  I  have  already  informed  you,  to  put  the  system  on  a  per- 
manent basis.  Not  having  any  records  of  the  deaths  in  this  division  available,  I  am  unable  to 
furnish  you  with  information  on  this  head.  I  do  not  consider  that  there  were  many  deaths  from 
actual  starvation,  though  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  want  of  proper  food  in  many  cases  rendered 
the  people  less  able  to  resist  the  attacks  of  disease  than  would  otherwise  have  been  the  case. 

7.  Prices  op  Grain. — The  incessant  exportation  of  grain  of  every  description  toBellaiy  and 
other  districts,  coupled  with  the  increased  demand  for  food  and  the  disinclination  on  the  part  of 
the  wealthy  ryots,  who  were  in  expectation  of  [a  higher  rise  in  the  price  of  grain^to  sell  to  the 
poorer  classes,  contributed  to  effect  an  enormous  rise  ^f  prices.  Ragi,  which  is  the  staple  food  of 
the  major  part  of  the  labouring  classes  of  the  whole  division,  and  which,  before  the  distress  mani- 
fested itself,  sold  at  Rupees  5  or  6  a  Elandagam  of  160  Madras  measures,  rose  at  one  time  to 
Rupees  30  per  Kandagam;  and  Rice,  which  during  the^^previous  two  years  sold  at  Rupees  23  or  24 
per  Kandagam,  to  Rupees  57.  After  the  fall  of  rain  in  September  and  October,  the^e  rates  became 
considerably  reduced.

10.  Waste  chaeqbd  and  waste  remitted. — From  the  abstract  given  below  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  remissions  granted  for  wet  waste  amounted  to  Rupees  3,719,  which  is  less  than  that  of  the  previous 
year  by  Rupees  9,220.  In  two  cases  where  the  dry  lands  were  rendered  unfit  for  cultivation  owing 
to  their  having  been  covered  with  sand  thrown  on  them  by  the  breaching  of  tanks  in  their  neigh- 
bourhood, I  have  remitted  the  assessment,  namely,  Rupees  11-14-7.  This  is  shown  in  enclosure 
B  to  No.  3:—

11.  Remissions. — ^The  particulars  of  remissions  are  shown  in  Statement  No.  4,  from  which  it 
will  be  observed  that  there  has  been  a  decrease  of  Rupees  378  in  favour  of  this  year  as  compared  with 
the  previous  one.  The  entries  made  therein  are  too  small  to  need  any  remark.  The  fall  of  rain 
towards  the  end  of  the  year  filled  the  tanks  so  well  that  the  major  part  of  the  remissions  was  granted 
on  account  of  breached  works  of  irrigation.

The  decrease  in  Cotton  is  obviously  owing  to  the  great  fall  in  the  price  of  that  article,  and  that 
in  Sugarcane  to  the  uncertainty  which  the  ryots  entertained  at  the  planting  season  when  it  was 
doubtful  whether  a  sufficient  supply  of  water  would  be  available. 

The  experiments  with  Carolina  Paddy,  which,  I  presume,  may  properly  be  called  a  special  pro- 
duct, have,  for  the  most  part,  proved  a  failure  owing  to  the  unfortunate  want  of  water  in  the  tanka 
under  which  the  seed  was  early  in  the  Fusly  sown.  The  experiment  in  my  own  garden  has,  as  I 
have  already  reported,  proved  a  complete  success,  and  the  demand  for  seed  is  now  greater  than  I 
can  meet. 
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13.  Land  and  Scndbt  Soubces  of  Rbvenub. — ^In  Enclosure  A  to  Statement  No.  10  are  shown 
the  particulars  of  Land  and  other  Sources  of  Revenue  as  compared  with  the  results  of  the  previous 
Fusly. 

14.  Pbbmanbntlt  sbttlbd. — ^The  decrease  of  Rupees  17-9-2  under  this  head  is  due  to  the 
reductions  made  in  the  Feishcush  of  Mittas  on  account  of  lands  taken  up  for  roads. 

15.  Shbotbiem  Jodi. — Under  this  head  will  be  found  an  increase  of  Rupees  6,183-8-0.  This 
was  caused,  as  already  explained  in  paragraph  2  by  the  transfer  of  some  Agraharams  and  Inam  villages 
situate  in  settled  estates  to  this  head  in  consequence  of  their  enfranchisement  by  the  Inam  Com- 
missioner. 

16.  Rtotwab. — There  is  an  increase  of  Rupees  9, 721  under  this  head.  This  is  explained  by  the 
fact  of  there  having  been  less  remissions  in  this  year  than  in  the  preceding  one. 

17.  Miscellaneous. — ^Under  this  head  there  is  an  increase  of  Rupees  12,961-11-9  over  the 
past  Fusly;  of  this,  Rupees  4,156  were  realized  by  rents  of  avenues  alone.  A  greater  part  of  the 
remainder  is  due  to  the  imposition  of  the  new  Road  Cess.  The  variations  in  other  items  falling 
under  this  head  are  too  small  to  need  any  particular  remark. 

18.  Forest  Revenue. — ^The  decrease  of  Rupees  9,372  under  this  head  is  owing  to  a  falling 
oiF  in  the  sales  of  Sandal -wood  during  the  past  as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

19.  Abeabby. — No  variations  exist  under  this  head. 

20.  LicBNSE-TAX. — ^Rupees  1,578  were  collected  up  to  the  end  of  June  last. 

21.  Stamp  Revenue. — ^The  increase  of  Rupees  4,722-8-0  is  mainly  due  to  the  introduc- 
tion of  Act  XXVI.  of  1867.

of  this,  Rupees  23,070-8-1  were  collected,  and  Rupees  84-2-1  were  remitted,  by  order  of  Govern- 
ment, up  to  the  end  of  June  last.  The  subsequent  collections  up  to  31st  July  amount  to  Rupees 
33-8-5,  thus  leaving  a  balance  of  Rupees  3,438-2-3,  of  which  Rupees  1,099-15-7  are  recoverable, 
and  Rupees  107-10-11  doubtful.  You  will  thus  observe  that  Rupees  2,230«7-9  require  to  be  remitted, 
the  0ame  having  been  entered  under  the  head  of  irrecoverable  balances.

24.  Intebbst.— As  directed  in  the  Board's  Proceedings,  dated  30th  June  1864,  a  separate 
Hemorandum  is  herewith  forwarded,  showing  the  sums  realized  on  account  of  interest  under  each 
head  of  Revenue. 

25.  CoxBOiVE  Fbocbss.— -Coercive  processes  were  issued  for  the  collection  of  arrears  amount- 
ing to  Rupees  2,780-8-0,  but  property  to  the  value  of  Rupees  707-15-2  only  was  actually  sold,  the 
remaining  sum  having  been  paid  by  the  defaulters  on  issue  of  process.

3.  Number  and  tenure  of  villages. — ^The  number  of  villages  and  the  tenure  on  which  they 
are  held  stand  the  same  as  in  the  preceding  Fusly.  There  are  in  all  1,278  villages,  and  27  hamlets 
in  this  District,  all  of  which  are  held  on  the  Ryotwar  tenure.  These  are  not  compactly  built 
villages  in  the  ordinary  English  acceptation  of  the  word,  but  divisions  made  for  revenue  pur- 
poses and  containing  within  their  limits  several  scattered  homesteads. 

4.  Number  of  Puttas. — ^The  total  number  of  puttas  for  the  year  was  38,656.  Of 
these  1,660  were  newly  issued,  832  Jfor  lands  newly  taken  up,  and  828  for  some  of  the  old 
estates,  the  Puttas  of  which  had  not  been  produced  by  the  ryots  for  alteration;  285  were  modified 
by  additional  entries,  and  the  rest,  namely,  36,711»  were  not  renewed  at  all.

5.  Sources  of  irrioation. — ^These  are  shown  in  Statement  C,  which  is  evidently  inapplica- 
ble to  South  Canara,  in  which  there  are  no  such  large  tanks  as  are  to  be  found  in  other  Districts, 
nor  does  the  cultivation  depend  on  such  tanks;  the  first  and  principal  rice  crops  being  raised  and 
matured  chiefly  by  means  of  the  falling  rain.  Artificial  irrigation  is  required  here  only  in  aid  of  the 
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second  and  third  crops,  and  this  is  obtained  either  from  small  rain-fed  ponds  lying  close  by,  or  by 
constructing  temporary  dams  across  rivulets  and  channels  to  divert  the  water  into  the  rice  fields. 
Such  tanks  and  such  dams  are  shown  in  the  above  Statement.  The  large  increase  in  the  number 
of  tanks  as  compared  with  those  returned  for  Fusly  1271,  is  owing  to  tanks  of  a  smaller  extent  than 
one  goonta  having  been  omitted  in  the  last  quinquennial  return.  I  think  they  were  properly  omit- 
ted, and  would  seek  permission  always  to  omit  them  in  future,  for  they  are  not  properly  irrigation 
works,  but  sponges  to  catch  and  equalize  the  rainfall  from  week  to  week  only. 

6.  Plouohs  and  Cattlb.— There  is  a  decrease  both  in  the  number  of  ploughs  and  tilling 
cattle,  which  is  attributable  to  the  increased  and  continued  mortality  among  the  latter  during  the 
last  five  years.  The  usual  importations  from  the  Mysore  country  appear  also  to  have  decreased, 
not  one  half  as  many  cattle  as  formerly  being  now  oflfered  for  sale  at  the  annual  show  at  Subra- 
many.  The  cause  of  this  decrease  is  ascribed  to  buyers  not  being  prepared  to  pay  the  enhanced 
prices  demanded  consequent  on  the  rise  in  the  value  of  stock  in  Mysore  itself.

7.  Houses  and  population. — A  general  census  of  the  District  was  taken  on  1st  March,  the 
date  prescribed  by  the  Board,  the  necessary  preparations  having  been  previously  made.  In  pre- 
ference to  the  course  adopted  on  the  occasion  of  the  last  census,  of  distributing  printed  forms  to, 
and  requiring  a  return  from,  each  individual  householder,  the  work  of  enumeration  was  this  time 
assigned  to  the  responsible  agency  of  village  officers,  aided  wherever  the  work  was  more  than  could 
be  gone  through  by  such  servants,  (as  in  the  Gusbah  stations  of  the  talooks  or  other  important 
places,)  by  the  talook  and  other  officials,  and  in  the  town  of  Mangalore  by  some  of  the  Huzoor  and 
Municipal  servants  besides.  The  village  returns  appear  on  the  whole  to  have  been  as  carefully 
filled  up  as  possible.  The  returns  of  the  Kundapurand  Udipi  talooks  were  personally  verified  by  the 
Acting  Head  Assistant  Collecfcor,  Mr.  Sturrock,  and  those  of  the  Mangalore  talook  by  the  Assistant 
Collector,  Mr.  Hall,  and  these  officers  report  that  no  material  discrepancies  have  been  found  in 
them.  The  accounts  of  the  remaining  two  talooks  of  Cassergode  and  Uppinangadi  were  carefully 
checked  by  the  Tahsildars.

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The  number  of  houses  exhibits  a  net  increase  on  the  whole  of  7,861  ^  compared  with  the  num- 
ber returned  in  Fusly  1271.  There  is  a  slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  storied  houses.  This  is 
however  rather  nominal,  inasmuch  as  in  the  last  quinquennial  return  437  houses  appear  to  have  been 
erroneously  included  under  this  head  in  the  Mangalore  talook,  which  have  been  omitted  under  that 
head  in  the  present  returns.  At  the  same  time,  there  is  an  increase  of  341  houses  of  this  descrip- 
tion elsewhere,  which  reduces  the  net  decrease  to  forty-six  houses  only.  The  number  of  tiled 
houses  shows  a  considerable  increase  (of  no  less  than  887  houses)  over  those  of  the  last  period  but 
part  of  this  increase  seems  to  be  due  to  its  including  the  Sepoys'  huts  in  the  Cantonment  of  Man- 
galore,  which  have  all  been  tiled  since  the  date  of  the  last  return.  It  is  in  thatched  houses  which 
are  in  greater  favour  with  the  people  of  this  District,  and  better  adapted  to  the  climate  of  this 
coast,  that  the  largest  increase  is  apparent. 

In  the  total  population  of  the  District,  it  will  be  seen  that  there  is  an  increase  of  51,646  or 
upwards  of  half  a  lac  of  souls.  It  is  an  increase  of  six  per  cent,  on  the  population  of  Fusly  1271 
in  which  year  there  was  an  increase  of  5  per  cent.  The  greatest  percentage  of  increase  occurs 
among  Christians,  and  appears  to  be  chiefly  the  natural  consequence  of  a  better  morality,  and 
in  some  measure  of  the  immigrations  from  Goa  on  account  of  the  famine  prices  prevailing  there 
for  most  of  the  inhabitants  of  Goa  are  Christians  their  number ;  do  not  appear  to  have  been  swollen 
by  conversions.  The  increase  among  Hindoos  and  Mussulmen  is  on  the  whole  only  such  as  was  to  be 
expected  from  their  improved  condition  and  fair  participation  in  the  general  advancement. 

8.    Number  of  ryots— Statement  E,—li  is  not  possible  to  ascertain  from  the  accounts  the 
exact  number  of  cultivators  in  this  district,  as  the  settlement  is  made  here  on  the  wurg  or  estate 
and  not  with  reference  to  the  number  of  individuals  holding  each  estate,  though  one  wurg  is 
frequently  sub-divided  and  held  by  several  persons.     The  number  of  Ryots  given  in  Statement  E 
has,  therefore,  reference  to  the  number  of  ,wurgs  rather  than  to  that  of  the  actual  proprietor! 
thereof.    Some  of  these  wurgs  are  waste,  and  have  no  proprietors.

9.  Bbnt  ^u..— Statement  i^.— This  does  not  call  for  any  remark.  The  Statement  has  been 
prepared  in  due  conformity  with  the  Board's  instructions,  dated  19th  March  1862  No.  1  846  all 
items  of  permanent  remissions  being  omitted  therefrom. 

10.  Season— The  annexed  Statement  shows  the  rainfall  in  the  District,  during  the  year 
nnder  report,  with  a  decrease  on  the  whole  of  875  inches  below  the  quantity  which  fell  during  the 
previous  year.  This  deficiency,  however,  does  not  appear  to  have  in  any  way  aflfected  the  rice  crops, 
the  yield  of  which  wasran  abundant  one.  The  peculiarity  of  the  rice  cultivation  in  this  district,  is 
that  the  beds  of  the  rice  lands  generally  require  to  be  well  dried  in  the  months  of  April  and  May 
to  make  them  fit  to  receive  the  crops  in  the  subsequent  month  of  June,  and  as  this  was  the  case 
during  the  year  under  report  (owing  to  the  total  absence  of  rain  up  to  May),  the  outturn  of  the 
crop  was  very  favourable.  The  Areca  and  Cocoanut  plantations,  however,  appear  to  have  suffered  con- 
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siderably  from  the  long  drought  which  prevailed  at  the  latter  emd  of  the  previous  year,    and  con- 
Bequ^ntly  the  yield  of  these  was  rather  scanty: —

Cholera  was  present  more  or  less  in  all  talooks  and  chiefly  in  Udipy;  but  was  not  virulent  or 
Qf  long  duration,  and  the  mortality  was  much  less  than  in  the  preceding  year.  The  decrease  in 
the  number  of  deaths  &om  small-pox  is  perhaps  in  some  measure  due  to  the  operations  of  the  new 
Vaccine  Establishment  of  the  Malabar  Circle,  which  worked  in  this  District  during  the  year.  Its 
present  absence  is  regretted.  It  is  to  be  hoped  it  will  not  be  long  before  it  re-visits  the  District. 
It  was  from  fever  that  people  suffered  most.  Its  presence  and  the  remedial  measures  taken  have

12.  Health  of  Cattle. — ^Tbe  cattle  were  by  no  means  healthy,  as  will  be  ^seen  from  ike 
increased  mortality  among  them  as  shown  below.

Upon  the  whole  the  prices  of  all  kinds  of  grain  ranged  higher  than  in  the  preceding  Fusly.  Thid 
was  owing  to  large  exportations  made  by  sea  to  other  ports,  especially  to  Malabar  where  the  mer- 
chants of  this  place  carried  and  stored  large  quantities  of  rice  in  expectation  of  realizing  very  high 
prices  as  in  the  preceding  season,  and  in  consequence  of  which  a  comparatively  small  stock  of  grain 
was  left  in  the  District  for  home  consumption.  Moreover,  no  grain  was  imported  as  usual  from  the 
adjacent  countries  in  Mysore,  where  the  season  appears  to  have  been  so  adverse  that  the  Coffee 
planters  in  the  neighbouring  Estates  had  to  draw  from  this  District  their  supplies  of  rice,  &c.,  for 
the  large  bodies  of  labourers  working  on  their  estates.  The  prices  were  unprecedentedly  high  and 
maintained  from  July  to  October,  but  slightly  relaxed,  as  the  new  crops  held  out  promise  of  an 
abundant  harvest.

Item  No  38 — **  Coomeri  cultivation,'' — ^There  is  nothing  particular  or  worthy  of  remark 
under  this  head,  except  that  both  the  extent  of  land  cnltiyated  with  Coomeri  and  the  amount  of 
assessment  thereon  shows  an  increase  as  compared  with  the  coltiyation  of  the  preyious  year.  This 
is  owing  to  certain  Ryots  of  the  Uppinangadi  and  Enndapur  talooks  haying  cnltiyated  Coomeri  on 
their  Enmaki  lands  without  permission,  and  such  cultiyation  haying  been  charged  with  an  assess- 
ment yarying  from  1  to  4  Rupees  per  acre  by  way  of  penalty.

It  will  appear  that  the  outstanding  balance  of  Land  Bevenue  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  reduced 
by  subsequent  collections  to  Bupees  2,718-14-3.  Steps  have  been  taken  for  the  early  reaUzation 
of  this  amount.  It  is  nearly  all  in  Kadapara.  The  sum  of  1,733  Bupees,  which  was  outstanding 
under  Sundry  Sources,  consisted  of  Abkarry  Bevenue.  The  amount  was  fully  realized  in  the  subse- 
quent month  of  July.

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The  abore  sum  of  Rupees  97-8-0  is  due  on  a  certain  Inam  land  in  the  Mangalore  talook, 
being  the  assessment  of  that  land  for  two  years.  The  holders  of  this  Inam  have  hitherto  been 
dependant  for  its  payment  on  an  equivalent  allowance  in  cash  received  by  them  from  the  public 
treasury.  The  payment  of  the  above  allowance  having,  however,  been  suspended  in  consequence 
of  the  demise  of  the  late  holder  of  this  Inam,  and  pending  the  decision  of  Government  as  to  the 
claims  of  the  heirs,  the  revenue  due  on  the  land  has  necessarily  come  under  arrears.  The  case 
has,  however,  been  lately  decided  by  Government  in  their  Proceedings  of  8th  June  last.  No.  1,301, 
and  the  Inam  directed  to  be  continued  to  the  heirs  of  the  deceased.  Payment  of  the  arrears  of 
the  allowance  will  therefore  now  be  made,  and  the  Government;  dues  on  the  land  recovered.

It  will  be  seen  that  there  is  an  increase  in  the  collections  from  all  other  items,  except  **  Salt" 
and  **  Land  Revenue  Miscellaneous  Items,"  the  causes  of  the  falling  off  in  which  have  already  been 
explained  in  their  appropriate  places.  Hence  it  would  appear  that  internally  and  individually,  and 
in  ^ite  of  an  adverse  season,  the  district  has  nevertheless  prospered,  and  suffered  only  from  exter* 
nal  influences,  the  consequence  of  unfavourable  seasons  in  other  inland  districts. 

27.  Coercive  Process. — In  only  one  solitary  instance  was  it  found  necessary  to  sell  apiece 
of  land  in  satisfaction  of  the  Government  demand  due  thereon,  which  was  wilfully  withheld.  All 
the  cases  in  which  moveable  property  was  attached  are  in  Kadapara,  the  assessment  on  which  has 
now  been  sanctioned  by  the  Board.

(1.)  Land  Revenue  charges. — ^The  net  increase  of  Rupees  1,024  under  Land  Revenue  charges 
arises  chiefly  from  a  larger  amount  having  been  disbursed  during  the  year  under  report  on  account 
of  the  salaries  and  fixed  tentage  of  Assistant  Collectors,  also  from  the  Huzoor  Treasury  Deputy 
Collector  having  drawn  an  increased  rate  of  salary  from  January  1867  consequent  on  his  promotion; 
and  the  increased  salaries  sanctioned  to  some  of  the  Huzoor  and  Talook  servants  having  been  paid 
throughout  the  year,  while  in  the  previous  Fusly  they  had  been  disbursed  only  for  a  portion  of 
the  year.

'Contingencies,"  '*  Miscellaneous  charges,"  &c., 
included  under  this  head,  there  is  a  decrease, 
amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  Rupees  3,033, 
as  shown  in  the  margin,  resulting  in  the  first 
mentioned  two  items,  partly  from  greater 
economy  used,  and  also  from  there  having  been  no  purchases  of  furniture,  &c.,  during  the  year 
under  report,  which  item  had  to  some  extent  swelled  the  charges  of  Fusly  1275.  The  decrease  of 
Rupees  2,348  in  Miscellaneous  Items  is  owing  to  a  smaller  quantity  of  Coir  having  been  purchased 
from  the  Islanders  during  the  year,  and  to  a  small  saving  in  the  price  paid  for  rice  supplied  to  them 
in  payment  for  the  same. 

(2.)  Sea  Custom  Charges^.— There  is  a  decrease  under  this  head,  arising  almost  entirely  from 
the  fact  of  very  few  refunds  of  Customs  duty  having  been  made  during  the  year,  whereas  in  Fusly 
1275,  as  large  a  sum  as  Rupees  7,019  was  refunded  on  account  of  duty  on  coffee,  grain,  &c.,  under 
Government  Order,  5th  July  1867,  from  special  causes.  es.

(3.)  Salt  Charges.— There  is  on  the  whole  a  decrease  of  Rupees  1,42, 115  under  this  head  as 
shown  below,  attributable  chiefly  to  a  smaller  quantity  of  Bombay  and  Goa  Salt  having  been 
purchased  for  the  use  of  the  Government  monopoly  during  the  year  under  report  in  consequence  of 
there  having  been,  at  the  beginning  of  the  Fusly,  a  large  stock  in  hand  out  of  the  previous  year's 
store,  while  the  rates  at  which  contract  for  the  supply  of  this  salt  were  accepted  were  also  a  little 
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more  faroorable  than  those  of  the  previous  year.    The  qoantitj  of  salt  purchased  from  local  manu- 
factures and  paid  for  was  likewise  less  than  that  taken  in  the  previous  Fuslj.

Among  other  minor  items  of  salt  charges]  there  is  a  decrease  of  Rupees  1,558  under  the  head 
of  '*  Contingencies,"  which  is  owing  to  the  expenditure  of  last  year  having  been  swelled  by  payments 
made  for  repair  of  salt-weighing  machines  and  mercals,  which  items  do  not  occur  in  the  present 
Fusly. 

There  is  an  increase  of  Rupees  590  under  the  head  of  "Establishment,"  and  of  Rupees  1,500 
under  **  Petty  Construction  and  Repairs;"  the  former  [is  owing  to  certain  salt  servants  having, 
under  Government  Orders,  drawn  increased  rates  of  salaries  throughout  the  year,  whereas  in  Fusly 
1275  they  were  debited  only  for  a  few  months.  The  latter  is  the  cost  of  constructing  a  salt  Cotaur 
in  the  District,  which  under  the  present  rules  is  debitable  to  Salt  Revenue. 

(4.)  Stamp  Charges.—The  small  increase  of  Rupees  528  in  Stamp  Charges  is  due  to  larger 
refunds  of  Stamp  duty  made  by  the  Court,  and  also  to  a  slight  increase  in  the  amount  of  commission 
paid  to  Stamp  Vendors  consequent  on  increased  sales.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  wastage  of  salt  during  the  year  under  report  is  as  large  as  11,563 
Indian  Maunds,  which  gives  a  percentage  of  4*25  against  1*66  in  the  previous  Fusly.  This  is 
owing  exclusively  to  the  introduction  of  weighment  in  all  salt  transactions  during  the  year,  while 
it  must  be  remembered  that  the  salt  in  which  this  wastage  was  found  was  stored  in  the  previous 
Fusly  by  measurement  under  the  old  system.    The  result  of  weighment  has  been  unfavourable  to 
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the  Districfc,  and  Goa  salt,  both  of  which  descriptions  being  very  light,  from  480  to  580  mercals  of 
the  former,  and  from  406  to  450  of  the  latter,  were  found  requisite  to  make  up  a  garce  of  120  Indian 
Maunds  in  weight;  while  the  Bombay  salt  being  hard-grained  and  solid,  from  351  to  360  mercals  of 
this  sufficed  to  give  the  weight  of  a  garce  of  120  Indian  Maunds.  Hence  there  was  a  loss  in  the 
former  of  11,563  Indian  Maunds,  and  a  gain  in  the  latter  of  11,857  Indian  Maunds. 

I  request  the  sanction  of  Government  for  writing  the  above  wastage  of  Indian  Maunds  11,563 
off  my  accounts,  as  also  the  wastage  of  Fusly  1275,  amounting  to  Indian  Maunds  4,119,  sanction 
for  which  has  not  yet  been  received. 

30.  Examination  OF  Talook  and  Village  Accounts.— The  Talook  and  Village  accounts 
of  the  Kundapur  and  Udipi  talooks  were  examined  by  the  Head  Assistant  Collector,  and  those  of 

•  Mangalore,  Cassergode,  and  Uppinangadi  talooks  at  the  Huzoor.  The  Talook  accounts  though  still 
susceptible  of  improvement,  are  now  kept  in  much  better  order  than  formerly,  being  all  written  on 
neatly  printed  forms  which  were  supplied  in  Fusly  1275.  A  similar  improvement  seems  to  be  very 
necessary  and  desirable  in  the  case  of  the  Village  accounts,  which  being  written  in  manuscript, 
are  still  faulty  in  many  respects;  and  with  this  view  the  requisite  quantity  of  paper  has  been 
indented  for. 

31.  Landed  Property  acquired  by  Public  Servants. — During  the  year  under  report  thirteen 
Public  Servants  in  the  Revenue  Department  acquired  landed  property  paying  an  aggregate  assess- 
ment of  Rupees  518-3-3. 

32.  Conduct  of  Subordinate  Officers. — ^This  head  being  purely  personal  and  relating  to  a 
period  when  I  was  not  in  the  District,  I  am  not  in  a  position  to  venture  any  remarks  of  my  own, 
and  append  in  lieu  thereof  an  abstract  of  the  entries  made  in  the  Service  Register  by  my  predeces- 
sors of  such  public  servants  as  should  find  a  place  in  this  report.

3.  Chanoxs  »r  the  number  and  tenure  of  villagbb. — ^There  was  no  change  in  the  tenure  of 
Tillages  during  the  year;  but  their  number  was  reduced  by  one  under  the  sanction  conveyed  in  the 
Board's  Proceedings,  dated  29th  August  1866,  No.  6,177;  Eolangode  and  Padinhaaratara  Amshoms 
being  merged  in  one  and  designated  Madalamada. 

4.  Remarks  on  the  Season. — ^The  south-western  monsoon  conimenced  later,  and  the  fifst 
showers  were  meagre,  especially  in  the  Eastern  talooks.  This  partial  failure  of  rain  in  the  early 
part  of  the  season  proved  somewhat  detrimental  to  the  Eanni  crop  ;  but  a  few  good  showers  in 
July  and  August  saved  it,  and  the  local  harvests  at  the  latter  end  of  September  served  considerably 
to  alleviate  the  distress  which  prevailed  during  the  three  preceding  months.  The  yield  of  the 
Kanni  crop  was  about  average. 

The  north-east  monsoon  set  in  seasonably,  and  the  Magarom  crop  was  good. 
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The  total  fall  of  rain  was  less  by  17*53  inches  than  that  of  Fusly  1275.    The  annexed  State- 
ment shows  the  falls  of  rain  daring  the  last  four  years: —

5.  Sanitary  state  of  the  District. — ^During  the  year  under  report  the  district  suffered 
less  from  Cholera  than  in  the  preceding  one,  the  deaths  under  this  cause  having  fallen  from  23,000 
in  Fusly  1275,  to  3,000  in  Fusly  1276.  Small-pox  prevailed  to  a  greater  extent  than  in  the 
previous  year,  and  cases  of  Fever  and  Bowel-complaints  were  also  more  numerous: —

6.  Prices. — ^The  prices  of  grain  again  show  an  Increase  over  those  of  the  previous  year,  and 
exceed  the  average  of  the  last  ten  years  considerably,  as  shown  in  the  subjoined  Statement.  This  is 
due  to  the  prevailing  scarcity  in  the  early  part  of  the  Fusly  during  which  the  prices  of  all  artidei 
of  food  ranged  abnormally  high.  Second  sort  paddy  was  sold  in  July  and  August  at  Rupees  313 
and  332  respectively  per  garee: —

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Towards  the  close  of  the  Fusly,  however,  it  fell  to  the  level  of  the  price  of  the  previous  years, 
namely.  Rupees  222. 

The  famine  prices  which  prevailed  resulted  mainly  from  the  absence  of  the  usual  supplies 
from  the  districts  on  which  Malabar  is  dependant  for  a  large  portion  of  its  consumption.  The 
effect  of  the  temporary  scarcity  on  the  middle  and  poorer  classes  of  the  population  was  greatly 
mitigated  by  the  opening  of  the  relief-houses  in  various  parts  of  the  district,  as  reported  on  in  the 
Aiiministration  Report  for  1866-67.

8.  The  above  Statement  shows  that  while  the  extent  of  land  cultivated  during  the  year  is 
greater  than  that  in  the  previous  year  by  9,998  acres,  the  net  assessment  has  been  less  by  Rupees 
71,252.  The  decrease  is  only  nominal,  and  is  owing  chiefly  to  the  exclusion  from  "  Byotwar  Land 
Bevenue,**  of  the  demand  on  account  of  Village  Service  Fund,  under  the  Orders  of  Oovernment, 
dated  28th  June  1866,  No.  1,589. 

In  reality  there  has  been  an  increase  of  Rupees  20,694,  which  is  to  be  attributed  partly  to 
increased  cultivation,  and  partly  to  the  amounts  realized  by  the  sale  of  waste  lands  in  Wynad,  having 
been  during  the  year  credited  to  ''  Land  Revenue  Miscellaneous,*'  under  the  orders  of  the  Account- 
ant  General,  dated  9tb  Jwuary  1866,  No.  4,163.

10.  •  Waste  charged  and  Waste  remitted. — During  the  year  no  remissions  were  allowed 
on  account  of  lands  left  waste,  and  assessment  on  7,893  acres  left  uncultivated,  amounting  to  Rupees 
3,937,  was  charged.  These  last  are  principally  the  dry  lands  on  which  a  fixed  assessment  of  six 
Annas  the  acre  is  charged. 

11.  Grant  op  Cowles. — One  hundred  and  twelve  Cowle  Puttas  were  issuedduring  the  year  for 
348  acres  of  Nunja  and  150  acres  of  Punja  or  properly  garden  lands.  The  revenue  that  will  bo 
derived  by  Government  from  the  former  is  Rupees  614;  that  of  ths  latter  cannot  be  estimated  under 
the  system  at  present  obtaining  in  this  district  of  assessing  garden  lands. 

12.  Remissions. — ^The  particulars  of  Remissions  are  entered  in  Statement  No.  4.  The 
several  items  of  fixed  remissions  peculiar  to  the  district  have  been  explained  in  my  last  report. 
A  few  new  items  added  in  this  year's  return  will  explain  themselves. 

13.    The  increase  of  Rupees  2,103  in  the 
•  No.  18  in  the  Statement.  remission  for  gardens*  is  owing  to  about  1,398 

acres  of  land  in  Wynad  used  for  Coffee  cultiva- 
tion having  gone  out  during  the  year.

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15.  Land  Rbvextus. — ^The  Land  Revenue  collections  show  a  decrease  of  Rupees  57^212. 
This  is  wholly  under  Ryotwar,  and  is  due  to  the  Village  Service  Fund  having  been  separated  from 
that  head,  and  carried  to  Local  Fund  under  the  orders  quoted  above.

17.  Salt. — ^The  Salt  collections  exhibit  an  increase  of  Rupees  97,941,  attributable  solely  to 
the  enhancement  in  the  monopoly  price  of  salt.  The  total  quantity  of  salt  purchased  during  the 
year  amounted  to  6,22,486  Indian  Maunds,  and  exceeded  that  purchased  last  year  by  67,907 
Indian  Maunds.  The  entire  quantity  was  received  from  Bombay  on  advertisement  at  priees 
averaging  Rupees  54-0-4  per  Garce. 

The  charges  (Rupees  2,91,328)  bear  a  per-centage  of  32^  to  the  gross  collections  (Rupees 
8,98,914.) 

18.  Sea  Custom. — ^The  increase  of  Rupees  4,819  under  this  head  is  due  to  increased 
imports  of  Copra  and  Cocoanut-oil  from  Ceylon. 

19.  Land  Custom. — ^The  slight  variation  under  this  head  requires  no  remark. 

20.  Stamp. — ^The  Stamp  Revenue  does  not  show  any  material  fluctuation.  The  new  Stamp 
Act  No.  XXVI.  of  1867  having  been  introduced  only  in  May  last,  its  effect  on  the  revenue  has  not 
been  very  apparent. 

21.  LiCBNSi-TAX. — Act  No.  XXI.  of  1867  imposing  the  License-tax  has  been  in  operation  only 
during  the  last  two  months  of  the  year.    The  collections  under  it  amounted  to  Rupees  11,772. 

22.  The  aggregate  collections  under  the  several  heads  of  Revenue  abovenamed  amount  to 
Rupees  33,58,205,  and  exceed  those  of  Fusly  1275  by  Rupees  62,174.  The  collections  bear  a 
per-centage  of  95  Rupees  to  the  total  demand  of  the  year. 

23.  Balances. — ^The  uncollected  balances  at  the  close  of  the  Fusly  on  account  of  current 
demand  amounted  to  Rupees  65,274,  and  this  amount  has  been  reduced  to  Rupees  36,390  by  the 
collections  in  July  and  August  last.

This  decrease  is  due  chiefly  to  more  favourable  prices  paid  during  the  year  for  the  purchase  of 
salt  than  formerly;  to  the  charges  for  conveying  and  storing  salt  having  been  less  in  consequence 
of  the  absence  of  any  supply  from  Madras  which  entailed  heavy  Railway  charges  in  Fusly  1275; 
and  to  no  exceptional  charges  such  as  were  incurred  in  Fusly  1275  owing  to  extensive  refunds  made 
of  duty  levied  on  exports  of  Coffee  having  been  incurred  during  the  year. 

Under  Land  Revenue  the  increase  of  Rupees  8,202  in  the  charges  on  account  of  salaries  of 
Collectors,  &c.,  is  due  to  changes  in  the  staff"  of  oflScers  in  the  District,  and  that  of  Rupees  3,455 
in  the  Huzoor  and  Talook  establishment  charges,  is  owing  to  the  increased  salaries  to  sundry  revenue 
servants  sanctioned  in  Government  Orders,  dated  12th  September  and  28th  November  1865,  Nos. 
2,184  and  2,940,  having  been  paid  throughout  the  year  under  notice,  while  in  Fusly  1275  the 
higher  rates  were  allowed  only  from  November  1865. 

27.  Working  op  the  new  system  op  Village  and  Talook  accounts.— The  Talook  and  Vil- 
lage accounts  have  been  examined,  and  found  to  be  kept  tolerably  well.

Repeated  orders  were  issued  to  secure  accuracy  in  the  census  returns,  and  I  believe  that  they 
are  at  any  rate  as  reliable  as  on  any  previous  occasion  ;  though  peculiar  difficulties  do  attend  the 
taking  a  census  where  the  residences  are  so  scattered  as  in  Malabar. 

That  the  population  is  increasing  rapidly  is  evident,  and  the  fact  affi^rds  satisfactory  evidence 
of  the  advancing  prosperity  of  the  District. 

Amidst  this  general  rise  in  the  population  the 
fall  in  the  number  of  agriculturalists,  as  sohwn 
by  the  return,  calls  for  explanation.  The  decrease 
is  chiefly  in  the  talooks  noted.*  It  is  ascribed 
in  some  places  to  sundry  proprietors,  who  hitherto 
let  their  lands  on  simple  lease,  having  taken 
many  small  farms  from  the  lessees,  and  under* 
taken  their  cultivation  themselvep.

There  has  been  no  considerate  increase  m  the  several  kinds  of  cattle.  Under  She  BojSaloes 
there  appears  a  decrease  of  about  4,000. 

Epidemic  disease  has  occasionally  shown  itself  in  different  localities  ;  and  though  no  very 
striking  outbreak  has  occurred,  the  aggregate  of  the  various  losses  must  have  been  very  con- 
siderable. 

30.  Bemabks  on  the  oonduct  of  Subobbinate  Officies. — ^The  oond^ict  of  the  Subordinate

Under  the  Government  Proceedings,  No.  2,362,  dated  5th  September  1866,  six  Amshonw 

marginally  noted,  of  Kurumbranad  talook,  have 
been  transferred  to  Calicut  talook,  and  a  decrease 
of  18,241  Rupees  and  11  Pies  has  thereby 
occurred  in  the  amount  of  Revenue  in  Kurum- 
branad talook. 

.5.  Previous  to  this  transfer  the  Sub-Magistrate  of  Quilandy  had  the  Magisterial  jurisdiction 
of  twenty  Amshoms.  Mr.  Logan  added  twelve  Amshoms  from  Kurumbranad  talook  to  Quilandy, 
after  this  transfer,  and  thus  the  Sub-Magistrate  of  Quilandy  now  exercises  his  Magisterial  jurisdic- 
tion in  twenty-six  Amshoms.  All  these  twenty-six  Amshoms  were  formerly  included  in  the  old 
Kurumbranad  talook,  and  the  present  arrangement  with  respect  to  the  Magisterial  jurisdiction  is 
satisfactory  to  the  people.  By  this  transfer  the  Magisterial  business  of  Kurumbranad  Tahsildar  is 
also  much  reduced. 

6.  The  total  number  of  Puttas  granted  this  year  amounted  to  38,844,  of  which  1,443  Puttas 
were  given  to  the  present  holders  on  succession  to  the  property  of  their  deceased  relatives.  There 
still  remain  162  Puttas  of  this  nature  to  be  distributed. 

7.  The  difference  in  rain-fall  between  last  Fusly  and  this  will  be  seen  from  the  following

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23.  Of  the  total  demund  of  Rupees  6,24,350-3-d  of  thia  Fodj,  Bnpeefl  6,19,350-2-10  haTc 
been  collected,  leaving  a  balance  of  Bupees  5,000-0-11.  This  balance  is  due  by  the  Arakal  lU^, 
and  is  to  be  collected  from  him  as  usual  in  the  month  of  August.
